St.  Paul,  Feb.  27.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— A  flood  of  petitions  was  re- 
ceived in  the  house  today  against  reli- 
gious legislation.  Bills  were  introduced 
as  follows:  By  Hendricks,  a  bill  to  make 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquor  personal 
property  and  subject  to  transfer,  mort- 
gage, etc.;  by  Hendricks,  to  provide  for 
transfer  of  monies  from  the  state  trea- 
sury to  municipalities,  consist- 
ing of  money  taken  in  fees 
by  the  insurance  commissioner; 
by  Fleming,  to  amend  the  general  laws 
relating  to  building  and  loan  associa- 
tions, placing  them  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  public  examiner,  who  shall 
also  place  a  valuation  on  all  their  real 
estate;  by  McGrath,  a  bill  relating  to 
validitv  of  assessments  against  railroads 
which  have  abandoned  their  land  grants 
or  transferred  them;  by  Boggs,  a  bill 
to  authorize  county  commissioners  to 
appropriate  money  and  expend 
in         adjoining  counties 

an  amount  not  exceeding 
S5,coo  in  one  year;  by  Boggs,  a  bill  re- 
lating to  ownerships  of  real  estate  and 
providing  that  aliens  may  own  and  deal 
in  real  estate;  by  Abbott,  a  bill  to  de- 
clare express  companies  common  car- 
riers and  placing  them  under  supervi- 
sion of  the  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
mission within  one  hundred  days  after 
the  passage  of  the  act;  by  Fuller,  a  bill 
providing  for  amendment  of  the  general 
laws  so  that  any  one  having  claims  on 
logs  and  lumber  may  as^ign  the  same. 

Senator-elect  Roach,  of  North  Da- 
kota, was  present  and  was  invited  to  ad 
dress  the  house  this  morning.  He  said 
the  causes  which  brought  about  the  re- 
sult of  his  election  as  United  States  sen- 
ator of  North  .Dakota  were  organization 
and  persistence  against  a  disorginizcd 
majority.  He  was  happy  and  proud  ot 
the  flattering  words  he  had  received 
from  the  press  and  people  of  Minnesota, 
and  he  would  do  everything  that  lay  in 
his  power  to  assist  the  state  of  Minne- 
•scta,  if  such  assistance  was  at  any  time 
necessary. 

Boggs' bill  providing  that  in  cases  of 
the  vacation  of  plats  or  ot  streets  or  al- 
leys and  avenues,  if  no  proceedings 
have  been  begun  to  the  contrary  wiihin 
ten  years,  any  irregularity  shall  not 
affect  the  title,  was  recommended  to 
pass  this  morning  by  the  committee  of 
the  whole;  also  I5oggs'  bill  authorizing 
the  incorporation  of  subordinate  grand 
lodges  of  a  certain  society  which  is  un- 
derstood to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  Scan- 
dinavian Aid  and  Fellowship  society  ol 
Duluth,  which  desires  the  right  to  hold 
property. 


A  Noiorious  Bank  Forger  Has  Again  Been  Ap- 
prehended. 

Nkw  York,  Feb.  27.  -The  World  this 
morning  in  a  special  article  says: 
George  MacDonnell,  the  notorious  Bank 
of  England  forger,  who  was  pardoned  in 
August  last  after  serving  nearly  twenty 
years  of  a  life  sentence  of  imprisonment, 
and  whose  pardon  was  granted  on  the 
ground  that  he  had  reformed,  and  also 
on  his  promise  to  leave  England  forever, 
is  a  prisoner  once  more  in  Lisle. 
France. 

MacDonnell  returned  to  his  friends  in 
this  country  last  September  and  was  be- 
lieved to  have  determined  to  lead  an 
honest  life.  It  now  transpires  that  Mac- 
Donnell had,  or  said  he  had,  a  large  sum 
ot  money  deposited  in  a  French  bank. 
He  said  he  had  placed  it  there  under  a 
false  name  before  he  received  his  life 
sentence  and  he  made  up  his  mind  after 
nineteen  yearsto  go  back  to  France  and' 
see  if  he  could  lind  it.  He  expected  to 
recover  the  entire  sum  with  interest. 

His  friends  tried  to  dissuade  him. 
They  did  not  believe,  as  a  matter  Oi  fact, 
thalMacDonnell  had  ever  placed  the 
money  in  the  French  bank.  MacDon- 
nell, however,  sailed  for  Lisle,  France, 
only  a  few  weeks  aftei  his  arrival  here. 
His  friends  expected  to  hear  from  him 
daily,  and  when  two  months  had  expired 
and  not  a  word  had  been  received  his 
sister  set  out  for  Fr.ince  to  And  him. 
Word  came  back  from  her  that  Mac- 
Donnell had  been  arrested  and  sent  to 
prison.  The  cause  of  his  arrest  she  did 
not  state,  but  she  wrote  that  he  protested 
lie  had  no  guilty  intent  in  committing 
the  offensn  for  which  he  had  been  ap- 
prehended. 

The  cause  of  MacDonnell's  arrest  has 
since  been  learned.  When  he  set  out  for 
France,  MacDonnell  had  very  little 
monev  for  the  trip.  He  spent  some 
time  going  to  different  banks  in  France 
and  making  incjuiries,  until  one  day  be 
found  that  he  had  about  run  out  of  ready 
cash  and  that  his  hotel  bill  had  reached 
generous  dimensions.  His  landlord 
asked  him  to  settle.  As  the  report  comes 
to  this  country,  MacDoanell  gave  his 
landlord  a  check  for  a  sum  of  money, 
about  £<;  in  excess  of  his  hotel  bill,  and 
received  the  difference  in  cash. 

With  the  /"5  in  cash  in  his  pocket, 
MacDonnell  intended  returning  to 
America  but  the  check  turned  out  to  be 
worthless  and  he  was  arrested  tried  and 
convicted.  The  officials  of  the  Pinker- 
ton  agency  here  think  MacDonnell  is 
mentally  unsound.

Ended. 

Washington,  Feb.  27.— The  whisky 
investigation  closed  today.  James  M. 
V'eazey  was  recalled  and  concluded  his 
testimony.  He  reviewed  the  testimonv 
taken  by  the  committee  and  said  that 
there  being  no  vinous  malt  or  spirituous 
liquors  produced  in  this  country,  which 
is  in  anyway  improved  by  any  change 
or  adulteration,  permits  by  the  govern- 
ment to  make  such  changes  should  not 
be  issued. 

Let  fruit  brandies  be  made  in  their  re- 
spective districts  from  fruit,  rye  whiskies 
from  rye,  and  bourbon  whiskies  from 
such  grain  as  compose  them.  Amend 
the  internal  revenue  laws  so  as  to  abol- 
ish the  issue  of  rectifiers  license  to 
liquor  dealers.  Make  it  a  felony  to  use 
oils  or  essences  or  colorings  in  adulter- 
ating or  changing  products,  vinous, 
malt  or  spirituous  liquors  produced  in  this 
country. 

Alcohol  is  a  really  useful  product, 
finding  its  market  almost  exclusively  in 
the  arts  and  sciences.  A  bonded  period 
is  of  no  importance  to  producers  of  it. 
Fine  whiskies,  owing  to  the  locition  in 
which  they  are  made,  the  manner  in 
which  they  are  warehoused,  the  method 
of  distillation  and  the  quantity  of  the 
product  require  many  of  them  at 
least,  five  years  to  ripen  and  become  fit 
for  use. 

At  present,  under  the  bonded  period 
law,  whiskey  is  required  to  be  withdrawn 
irom  the  bond  and  the  tax  paid  at  the 
expiration  of  three  years.  Such  of  these 
goods  as  are  not  lit  for  use  are  exported, 
stored  in  foreign  countries  and  returned 
here  whdn  our  markets  will  receive 
I  hem.  The  practice  seems  unwarranted, 
unfair  and  unjust.  Let  the  bonded 
pericd  be  made  five  years  instead  of 
three. 

The  subcommittee  will  probably  sub- 
mit its  findings  to  the  full  committee  to- 
morrow. 

Prize  Fighters  Arrested. 
Chicago,  Feb.  27.— Vera  and  McAr- 
thur,  the  two  principals  in  the  prize 
fight  at  Niles  Center  Yesterday  morning, 
which  nearly  resulted  fatally  to  \'era, 
were  held  to  the  criminal  court  today  in 
bonds  of  S500,  and  a  number  of  witnesses 
of  the  contest  were  fined  $io  each.  Judge 
Brentano  called  the  grand  jury's  special 
attention  to  rhe  fight  this  morning  and 
instructed  it  to  investigate  the  case  fully. 
He  charged  the  affair  as  outrageous.     , 


Speaker  Ralph  of  Tennessee  Will  Not  Resign 
His  rositlcn. 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  Feb.  27.— Ralph 

Davis,  speaker  of  the  Tennessee  house 

of  reprtsentatives,  who  has  been  dis- 
barred by  a  decision  of  Judge  Eiten,  of 
the  Shelby  county  circuit  court,  an- 
nounces that  he  will  not  resign  his  posi- 
tion as  speaker,  but  will  fight  the  case  to 
the  end. 

He  has  appealed  the  case  to  the  su- 
preme court.  The  legislature  meets 
again  on  March  8,  and  unless  Davis  re- 
considers his  determination  not  to  resign 
mpeachment  proceedings  will  be  com- 
menced.

It  is 
still  a  matter  of  doubt  as  to  how  long  he 
will  live,  but  final  death  from  the  self- 
inflicted  wound  is  certain.

The  General  Lost. 
Washington,  Feb.  27.— The  court  of 
claims  today  rendered  a  decision  in  the 
case  of  D.  G.  Swain,  judge  advocate 
general  of  the  army,  vs.  the  L'nited 
States  for  recovery  of  half  of  his  pay  for 
the  period  of  twelve  years,  adverse  to 
(ien  Swain.  The  case  has  been  pending 
in  the  court  of  claims  for  the  past  two  or 
three  years. 

Worst  of  the  Season. 

Milwaukek,  Feb.  27.— Specials  to 
the  Journal  from  West  Superior,  New 
Richmond,  Marshfield  and  other  widely 
scattered  points  in  the  state  report  the 
worst  storm  of  the  season,  with  high 
winds  and  steadily  falling  mercujy.  At 
West  Superior  the  street  car  system  is 
demoralized  and  business  almost  sus- 
pended. 


Switchmen  on  Strike. 
DiXATUR,  111..  Feb.  27.— All  of  the 
\andalia  switchmen  on  the  Peoria  divi- 
sion of  the  road  in  Decatur  hrve  struck 
for  higher  wages.  The  dem;.nd  was  for 
$15  increase  for  the  foremen  and  twenty- 
six  cents  an  hour  for  the  helpers.  The 
demand  was  refused,  at  which  the  men 
quit  work. 

Mantle  Did  Not  Win. 
Hi:i.i:na,  Mont.,  Feb.  27.— Today's 
ballot  for  United  States  senator  resulted 
as  follows:  Mantle.  30;  Clark,  25;  Dix- 
on, 10;  Toole,  1;  Kleinschmadt,  2.  No 
choice. 


Bloomington,  III.,  Feb.  27.— This  city 
w?s  astir  unusually  early  this  morning. 
It  was  the  day  of  departure  for  the  newly 
elected  vice  president  and  his  escort  for 
Washington,  and  never  since  the  mem- 
orable June  evening,  when  Mr.  Steven- 
son returned  from  Chicago  as  the  nomi- 
nee, has  there  been  such  a  general  inter- 
est manifested.  By  7:30  o'clock  this 
morning,  the  railway  station  platform 
was  thronged  with  eager  citizens.  The 
hour  of  departure  had  been  announced 
as  8  o'clock,  and  a  few  minutes  before 
that  time  the  special  train  which  had 
been  prepared  backed  into  the  station. 

The  private  car  "Glacier,"  which  was 
to  be  Vice  President  Stevenson's  own 
quarters,  was  the  rear  car,  while  ahead 
ot  it  were  six  other  coac'nes  and  a  bag- 
gage car.  On  the  first  coach  was  a  long 
banner  wiih  the  words  "Illinois  Club, 
Bloomington,"  while  upon  the  car  ahead 
ot  the  "Glacier"  was  another  banner  in- 
scribed "Stevenson's  escort." 

The  vice  president's  carriage  arrived 
at  the  depot  at  7:50,  and  in  the  carriage 
with  him  were  his  wife  and  son  Louis, 
and  Mrs.  M.  T.  Scott,  his  sister-in-law. 
The  other  members  of  the  family  fol- 
lowed in  another  carriage.  Upon  Mr. 
Stevenson's  appearance  the  crowd  gave 
a  cheer,  to  which  he  bowed.  The 
"Glacier"  being  the  last  car  on  the  train 
Mr.  ^Stevenson  was  obliged  to  pass 
through  the  entire  throng,  his  hand  be- 
ing shaken  by  all  who  could  approach 
him.  Some  minutes  were  consumed  be- 
fore he  and  his  family  were  safely  seat.;d 
in  the  car. 

Then  the  hundred  or  more  citizens 
who  are  to  go  to  Washington  with  him 
boarded  the  other  cars  and  the  whistle 
sounded  for  dephrture.  Ttie  crowd  gave 
a  parting  cheer  .".s  the  train  pulled  out. 
Mr.  Stevenson's  parting  with  his  mother 
was  particularly  touching.  Owing  to  her 
feeble  health  the  venerable  laclv  could 
not  accompany  him.  She  kissed  her  boy 
goodbye  at  the  house. 

THE  TRIP  TO  CHICAGO. 

Crowds  Gathered  at  the  Stations  Along  the 
Route. 

Chicago,  Feb.  27.— Vice  President- 
elect Adlai  E.  Stevenson  passed  through 
the  outskirts  of  this  city  this  morning  en 
route  to  Washington  to  participate  in 
the  inauguration  of  President  Cleveland 
and  to  be  himself  installed  as  presiding 
ofiicer  of  the  senate. 

The  special  train  consisting  of  the  pri- 
vate car  of  President  Oakes  of  the 
Northern  Pacific,  four  Pullman  sleepers, 
and  a  dining  and  baggage  car 
lett  Bloomington  over  the  Chicago  «S; 
Alton  road  at  8:05.  The  private  car 
was  occupied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Steven- 
son, Louis  G.  Stevenson,  Jr.,  Miss  Let- 
titia  Stevenson,  Hon.  and  Mrs.  James  S. 
Ewing,  Mrs.  Matthew  T.  Scott  and 
daughters  Letitia  and  Julia,  of  Louis- 
ville; Mr.  ^d  Mrs.  John  Stevenson, 
Hon.  and  Mrs.  John  T.  Bunn,  Miss 
Blanche  Burnette,  of  St.  Louis,  and  the 
venerable  Robert  E.  Williams,  the  old 
law  preceptor  of  vice  president-elect. 

In  the  Pullman  cars  were  100  members 
and  adies  of  the  Illinois  Democratic 
club  of  Bloomington,  composing  the 
escort  of  honor,  a  special  committee  of 
the  club,  headed  by  Hon.  T.  J.  Dunn, 
having  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to 
the  tiip.  The  train  was  handsomely 
decorated  inside  and  out  with  tri-colored 
bunting,  stars  and  stripes  in  profusion, 
and  portraits  of  Cleveland  and  Steven- 
son. 

It  pulled  out  of  the  Chicago  &  Alton 
depot  at  Bloomington  shortly  after  8 
o'clock  amidst  huzzas  and  waving  of 
handkerchiefs  and  hats  by  a  throng  of 
several  thousand  people  that  had  con- 
gregated on  both  sides  of  the  track  to 
say  good  bye  to  their  distinguished  fal- 
low townsman.  A  quick  run  was  made, 
Brighton  Park,  111.,  being  reached  at 
1:50.  There  the  train  was  switched  to 
the  Belt  Line  and  run  over  to  South 
Chicago,  where  it  was  transferred  to  the 
tracks  of  the  Baltimore,&  Ohio. 

At  Brighton  park  the  party  was  joined 
by  the  vice  president's  two  eldest  daugh- 
ters, the  Misses  Mary  and  Julia  Steven- 
son, who  are  attending  college  in  Chi- 
cago and  who  had  reached  the  junction 
on  thejprivate  car  "Chicago,"  be'onging 
to  General  Superintendent  Campbell  of 
the  Baltimore  &  Ohio.  The  ladies  were 
chaperoned  by  Division  Superintendent 
H.  C.  Sneed  and  Passenger  Agent  VV.  C. 
Shoemaker,  the  former  afterward  taking 
charge  of  the  special  to  Garrett,  Ind., 
and  the  latter  accompanying  the  part/ 
to  Washington. 

Between  Bloomington  and  Chicago, 
short  stops  were  made  at  Dwight,  Joiiet 
and  Pontiac.  Large  crowds  had  as- 
sembled there  and  at  almost  every  other 
station  and  in  response  to  repeated  calls 
Mr.  Stevenson  bowed  his  thanks  from 
the  platform  of  the  rear  car.  "I  will 
not  make  any  speeches  on  the  trip,"  he 
said  to  the  representatives  of  the  United 
Press."  It  would  not  be  in  good  taste. 
I  shall  be  glad  to  see  the  smiling  faces 
of  my  friends  en  route  and  to  shake 
hands  with  as  many  of  them  as  time  will 
permit,  but  this  is  not  an  occasion  or 
opportunity  fur  political  speeches." 

\'ice  President  Stevenson  affection- 
ately greeted  the  people  as  they  stopped 
at  the  stations.

The  Figaro  Connects  Prominent  Officials  With 
the  Panama  Scandal. 

Paris,  Feb.  27, — The  Figaro  today 
professes  to  reveal  some  sensational 
points  affecting  men  who  have  stood 
high  in  the  government,  which  points, 
the  Figaro  claims,  were  elicited  by  the 
examining  magistrate,  M.  Franqueville, 
during  the  recent  examinations  of 
Charles  De  Lcsseps.  The  Figaro  states 
that  Charles  De  Lesseps  testified  that  it 
was  owing  to  the  urgency  of  the  late 
minister  of  war,  M.  Dt  Freycinet,  and 
the  late  president  of  the  chamber  of 
deputies,  M.  Floquet,  and  of  M.Clemen- 
ceau  that  he  yielded  to  the  demands  for 
money  made  upon  him  by  the  late  Baron 
Reinach  and*  Cornelius  Herz,  Reinach 
having  threatened  in  1888  to  bring  a  pub- 
lic suit  against  the  Panama  Canal  com- 
pany, the  exposures  attending  which 
might  have  proved  highly  disastrous  to 
the  company. 

The  Figaro  goes  on  to  state  that  when 
M.  De  Frevcinet  was  questioned  by  M. 
Franqueville  as  to  this  avowal  of  Charles 
De  Lesseps,  M.  De  P'reycinet  admitted 
that  he  had  employed  his  influence  to 
dissuade  Charles  De  Lesseps  from  in- 
curring the  risk  of  a  lawsuit  which  would 
be  likely  to  have  damaging  consequences 
for  the  Panama  Canal  company.  M. 
Floquet,  when  questioned  by  M.  Fran- 
queville, dented  altogether  the  truth  of 
the  statement  of  Charles  De  Lesseps  so 
far  as  it  affected  him. 

The  report  in  the  Figaro  occasions 
considerable  comment,  in  view  of  the 
terms  of  intimacy  known  to  hav^j  existed 
between  De  Freycinet  and  Herz,  and 
the  sympathy  that  De  Freycinet  is  al- 
leged to  have  exhibited  in  Herz's  suc- 
cess.

English    Cotton    Operatives    on 
Sufiering  Greatly. 

London,  Feb.  27.— Great  suffering 
cxhists  in  Oldham,  owing  to  the  pro- 
longed struggle  between  the  master  cot- 
ton spinners  and  the  operatives.  The 
number  out  cf  employment  in  Oldham 
alone  is  34,000.  Thousands  of  these  are 
destitute  of  food  and  fuel,  only  those  who 
belong  to  the  operatives'  union  receiving 
union  aid. 

The  prolonged  cold  weather  hrs 
caused  bitter  hardship  to  multitudes  of 
those  out  of  work  on  account  of  the 
strike,  and  the  frost  and  snow  linger  with 
a  persistency  that  points  to  fatal  suffer- 
ing, unless  relief  speedily  comes  to  the 
shivering  and  starving  poor  of  the  great 
cotton  manufacturing  center. 

The  local  authorities  are  overburdened 
with  demands  upon  them,  and  private 
charity  has  been  exhausted  owing  to  the 
continiial  and  increasing  drain  since  last 
November. 

Oldham -has  not  seen  such  misery 
since  the  time  of  the  American  war, 
when  the  scarcity  of  cotton  causea 
thousands  of  Lancashire  operatives  to 
thrown  out  of  employment.

Telegraph   Operator  Was  Placed  Under 
Arrest  Because  He  Negligently  Left 
the  Switch  Open. 


Washington,  Feb.  27.  —  The  mis- 
placement of  a  switch  on  the  Baltimore 
&  Potomac  railroad,  at  London  bridge, 
in  this  city,  resulted  in  an  accident  at 
I  o'clock  this  morning  that  caused  the 
death  of  one  man  and  the  injury  of  three 
more,  all  employes  of  the  road.  An  ex- 
tra freight,  bound  south,  was  standing  in 
the  causeway  or  approach  to  the 
bridge  proper  awaiting  the  incoming 
passenger  train,  No.  207.  There  is  only 
a  single  track  across  the  trestle  work, 
and  the  engmeer  of  the  passenger  train 
did  not  slack  his  speed. 

When  the  engine  reached  the  switch 
on  this  side  he  saw  that  the  switch  had 
been  misplaced,  and  his  engine  rushed 
off  on  the  south  bound  track.  Before  he 
could  reverse  his  engine  it  crashed  into 
the  engine  of  the  freight  train.  There 
was  a  tremendous  crash  and  a  bursting 
of  boilers  and  a  deafening  sound  of  es- 
caping steam. 

The  engineer  of  the  freight  train,  W. 
E.  Kudd,  was  on  the  ground  awaiting 
orders,  while  the  Fireman  B.  F.  Simp- 
son, was  in  the  cab.  Before  he  could 
realize  his  danger,  the  crash  came  k-nd 
he  was  buried  in  the  ruins.  When  his 
body  was  recovered  from  the  wreck  both 
legs  were  completely  severed  from  the 
body.  He  lived  about  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  accident.  Engineer  Mark  Mu- 
loney  and  Fireman  C.  F.  Cormek.  of  the 
passenger  train,  were  badly  injured. 
They  were  removed  to  the  switch  signal 
station  near  by  and  the  surgeon  of  the 
railroad  company  dressed  their  injuries, 
after  which  they  were  sent  to  their  homes 
in  an  ambulance. 

The  telegraph  operator  at  the  bridge 
was  placed  under  arrest  by  Officer 
Barry,  charged  with  causing  the  death 
of  Fireman  Simpson.  Both  engines 
were  completely  wrecked,  the  tender  of 
the  passenger  engine  being  forced 
through  the  end  of  the  baggage  car. 
The  freight  train  was  in  charge  of  Con- 
ductor Edward  Thornbery,  Engmeer  W. 
E.  Kudd  and  Fireman  Simpson,  who 
was  killed.  The  passenger  train 
was  in  charge  of  Conductor 
Robert  McLean,  Mark  Mulloney,  en- 
gineer, and  C.  F.  Cormek,  tireman. 

The  crew  of  each  of  the  trains  say 
that  the  accident  was  caused  by  the  care- 
lessness of  Operator  \'.  J.  Veal,  who 
left  the  switch  open,  when  he  knew  of 
the  approach  of  the  passenger  train. 
\'eal  says  he  had  out  red  lights  and 
both  trains  were  blocked.  The  engineer 
of  the  passengerftrain,  \'eal  says,  Jailed 
to  halt  at  the  red  light  or  block  signal 
and  this  caused  the  accident.  He  says 
his  orders  were  to  hold  both  trains. 

Wrecking  engines  were  telegraphed 
tor  both  from  this  city  and  Alexandria, 
\'irginia,  and  the  work  of  clearing  the 
tracks  was  begun.  The  road  was  com- 
pletely blocked.  No  trains  for  the  South 
were  running.  The  body  of  Simpson 
was  removed  to  the  morgue  and  the 
Coroner  notified.  Veal  was  locked  up 
at  the  Fourth  precinct  station.  Wit- 
nesses to  the  affair  will  be  summoned 
and  the  coroner's  inquest  held  this 
evening  or  tomorrow.

RECORDER  SMYTH  ROASTED. 

His  Conduct  of  the  Gardner  Case  in  New 
York  Criticised. 
Nkw  York,  Feb.  27.— The  Rev.  Mad- 
ison C.  Peters,  in  his  sermon  at  Bloom- 
ingdale  Rctormcd  cluirt  h  last  night, 
made  an  attack  upon    Rei  order    Smyth 

for  the  conduct  of  the  Ciardner  case. 
The  sermon  was  entitled  "Recorder 
Smyth's  Travesty  on  Justice,"  and  among 
other  things  Mr.  Peters  said: 

"Those  who  have  watched  the  recent 
trial  of  Detective  Crardner  must  have 
been  pamed  to  observe  that  the  conduct 
of  the  court  lacked  impartiality  so  con- 
spicuously that  the  presiding  judge  lost 
the  respect  of  the  community. 

"If  the  conduct  of  Recorder  Smyth  as 
exhibited  in  Gardner's  trial  should  be- 
come usual  with  our  judges,  then  we 
should  tiave  reason  to  thank  Ood  that 
the  jury  system  stands  as  a  protection 
between  the  people  and  those  who  might 
offend  the  powers  that  be.  I  believe 
that  Gardner  was  guilty,  but  the  conduct 
of  the  court  showed  that  Gardner  had  to 
be  convicted,  whether  innocent  or  guilty. 

"I  believe  that  I  speak  the  sentiment 
of  every  lawyer  and  everv  intelligent 
and  fairminded  citizen  of  New  York 
when  I  say  that  a  greater  outrage  upon 
justice  than  Recorder  Smyth's  action  in 
the  Gardner  case  has  never  been  perpe- 
trated in  the  country.  The  recorder's 
service  to  the  powers  that  be  in  this  city 
smacks  somewhat  of  the  conduct  that 
characterized  Jeffreys,  the  servile  judge 
of  Charles  the  second." 


THE  FEDERALS  VICTORIOUS. 


Desperate  Fight  With  the  Government  Troops 
in  Argentina. 

Nkw  York,  Feb,  27. — The  Herald's 
special  correspondent  says:  News 
reaches  here  of  a  desperate  fight  near 
Bage,  in  Rio  Grande,  on  Saturday  be- 
tween the  Federals  and  tht  government 
troops.  The  latter  met  with  a  crushing 
defeat  and  large  numbers  of  the  de- 
voted soldiers  deserted  to  the  victorious, 
carrying  their  arms  and  ammunition 
with  them. 

Prospects  for  a  truce  are  not  con- 
sidered so  favorable.  The  Federal  chief, 
Silviera  Martins,  says  that  no  interven- 
tion is  wanted.  Nothing  will  satisfy  his 
people  but  the  removal  of  the  Castilho 
people.  It  is  probable  that  the  reported 
fall  of  Santa  Anna  is  premature.  It  is 
said  that  the  city  is  closely  invested  and 
is  expected  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
Federals  in  a  day  or  two.  An  army  of 
2000  government  troops  are  marching  to 
the  relief  of  the  city  as  rapidly  as  pos-' 
sible. 

There  is  a  possibility  of  trouble  be- 
tween Argentina  and  Brazil.  The  Cas- 
tilhists  have  been  guilty  of  awful  atroci- 
ties along  the  Argentine  frontier  and 
have  impressed  a  number  of  Argentine 
citizens  into  their  service.  The  Argen- 
tine government  has  made  formal  de- 
mands upon  the  government  at  Rio 
Janeiro  for  proper  reparation  for  the  in- 
jury done  to  her  citizens.

Omaha,  Feb.  27.— M.  V.  Gannon, pres- 
ident of  the  Irish  national  league,  prac- 
tically denies  that  he  authorized  the  ad- 
dress said  to  have  been  issued  Saturday 
by  officers  of  the  league  directed  against 
the  Gladstons  home  rule  bill. 

Mr.  Gannon  says  he  received  a  tele- 
gram from  Treasurer  Lyman,  asking  if 
iiixQ  wouJd  join  in  an  address,  and  he  tele- 
'O^taphed- "ft, reply.  "No,  not  against  the 
'■'wU;  if  ag'ainst  certain  portions  of  bill, 
yes.  The  bill  itself  is  right  in  principle, 
but  some  of  its  provisions  should  be 
modified  in  committee." 

Mr.  Gannon  asserts  that  it  would  be 
the  greatest  presumption  for  the  league 
to  denounce  a  bill  which  both  factions  in 
Ireland  have  agreed  to  support.

Hereafter. 

Bloom iNGTON,  111.,  Feb.  27,— S.  S- 
Stinson  and  A.  Conners,  of  Chicago, 
members  of  the  exccuti  e  committee  of 
the  Order  of  Railway  Conductors,  held 
an  important  meeting  in  this  city  yester- 
day. They  met  by  agreement  represent- 
atives of  all  the  organizations  of  railway 
men  on  the  Chicago  division  of  the  Alton 
and  discussed  with  them  the  recent  dis- 
missals of  passenger  conductors  of  that 
road,  which  they  claim  were  made  with- 
out cause.

Rosabel  and  Fifth  streets,  and  in  spite 
of  the  prompt  and  vigorous  work  of  the 
whole  iire  department  was  almost  entire- 
ly ilestroyed,  together  with  an  uncccu- 
pied  l>uilding  .adjoining.

THROWN  INTO  A  PANIC. 

Inmates   of  a  Lodging   House   Have   Narrow 
Escapes. 

St.  Lol'is,  Feb.  .27.— At  3  o'clock  the 
occupants  of  the  lodging  house  at  Nog 
1030  Morket  stieet  were  awakened  by  a 
fire  that  had  gained  such    headway  as  to 

throw  them  into  a  panic.  The  building 
was  a  three  story  structure,  and  over 
twenty-five  people  were  sleeping  in  it.

cided to  abolish  the  free  zone.  This 
action  will  give  general  satisfaction 
along  the  Rio  Grande  border,  and  it  is 
expected  that  will  result  in  the  establish- 
ment of  extensive  manufacturing  con- 
cerns and  oth  er  industries  on  this  side 
of  the  river. 

Under  present  restrictions,  as  an  es- 
sential feature  of  the  zona  libre  regu- 
lations, articles  manufactured  within  the 
zone,  on  introduction  into  the  interior, 
have  to  pay  the  same  duty  as  if  imported 
from  foreign  countries.

A  Colored  Man  Implicated  Others  in  Criminal 
Outrages. 
Jeluco,  Tenn.,  Feb.  27. — Before  be- 
ing lynched  Saturday  night  for  his  as- 
sault on  Miss  Nannie  Cecil,  Joe  Payne, 
colored,    confessed    that  he    and   three 

other  men,  whose  names  he  gave,  some 
months  ago  criminally  assaulted  and 
murdered  Mildred  Bryant,  a  white  girl. 
Two  new  mobs  were  organized  to 
lynch  these  men.  One  of  them  is  Joseph 
Tye,  now  in  jail  at  Williamsburg,  and 
one  mob  would  have  gone  after  him  if 
any  engine  could  have  been  procured. 
The  members  of  the  other  mob  are 
searching  for  the  other  two  men  impli- 
cated, and  there  are  good  chances  of 
more  lynchings  soon.  The  authorities 
are  making  no  attempt  to  preserve 
order.

Passed  and  Reconsidered. 

The  Hartley  bridge  bill  passed  the 
United  States  senate  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing, as  was  announced  in  The  Herald 
of  that  date,  and  it  was  sent  to  the  house. 
That  was  as  far  as  it  went,  and  after 
several  hurried  conferences  between 
Dululh  and  Superior  representatives 
Senator  Washburn  moved  its  reconsid- 
eration and  it  again  reposes  in  the  hands 
of  the  senate  committee  on  interstate 
commerce. 

It  may  be  passed  again  by  the  senate, 
and  it  may  not,  but  there  is  hardly  a 
possibility  that  it  can  be  rushed  through 
the  house  this  session.  Wi;h  only  live 
days  more  for  business,  local  measures 
will  stand  but  a  sorry  show  for  passage 
in  the  present  house,  and  it  is  therefore 
very  unlikely  that  any  bridge  bills  will 
become  laws  this  week.  The  re- 
sult will  be  that  all  the 
formalities  will  have  to  be  repeated  in 
the  next  congress.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  introduce  the  bills  again  and  go 
through  all  the  stages  of  legislation,  and 
with  new  members  of  congress  from 
this  slate  and  Wisconsin  there  may  be 
quite  a  change  in  the  present  so-called 
"agreements,"  althouiih  it  is  noticeable 
that  Senator  \'ilas  docs  not  appear  to  be 
a  party  to  any  ot  the  agreements  now. 

If,  however,  there  is  any  chance  of  a 
bill  for  the  Rice's  Point  bridge  being 
passed  this  week.  The  Herald  trusts  that 
its  provisions  v/ill  be  carefully  guarded 
so  as  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  two  cities.  The  bill  in  its  latest 
amended  form,  so  far  as  reported  here,  is 
unsatisfactory  because  it  provides  that 
on  purchase  by  the  cities  it  shall  be  ab- 
solutely ftec.  The  Herald  believes  in  a 
free  bridge — free  to  foot  and  wagon 
passengers-  -but  it  also  believes  that 
street  railway  companies  using  it  should 
pay  a  sufficient  amount  annually  to  keep 
it  in  thorough  repair  and  pay  the  ex- 
pense of  operating  it.  The  bill  should  so 
provide.    It  would  be  just  and  proper. 


silver,  did  not  invite  very  undesirable 
consequences  from  other  directions.  For, 
assuming  the  bonds  to  be  sold  on  the 
home  market,  the-  transaction  would  in- 
volve a  reduction  in  the  reserves  of  the 
banks  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  bonds 
sold,  no  matter  whether  they  were  paid 
for  in  gold  or  United  States  notes;  while, 
so  far  as  they  were  paid  for  in  the  latter, 
the  treasury  would  be  draining  the 
banks  and  yet  failing  to  get  gold  for  its 
bonds.  These  are  hardly  results  that 
itie  banks  could  desire,  especially  as 
their  reserves  are  now  exceptionably 
low  for  this  season  of  the  year. 

Moreover,  such  a  transaction  might 
but  too  easily  be  construed  in  Europe  as 
indicating  a  much  more  serious  condi- 
tion of  our  finances  than  really  exists, 
the  natural  result  of  which  construction 
wonld  be  to  stimulate  the  withdrawal  of 
foreign  balances  resting  here  and  to 
frighten  foreign  holders  of  our  securities 
into  realising  upon  them— both  of  which 
would  tend  to  increase  our  exports  of 
gold.  It  is  true,  the  banks  might  reason 
that/  if  the  treasury  were  to  offer  its 
bonds  specifically  to  the  banks,  the  lat- 
ter could  take  them  on  condition  that 
the  gold  received  for  the  bonds  were  re- 
turned to  the  purchasing  banks  on  spe- 
cial deposit  and  that  the  bonds  were  re- 
turned to  the' treasury  as  collateral  for 
those  deposits. 

This  would  no  dcubt  prevent  the  con- 
traction of  reserves  referred  to.  and  it 
would  also  be  a  very  neat  way,  for  such 
banks  as  might  be  fortunate  enough  to 
get  the  bonds,  to  virtually  make  3  per 
cent  upon  reserves  which  would  other- 
wise lie  idle.  But  this  method  of  turning 
a  public  misfortune  into  a  bankers'  ad- 
vantage would  not  help  to  mollify  tlie 
popular  prejudices  that  already  so  em- 
barrass the  national  banks,  nor  would  it 
be  sure  to  meet  with  public  approval; 
and  this,  according  to  Mr.  Clews, 
may  have  been  one  of  the  sec- 
retary's reasons  for  standing  out  against 
the  issuing  of  bonds  urged  upon  him  by 
the  banks.

Our  New  Navy. 

Mr.  Herbert,  of  Alabama,  who  has 
been  selected  by  Mr,  Cleveland  to  be 
secretary  of  the  navy,  is  well  equipped 
for  that  portfolio.  The  navy  department 
will  be  well  attended  to  under  his  di- 
rection. There  will  be  no  retrograde 
step  in  regard  to  the  strengthening  of 
our  naval  forces,  if  Mr.  Herbert  can  pre- 
vent it.  He  is  now  chairman  of  the 
house  naval  affairs  committee,  and  his 
report  on  the  naval  appropriation  bill, 
which  was  recently  presented  to  the 
house,  is  especially  valuable  as  indi- 
cating the  views  of  the  new  secretary  in 
regard  to  the  navy. 

The  report  gives  an  elaborate  history 
of  the  new  navy,  showing  the  satisfactory 
results  obtained  since  this  work  was  be- 
gun, ten  years  ago,  in  the  construction 
of  modern  vessels  of  war  and  their 
splendid  equipments.  Seventeen  have 
been  completed  and  twenty-five  are  in 
various  stages  of  completion.  Five  of 
the  latter  are  expected  to  be  ready  for 
sea  within  three  months,  and,  omitting 
the  Brooklyn,  all  the  cruisers,  the  re- 
maining gunboats,  and  a  torpedo  boat 
wiU  be  completed  during  the  coming 
fiscal  year.  The  completed  vessels  re- 
ceived their  guns  without  delay,  all  of 
domestic  manufacture  and  thought  to  be 
I  superior  to  those  made  elsewhere. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that 
congress  has  now  so  provided  for  cruis- 
ers that  no  others  should  be  built  if  we 
are  to  have  battle  ships,  which  are  the 
fighting  strength  of  a  modern  navy. 
With  seven  or  eight  more  of  these  and 
their  accessories  and  a  reasonable  num- 
ber of  torpedo  boats  our  navy  would 
rank  fifth  among  those  of  the  world. 
When  the  vessels  authorized  arc  com- 
pleted we  will  rank  seventh.  While  re- 
gretting their  inability  to  authorize  at 
least  one  battleship  during  the  present 
session,  the  committee  thinks  that  the 
unavoidable  delays  in  the  delivery  of 
armor  plate  render  it  advisable  not  to 
do  so.

He  weighed 
this  morning  195  pounds  with  his  clothes 
on.  He  greeted  The  Herald  man  warmly. 
He  was  made  acquainted  with  the  con- 
tents of  a  dispatch  from  St.  Louis,  giving 
some  recent  statements  about  Corbett. 
The  champion  said: 

"I  don't  care  what  Sullivan  jaid  about 
me  and  I  have  nothing  to  say  about  him, 
except  that  1  defeated  him  fairly  and 
squaiely  and  I  thought  at  the  timi  that 
be  was  going  to  accept  the  outcome  like 
a  true  sportsman,  but  it  has  turned  out 
diflcrently  and  he  is  beneath  my  notice.

Chicago,  Feb.  28.— By  the  falling  of 
the  walls  of  John  York's  new  dry  goods 
store  at  Halsted  and  Nineteenth  streets 
at  1:30  o'clock  this  morning  seven  and 
perhaps  eight  people  were  instantly 
killed  and  four  others  seriously  injured. 
The  killed  are:  John  Smith,  45  years; 
Dollie  Smith,  13  years;  Baby  Smith,  9 
years;  Hattle  Smith,  4  years;  Paulina 
Retuich,  19  years;  F.  Kunze,  48  years; 
Mrs.  Mary  Kunze,45  years.  Theinjured: 
F.  Kunze,  jr.,  Patrol  Sergeant  Loujjh- 
ran;  Mrs.  Carrie  Smith,  probably  fatally; 
Police  Officer  William  Smith.  Missing: 
Joseph,  bartender,  aged  27  years. 

The  catastrophe  was  caused  by  the 
collapsing  before  the  high  wind  of  the 
walls  on  the  burned  York  building. 
These  had  been  standing  since  the  fire 
wliich  last  winter  destroyed  the  store 
and  contents.  At  this  time  the  walls 
were  soaked  with  water  which,  however, 
coated  them  wiih  ice  and  aided  in  hold- 
ing them  together.  It  was  feared  that  a 
change  of  temperature  would  weaken 
the  walls  by  thawing  out  the  ice  which 
held  them  together,  .and  last  night  this 
fear  was  realized.  Yesterday's  warmth 
and  rain  melted  the  ice  and  last  nights 
wind  shook  the  tottering  walls  until  they 
fell  with  a  crash,  burying  two  bouses 
with  their  sleeping  inmates. 

The  two  houses  destroyed  were  the 
saloon  of  John  Smith  at  761  Halstcad 
street,  and  the  jewelry  store  of  A.  Kunze 
at  763  Halstcad  street.  Both  were  frame 
structures  and  both  were  occupied  on 
the  second  stories  by  the  families  of  the 
owners  of  the  places  of  business  below. 
That  a.11  in  the  buildings  were  not  killed 
seems  almost  a  miracle,  but  while  two 
were  taken  out  alive  one  of  them.  Mrs. 
tjmjttr,  -wTfe-of  the  saluulr  iWffpW;" 
can  scarcely  survive  the  day. 

The  other  one  to  escape  was  Fred 
Kunze,  son  of  the  jeweler  aged  21  years. 
He,  with  his  bed,  was  carried  through 
the  floor  to  the  basement.  A  door  was 
thrown  across  the  bed  and  supported 
against  the  wall  served  to  guard  the  oc- 
cupant of  the  bed  from  injury  by  the 
falling  debris.  Young  Kunze  was  res- 
cued but  slightly  injured. 

The  work  of  rescuing  the  imprisoned 
people,  aside  from  great  danger  to  the 
tiremen,  was  attended  with  much  diffi- 
culty. It  was  unknown  in  which  por- 
tion of  the  buildings  the  missing  families 
had  been  sleeping,  and  the  firemen  who 
were  on  the  spot  almost  before  the 
sound  of  the  crash  had  died  away,  were 
without  any  guide  in  their  work  save 
their  own  instinct. 

Disregarding  the  smoke  and  the  lick- 
ing tongues  of  flame  that  appeared  here 
and  there  amid  the  debris,  they  dug 
along  the  base  of  the  York  wall  at  a 
point  which  appeared  to  be  about  the 
center  of  Kunze's  jewelry  store.  Their 
search  was  finally  rewarded  by  a  shout 
from  beneath  the  bricks  and  broken  tim- 
bers. They  dug  steadily  on,  but  could 
not  locate  the  voice. 

At  last,  however,  came  the  cry,  "here  I 
am,"  and  at  the  same  instant  a  hand  was 
thrust  through  to  the  open  air.  It  was 
the  hind  of  young  Kunze.  His  rescue 
was  then  but  a  matter  of  a  few  minutes. 
.\fter  being  rescued,  he  told  the  firemen 
where  his  lather  and  mother  had  been 
sleeping  and  he  was  then  removed  to 
the  county  hospital. 

The  fate  of  Smith's  bartender,  whose 
full  T\h.me  is  unknov^'n,  is  a  mystery.  He 
occupied  a  room  on  the  second  story  of 
the  Smith  house,  but  as  his  bed,  which 
was  found  in  the  ruins,  showed  no  trace 
of  having  been  occupied,  it  is  thought 
he  may  not  have  been  at  home  at  the 
time  of  the  catastrophe. 

Superintendent  ot  Streets  Burke  put 
150  men  at  work  on  the  ruins  early  this 
morning.  The  work  of  excavation  is 
difficult  owing  to  the  heat  and  smoke 
that  still  ascend  from  the  debris,  and  it 
is  absolutely  impossible  that  any  of 
those  buried  in  the  debris  can  be  still 
alive. 

It  was  shortly  after  i  :30  when  the  wall 
fell.  Policeman  Hanks  was  near  the 
corner  of  Halsted  and  Nineteenth 
streets  when  the  disaster  occurred.  He 
hurried  to  the  spot  and  could  hear  the 
groins  and  cries  for  help  of  the  people 
buried  in  the  ruins.  He  sent  in  an  alarm 
of  fire,  for  to  add  horror  to  the  scene 
smoke  was  seen  curling  up  through  the 
ruins,  which  had  caught  fire  from  a  stove 
overturned  in  the  crash. 

The  fire  department  arrived  in  a  few 
minutes  and  began  playing  on  the  de- 
bris. Sergeant  Loughran,  of  the  Canal- 
port  avenue  station,  had  in  the  mean- 
time arrived  and  begun  the  work  of  res- 
cue. While  near  the  center  of  the  ruins 
a  crash  came  and  the  sergeant  was 
struck  in  the  back  by  a  flying  brick  and 
thrown  down  on  the  burning  rubbish.  As 
he  was  struggling  to  his  feet  another 
brick  struck  him  on  the  right  hand, 
crushing  that  member.  At  this  time 
Patrolman  Smith  was  also  struck  and 
knocked  down  bv  flying  rubbish. 

Mrs.  Amelia  Smith  was  the  first  of  the 
victims  found.  She  was  lying  beneath  a 
section  of  the  wall  which  was  still  held 
together  by  mortar  and  it  was  her  first 
cry  that  was  beard  before  she  \yas  res- 
cued. She  was  then  unconscious.  It 
was  thought  at  the  time  that  she  could 
live  but  a  few  minutes,  but  much  to  the 
surprise  of  the  physicians  at  the  county 
hos'o'tal  she  was  still  alive  this  morning. 
The  hope  that  the  bartender,    George 


Mesterle,  as  his  name  was  learned 
today,  might  be    still    alive,    was 

Eated  this  forenoon,  when  his  body  terri- 
ly  mutilated  was  taken  from  the    ruins. 
The  body  was  taken  to  the  morgue. 

At  II  o'clock  the  police  gave  out  the 
following  list  of  the  killed  and  injured, 
which  is  believed  to  be  the  correct  one: 
William  Kunze,  Mrs.  Mary  Kunze,  John 
Smith  (or  Schmidt)  Lizzie  Smith.  Hattie 
Smith,  Paulina  Mortina,  George  Mes- 
terle. The  injured:  Mrs.  Smith,  Annie 
Smith,  Fred  Kunze. 

In  addition  to  Superintendent  Burke's 
force,  which  went  to  work  on  the  ruins 
at  daylight.  Street  Foreman  Schlitz  with 
with  fifteen  teams  and  fifty  men  started 
rn  to  help  at  11  o'clock  and  thereafter 
progress  was  made  in  clearing  away  the 
wreckage.    More  men  would  have  been 

F)ut  to  work  but  the  soace  was  too 
imited  to  work  them  to  advantage.  Cor- 
oner McHale  was  early  on  the  ground 
and  issued  an  order  that  the  bodies,  as 
fast  as  recovered,  should  be  taken  to  the 
city  morgue  to  await  the  action  of  the 
coroner's  jury. 

"I  shall  secure  the  best  jury  I  can  find 
in  the  city,"  said  the  coroner,  "and  will 
rnake  a  thorough  investi'^aiion.  I  have 
already  learned  that  there  is  a  direct  re- 
sponsibility for  this  matter,  and  I  pro- 
pose to  fi.x  it  on  the  right  party." 

This  statement  of  the  coroner  refers 
no  doubt  to  the  action  of  the  building 
commissioner,  Mr.  O'Neill,  who  only 
yesterday  issued  a  permit  allowing  the 
contractors,  who  were  putting  up  the 
new  building  for  Mr.  York,  to  use  the 
north  and  front  walls  of  the  old  building 
in  erecting  the  new  one.  Permission  to 
use  these  walls  was  granted  in  the  face 
of  adverse  reports  from  the  inspectors 
of  the  district.  The  walls  which  Build- 
ing Commissioner  O'Neill  issued  the  per- 
mit on,  were  the  ones  that  fell  and 
caused  the  catastrophe  this  morning. 
Commissioner  O'Neill  had  not  arrived  at 
his  office  up  to  12:30  o'clock  today,  and 
his  clerk  had  nothing  to  say. 

The  rescue  alive  of  litile  Annie  Smith 
was  little  short  of  miraculous.  It  v.as 
after  10  o'clock  when  the  laborers  extri- 
cated her  from  a  great  heap  ot  rubbish 
near  the  front  wall.  She  ".bad  been  un- 
der the  ruins,  subject  to  tlie  smoke,  heat 
and  water  thrown  bv  the  engines,  for 
over  eight  hours.  She  is  not  badly  hurt 
and  will  recover.  A  little  later  the  bod- 
ies of  two  of  the  Smith  girls,  Lizzie  and 
H.attie,  were  recovered. 

The  body  of  the  hired  girl,  Paulina 
Mortina,  was  discovered  at  1:40  o'clock 
this  afternoon.  Althou^-h  it  had  been 
located  two  hours  before,  the  situation 
was  such  that  the  firemen  were  unable 
to  extricate  it.  There  are  still  three 
bodies  in  the  ruins:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kunze 
and  one  of  the  Smith  girls.

izing official  certificates;  Howard's  bill 
as  to  rights  of  citizenship;  Walsh's  bill 
establishing  boundary  lines;  Fletcher's 
joint  memorial  to  elect  United  States 
senators  by  popular  vote. 

A  bill  for  an  act  to  prohibit  the  exhi- 
bition of  human  Ireaks  of  nature,  sup- 
posed to  have  been  introduced  for  the 
protection  of  Eric  Olson,  has  been  re- 
tcrred  to  the  committee  on  temperance. 
State  Auditor  Bierman  made  a  re- 
sponse this  morning  to  Bob  Dunn's  reso- 
lution calling  upon  him  to  explain  why 
certain  of  the  best  pine  lands  in  Mille 
Lacs  county  had  been  sold  at  private 
sale  to  C.  A.  Smith  &  Co.,  of  Minneapo- 
lis at  $2  per  thousand,  when  it  was  worth 
$5  per  thousand.  The  report  was  very 
tame  and  gave  no  reasons.  Thereupon, 
Mr.  Dunn  moved  that  a  committee  of 
five  be  appointed  to  investigate 
the  pine  land  business  of 
the  state  auditor's  office  and 
have  power  to  employ  a  stenographer 
and  summon  witnesses.  The  committee 
is  to  report  in  two  weeks. 

Mr.  Dunn  introduced  a  resolution 
limiting  debate  to  five  minutes.  Mr. 
Cotton  yesterday  made  a  long  and  earn- 
est argument  against  the  removal  of  the 
S5,ooo  limit  in  case  of  death,  in  the  mat- 
ter of  personal  liability.  Bills  were  in- 
troduced in  the  house  as  follows: 
DBy  Ongstad,  a  bill  to  amend  law  re- 
lating to  elections;  by  Gorman,  a  bill  to 
transfer  the  school  text  book  fund, 
amounting  to  $i;o,ooo,  to  the  current 
school  fund;  by  Fuller,  a  bill  to  appro- 
priate $2,000  to  build  a  bridge  across 
Crow  Wing  river  between  Morrison  and 
Cass  counties;  by  Fleming,  a  bill  to  ap- 
propriate money  to  build  a  bridge  across 
the  Mississippi  river  at  Brainerd;  by 
Fleming,  bill  to  regulate  the  salaries  of 
firemen  in  cities  of  over  50,000  inhabit- 
ants; by  Lockwood,  a  bill  regulate  elec- 
tions in  independent  school  districts;  by 
Lockwood,  to  authorize  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  to  lease  to  agri- 
cultural societies  certain  lands;  by 
Moore,  to  amend  the  laws  regarding  the 
killing  of  fish;  by  Fletcher,  a  bill  relat- 
ing to  savings  banks;  by  Fletcher,  a  bill 
to  amend  the  law  relating  to  court  pro- 
ceedings; by  Moore,  a  bill  relatinc:  to 
railway  corporations  and  providing  that 
their  charter  shall  be  forfeited  if  they 
fail  to  do  work  on  the  line  within  five 
years  after  getting  their  charter. 

The  senate  committee  on  taxes  and 
tax  laws  has  reported  back  Leavitt's 
bill  to  tax  iron  ore  5  cents  a  ton.  It  has 
been  reduced  to  2  cents  a  ton. 

The  house  did  nothing  yesterday  after- 
noon but  discuss  the  personal  liability 
bill,  which  was  practically  killed. 

The  senate  was  the  scene  of  a  fight 
yesterday  afternoon  over  the  Boggs  bill, 
giving  the  Eleventh  judicial  district  a 
new  judge.  Senator  Daugherty  moved 
that  the  bill  be  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rules  and  then  the  fun  began. 
Senators  Crandall,  Sanborn  and  Probst- 
held  proceeded  to  jump  upon  the  mea- 
sure. 

Senator  Day  was  very  sarcastic  in  his 
remarks,  but  said,  however,  he  would 
support  the  bill.  He  said  that  he  under- 
stood that  about  all  one  Duluth  judge 
did  was  to  deal  in  real  estate  and  he  be- 
lieved that  this  judge  should  resign  be- 
fore another  was  appointed. 

Only  about  thirty-five  senators  were 
present,  so  the  motion  to  suspend  the 
rules  was  lost,  but  Senrtor  Daugherty 
succeeded  in  getting  the  bill  plafced 
upon  the  general  orders  instead  ot  being 
referred  to  the  judiciary  committee, 
where  it  would  probably  have  been 
killed.  It  can  now  be  taken  up  at  atiy 
time  on  a  majority  vote. 

Senator  Donnelly  did  good  work  in 
support  of  the  bill,  and  Sen.atoi  Stevens 
stated  that  the  amount  of  business  before 
the  courts  in  St.  Louis  county  was  such 
that  Duluth  would  have  to  have  another 
judge,  whether  by  apportionment  or  by 
special  bill  at  this  time.  Senator  Day 
acknowledged  the  same  thing.  It  is  be- 
lieved the  bill  will  pass. 

No  Receiver  Likely. 

New  York,  Feb,  28.— Henry  \'illard 
states  that  the  Northern  Pacific  will  not 
fall  into  the  hands  of  the  receiver.  He 
says  that  great  expenditures  for  perma- 
nent improvements  are  practically  over. 
The  company  is  not  in  default  and  a  re- 
ceiver would  injure  rather  than  help 
matters.  He  also  says  that  if  a  receiver 
would  be  ot  any  benefit  he  would  favor 
it,  but  in  his  opinion  it  would  increase 
expenses  and  benefit  no  one. 


AUDIENCE  WITH  IHE  POPE. 

English  Pilgrims  Given  a  Courteous  Farewell 
by  the  Pontiff. 
Rome,  Feb.  28.— The  pope  bade  a 
courteous  farewell  yesterday  to  the  pil- 
grims from  England,  His  holiness  said 
that  he  hoped  soon  to  see  England  once 

more  a  Catholic  country.  The  faithful, 
his  holiness  said,  ought  to  pray  for  the 
speedy  consummation  of  this  hope,  of 
which  there  were  already  many  signs. 
The  pope  warmly  commended  the  lofty 
spirit  of  justice  shown  by  the  queen  and 
parliament  in  granting  to  all  Catholics 
of  her  majesty's  vast  empire  complete 
freedom  of  religion. 

The  audience  lasted  for  two  hours  and 
was  marked  by  much  courtesy  and  some 
pathos,  the  pope  apparently  hesitating 
to  part  with  his  devoted  visitors. 

At  the  close  of  the  audience  his  holi- 
ness was  borne  in  a  sedia  gestatoria 
through  the  corridors  of  the  Vatican  in 
which  the  pilgrims  ranged  themselves. 
The  pontiff  as  he  passed  held  out  his 
hand,  the  pilgrims  Kissing  the  ring. 

The  pope  has  appointed  Dr,  Laffoni 
his  body  physician.  Considerable  com- 
ment has  been  occasioned  in  Vatican 
circles  by  the  fact  that  the  pope  has  re- 
ceived no  jubilee  congratulations  from 
the  count  of  Paris.  The  Rev.  Jesse 
Albert  Locke,  formerly  an  Episcopal 
clergyman  in  New  York,  who  recently 
announced  his  conversion  to  the  Roman 
Catholic  church,  has  joined  the  English 
pilgrimage  to  this  city,  where  he  will  be 
received  into  the  church  of  Rome.

TROUBLED  WITH  WATER. 


The  Ashland  Mine  Forced  to  Shut  down,  Caus- 
ing Very  Heavy  Loss. 
Hurley,  Wis.,  Feb.  28.— For  weeks 
the  Ashland  mine  has  been  troubled 
with  water  gushing  up  from  below.  The 
flow  has  been  steadily  increasing  and  on 

Thursday  it  became  of  such  volume  as 
to  stop  all  the  pumps.  All  work  has 
been  suspended  and  the  damage  is  very 
great. 

The  water  rose  to  the  tenth  level,  a 
depth  of  150  feet,  in  twenty  minutes.  At 
the  tenth  level  the  rise  did  not  increase 
quite  so  fast  and  hopes  are  entertained 
of  being  able  to  pump  the  mine  clear 
again.  It  may  be  months  before  work 
can  be  resumed. 

The  Ashland  was  preparing  for  heavy 
shipments  this  year.  By  means  of  dia- 
mond drill  work  a  fine  large  body  of 
ore  was  recently  found,  and  it  is  since 
making  this  find  tLat  the  water  trouble 
commenced.  When  the  flood  came  it 
was  at  first  feared  that  several  miners 
had  lost  their  lives,  but  this  turns  out  not 
to  be  so.    Over  400  men  are  idle.

Launching  of  the  Fine  New  Battleship  Named 
the  Indir.na,  From  Cramp's  Ship- 
yard TodaY. 


President   Harrison,   Secretary   Tracy    and 

Other  Prominent  Men  Were  Present 

to  Witness  the  Event. 


The  Indiana's  Armament  Has  Some  Strong 

Points  Possessed  by  No  Other  War 

Vessel  Afloat. 


Philai>elphia,  Feb.  28.— The  great 
battleship  induma  \v.is  successfully 
launched  at  the  ship  yard  of  the  William 
Cramp  &  Sons'  company  this  afternoon 
ia  the  presence  of  thousands  of  people, 
among  them  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  the  secretary  of  the  navy  and 
other  members  of  the  cabinet,  and  quite 
a  large  delegation  of  congressman  and 
others  who  arrived  from  Washington 
this  mornmg  on  a  special  'ram. 

As  if  anxious  to  get  mto  her  native 
element,  the  huge  coast  defense  ship 
slid  down  the  well  greased  ways  with 
comparative  rapid' ty  and  struck  the 
smooth  waters  of  the  Delewarc  river 
with  a  force  that  sent  waves  high  into 
the  air.  Then  she  was  towed  back  to 
the  wharves,  and  in  about  a  >ear  will  be 
ready  for  service  and  turned  over  to  the 
government. 

From  early  morning,  crowds  began  to 
gather  around  the  works  and  as  day  ad- 
vanced the  multitudes  increased.  The 
river  abounded  with  crafts  of  every  de- 
scription and  almost  every  boat  floated 
the  national  colors.  The  interior  of  the 
ship  yard  presented  a  scene  of  activity. 
Flags  were  flying  from  a  dozen  poles; 
the  cruiser  New  York  and  cruiser  Xo.  12. 
the  Columbia,  which  was  launched  last 
Julv,  and  other  ships,  were  gaily  be- 
decked with  tlags  and  bunting,  while 
flags  innumerable  and  other  decorations 
were  stretched  from  stem  to  stern  of  the 
of  the  Indiana. 

The  arrival  of  the  presidential  party 
was  the  signal  for  loud  and  continued 
cheering.  The  party  came  from  Wash- 
ington on  a  special  train  'on  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  railroad.  Among  the  vis- 
itors were  Secretary  of  the  Navy  Tracy, 
Postmaster  General  Wanaiuaker,  Attor- 
ney General  Miller  and  his  daughter 
Miss  Jessie,  the  fair  christcner,  Senators 
Voorhees  and  Turpie,  of  Indiana,  (in 
honor  of  which  state  the  vessel  is 
named)  and  others. 

The  president  and  the  other  gentle- 
men of  the  party  acknowledged  the 
complimentary  cheering  by  smiling  and 
raising  their  hats.  The  party  then  pro- 
ceeded to  where  the  battleship  lay,  and 
taking  positions  on  a  raised  platform  at 
the  bow,  the  order  was  given  to  "saw  the 
ways."  Just  as  the  4,200  tons  of  steel 
started  down  the  incline,  Miss  Miller 
broke  the  customary  bottle  of  champagne 
and  said:  "I  christen  thee  Indiana." 

Whistles  shrieked,  bells  rang  and 
people  cheered  and  waved  handkerchiefs 
and  llag?. 

The  Indiana  is  the    eighth    war    ship 
that  the  Cramps  have   launched   and  is  j 
the  largest    ever    sent  from    their  ways. 
The  Indiana  is  the  tirst   first-class  battle  I 
^hip  to  be  launched  and  her   sister  ship,  | 
the  Massachusetts,    which    is   from    six  j 
weeks  to  two  months  behind  the  Indiana 
in  construction,  will  be  the  next. 

The  Indiana  is  3^9  feet  long  on  the  | 
water  line,  and  is  55  feet,  3  inches  beam. 
Her  displacement  is  10,400  tons,  but 
with  a  full  supply  of  coal  and  stores  on 
board  she  will  draw  24  feet  and  displace 
11,600  tons  of  water.  She  will  be  pro- 
pelled by  twin  screws  and  her  engines 
are  three  in  number,  having  10,000  horse 
power.  The  engines  will  be  of  the  triple 
expansion  type  and  will  be  built  abreast 
in  water  tight  apartments  and  will  give 
a  speed  of  from  15 'b  to  16  knots,  the 
guaranteed  speed  being  15  knots. 

The  armor  will  be  nearly  impervious 
to  shot  as  it  can  be  made.  The  water 
line  armor  belt  was  of  iS  inch  nickel 
steel  and  will  extend  193  feet  along  each 
side  amidships.  At  the  ends  of  the 
armor  belt  is  an  armored  bulkhead 
athwartships  which  is  to  be  14  inches 
thick,  and  above  that  and  the  water  line 
is  to  be  a  casemate  belt  live  inches 
thick. 

Above  the  athwartship  belt  will  be  two 
redoubts,  one  at  each  end,  forming  the 
basis  of  the  revolving  turrets.  These 
redoubts  will  be  34  feet  6  inches  outside 
diametei  and  12  feet  high.  Over  the 
armor  belt  and  over  the  bow  and  stern 
will  be  a  flat  protected  deck,  plated  with 
two  inch  steel. 

At  each  of  the  four  corners  of  the  five 
inch  casements  rises  up  a  redoubt  eight 
feet  high  and  plated  with  eight  inch 
steel.  These  redoubts  will  be  surmoun- 
ted by  turrets,  each  eight  inches  thick, 
and  besides  the  armored  turrets  there  is 
to  be  an  armored  pilot  house  or  conning 
tower.  The  total  weight  of  the  armour 
is  to  be  2685  tons. 

The  armament  of  the  Indiana  will  be 
as  follows:  Four  13-inch  guns,  forty 
feet  long,  mounted  in  pairs  in  the  two 
mainturrets;  eight  8-inch  guns,  mounted 
in  pairs  in  the  four  turrets  at  the  cor- 
ners of  the  casemate;  four  6-inch  guns, 
mounted  in  broadsides  with  a  splinter 
bulkheads  b.ack  of  them;  twenty  6- 
pounders  and  rapid  firing  guns;  eight 
i-pounder  gatiing  guns  and  six   torpedo 

tubes. 

The  armament  has  some  strorg  points 
possessed  by  none  of  the  battle  ships  or 
cruisers  now  afioat.  One  is  the  height  of 
the  guns  from  the  water  line,  which  will 
enable  them  to  successfuliy  attack  the 
unarmorcd  ends  of  foreign  warships. 
The  I  vinch  guns  are  18  feet  above  the 
water' iie,  and  the  o  inch  guns  are  28 
feet  above  the  water  line. 

Another  feature  is  that  the  armament 
of  either  the  Indiana  or  Massachusetts 
will  throw  a  greater  weight  of  metal  than 
any  vessel  afloat.  Either  will  be  able  to 
throw  6400  pounds  at  one  discharge  of 
her  main  battery  alone,  which  is  1000 
pounds  more  than  anyolher  ship,  foreign 
or  native,  is  capable  of  discharging.

HIS  HEAD  WAS  CUT  OFF. 

A  Man  Deliberately  Pulls  Himseil  on  a  Saw 
in  a  Mill. 

Nkwcastle,  Pa.,  Feb.  28.- -A  horrible 
suicide  was  committed  by  a  man  named 
Lee  Taylor,  five  miles  southwest  of  this 
place,  late  Sunday  evening.  Taylor  had 
become  financially  embarrassed  and  had 
been  brooding  over  his  troubles.  For 
the  past  week  he  had  been  working  at  a 
saw  mill. 

Sunday  evening  while  the' fireman  and 
engineer  were  engaged  at  the  boiler, 
Taylor  deliberately  laid  down  on  the 
log  carriage,  grasped  the  framework 
with  one  hand  and  the  shaft  with  the 
other,  and  pulled  himself  up  to  the  rap- 
idly revolving  saw. 

His  head  was  instantly  severed  from 
the  body  and  rolled  down  into  the  dust 
pit.  The  engineer,  noticing  a  jar  from 
the  machinery,  went  back  to  the  saw  and 
found  the  bleeding  trunk  still  lying  on 
the  carriage.

SUIT  BY  MARYLAND. 

The  State  Seeks  to  Recover  Valuable  West 
Virginia  Land. 

Grafton,  W.  Va.,  Feb.  28. — Consid- 
erable excitement  has  been  caused 
throughout  the  eastern  part  of  this  state 
by  a  statement  of  a  suit  brought  by  the 
state  of  Maryland  against  the  state  of 
West  \'irgini3,  to  recover  the  entire 
locality  lying  between  the  north  and 
south  branches  of  the  Potomac  river. 

Six  Lehigh  counties  with  a  population 
oi  nearly  loo.cxx),  are  involved  and  in 
addition  it  Maryland  wins  the  suit,  five 
other  West  Virginia  counties  will  be  cut 
off  from  the  rest  of  the  state.  'The  mat- 
ter is  considered  a  very  grave  one  by 
West  Virginia  lawyers  and  politicians. 
The  state  has  appropriated  a  large 
amount  of  money  to  fight  the  case. 


ANOTHER  BOND  MEASURE. 

Its  Object  is  to  Put  a  Stop  to  Purchase  of 
Silver. 

Washington,  Feb.  28, — Mr.  Johnson, 
of  Ohio,  introduced  a  bill  in  the  house 
yesterday  to  reduce  the  interest  upon 
the  public  debt,  to  provide  for  a  flexible 
currency  and  to  stop  the  purchase  of 
silver.  It  proposes  a  series  of  inter- 
controvertible  bonds  bearing  interest  at 
4,'i  per  cent  payable  in  1907. 

They  are  to  be  issued  upon  the  sur- 
render of  any  unmatured  bonds  or  in- 
terest bearing  obligations.  The  inter- 
controvertible  bonds  when  surrendered 
are  to  be  paid  in  treasury  notes  of  the 
character  of  those  now  issued  under  the 
Sherman  act,  which  act  is  repealed. 


INTO  A  RECEIVER'S  HAND. 

A  Rolling  Mill  in  Pennsylvania  is  in  Financial 
Trouble. 

Piiii,AnKLriiiA,  Feb.  28.— The  Read- 
ing Rolling  co.Tipany  mill  passed  into 
the  receiver's  hands  yesterday  upon  a 
bill  in  equity  filed  by  the  Wellman  Iron 
and  Steel  company,  Geo.  Vv.  Bush  cS: 
Sons  Co.^  Francis  11.  Saylor,  Jas.  Boyd 
and  brother  and  L.  C.  Madeira  &  Sons, 
in  common  pleas  court  No.  2. 

The  bill  is  practically  tliesame  as  that 
filed  on  Saturday  in  the  Cofrode  ai.d 
Saylor  matter  and  alleges  that  the  mill 
company  is  insolvent  and  unable  to 
meet  its  obligation.  Josepli  11.  lolrode 
and  Ellis  Am^'s  Ballard  were  appointe  d 
receivers. 

The  mill  employs  550  men  and  the 
assets  include  the  mill  property  ma- 
chinery, tools,  etc.,  valued  at  $552,530.40. 
In  addition,  there  are  materials  and 
stock  in  process  ot  manufacture  to  the 
value  of  $261,743.66.  There  are  also 
S4o,ooo  worth  of  accounts  payable  by 
debtors  throughout  the  country. 

The  liabilities  consist  of  a  S;o,ooo 
mortgage  held  by  the  Reading  Railroad 
company;  bill  payable  accounts,  $217,- 
312.48;  accounts  payable,  $iS,ooo,  and 
wages  and  salaries  $8,997.60.

\'ii:nna,  Feb.  ?S.— A  terrible  calamity 
has  overtaken  the  villatre  of  Gergely, 
near  the  town  or  Pakas.  in  Hungary,  sit- 
uated on  the  river  Danube,  about  sixty 
miles  south  of  I>uda.  On  account  of  the 
sudden  rise  of  the  Danube,  the  1600  in- 
hab:tr..nts  of  Ciergely  found  the  mud  Luts' 
in  which  they  lived  surrounded  by  waste 
water. 

The  frail  dwellings  gradually  yielded 
befcre  the  furious  current  which  was 
continually  rising,  and  the  people  took 
refuj;c  in  the  churches  and  schools. 
Mothers  and  ch'ldren  clung  to  the  altar, 
beseeching  the  intercession  of  the  saints. 
They  saw  their  homes  disappearing  in 
the  raging  streams,  and  the  swelling 
waters  began  to  heat  agcinst  the  church 
and  school  building  with  such  fury  that 
at  last  they  decided  that  to  remain 
would  mean  the  destruction  of  all  cf 
them,  while  if  they  fled  some  at  least 
migbt  escape.

Snow  is  still 
falling  at  many  ulaci's  around  the  edge  of  the 
storm  center,  and  rain  ovi>r  east.'rn  Micliigan. 

High  winds  art'  reiiortcd  from  many  places, 
some  of  which  are.  I'hicairo  40  miles.  Milwau- 
kee 40.  Davenport  --.  Sto.  Marie  28.  Martjuptto 
24.  Green  Bay  28.  Detroit  24.  and  Lat'rosse  2"2. 

The  heaviest  snowfall  was  over  Minnesota. 
the  heaviest  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  Paul  where 
eleven  inches  has  fallen  during  the  i>ast  twenty- 
fonr  hours. 

All  reports  from  the  Northwost  arc  still  miss- 
ing, but  there  is  no  evidence  of  an  area  of  high 
barometer  in  that  section,  which  is  a  fortunate 
thing  for  this  st^ction,  as  had  there  been  it  is 
probable  there  would  have  been  a  stonn  that 
would  equal  that  of  last  March.  Tlie  tempera- 
ture h^ft  fallen  very  decidedly  over  Mis>ouri, 
Nebraska  and  Sontlu'ru  Iowa,  and  cL.inged  very 
sliglitly  in  other  sections,  but  still  remains  be- 
low z-.to  in  the  country  to  the  north  and  west 
of  here.  The  lowest  is  14  below  at  Lander.  Wyo., 
the  highest  44  at  Knoxville,  Tenn.  Other  tem- 
peratures below  zero  are :  St.  Vincent  10.  Moor- 
head  2.  nud  Helena  and  Nortli  Platte  zero. 

The  highest  temperature  hero  yesterday  was 
20,  the  lowest  dunns  tli.i  night  14.  Tne  total 
amount  of  snow  that  fell  was  .'VI  inch  when 
m-lted,  which  woulil  amount  to  ',M  inches  on 
the  level.  The  wind  reacheil  its  highegt  velocity, 
thirty  miles  from  the  northwest  at  11  -0  p.  m.

The  Herald  has  removed  to  its  new 
building  at  22oWest  Superior  street,  mid- 
way between  Second  and  Third  ave- 
nues, where  it  will  be  able  to  handle  its 
rapidly  expanding  business  to  better  ad- 
vantage. The  business  office  will  be 
found  on  the  first  floor  and  the  editorial 
rooms  on  the  third  floor  from  the  Supe- 
rior street  main  entrance. 


The  Electrical  Age. 

Few  people,  comparatively,  know  that 
the  project  of  an  electric  railway  from 
Chicago  to  St.  Louis,  promises  to  be  a 
realty  at  an  early  date.  The  promoters 
of  this  enterprise  have  gone  ahead  in  a 
business-like  way,  making  contracts  for 
construction,  and  having  passed  through 
the  experimental  stage  have  reached  the 
plane  of  reality  and  commercial  cer- 
tainty. It  is  announced  that  their  ex- 
pectation is  to  make  the  journey  from 
Chicago  to  St.  Louis  in  two  hours  and  a 
half,  or  at  the  rate  of  loo  miles  an 
hour. 

This  seems  to  be  a    high    rate,   yet  in 
view  of  what  has  already  been    accomp- 
lished   it    will    not  be  surprising  if  still 
greater  speed  shall    be    attained  in  the  j 
future.     If    100    miles    an    hour  can  be 
realized  with  safety  and  economy  in  this 
century  it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  as  was  i 
observed  by  Secretary  Charles  Foster  in  ; 
a  New  York  paper  recently,  that  50  per 
cent  greater  speed,  or  possibly   loo  per 
cent,  will    be  realized  100    years    hence. 
Then  it  will  no  doubt  be  a  common  thing 
to  travel  from  New   York  to  Chicago  in 
seven  or  eight  hours. 

Thomas  A.  Edison,  the  greatest  genius 
of  this  century,  was  quoted  recently  as 
saying  that  electricity  is  terrestrial  mag- 
netism and  that  the  universe  is  full  of  it. 
According  to  Edison  the  present  system 
of  producing  electricity  by  friction  is 
vcy  expensive  compared  with  what 
may  be  done  by  simpler  processes.  Ed- 
ison believes  electricity  may  be  pumped 
out  of  the  earth  or  the  sea  or  the  air, 
just  as  water  is  pumped  out  of  a  stream, 
the  only  thing  necessary  being  to  find 
the  form  of  pump  that  will  do  the  trick. 

This,  Edison  is  now  looking  for  and 
experimenting  on  and  if  we  may  esti- 
mate his  future  accomplishments  by 
what  he  has  already  done  he  will  suc- 
ceed, declares  Mr.  Foster,  in  finding 
the  pump  that  will  extract  electricity  or 
terrestrial  magnetism  or  whatever  it  is 
from  the  earth  at  a  cost  so  low  as  to 
make  electricity  the  universal  powftr. 
Imagine  the  revolution  that  will  come 
in  all  civilization  if  Edison  or  someone 
else  succeeds  in  doing  thisi  Give  elec- 
tricity at  one-tenth  the  present  cost  and 
electrical  power  will  become  universal. 
Steam  and  all  other  sorts  of  power  will 
be  displaced,  and  with  invention  stimu- 
lated, as  It  will  be,  by  the  extraordinary 
cheapness  of  the  new  power,  what  may 
we  not  expect  in  the  way  of  rapid  tran- 
sit, household  conveniences,  electrical 
carriages  to  take  the  place  of  horses, 
elevators  in  business  and  private 
houses,  and  all  sorts  of  machinery? 

If  this  theory  of  Edison  proves  to  be 
correct  and  the  -electrical  experts  are 
not  mistaken  in  their  plans  for  rapid 
travel,  the  next  hundred  years  will  de- 
velop changes  more  stupendous  than 
have  been  shown  by  the  last  hundred,  in 
which  pretty  nearly  every  useful  thing 
there  is  in  the  world  has  been  invented. 
In  fact,  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  promi- 
nent men  who  have  studied  this  question 
that  we  are  on  the  eve  of  an  industrial 
revolution  as  a  result  of  electrical  re- 
search and  experiment.  There  is  one

A  Permanent  Bureau. 

By  the  instiuctions  of  the  Louse  com- 
mittee on  the  census,  a  sub- committee 
has  drafted  a  bill  providing  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  permanent  census 
bureau.  It  is  hardly  likely  that  the  bill 
will  be  passed  at  the  present  session, 
and  the  prospects  are  that  it  will  be 
materially  changed  before  it  ever  be- 
comes a  law. 

The  measure  is  demanded  for  the 
sake  of  retaining  the  skilled  services  of 
six  or  seven  beads  of  departments  and 
the  most  expert  of  the  clerks,  who  can 
be  made  useful  by  employing  them  on 
statistical  work  collateral  with  the  cen- 
sus durjng  the  four  years  or  so  in  each 
decade  while  the  main  work  of  the 
bureau  is  in  abeyance.  The  unsatistac- 
tory  results  of  previous  censuses,  not- 
withstanding the  immense  expense  at 
which  they  have  been  taken,  were  partly 
due  to  the  fact  that  too  much  was  at- 
tempted, but  the  chief  defect  was  the 
inexpert  character  of  nearly  all 
employes  of  the  bureau  at  the 
beginning  of  each  census  decade.  Not 
only  the  great  working  body  of  clerks, 
but  the  heads  of  departments,  had  to  be 
acquiring  elementary  technical  training 
while  they  should,  under  a  be  ter  sys- 
tem, have  been  skillfully  developing  the 
results  of  the  enumeration.  It  is  no 
wonder,  therefore,  that  the  census  re- 
turns have  been  neither  prompt  nor 
always  accurate. 

But  while  there  is  thus  urgent  demand 
for  a  permanent  bureau  to  retain  skilled 
employes  for  this  important  work,  the 
demand  for  a  permanent  census  bureau 
i*s  not  as  great  as  that  for  a  permanent 
statistical  bureau,  which  should  include 
not  only  that  of  the  census,  but  that  of 
the  statistical  bureaus  of  the  treasury, 
ae'ricultural,  labor,  interior  and  other 
departments  of  the  national  govern- 
ment. It  cannot  be  denied  that  in  order 
to  secure  the  best  results,  the  statistical 
work  of  the  government  should  be  car- 
ried on  by  a  uniform  method  under  the 
direction  of  a  single  chief,  who  should 
be  an  accomplished  scientific  statisti- 
cian. The  present  bill  providing  for  a 
census  bureau  should  therefore  be 
amended  in  this  respect.  And  if  such  a 
bureau  were  established,  there  should  be 
no  incompetent  Porters  at  its  head.

The  Virginia  village  election  takes 
place  on  March  14,  as  do  all  the  village 
elections  throughout  the  state,  and  there 
is  to  be  quite  a  sharp  hght.  The  line 
upon  which  the  division  is  drawn  is  as 
to  whether  \irginia  shall  be  wide  open 
or  not.  There  is  an  element  which 
happily  is  in  the  minority  that  want 
everything  wide  open.  The  men  who 
compose  this  are  mostly'  from  Hurley 
and  Bessemer  and  other  tough  towns  of 
the  Menominee  and  Gogebic  range.  Not 
all  of  them,  m  fact  a  minority  are  voters 
and  there  will  be  plenty  of  chance  for 
fraudulent  voting. 

Another  element  is  just  as  strongly  in 
favor  of  good  government.  This  is 
headed  by  John  Owens,  the  present 
president,  and  a  number  of  others.  The 
only  thing  to  be  feared  is  that  there  may 
be  some  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  law 
and  order  people  while  the  lawless  peo- 
ple, as  is  always  the  case,  will  work  like 
beavers. 

Virginia  has  from  700  to  icoo  people 
now  and  a  great  many  citizens  of  the  town 
are  talking  incorporation  as  a  city. 
Most  of  them  feel,  however,  that  there 
would  be  very  little  gained  and  a  great 
deal  of  expense  would  be  added.

He  had  been  in  the  habit  of  visiting  a 
friend  of  his,  Dr.  J.  M.  Gordon,  of 
(^uincy,  but  the  doctor  had  not  seen  or 
heard  from  him  for  some  time,  and  last 
evening  sent  his  sister.  Miss  Matilda 
Gordon,  to  call  upon  Farcjuharson.  She 
called  upon  the  latter  with  whom  she 
had  considerable  conversation,  and 
after  completing  her  errand,  began  to 
make  preparations  for  taking  her  train 
home. 

As  she  stooped  over,  Farguharson 
drew  a  revolver  and  lired  two  bullets  in- 
to her  neck,  and  she  pitched  forward 
on  the  floor  bathed  in  blood.

THREE  RAILWAY  ACCIDENTS. 


Two  Engines  Jump  the  Track  and  a  Car  Cut 
in  Two. 

As  if  to  substantiate  the  railroadman's 
claim  that  accidents  always  "go  in 
threes"  there  were  three  reported  acci- 
dents yesterday,  none  of  them  due  to 
storm  or  bad  weat'ner.  Two  of  the  ac- 
cidents were  rather  remarkable  ones 
and  the  other  was  merely  a  common- 
place affair.  They  were  all  in  the  after- 
noon. 

At  2:25  o'clock  at  New  Duluth  the  en- 
gine on  Conductor  Sargent's  tram 
jumped  the  track  while  switching  and 
rolled  over  on  its  side.  The  delay  lasted 
until  about  5  o'clock  when  with  the  as- 
sistance of  extra  men  and  the  derrick 
car  the  engine  was  replaced  on  the  rails 
and  left  on  the  side  track  at  New  Du- 
luth. 

A  short  line  Northern  Pacific  engine 
while  running  over  the  Northern  Pacific 
bridge  between  Superior  and  this  place 
broke  a  flange  on  one  of  the  trucks  and 
left  the  rails,  ploughing  its  way  along  for 
about  a  car  length  and  finally  resting 
securely  but  out  of  place  on  the 
stringers.  A  Great  Northern  engine 
rendered  material  assistance  in  clearing 
the  track  and  the  delay  was  close  on  to 
two  hours. 

The  third  and  largest  accident  of  the 
day  was  when  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
main  line  was  backing  down  from  En- 
dion yard  to  the  Union  depot.  When 
opposite  the  power  house  of  the  Hart- 
man  Electric  company  the  train  ran  in- 
to a  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  switch  engine 
damaging  the  engine  considerably  and 
breaking  one  passenger  coach  square 
across  the  middle  and  smashing  the 
sides  in.  The  second  coach  was  partial- 
ly derailed  and  the  platforms  of  the  for- 
ward car  were  slightly  damaged.  No 
one  was  hurt,  but  someone,  to  use  a  rail- 
road expression,  will  have  to  "dance  on 
the  carpet"  in  explanation. 

Are  Still  At  It. 

^The  Amalgamated  association  is  still 
at  work  in  Superior  as  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  notices  have  been  posted  warn- 
ing laborers  to  keep  away  from  the  West 
Superior  Iron  and  Steel  works.  Part  of 
the  circular  reads  as  follows: 
"""All  honorable  men  are  requested  to 
keep  away  from  the  rolling  mills  of  the 
West  Superior  Iron  and  Steel  company 
pending  the  struggle  for  right  and  jus- 
tice between  the  Amalgamated  Associa- 
tion of  Iron  and  Steel  workers  and  the 
above  company.  Our  demands  are  just. 
We  merely  want  the  same  wages  as  other 
men  have  elsewhere  for  the  same  class 
of  work  and  the  right  to  organize  as  true 
American  citizens  for  our  welfare."

The  RailroaJs  Made  a  Gallant  Eff.rt  to  Keep 

Their  Lines  Open  But  Were 

Worsted. 


All  Incoming  Trains  Are  Several  Hours  Late 
and  Traffic  is  Generally  De- 
moralized. 


The  Street  Car  Lines  Are  No  Better  Off  and 

Have  Made  Little  Headway 

Today. 


Another  big  storm  swooped  down  on 
the  head  of  the  lakes  region  yesterday 
evening  and  bowled  fiercely  all  the 
night  long.  It  was  a  regular  old  blizzard 
such  as  the  "oldest  inhabitant"  sits 
around  the  tire  and  tells  about,  and  it 
really  would  have  been  a  credit  to  Da- 
kota except  that  the  temperature  was 
not  low.  Four  inches  of  snow  had  fallen 
by  7  o'clock  last    evening  and  the  wind 

was  whistling  along  at  a  locomotive 
pact;.  Contrary  to  the  expectations  of 
Observer  Bronson  the  storm  did  not 
die  out  at  midnight  but  seemed  to  in- 
crease in  force  toward  morning. 

Railroad  travel  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes  is  decidedly  "out  of  whac'K."  to- 
day, and  every  train  on  every  road  was 
more  or  less  off  schedule  time.  Out- 
going trains  last  night  were  moved  out 
of  the  depots  by  the  assistance  of  two 
and  in  some  cases  three  locomotives, 
and  the  struggle  of  the  Chicago,  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  night  ex- 
press to  leave  the  depot  attracted  a 
crowd  of  several  hundred  people 
to  the  Fifth  avenue  crossing  at  J  i 
o'clock.  There  were  two  heavy  loco- 
motives attached,  but  for  30  minutes  the 
train  could  not  cross  the  avenue.  The 
stack  of  the  head  engine  was  red  hot 
from  the  smoke  drum  to  the  top  and  a 
sheet  of  tlanie  cleared  the  stack  at  least 
20  feet.  The  train  was  32  minutes  late 
leaving  the  crossing  and  made  but  slow 
progress  through  tlie  yards. 

The  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  night  express 
was  about  10  minutes  late  getting  out  of 
the  Tnion  depot  coach  shed  and  two  of 
the  largest  engines  had  hard  work  to  get 
a  "move"  on  the  rather  heavy  train. 

This  morning  suburban  and  short  line 
trains  were  all  late  and  freight  work  in 
the  yards  was  practically  at  a  standstill 
until  about  noon. 

Train  dispatchers  offices  and  depot 
bulletin  boards  at  1 130  o'clock  today 
gave  the  following  intelligence: 

St.  Paul  lS:  Duluth  road — Suburban 
trams  runnint:  behind  time  and  irregu- 
larly. Last  night's  train  out  of  St.  Paul 
reported  twelve  hours  late  and  stuck  in 
snow  at  Gladstone,  with  this  morning's 
northbound  trr.in  behind  her.  .South- 
bound night  express  ten  to  twelve  hours 
late.  Morning  mail  six  hours  behind. 
Both  limiteds  will  leave  on  time.  No 
freights  moving  and  other  trains  run- 
ning with  two  and  three  engines. 

Northern  Pacific — Freights  at  a  com- 
plete standstill.  Train  Irom  the  west 
due  at  1:05  o'clock  this  morning  running 
two  hours  behind  time  with  rotary  snow 
plow  ahead  and  three  engines  on  train. 
Suburban  trains  greatly  behind  time  and 
irregular. 

Wisconsin  Central — Freights  all  off 
time  and  abandoned.  Passenger  due  at 
1 1 :40  a.  m.  reported  three  hours  late  and 
losing  time.    Other  trains  badly  delayed. 

Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic— Due 
here  at  7:20  a.  m. reported  five  hours  late 
but  not  in  at  i  o'clock.  Freights  aban- 
doned. 

Duluth  and  Iron  Range — Morning 
trains  out  of  here  are  qff,  Ely  train  with 
double  header  engines  arrived  shortly 
before  2  o'clock.    No  freights  moving. 

Duluth  &  W^innipeg — All  trains  aban- 
doned. 

Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern— All  out 
bound  trains  ""abandoned.  Inbound  pas- 
senger greatly  delayed.  No  freights 
moving. 

Eastern  Minnesota — No  freights  on 
the  road.  Afternoon  passengers  on  both 
ends  started  on  time,  but  will  be  several 
houss  late. 

Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Omaha— Northbound  limited  is  six  hours 
late.  Train  from  St.  Paul  abandoned 
last  night.  Train  from  here  last  night 
reached  St.  Paul  about  3  o'clock  this 
afternoon.  Other  trains  more  or  less 
behind  and  freight  trains  blocked  every- 
where. 

The  situation  is  practically  one  of  a 
general  blockade  on  all  lines.  On  many 
of  the  roads  out  of  St.  Paul  last  night, 
all  trains,  both  passenger  and 
freight,  were  abandoned  and  no  train 
which  left  St.  Paul  last  evening  was  over 
twenty-five  miles  away  from  that  city  by 
daybreak  this  morning.  The  snow  is  re- 
ported as  drifting  badly  in  every  direc- 
tion and  no  timers  being  made  up  any- 
where. 

In  the  various  yards  here,  bat  little  is 
being  done  and  crews  and  engines  are 
doubled  in  nearly  every  instance.  Trains 
on  the  main  lines  are  being  hauled  with 
two  to  five  engines.  The  postoffice  at  i 
o'clock  had  a  bulletin  out  as  follows: 
"No  mails  in  this  morning  and  don't 
know  when  trains  will  arrive." 

"The  street  car  lines  shared  in  the 
general  blockade  and  are  slowly  being 
dug  out  of  the  snow.  The  Lakeside  line 
^is  not  running  at  all.  The  Superior 
street  line  is  open  from  Twentieth  ave- 
nue east  to  Twenty-sixth  avenue  west. 
W^est  Duluth  is  without  service  as  is 
also  Woodland  Park.  The  Fourth 
street  east  line  is  open  to  Fourteenth 
avenue  east  and  the  West  Fourth  street 
line  is  abandoned. 


RAILROADS  ARE  CRIPPLED. 


The  Storm  Extended  Throughout  the  Whole  of 
Minnesota. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  28. — A  terrible  blizzard, 
which  is  thought  to  outrival  in  fury  the 
memorable  storm  of  March  7.  1892, 
swept  over  this  section  of  Minnesota  last 
night,  and  in  consequence  everything 
which  is  on  wheels  is  tied  up.  Railroads 
are  as  completely  crippled  as  if  the  track 
had  been  torn  up.  Great  transconti- 
nental passenger  tr.iins  are  lying  in  the 
yards  almost  unable  to  move  a  wheel, 
and  at  least  a  dozen  trains  are  snow 
bound  in  this  vicinity. 

The  storm  territory  extends  west  and 
north  as  far  as  Fergus  Falls,  east  to 
Duluth  and  Eau  Claire,  and  two  hun- 
dred miles  to  the  south.  In  this  city 
fifteen  inches  of  snow  fell  in  fourteen 
hours,  and  the  wind  which  has  blown 
until  now  at  the  rate  of  thirty-five   miles 


an  hour  piled  the  drifts  ten  feet  high. 
All  switching  in  the  immense  Twin  City 
Ireight  yards,  ten  miles  long,  is  stopped. 
At  Red  Wing  the  Milwaukee  vesti- 
buled  train,  called  "the  Flying  Dutch- 
man," is  stalled  in  the  yards  in  twenty- 
three  inches  of  fresh  snow.  Electric 
and  cable  car  traffic  in  the  city  is  tem- 
porarily stopprd,  although  the  tracks  are 
now  getting  in  shape.  Thousands  of 
people  were  compelled  to  walk  through 
the  immense  drifts  to  their  work  this 
morning.  

WORST  OF  THE  SEASON. 


Railroads  in   Northern   Michigan   Blockaded 
By  Huge  Drifts. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  Feb.  28.— A    special 

to  the  News  from  Ironwood  says:    The 

very  worst    storm    of  the    winter    was  a 

June  zephyr  to    a    Dakota    blizzard,    in 

comparison  with  the  terrific  storm  that 
has  raged  here  for  the  past  thirty  hours, 
and  which  is  still  in  progress. 

The  snow  is  from  three  to  eight  feet 
deeper  today  than  yesterday,  and  it  is 
impossible  to  drive  teams  in  the  streets. 
All  business  is  at  a  standstill.  Lake 
Shore  and  Wisconsin  Central  trains 
from  Milwaukee  and  Chicago  are  snow- 
bound thirty  miles  south  of  here. 

A  relief  train  with  four  engines  and 
two  coaches  left  here  at  g  o'clock  to  at- 
tempt to  reach  the  Lake  Shore  limited 
snowed  under  near  Manitowish,  Wis., 
and  take  off  the  passengers  and  mail. 

A  special  from  Crosswell  says:  A 
blizzard  struck  the  northern  part  of  San- 
ilac county  yesterdav  afternoon,  com- 
pletely cutting  off  traffic.  The  train  due 
here  at  4:54  yesterday  afternoon  on  the 
Sandbeach  division  of  the  Flint  &  Pere 
Marquette  road  is  stalled  in  five  feet  ot 
snow  near  Minden.  Six  engines  and 
two  snow  plows  are  working  to  get  the 
train  through. 

The  Grand  Rapids  &  Indiana  railroad 
has  the  worst  blockade  of  the  winter  on 
its  northern  division.  A  terrific  wind  has 
filled  the  cuts  with  huge  drifts  of  snow 
six  to  ten  feet  deep.  The  Mackinaw 
passenger  train,  due  here  at  10:30  last 
night,  IS  stalled  at  Mancelona,  and  the 
snow  plow  sent  out  to  relieve  the  train  is 
also  Htuck.  The  road  for  miles  is  im- 
pass.able.  Traffic  is  suspended,  but  no 
accidents  have  been  reported. 

SEVERE  IN  WISCONSIN. 


From  All  Points  Come  Tales  of  Suffering  and 
Disaster. 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Feb.  28.— Specials 
to  the  Journal  from  all  parts  of  the  state 
show  the  present  snow  and  wind  storm 
to  be  one  of  unprecedented  seventy. 
From  Rhinclandcr,  on  the  north,  where 
the  lake  shore  limited  lay  for  ten  hours 
in  a  drilt,  to  New  Richmond  in  the  west, 
where  for  twelve  hours  not  a  train  has 
moved,  the  tale  is  one  of  suffering  and 
disaster. 

In  Milwaukee  the  thermometer  is 
creeping  downwards  and  the  wind  is 
blowing  at  the  rate  of  forty-five  miles  an 
hour.  The  storm  center  seems  to  be  at 
M.arquette,  Michigan.

Arkansas  and  Thirteen  Passengers 

Seriously  Injured. 


One  Sleeping  Car,  Two  Day  Coaches  and  a 

Chair  Car  Were  Overturned  in 

the  Ditch. 


The  Occupants  of  the  Cars  Thrown  Into  a 

Confused   Heap  and   Rescued 

With  Difficulty. 


St.  Loiis.  March  i.— Train  No.  2, 
northbouftcl,  on  the  Iron  Mountain  rail- 
road, was  derailed  by  a  broken  rail  at  a 
point  one  mile  north  o(  Hope,  Arkansas, 
.It  7  o'clock  this  morning.  Thirteen 
passengers  were  seriously  injured.  The 
train  was  runnin>5  on  schedule  time  and 
the  engine  and  baggage  car  passed  over 
the  broken  rail  safely. 

One  sleepin.!,'  car,  two  day  coaches  and 
a  chair  car  ^eft  the  rails  and  were  over- 
turned in  the  ditch.  The  overturned 
coaches  caught  fire  and  were  destroyed. 
The  occupants  of  the  cars  werd  thrown 
into  a  confused  heap  and  were  rescued 
with  great  ditticulty  by  the  train  men 
and  uninjured  parlies. 

No  names  of  the  injured  can  be  learned 
at  present.  Wrecking  trains  were  sent 
from  Texarkana  and  carried  surgeons 
to  the  wreck.

MAY  HAVE  MET  A  MISHAP. 


Tho  Steamship   Naronic.  of  the  White  Star 

Line.  Long  Overdue. 

New    York,   March    i.— The    White 

Star  line  steamship  Boviac  arrived  from 

Liverpool  this  morning  bringing  no  news 

of  the  Naronic,  her  sister  ship,  which  left 

Liverpool  on  Feb.  1 1  and  is  consequentlv 
nme  days  overdue.  The  agents  in  this 
city  of  the  White  Sur  line  are  con- 
vinced that  the  Naronic  has  met  with 
some  serious  mishap,  probably  to  her 
machinery. 

The  Naronic  is  a  steel  vessel  of  6594 
tons  register'  and  built  more  for  the 
accommodation  of  freight,  animals  and 
birds  than  as  a  passenger  ship.  She  is 
commanded  by  Capt.  Wm.  Roberts,  an 
experienced  officer,  who  was  formerly  of 
the  Adriatic. 

If  she  has  broken  down  the  accident 
is  certainly  a  serious  one,  for  she  was 
fitted  with  two  separate  engines  and  any 
.iccident  to  one  engine  would  not  have 
kept  her  out  as  long  as  this. 

There  are  several  stcr.mshipj  overdue 
from  two  to  four  days.  The  Ethiopia 
from  East  Indian  ports:  the  Critic  from 
Lcith;  the  Sueviafrom  Southampton  and 
the  Italy  from  London  are  all  overdue 
and  supposed  to  have  met  with  rough 
weather  which  has  delayed  them.

Terrible  Mortality  in  the   French   Parishes  in 

Manitoba. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  March  i.— A  strange 

and  fatal  disease  has  visited  the  people 

of  Lorette  and    St.  Anne's.    Scarcely  a 

house    has    escaped    it,  and   forty-eight 

deaths  have  been  reported   up    to    dale, 
the  majority  of  them  being  children. 

It  was  thought  at  first  that  the  disease 
was  diphtheria  and  then  scarlet  fever, 
but  the  doctors  now  do  not  seem  to  know 
what  it  is  and  can  do  little  towards  stop- 
ping it.  Some  who  are  reported  to  be 
better  in  the  morning  are  reported  to  be 
dead  by  night. 

Had  Terrific  Weather. 
HaliF/Yx,  N.  S.,  March  i.— The  Brit- 
ish steamer  R.  F.  Matthews,  Capt.  Stew- 
art, from  Baltimore  for  Rotterdam,  nine- 
teen days  out  from  the  former  port,  ar- 
rived yesterday.  She  had  terrific  weath- 
er from  the  time  of  leaving  and  was  four 
days  out  when  her  high  pressure  engine 
broke  down.  They  had  a  low  pressure 
engine  and  decided  to  make  Halifax  for 
repairs,  and  for  fifteen  days  they  have 
been  struggling  to  reach  this  port  in  a 
succession  of  westerly  and  northwesterly 
gales. 

Carter  Harrison  Victorious. 
Chicago,  March  i. — The  Democratic 
municipal  convention  yesterday  nomi- 
nated Carter  H.  Harrison  for  mayor  by 
an  overwhelming  majority.  The  first 
ballot  stood:  Harrison,  531;  Cregier,  93;

Aggregating  $200,000. 

New  York,  March  1.  A  specie  1  from 
Cincinnati  to  the  World  says:  It  is  re- 
ported here  that  Governor  McKinley's 
liabilities,  instead  of  being  <;n 8,000,  are 
nearly  §200,000.  It  is  also  said  that  he 
was  not  only  the  endorser  of  notes  for 
Robert  W'alker,  of  Youngstown,  whose 
failure  brought  on  the  crash,  but  the 
joint  maker  of  many  of  them,  which 
were  used  in  a  coal  mine  venture  near 
Connclsville,  Penn.,  and  both  were  in- 
terested. These  notes,  it  is  alleged, 
have  been  running  four  or  five  years. 

A  special  from  Youngstown  to  the 
same  papers  says  that  many  notes  have 
been  found  that  bear  the  name  of  Gov- 
ernor McKinley  and  Robert  Walker  as 
indorser.  The  governor's  friends  say 
that  he  signed  the  notes  in  that  way  so 
it  would  be  easier  for  Walker  to  get  the 
money  on  them. 

The  World's  Columbus  reporter  asked 
Governor  McKinley  about  the  $200,000 
story  .and  he  said:  "My  information  is 
that  my  name  is  on  notes  as  maker  and 
indorser  to  the  amount  of  $100,000,  but 
it  is  all  accommodation  paper.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  I  am  the  joint  maker  of 
many  notes,  but  it  was  accomodation 
paper  merely." 

ANTI-OPTFoN    Biri   DEAD. 


Mr.    Hatch    Was    Unafaie  to  Get  a  Two- 
Thirds  Vote  to  Suspend    the 
Rules  Today. 

Washington,  March  r.— The  Hatch 
anti-option  bill  sustained  its  final  defeat 
in  the  house  today.  Mr.  Hatch  made  a 
strong  fight  to  secure  its  consideration, 
but  he  could  not  muster  a  sufilicient 
lorce.  Mr.  Hatch  moved  to  suspend 
the  rules  and  concur  in  senate  amend- 
ment to  the  anti-option  bill.  Against 
this  motion  a  point  of  order  was  made, 
but  was  overruled.  A  second  was  de- 
manded on  Mr.  Hatch's  motion,  by  Tom 
Johnson,  of  Ohio,  and  it  v,as  seconded 
by  a  vote  of  163  to  7. 

Filibustering  was  then  started  by  the 
opponents  of  the  bill.  An  effort  was 
made  to  secure  a  quorum,  and  many 
members  refused  to  vote.  Finally  a  vote 
was  secured  on  Hatch's  motion  to  sus- 
pend the  rules  and  concur  in  the  senate 
ament.  The  vote  was:  Veas,  173;  nays, 
123.  There  not  being  the  necessary  two- 
thirds  in  the  affirmative,  the  motion  was 
lost.  This  finally  defeats  the  bill  so  far 
as  the  present  congress  is  concerned. 

WHISKY  TRUST  REPORT. 


Committee  Recommend  Reduction  of  Duty  on 
imported  Liquor*. -v^-,    , 

Washington,  March  i. — The  house 
judiciary  committee  yesterday  adopted 
the  report  of  the  sub-committee  which 
investigated  the  whisky,  trust.  There- 
port  recommends  that  the  duty  on  im- 
ported liquors  be  reduced  from  $2.50  to 
ji  per  gallon  and  that  the  tariff  on  all 
goods  be  reduced  whenever  it  is  found 
that  they  are  influenced  by  a  trust  or 
combination. 

Recommendation  is  also  made  that 
rectifying  cstablishmants  be  made  sub- 
ject to  governmental  supervision,  and 
that  all  rectified  or  compounded  goods 
be  stamped  so  as  to  show  the  compon- 
ents. 

The  report  is  unanimous  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  clause  relative  to  the  ef- 
fect of  the  t.iriff.  Messrs.  Buchanan,  of 
New  Jersey,  Ray,  of  New  York,  and 
I3roderick,  of  Kansas  (Republicans), 
take  exception  to  the  views  of  the  ma- 
jority on  this  point,  and  will  file  a  brief 
report  stating  their  views  in  this  connec- 
tion. The  tariff,  they  say,  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  adulteration  of  liquors. 

The  Distilling  and  Cattle  Feeding 
company  is  not  regarded  as  a  trust.  It 
is  found  to  be  a  corporation  owning  and 
operating  between  seventy  and  eighty 
establishments. 


FROM  A  CRIMINAL  CAUSE. 


The  Death  of  MaggiOi  Manson  Declarad  Due 
to  CrJEninal  Practice. 
New  York,  March  i.— The  coroner's 
inquest  into  the  death  of  Miss  Maggie 
Manson,  who  died  from  a  criminal  oper- 
ation, was  resumed  yesterday.  The 
most  important  testimony  was  given  by 
Joseph    Manson,    a  brother  of  the  dead 

He  said  he  was  with  his  sister  on  the 
day  she  died,  and  a  short  time  before 
she  expired  she  told  him  that  Florence 
Donovan  was  the  father  of  the  child,  and 
that  he  furnished  her  money  to  pay  for 
the  operation  performed  upon  her  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  rid  of  her  child. 
The  operation  had  been  performed  by 
Drs.  Diemer  and  Chase. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  to  the 
c  ffect  that  Miss  Manson  had  come  to 
her  death  from  septicaemia,  resulting 
from  a  criminal  operation  performed  by 
Sarah  B.  Chase  and  L.  F.  Diemer,  and 
that  Florence  Donovan  was  accessory 
'oefore  the  act.  Donovan  is  an  ex-arbi- 
tration  committeeman  of  New  York. 

ONE  CHILD  WAS  KILLED. 


Collision  on  the  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Road  Today. 

Providence,  R.  I ,  March  i.— The 
midnight  train  from  New  York  on  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  rail- 
road, collided  with  the  Stonington  boat 
train  at  Norwood  at  5:25  o'clock  killing 
one  child  and  injuring  half  a  dozen  pas- 
sengers. 

The  dead  child  is  the  Q-months  old 
son  of  Andrew  Verrich,  of  276  Charles 
street  this  city.  None  of  the  injured  are 
in  a  dangerous  condition. 


The  Jury  Disagreed. 
St.  Paul,  March  i.— The  jury  in  the 
case  of  Dr.  Pearce,  charged  with  com- 
mitting an  abortion  on  Mrs.  S.  B.  Clay- 
ton, yesterday  afternoon  reported  to 
Judge  Kelly  tfiat  they  were  unable  to 
agree  and  were  discharged.

THE  SECRET  SESSION. 


Another  Effort  Made  in  Executive  Session  of 
the  Senate  to  Confirm  Gen.  Find- 
lay's  Appointment. 


The  Move  Not  Very  Hearty  and  Republicans 

Were  Disposed  to  Leave  it  to 

the  Democrats. 


Little  Hope  of    Hanchett's  Appointment  as 

Judge    Being   Confirmed  or  Hawaiian 

Treaty  Being  Ratified. 


Washington,  March  i.— After  the 
three  ineffectual  attempts  to  get  an  ex- 
ecutive session  the  Republicans  were 
successful  today,  the  understanding 
being,  however,  that  nothing  of  a  dis- 
puted character  should  be  considered. 
Accordingly  when  Mr.  Sherman  made 
the  motion  there  was  no  opposition.  The 
session  lasted  for  half  an  hour.  As  was 
intimated  in  these  dispatches  a  few  days 
ago,  the  effort  was  made  to  reconsider 
the  vote  by  which  the  nomination  of  Mr. 
John  V.  L.  Findlay,  of  Maryland,  to  be 
Chilian  arbitrator  was  rejected. 

The  effort  was  not  a  very  hearty  one 
and  met  with  failure.  The  Republicans 
looked  upon  the  matter  as  something  for 
the  Democrats  to  settle.  Mr.  Fmdlay 
was  a  Democrat,  and  .ilthough  nominat- 
ed by  Mr.  Harrison,  they  said  he  was  op- 
posed by  the  Maryland  delegation  and 
they  were  willing  to  let  it  go  at  that  and 
oermit  Mr.  Cleveland  to  make  the  selec- 
tion for  the  office.  The  result  being  ap- 
parent, it  is  said  that  no  formal  vote  was 
taken  and  the  rejection  of  the  nominee 
was  subsequently  made  public. 

The  tacit  agreement  regarding  dis- 
puted nominations  did  not  prevent  the 
preliminary  steps  being  taken  in  the 
Hanchctt  nomination.  As  soon  as  the 
executive  session  began,  this  nomination 
was  referred  to  the  judiciary  committee 
and  before  it  was  over  the  committee 
held  a  meeting  on  ttie  floor  and  by  a 
strict  parly  vote  reported  the  nomination 
favorably. 

Of  course  this  was  as  far  as  the  matter 
could  proceed  today  and  Republicans 
admit  that  there  is  little  hope  of  the  con- 
firmation of  Mr.  Hanchett.  A  number 
of  naval  nominations  were  confirmed, 
but  the  names  of  a  number  of  well 
known  gentlemen  are  not  upon  the  list 
that  was  given  out.  Among  these  miss- 
ing names  is  that  of  Lieut.  Dupray, 
nominated  to  be  paymaster,  with  the 
rank  and  pay  of  a  major. 

The  nomination  of  Denis  T.  Kirby  to 
be  captain  in  the  army,  which  was  pro- 
tested against  by  army  officers  stationed 
at  Detroit,  was  also  unacted  upon.  It  is 
said  that  another  attempt  will  be  made 
to  ho  d  an  executive  session  for  the  pur- 
pose of  clearing  up  the  calendar  as 
quickly  as  possible. 


WILL  NOT  BE  RATIFIED. 


The    Hawaiian    Treaty    Will  Not  be  Ratified 

by  This  Congress. 

Washington,  March  i.— "No  event  of 

the  future  can  be  more  certain  than  that 

the  treaty  with  Hawaii  will  not  be  ratified 

by  this  congress    at  least,  and  that  Mr. 

Hanchett's  nomination  to  the  phice 
made  vacant  by  the  promotion  of  'Jus- 
tice Jackson  will  not  be  confirmed." 

So  spoke  a  prominent  Democrat  of  the 
senate  judiciary  committee  yesterday 
morning.  This  condition  of  affairs  is  .id- 
mitted  by  the  other  side.  A  leading  Re- 
publican member  of  the  judiciary  com- 
mittee said  that  the  Republicans  had  no 
hope  of  confir.Tiation  of  Mr.  Hanchett's 
nomination  and  that  they  had  some  lime 
ago  abandoned  any  idea  of  getting  final 
action  on  the  treaty.  One  man  can  de- 
feat that  proposition  at  this  stage  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  senate  and  all  efforts 
to  prevent  it  would  be  futile. 

Executive  sessions  will  be  rare  from 
this  time  on,  although  there  may  be  one 
or  two  very  short  ones.  The  calendar 
of  foreign  relations  is  cleared  up  entire- 
ly, the  only  rebuff  that  committee  hav- 
ing met  with  being  the  rejection  of  the 
nomination  of  Mr.  Findlay  as  arbitrator 
of  this  government  in  the  matter  of 
Chilean  claims. 

Upon  the  calendar  of  the  judiciary 
committee  there  is  but  little  unacted 
upon,  the  most  important  being  that  of 
the  Utah  judges.  The  Hanchett  nomi- 
nation is  not  yet  before  that  committee 
and  cannot  be  sent  there  until  an  execu- 
tive session  is  held,  so  that  it  may  be  re- 
ferred. An  attempt  was  made  yester- 
day to  have  an  executive  session  for  the 
purpose  of  acting  upon  a  number  of 
propositions  and  it  was  said  that  an  at- 
tempt would  be  made  to  secure  a  recon- 
sideration of  the  vote  whereby  Gen, 
Findlay  was  rejected.  When  the  motion 
was  made  by  Mr.  Sherman  to  go  into 
executive  session,  it  was  defeated  by  a 
party  vote,  some  Republicans  not  voting. 
This  indicates  the  present  temper  ot  the 
senate. 

Paying  the  Interest. 
Philadelphia,  March  1. — Checks  for 
$210,000  were  sent  out  last  night  by  the 
Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  company  to  the 
holders  of  the  $6,000,000  7  per  cent  sec- 
ond mortgage  bonds,  as  the  semi-annual 
interest  due  thereon  today.  Under  the 
lease  the  Reading  company  is  respon- 
sible for  the  payment  of  this  interest. 
Secretary  Fansbaw,  of  the  Lehigh  Yal- 
ley  company,  said  this  afternoon  that  be 
expected  to  receive  a  check  for  the 
amount  from  the  Reading  some  lime  to- 
day. 

Prof.  Minto  Dead. 
London,  March  i.— Prof.  Wm.  Minto 
died  today.  Mr.  Minto  was  born  Oct.  10, 
1845,  *t  Auchintoul  JAlfoid,  Aberdeen- 
shire. He  was  the  author  of  a  number 
of  works,  including  several  novels.  For 
tour  years  he  was  editor  of  the  Exam- 
iner, now  extinct,  and  afterwards  be- 
came leading  writer  ot  the  Daily  News 
and  the  Pall  Mall  Gazette.  In  1880  he 
was  appointed  professor  of  logic  at 
Aberdeen.  He  wrote  several  literary 
biographies  for  the  last  edition  of  the 
Encyclopedia  Britannica.

His  opinion  is  as  follows: 

Hon.  D.  M.  Clough,  president  of  the 
senate:  Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  ac- 
knowledge the  receipt  of  a  resolution  of 
the  honorable  senate,  adopted  on  the 
23d  inst.,  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  the 
etfect  of  the  provisions  of  house  tile  No. 
12,  otherwise  known  as  the  Markham 
bill,  upon  existing  provisions  of  law  pro- 
viding for  the  payment  of  per  centum 
taxes  by  railroad  companies. 

My  views  upon  the  question  thus 
raised,  as  hereinafter  expressed,  will  be 
all  the  more  clearly  understood,  if  pre- 
faced by  a  brief  exposition  of  the  laws 
of  the  state  by  authority  of  which  the 
payment  of  per  centum  taxes  is  assumed 
to  he  made. 

The  properties  of  railroad  companies, 
as  contemplated  by  our  t.ix  laws,  readily 
admits  of  the  following  classitioation: 

1.  Those  classes  which  are  held  or 
used  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  cor- 
poration exists,  and  which  contribute  to 
its  earnings. 

2.  Those  classes  which  are  held  by  it 
for  speculative  and  kindred  purposes. 

3.  Lands  acquired  by  public  grant. 
By  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  chapter 

II I  of  the  special  laws  of  1S73,  supple- 
mented by  chapter  11  of  tne  general 
laws  of  1887,  all  railroad  companies  do- 
ing business  in  this  state,  save  those  for 
which  provision  is  otherwise  made  by 
law,  are  required  to  pay  into  the  state 
treasury,  as  their  proportion  of  the  bur- 
den of  taxation,  a  per  centage  based 
upon  the  respective  amounts  of  their 
gross  earnings.  The  payment  of  such 
percentage  is,  as  provided  in  the  terms 
of  the  statute,  "in  full  of  all  taxation  and 
assessment  whatever."  Happily,  the 
said  law  of  1873  f'^.s  received  a  con- 
struction by  the  supreme  court  of  this 
state  whereby  its  terms  have  been  ma- 
teriallv  narrowed.  (Countv  of  Ramsey 
vs.  C'M.  &  St.  P.  R'y  Co.,  33  Minn. 
537.)  As  construed,  the  law  provides, 
not  an  exemption  from,  but  "a  substi- 
tuted method  of  taxation,"  of  such  pro- 
perty of  a  company  brought  under  its 
provisions  "as  is  held  or  used  for  the 
purposes  for  which  the  corporation  ex- 
ists." Preperty,  therefore,  which  is  not 
so  used,  or  which,  in  other  words,  can- 
not properly  be  regarded  as  contribut- 
ing to  tne  earnings  of  such  a  company, 
is  taxable  under  the  general  tax  law, 
notwithstanding  the  payment  of  the  per 
centum  tax  provided  by  the  lasv  of  1873. 
So  far,  then,  as  the  said  law  of  1873  's 
concerned,  the  provisions  of  the  Mark- 
ham bill  would  have  no  effect  upon  taxes 
imposed  upon  gross  earnings  as  therein 
authorized.  Not  only  so,  but  so  far  as 
non-grant  companies  are  involved  in  the 
•proposed  measure,  it  must,  as  is  very  ap- 
parent, prove  a  wholly  unnecessary 
piece  of  legislation. 

Again,  railroad  companies,  whether 
grantees  or  otherwise,  in  possession  of 
lands  or  property  not  acquired  by  grant, 
and  not  contributing  to  its  earnings  in 
the  legitimate  and  usual  exercise  of  its 
corporate  powers,  cannot  claim  exemp- 
tion from  taxation  of  such  lands  because 
of  the  payment  of  a  gross  earnings'  tax. 
This  view  of  the  law  is  now  sustained 
beyond  controversy  by  two  well  consid- 
ered decisions  of  our  supreme  court. 
County  of  Todd  vs  St.  Paul,  Minneapo- 
lis &  Manitoba  Railway  company.,  38 
Minn.,  163;  City  of  St.  Paul  vs.  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  com- 
pany, 39  Minn.,  112.  In  the  case  of 
county  of  Todd,  above  cited,  the  court 
says  that  "the  exemption  of  taxable 
property  from  direct  taxation  is  based 
upon  the  assumption  that  such  property 
will  be  held  and  used  for  the  purpose  for 
which  the  corporation  was  created,  and 
through  such  use  yield  to  the  corpora- 
tion an  income,  and  to  the  state  a  per- 
centage of  the  same  in  lieu  of  direct  tax- 
ation. *  *  *  Although  it  might  be 
for  the  profit  and  benefit  of  the  company 
to  purchase  land  merely  for  speculation, 
or  to  engage  in  manufacturing  for  profit, 
or  in  banking,  it  was  not  empowered  to 
engage  in  sut-h  enterprise;  and  if  it  were 
to  acquire  and  use  land  for  such  pur- 
poses, such  property  would  not    be    em- 
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plo\cdinthe  manner  contemplated  by 
the  statute  in  i|uestion,  and  would  net 
come  within  the  exemption  there  de- 
clared." It  therefore  follows  that  the 
proposed  measure  can  observe  no  useful 
pui  pose  so  far  as  such  lands  are  con- 
cerned. 

It  is  only  when  we  come  to  consider 
the  effect  of  the  said  proposed  measure 
upon  provisions  existing  in  certain  legis- 
lative grants,  that  the  quesiiDn  becomes 
one  of  grave  importance. 

No  one  will  seriously  controvert  the 
proposition  lh.\t  in  the  absence  of  con- 
stitutional limitations  the  legislature  may 
enter  into  a  contract  with  a  private  cor- 
poration, binding  alike  upon  both  con- 
tracting p.irties,  even  though  it  imply 
the  yielding  of  the  sovereign  power  of 
tixation.  I'he  courts  of  this  country 
have  during  the  past  fifty  years,  re- 
peatedly enunciated  such  a  doctrine  and 
It  may  now  be  regarded  as  a  settled  law. 
(Co)leyCons.  I.im..  6th  ed.,  ',38  and 
note.)  Guided  by  this  plain  prim  iple  of 
law,  we  are  to  ascertain  whether  the 
legislature  of  this  state  has  exceeded  its 
authority  in  the  several  instances  in 
which  it  has  assumed  toconler  immunity 
from  taxation  upon  railroad  companies 
or  to  relieve  them  to  any  extent,  of  their 
equal  share  of  such  burden. 

Land  grant  companies  are,  for 
the  purpose  of  this  in([uiry,  of 
two  classes:  (i)  those  whose 
grants  were  received  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  the  constitution  in  1858;  and 
(2)  those  whose  grants  were  subsequently 
acquired.  As  to  the  first  of  these  classes, 
discussion  is,  in  my  opinion,  now  at  an 
end.  They  have  been  declared  by  the 
supreme  court  of  this  state,  in  plain  and 
positive  language,  binding  contracts. 
(First  Div.  St.  P.  &  P.  Ry.  Co.  vs.  Par- 
cher,  14  Minn.  224;  State  vs.  \V.  ^K;  St.  P, 
Ry.  Co.,  21  Minn.  315.)  Whether  the 
grant  which  passed  to  the  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis <&  Manitoba  Railway  company 
from  the  St.  Paul  >.\:  Pacific  company,  by 
foreclosure  proceedings  in  1876,  carried 
with  it  any  immunity  from  taxation,  is 
not,  in  my  view  of  the  case,  at  all  mater- 
ial to  the  present  inquiry.  If  it  still  in- 
heres in  the  grant,  it  will  be  unaflfected 
by  the  enactment  ot  the  Markham  bill; 
if,  on  the  other  hand,  it  was  lost  by  the 
foreclosure,  laws  now  existing  are  ample 
to  reach  the  property  of  that  company 
without  the  aid  of  the  proposed  legisla- 
tion. 

The  question,  then,  is  narrowed  down 
to  this.  How  will  the  Markham  bill  af- 
fect the  per  centum  tax  imposed  on  the 
gross  earnings  of  companies  whose 
grants  weie  acquired  since  185S,  or 
which,  like  the  Northern  Pacific,  claim 
immunity  from  taxation  by  virtue  of  leg- 
islation secured  since  that  date? 

The  language  of  our  constitution 
should  be  carefully  noted,  and  I  quote 
for  convenience  a  few  of  its  pertinent 
provisions: 

"All  taxes  to  be  raised  in  this  state 
shall  hz  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be." 
(Art.  9,  sec.  i.) 

"Laws  shall  be  passed  taxine  all  real 
and  personal  property  according  to  its 
true  value  in  money;  but  publi:  burying 
grounds,  public  school  houses,  public 
hospitals,  academies,  colleges,  univer- 
sities and  all  seminaries  of  learning,  all 
churches,  church  property  used  for  reli- 
gious purposes,  and  houses  of  worship, 
institutions  of  purely  public  charity, 
public  property  used  exclusively  for  any 
public  purpose,  and  personal  property 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  value 
$200  for  each  individual  shall,  by  gen- 
eral laws,  be  exempt  from  taxation." 
(Art.  9,  sec.  3.) 

An  examination  of  the  constitutions  of 
the  several  states  of  the  Union  upon  the 
question  of  taxation  is  helpful  in  con- 
struing the  terms  of  our  own.  Nowhere 
have  the  people  of  any  state  employed 
more  positive  and  comprehensive  terms 
than  are  found  in  the  language  just 
quoted.  While  it  is  no  doubt  true  that 
section  i  of  article  q  of  the  constitution 
as  now  generally  construed  by  authori- 
ties (Miller  on  the  cons.  240;  tax  cases, 
115  U.  S.  32 1)  leaves  to  legislative  dis- 
cretion the  adoption  of  methods  appro- 
priate to  particular  subjects  of  taxation, 
nothing  can  be  further  from  the  contem- 
plation of  section  3  of  the  same  article 
than  the  granting  of  immuni- 
ties, privileges  or  exemptions, 
otherwise  than  as  is  therein 
expressly  provided.  The  enumeration 
of  the  several  subjects  which  may  be 
exempted  from  taxation,  is,  by  a  well- 
known  law  of  construction,  a  limitation 
upon  the  legisla  ure  as  to  the  power  of 
granting  exemptions.  The  consiitution 
of  Wisconsin,  under  which  the  case  of 
the  Wisconsin  Central  Railroad  com- 
pany vs.  Taylor  county  152  Wis.  37) 
arose,  and  which  was  urged  with  much 
insistence  by  the  able  counsel  in  argu- 
ment before  your  judiciary  committee, 
is  radically  different  from  that  of  this 
state,  in  that  it  is  wanting  in  the  exempt- 
ing features  of  section  9.  I  say  this  on 
the  strength  of  the  language  used  by  the 
court  in  that  case,  for  it  is  there  express- 
ly stated:  "Our  constitution  contains  no 
express  provision  in  regard  to  exemp- 
tions from  taxation." 

But  my  view  in  this  respect  is  sus- 
tained by  undoubted  authority.  The 
constitution  of  Florida  contained  the 
provisions: 

"The  legislature  shall  provide  for  a 
uniform  and  equal  rate  of  taxation,  and 
shall  prescribe  such  regulations  as  shall 
secure  a  just  valuation  of  all  property, 
both  real  and  personal,  excepting  such 
property  as  may  be  exempted  by  law  for 
municipal,  educational,  scientific,  re- 
ligious or  charitable  purposes.  (Art.  12, 
sec.  I.I 

"The  property  of  all  corporations, 
whether  heretofore  or  hereafter  incor- 
porated, shall  be  subject  to  taxation,  un- 
less such  corporation  be  tor  relijjious, 
educational  or  charitable  purposes." 
(Art.  13,  sec.  24. 

Referring  to  these  provisions  of  the 
Florida  constitution,  the  supreme  court 
of  the  United  States,  in  the  rase  of 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Ry.  Co.  vs. 
Palmes  '109  U.JS.  244)  says:  "It  cannot  be 
and  is  not  contended  that  under  these 
constitutional  limitations  the  legislature 
of  Florida  could  make  an  original  grant 
to  a  railroad  corporation  exempting  its 
real  property  from  taxation." 

Let  me  say,  in  passing, that  it  is  within 
the  evident  meaning  of  our  constitution 
that  all  property  within  the  borders  of 
the  state,  save  those  classes  which  have 
been  expressly  exempted,  shall  contrib- 
ute its  proportionate  share  to  the  sup- 
port of  government;  and  that  instrument 
has  imposed  upon  the  legislature  the 
duty  to  provide  by  suitable  laws  for  the 
taxation  of  all  such  property.  It  should 
not  be  necessary  to  refute  the  proposi- 
tion that  under  our  constitution  the  legis- 
lature has  the  power  to  restrict  taxation 
to  either  real  estate  or  personal  property, 
or  to  any  one  kind  of  property.  The 
selection  of  the  subjects  of  taxation  has 
been  made  by  the  constitution;  it  only 
remains  for  the  legislature  to  carry  out 
the  wishes  of  the  people  as  therein  ex- 
pressed. "Every  piece  of  property  (not 
exempted)"  say  our  own  court,  "owes  to 
the  state  its  proportionate    share  of    the 


amount  necessary  to  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion for  the  expenses  of  government. ' 
(County  of  Oimsted  vs.  Barber,  ^i  Minn. 
2()i.i  To  the  same  effect  sec  County  of 
Ramsey  vs.  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.  Co.,  33 
Minn.  542. 

We  are  confronted  with  the  fact  that 
the  legislature  between  the  years  1S58 
and  1871  attempted  to  provide  certain 
immunities  from  taxation  to  a  number  of 
railroatl  companies  owning  land  in  the 
state  derived  by  public  grant.  In  my 
opinion  the  legislation  by  which  such 
immunities  were  sought  to  be  conferred 
was  in  direct  contravention  of  the  terms 
of  the  constitution  above  quoted  and 
therefore  void.  By  sufferance,  however, 
it  had  the  seeming  force  of  law  until 
validated,  in  measure,  by  the  constitu- 
tional amendment  of  1871.  To  hold  that 
the  effect  of  such  amendment  was  to 
confirm  and  ratify  void  contracts  looking 
to  the  surrender  by  the  state  of  the 
power  of  taxation,  would  be  to  repudi- 
ate the  manifest  policy  of  the  state  as 
evidenced  by  the  provisions  of  article  q 
of  the  constitution.  So  great  a  surren- 
der of  sovereign  power  will  never  be 
presumed.  The  authorities  are  in  ac- 
cord in  support  of  the  doctrine  that  such 
purpose  must  be  declared  in  plain  and 
positive  terms.  "A  state  cannot  strip  it- 
self of  this  most  essential  power  by 
doubtful  words.  It  cannot  by  ambigu- 
ous language,  be  deprived  of  this  highest 
attributive  of  sovereignty."  (Erie  Rail- 
way Company  vs.  Pennsylvania,  21  Wail. 
4ck;.)  Invidious  exemptions  are  not  fa- 
vored, nor  ought  they  to  be,  as  they 
are  in  principle  utterly  opposed  to  the 
rule  of  equality,  which  ought  always  to 
prevail  in  imposing  public  burdens. 
Railway  Company  vs.  Philadelphia,  loi 
U.  S.  !;37.  But  the  natural  import  of  the 
langu.ige  of  the  consiitution  itself 
disclaims  such  construction.  The  most 
Morced  construction  cannot  read  into 
that  amendment  any  semblance  of  a 
purpose  to  relieve  a  railroad  company 
of  taxation  of  the  great  bodv  of  its  lands 
acquired  by  grant.  I  shall  best  express 
its  purpose  in  its  very  terms.  "Any  law 
providing  for  the  repeal  or  amendment 
of  any  law  or  laws  heretofore  or  here- 
after enacted,  which  provides  that  any 
railroad  company  now  existing  in  this 
state,  or  operating  its  roads  therein,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  organized  shall 
in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  and  assessments 
upon  their  real  estate,  roads,  rolling 
stock,  and  other  personal  property,  at 
and  during  the  time  and  periods  therein 
specified,  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this 
state  a  certain  percentage  therein  men- 
tioned of  the  gross  earnings  of  such  rail- 
road companies  now  existing  or  here- 
after organized,  shall,  before  the  same 
shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force,  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  vote  of  the  people  of  the 
people  of  the  state,"  etc.  Had  it  been 
the  purpose  of  the  framers  of  that,  pro- 
vision to  provide  immunity  from  taxa- 
tion to  land  grants,  it  would  have  been 
plainly  so  declared.  "Real  estate"  and 
"land  grant"  are  far  from  convertible 
teinis.  Grants  of  sovereign  power  al- 
ways receive  strict  construction  against 
beneficiaries  claiming  thereunder,  and 
every  doubt  must  be  resolved  in  favor 
ot  the  state.  No  power  is  granted  un- 
less "by  clear  and  unambiguous  lan- 
guage which  will  admit  of  no  reasonable 
construction  consistent  with  the  reserva- 
tion of  the  power."  S.  W.  Rd.  Co.  vs, 
Wright,  116  U.  S.  236. 

I  feel  confident,  therefore,  that  none 
of  the  said  companies,  save  those  whose 
charters  antedate  the  constitution,  can 
properly  claim  contract  rights  touching 
the  question  of  the  taxation  of  their 
properties. 

I  have  already  pointed  out  that  the 
Markham  bill  has  to  do  only  with  com- 
panies whose  grants  were  acquired  be- 
tween the  years  1858  and  .1871.  As  to 
these,  what  is  its  effect?  Will  it  relieve 
them  of  the  obligation  to  continue  as 
heretofore  the  payment  ot  per  centum 
taxes  upon  their  gross  earnings?  I  an- 
swer the  cjuestion  in  the  negative.  I  am 
led  to  this  conclusion  by  force  of  the 
manifest  meaning  of  the  amendment  of 
1871,  to  which  your  attention  has  been 
specially  directed,  and  the  language  in 
which  the  proposed  measure  has  been 
drawn.  The  former  grants  no  immunity 
and  secures  no  vantage  ground  to  the 
companies  in  c|ueslion  fro.ii  which  they 
may  dktate  terms  to  the  state;  the  lat- 
ter guardedly  avoids  interference  with 
any  law  providing  for  the  payment  of 
taxes  based  upon  gross  earnings.  I 
have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that,  in  my 
judgment,  the  enactment  of  H.  F.  No. 
12,  into  a  law  will  not  relieve  railroad 
companies  of  the  payment  of  taxes  upon 
gross  earnings.  I  am.  very  respect-

Bob  Oiitin's  Resolution  For   an  Inquiry    Into 

the  State  Auditor's  Pine  Land 

Sales  Passed. 


Two  Bills  Were  Introduced  to  Limit  the  Fees 

of  Attorneys  in  Persona! 

Injury  Cases. 


St.  Paul,  March  i.-l-'^pecial  to 
The  Herald.]— The  following  bills  were 
.introduced  in  the  senate  this  morning: 
By  Duril!,  a.  bill  to  appropriate  $159,360 
for  insane  hospitals  of  Minnesota;  by 
Leavitt,  a  bill  to  tax  estates  of  decedents 
where  such  estate  has  not  been  taxed 
during  the  life  of  ».!ecedent;  by  Glader. 
a  bill  to  provide  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Capitol  in  Kan- 
ciiyoha  county  on  the  capitol 
lands;  by  Hammer,  a  bill  to  exempt 
mortgages  from  taxation;  by  Tawney,  a 
bill  to  legali-!e  certain  bonds  issued 
under  general  or  special  laws  by  city, 
town,  village  or  county  in  an  irregular 
manner;  by  Keller,  a  bill  to  amend  the 
laws  of  1889  relating  to  sale  of  public 
and  mineral  lands;  by  March,  a  bill 
amending  the  laws  relating  to  vacation 
proceedings. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  today  by 
Senator  Keller  providing  that  whereas 
it  is  understood  that  large  amounts  of 
land  and  of  personal  property  belonging 
to  private  parties,  firms,  associations  and 
corporations  heretofore  and  at  the  pres- 
ent time  either  escape  taxation  alto- 
gether or  do  not'bear  their  just  proportion 
thereof  and  whereas  large  tracts  of  land 
purchased  from  the  government,  state 
and  railroad  corporation  have  no  record 
of  such  transfer  made  in  order  to  avoid 
taxation,  and  whereas  exemption  from 
taxation  results  from  the  corrupt  and 
unlawful  action  of  county  officials,  be  it 
resolved  that  the  president  of  the  senate 
appoint  a  committee  of  three  senators, 
who  shall  be  empowered  to  sum- 
mon witnesses  and  to  administer 
oaths  and  to  report  not  later  than  a  week 
before  the  end  of  the  session. 

President  Clough  appointed  Senators 
Keller,  Donnelly  and  J.  D.  Smith.  It  is 
believed  that  Keller  is  going  to  investi- 
gate Itasca  county  in  parties  larand  sev- 
eral other  northern  counties  beside. 

The  Republican  members  of  the 
house  had  a  caucus  last  night  and 
agreed  upon  measures  to  push  the  work 
cf  the  house.  It  was  decided  to  begin 
work  earlier  in  the*  day.  hold  night  ses- 
sions and  limit  debate  and  take  any 
other  means  to  expedite  business. 

Bob  Dunn's  resolution  passed  this 
morning,  calling  for  investigation  of  the 
selling  of  pine  on  stale  lands  by  the 
state  auditor.  The  following  committee 
was  appointed:  Messrs.  Dunn,  Zelch, 
Fleming,  Gorman  and  T.  Cole.  Pine 
has  sold  in  Mille  Lacs  county  by  pri- 
vate sale  in  the  dead  of  winter  for  half 
what  others  were  prepared  to  offer  for  it. 
The  law  provides  that  timber  shall  be 
sold  at  auction  unless  in  danger  of  de- 
struction by  fire. 

The  following  bills  were  introduced  in 
the  house:  By  Moore,  a  bill  making 
a  legal  day's  work  eight  hours;  by  Wil- 
son, authorizing  villages  and  towns  to 
aid  in  construction  of  waterways;  by 
O'Neill,  a  bill  defining  the  boundaries  of 
Big  Stone  county;  by  Tyler,  legalizing 
certain  bonds  issued  by  towns,  counties, 
cities  and  villages;  by  Ives,  a  bill  ex- 
empting stationary  engineers  from  jury 
duty;  by  Fleming,  a  bill  to  limit  the 
amount  of  fees  of  attorneys  to 
25  per  cent  of  the  amount 
recovered  ia  personal  injury  cases;  by 
McGrath,  providing  for  the  election  of 
the  railroad  and  warehouse  commission 
by  the  people;  by  Fletcher,  limiting  fees 
ot  attorneys  to  5  per  cent  for  recovery  of 
damages  for  personal  injuries.

The  Fairous  Middleweight  Made  His  Reap- 
pearance in  the  Ring. 
Portland,  Ore.,  March  i.— Jack 
Dempsey,  the  famous  middleweight,  and 
Edly  Keogh,  heavyweight,  fought  last 
night,  the  latter  entering  the  ring  at    190 

and  the  nonpareil  at  148  pounds.  The 
articles  of  agreement  stipulated  Keogh 
was  to  knock  Dempsey  out  in  four 
rounds. 

The  purse  was  understood  to  be  the 
gate  receipts,  with  a  tide  bet  of  S5000 
each.  Dempsev  stood  his  opponent  off 
in  a  game  manner,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
fourth  round  was  almost  as  fresh  as 
when  the  battle  begin.  He  was  de- 
clared the  victor. 


SHE  WORE  HOOPSKIRTS. 


ft  Was  in  Tennessee  and  It  Resulted  in  a 
Fight. 
Milan,  Tenn.,  March  i.— Mrs.  Saun- 
ders wore  hoopskirts  to  church  Sunday 
morning.  Andrew  Watson  passed  some 
remarks  which  her  friends  resented.  A 
fight  ensued  in  which  guns  and  knives 
were  freely  used,  women  fainted  and 
many  were  seriously  wounded. 

Next  Land  Commissioner. 

Chicago,  March  i. — The  Inter  Ocean 
has  the  following  special  from  Atchison, 
Kan.:  Private  advices  were  today  re- 
ceived from  Washington  to  the  effect 
that  ex-Governor  George  W.  Click,  of 
this  city,  has  been  selected  by  Present- 
elect  Cleueland  as  the  next  land  com- 
missioner. He  has  been  a  prominent 
figure  in  Kansas  politic  for  many  years, 
during  most  which  time  he  has  been  the 
acknowledged  leader  of  the  stronger  of 
the  two  Democratic  factions  of  the  stats. 


He  Died  at  Sea. 
Clevkland,  O.,  March  i.— News  of 
the  death  of  Henry  Sherman,  son  of 
Judge  Charles  Sherman,  and  a  nephew 
of  Senator  John  and  Gen.  W.  T,  Sher- 
man, has  just  been  received  in  this  city. 
Mr.  Sherman  left  Cleveland  on  Feb.  12 
for  England,  sailing  on  the  Lahn.  He 
was  then  in  apparently  good  health,  buf 
during  the  voyage  he  was  stricken   with 


apoplexy  and  died  at  sea.  Mr.  Sher- 
man was  about  50  vears  old  and  bad 
been  prominent  in  Cleveland  legal  cir- 
cles. 

DIED  FROM  HEART  FAILURE. 


Sudden  Deniiso't>l  the  New  Chief  Justice  ot 
Delaware. 

Geokgi:towx,  Del.,  March  i.— Allied 
Peter  Robinson,  chief  justice  of  Dela- 
ware, died  suddenly  from  heart  failure 
at  his  resitlence  in  this  city  at  2  o'clock 
this  morning.  >Thc  chief  justice  was 
with  (tiends  as  late  as  1 1  o'clock  last 
night  and  was  apparently  in  the  be>t 
ol  health. 

He  was  appointed  to  the  chief  justice- 
ship by  Governor  Reynolds  on  January 
20  last,  to  succeed  Joseph  R.  Comegys, 
now  deceased,  who,  with  Associate  Jus- 
tice C.  Houston,  resigned  at  the  request 
of  the  legislature  because  of  physical 
incapability. 

RYAN  HAS  FLUNKED  AGAIN. 

The  Chicago  Pugilist  Has  No  Dc3iro  to  Meet 
Dawson. 

New  Orleans,  March  1.— It  is  the 
general  opinion  here  that  Tommy  Ryan, 
the  Chicago  pugilist,  has  lost  heart,  and 
is  feigning  injury  to  avoid  meeting  Daw- 
son. Just  a  year  ago  he  had  a  conven- 
ient attack  of  tonsi litis  which  prevented 
his  meeting  Danny  Needham,  and  now  a 
sprained  ankle  precludes  all  possibility 
of  his  trying  conclusions  with  Dawson. 

The  singular  and  significant  part  of 
tlie  affair  is  that  neither  Ryan  nor  his 
trainers  can  tell  how  the  accident  oc- 
curred. It  is  enough  to  know  that  the 
fight  may  be  considered  ciT.  as  Ryan  is 
now  ten  pounds  overweight,  having 
gained  that  amount  since  he  quit  work 
on  account  of  the  sprained  ankle.  It 
would  take  him  u  w  cek  or  ten  days  to 
work  this  oil  under  favorable  circum- 
stances, and  as  it  is  not  likely  that  Rvan 
is  anxious  to  work  it  off,  there  is  little 
probability  that  he  will  meet  Dawson 
during  the  fistic  carnival. 

Dawson's  backers  will  probably  bring 
their  man  to  the  ringside  at  the  fixed 
time,  weigh  him  in,  and  claim  the  for- 
feit of  ?5oo.  No  one  here  believes  that 
there  will  be  a  fight  between  the  two 
men. 


THE  McGARRAHAN  BILL. 


Debated  Again  in  the  Senate  But  no  Decision 
Reached. 

Washington,  March  i.— The  Mc- 
Garrahan  bill  was  taken  up  in  the  senate 
today  and  debated  for  a  time  after  which 
Mr.  Hill,  in  pursuance  of  the  notice 
given  last  evening  moved  to  proceed  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Hudson  river 
bridge  bill,  declining  the  request  of  Mr. 
Teller  to  withhold  the  motion  until  the 
McGarrauan  bill  was  disposed  of. 

The  yeas  and  nays  were  demanded  by 
Mr.  Wolcott  and  the  result  of  the  vote 
was:  Yeas,  26;  nays,  24.  As  soon  as 
the  bill  was  taken  it  was  laid  aside  tem- 
porarily <  not  losing  its  right  of  way)  in 
order  to  have  the  post  office  appropria- 
tion bill  considered. 

The  consideration  of  the  postotfice 
appropriation  bill  was  interrupted  to 
permit  of  the  considerat  on  of  the  con- 
ference report  on  the  sundry  civil  bill. 
The  New  York  bridge  bill  has  again  lost 
its  privileged  place  through  the  preva- 
lence of  Mr.  Hiscock's  motion  that  the 
senate  proceed  to  the  consideration  of 
the  conference  report  on  the  sundry  civil 
appropriation  bill.

THE  A.  P.  A.  IN  SESSION. 


Annual  Meeting  Being  Held  in  Secrai  at 
Cleveland. 

Cleveland,  O.,  March  i.  The  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  American  Protective 
Association  began  here  today,  behind 
closed  doors.  About  100  delegates  are 
present  from  Missouri,  Iowa,  Nebraska, 
Illinois  aud  Ohio.  Great  secrecy  is 
maintained  regarding  the  nature  of  the 
business  to  be  transacted.

On  Sunday  last 
an  accident  happened  to  her  starboard 
engine  and  she  was  compelled  to  reduce 
her  speed.  Yesterday  she  travelled  only

A  TARIFF  REFORM  DEFEAT. 


Tiie  Canadian  Parliament  Votes  Down  the 
Liberals'  Amendment. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  March  i,  -The  great 
battle  for  tariff  reform  which  has  been 
raging  in  parliament  has  closed.  Hon. 
Wilfred  Laurier,  the  Liberal  leader,  de- 
livered an  effective  speech  last  night. 
He  declared  the  policy  of  protection 
adopted  by  the  present  government  was 
responsible  for  the  enormous  depression 
of  land  values  and  the  exodus  ot  thou- 
sands of  Canatlians  to  the  I'nited  States. 
He  declared  boldiv  for  unrestricted  re- 
ciprocity with  the  I  nited  States  and  lor 
revenue  reform. 

Hon.  Mr.  Foster,  minister  of  finance, 
replied  on  behalf  ot  the  government. 
He  said  reciprocity  meant  assimilation 
of  tariffs  and  such  a  policy  Canadians 
would  never  accept,  because  it  meant 
ultimate  political  ui-.ion  with  the  United 
States.  The  govtrnnient  favored  closer 
trade  relations,  but  would  never  agree 
to  a  bargain  which  meant  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  American  for  the  British 
flag. 

At  3  o'clock  this  morning  the  mem- 
bers were  called  in  and  divided  on  Sir 
Richard- Cartright's  amendment,  which 
was  defeated,  veis  7.7,  navs  126. 

Sir  Richard  Cartright's  amendment 
declared  for  an  immediate  revision  of 
the  tariff  in  ihe  direction  of  freer  trade, 
and  tb.it  the  .? mount  of  taxes  collected 
should  be  limited  to  the  sums  required 
to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  govern- 
ment efficiently  and  cconomijally  ad- 
ministered, 

THE  READING'S  TROUBLES. 

Another  Complication  Caused  By  a  Suit  By 
Bondholders. 

Philadeli'Hia,  March  i.— A  further 
complication  in  ihe  Reading's  affairs  de- 
veloped yesterday  in  a  suit  brought  by 
Alfred  Sully  and  A.  B.  Randall  ot  New 
York,  and  John  Lowerie,  holding  first 
and  second  preference  income  bonds  of 
Reading  to  the  amount  of  $797,000,  who 
were  granted  permission  by  Judge  Dallas 
to  intervene  in  the  pending  suit  for  fore- 
closure brought  by  Thomas  C.  Piatt. 

The  ccmplninants  want  their  interest 
for  1S92  and  1893,  but  refuse  to  surren- 
der the  certificates  of  <  the  company's 
prior  indebtedness,  which  is  one  of  the 
stipulations  set  forth  in  the  coupons  at- 
tached to  the  bonds.  The  petition, 
which  was  presented  in  the  form  of  a 
supplemenfil  bill,  was  referred  to  Geo. 
L.  Crawford,  the  master  under  the  re- 
ceivership proceedings,  to  take  testi- 
mony along  with  the  other  cases. 

AM!£RICAN  LINE  WON. 


The  City  of  Paris  Won  in  the  Ocean  Steamship 
Race. 

New  York,  March  i.— There  is  jubil- 
ation in  the  office  of  the  American 
Steamship  line  today,  and  there  is  cor- 
responding depression  in  the  White  Star 
line  office.  Ihe  City  of  Paris  has  beaten 
the  Teutonic  in  the  last  race  from 
Oueenstown  to  this  port. 

The  City  of  Paris  was  sighted  ofif  Fire 
Island  at  10:39  o'clock  this  morning, 
The  Teutonic  at  12:15.  The  ves- 
sels left  Oueenstown  last  Thursday 
alternoon,  the  Teutonic  at  1:30  and  her 
rival  half  an  hour  later,  according  to  the 
cables,  but  the  City  of  Paris'  agents 
claim  that  she  really  did  not  get  away 
until  2:35  or  over  an  hour  after  the 
Teutonic. 

On  the  Teutonic  is  the  Hawaiian  prin- 
cess, Kaiulani,  who  is  coming  to  this  city 
to  present  her  side  of  the  Hawaiian 
question  to  the  government.

"How  long  does  it  take  to  cure  ca- 
tarrh?"

The  Question  of  Tolls. 

But  two  days  more  of  the  present  ses- 
sion of  congress  remain  for  transaction 
of  business.  It  is  there'"ore  extremely 
improbable  that  any  of  the  Duluth 
bridge  bills  will  be  passed.  Before  any 
bill  is  passed  at  the  next  session  author- 
izing the  construction  of  a  bridge  at 
Rice's  Point  it  should  be  submitted  to 
careful  scrutiny.  , 

While  it  is  wise  to  provide  for  the 
sale  of  the  bridge  to  the  two  cities  and 
that  thereafter  it  shall  be  free  of  tolls  for 
foot  passenger  and  wagon  traffic,  it 
should  also  be  provided  that  street  car 
companies  shall  pay  reasonable  tolls  to 
provide  a  fund  for  operating  the  bridge 
and  keeping  it  in  repair.  There  is  no 
reason  why  the  cities  should  make  a 
present  of  this  bridge  to  the  street  car 
companies,  which  would  be  the  practi- 
cal effect  if  they  were  allowed 
to  use  it  free  of  tolls.  The 
running  of  street  cars  over  the  bridge 
would  necessitate  frequent  repairs,  and 
this  expense  should  not  be  saddled  upon 
the  two  cities. 

The  street  car  companies'  business 
would  be  greatly  increased  by  a  bridge 
between  the  cities,  and  the  payment  of  a 
reasonable  amount  annually  would  be 
no  hardship  to  thtm,  while  it  would  be 
but  justice  to  the  two  municipalities, 
which  have  already  given  them  valuable 
franchises  for  nothing.

Has  Nothing  to  Do  With  It. 

The  committee  that  has  been  investi- 
gating the  wh  sky  trust  has  different  on 
a  point  affecting  the  tariff,  the  Demo- 
cratic members  contending  that  the 
great  amount  of  adulteration  of  spirits  is 
caused  by  the  tariff,  while  the  Republi- 
cans assert  that  the  tariff  has  nothing  to 
do  with  it. 

This  is  an  instance  where  the  Republi- 
cans appear  ^o  have  the  best  of  the  argu- 
ment. If  there  were  no  duty  at  all,  the 
adulteration  of  whisky  and  other  liquors 
would  continue  as  at  present.  By  adul- 
terating, the  makers  can  produce  liquors 
much  cheaper  than  the  same  quantities 
could  be  imported  free  of  duty.  There- 
fore the  tariff  does  not  produce  adulter- 
ation, nor  would  free  trade  remove  it. 


Taxing  Railroad  Lands. 

The  senate  this  afternoon  is  grappling 
with  the  Markham  bill  for  the  taxation 
ot  railroad  lands,  the  measure  having 
been  made  a  special  order  for  today. 
The  outcome  of  the  fight  in  the  senate  is  1 
a  little  dubious,  but  the  best  judgment  is  1 
that  a  majority  of  the  senators  will  vote 
for  the  bill's  passage.  The  only  argu- 
ment that  is  made  against  the  measure  \ 
is  that  it  is  unconstitutional  and  would 
conflict  with  the  gross  earnings  per 
centum  tax,  but  this  point  has  been 
covered  very  fully  by  able  arguments 
by  prominent  attorneys  who  have  up- 
held the  constitutionality  of  the  Mark- 
bam  bill  and  shown  that  it  does  not 
affect  the  gross  earnings  tax.  The  full 
text  of  the  attorney  general's  opinion, 
sustaining  the  bill,  is  given  in  a  St.  Paul 
dispatch  in  this  issue,  and  his  argument 
appears  to  be  clear  and  sound. 

There  is  no  objection  raised  to  the  bill 
on  any  other  ground,  because  its  justice 
cannot  be  denied.  The  people  demand 
its  passage,  not  only  those  who  live  in 
the  northern  half  of  the  state  where  the 
great  body  of  the  tax  exempt  5,000,000 
acres  are  principally  situated,  but  in 
every  section  of  Minnesota.  The  news- 
papers of  the  state  are  almost  a  unit  in 
its  support.

The    Passage  of   the  West    Uuluth  Water 

Works  Company   Legislation  Act 

Arouses  His  Honor. 


He  Telegraphed   Gov-   Nelson   to  Withhold 

His  Signature  and  a  Delegation 

Will  Go  Down. 


The  Matter  Greatly  Concerns   Duluth  as  in 

One  Year  West  Duluth  Will 

Come  In. 


Mayor  d'Autreinont  was  completely 
stirred  up  this  morning,  and  as  he 
walked  up  and  down  the  floor  of  Frank 
Burke's  office,  puffing  vigorously  at  his 
cigarette  as  he  paced  off  the  steps,  his 
tongue  was  moved  in  rapid  utterance. 
The  matter  that  was  able  to  so  move  his 
equanimity  was  the  bill  which  finally 
passed  the  state  senate  yesterday  and  is 
now  before  Governor  Nelson  for  his  ap- 
proval or  rejection.  That  bill  provides 
for  the  legalization  of  the  contract  which 
Bill  Merriam's  water  works  company 
holds  with  the  village  of  West  Duluth. 

Mayor  d'Autremont  denounced  this 
contract  as  a  steal  most  rank  and  the  bill 
under  passage  a  cunningly  concealed 
piece  of  special  legislation  of  the  most 
mischievous  and  unwarranted  kind. 
GovernorNelson  has  been  telegraphed  by 
the  mayor  to  withhold  his  signature  until 
a  Duluth  delegation  can  confer  with  him. 
Mayor  d'Autremont  went  to  West  Du- 
luth this  forenoon  to  confer  with  officials 
ai\d  patriots  down  there,  and  it  is  proba- 
bl*  that  able  opponents  of  the  measure 
will  a*'  once  be  sent  to  St.  Paul  to  see 
that  the  distasteful  and  undesirable 
measure  is  killed. 

Tbe  contract  held  with  West  Duiulh 
by  the  Merriam  company  costs  that  vil- 
lage of  6ooo  people  $ij,ooo  per  year. 
Eighty  dollars  per  year  are  paid  for  the 
hydrants  and  the  tire  protection  is  inade- 
quate. With  the  growth  that  must  come 
to  West  Duluth  it  would  soon  cost  enor- 
mous amounts  to  carry  on  this  contract 
with  the  company.  Billy  Craig's  much 
jumped-on  company  and  method  of 
business,  says  the  mayor,  is  a  sweet  boon 


compared  with  the  Merriam  deal  and  as 
West  Duluth  comes  into  this  city  next 
year.  Mayor  d'Autremont  thinks  it  highly 
improper  and  undesirable  that  the  tax- 
payers of  Duluth  should  have  any  such 
iniquitous  contract  perpetrated  and  sad- 
dled onto  them  in  addition  to  their  other 
burdens.  As  to  how  the  actual  residents 
and  taxpayers  of  West  Duluth  regard 
the  matter,  The  Herald  reporter  heard 
the  mayor  make  no  statement— in|fact,  to 
gain  information  on  that  point  seemed 
to  be  one  of  the  objects  of  his  trip  down 
there.

It  will  be  pleasant  news  indeed  to 
hotel  patrons  to  know  the  popular  ca- 
terers, Butchart  &  Michaud,  will  open 
Hotel  St.  Louis  at  supper  this  evening, 
which  will  be  the  first  meal  served  in  the 
building  since  the  destruction  of  the 
original  St.  Louis  by  fire  on  Jan.  13,  a 
little  under  two  months  ago.

The 
ofifice  is  changed  and  is  now  bright  and 
cheerful  with  much  more  room  than  for- 
merly and  with  new  fittings  and  fixtures. 
Thomas  and  Horace  Michaud  will  giv^ 
the  incoming  guests  a  welcome,  give 
them  all  good  rooms  and  make  tbeir 
bills  as  light  as  possible  when  they  are 
leaving.  The  electric  wiring  and  annun- 
ciators have  been  changed  so  that  the 
system  now  in  use  is  more  perfect  than 
any  other  in  the  city. 

The  dining  room  is  much  prettier  than 
ever  before  and  the  linen,  cutlery  and 
table  ware  are  of  special  pattern  and 
design.  Philip  Steele  will  have  imme- 
diate charge  of  this  room  and  his  exper- 
ience in  many  of  the  leading  hotels  of 
the  country  in  a  similar  capacity  is  well 
known  to  hotel  patrons.  The  dining 
room  waitresses  will  be  dressed  in  a  uni- 
form manner. 

The  gastronomical  department  will  be 
under  the  direction  and  absolute  control 
of  Chef  Gottard  Trabattoni,  who  has 
been  connected  with  the  Chicago  Audi- 
torium, the  Portland,  of  Portland,  Ore., 
and  several  leading  old  world  cafes.  He 
is  today  one  of  the  best  chefs  in  the 
Northwest  if  not  in  the  country. 

The  St.  Louis  today  has  ample  accom- 
modations for  300  guests  and  has  ninety- 
five  large  guest  chambers,  besides  a 
number  of  parlors  which  can  be  made 
into  guest  rooms  at  a  moment's  notice 
in  the  event  of  a  sudden  rush  or  during 
a  convention.  Every  room  in  the  house 
has  been  retouched  by  painters  and 
frescoers  until  they  are  as  fresh  and  in- 
viting as  a  peach  orchard  in    full  bloom. 


There  is  one  great  point  about  the  St. 
Louis  which  opens  this  evening — it  is  fire 
proof  and  has  been  tried  twice. 

There  is  a  probability  that  the  Realty 
company  may  build  during  the  summer 
for  the  hotel  proprietors  a  sixty  foot  ad- 
dition on  the  west  which  will  give  ico 
additional  guest  rooms,  a  large  billiard 
room,  three  stores  and  number  of  par- 
lors and  chambers  en  suite.  The  style 
of  architecture  will  be  in  keeping  with 
the  present  building. 

About  the  hotel  many  of  the  employes 
of  the  old  St.  Louis  are  to  be  seen  and 
the  new  ones  are  selected  for  their 
ability  to  serve  and  please  the  guests  in 
their  several  capacities. 

Barber  G.  H.  .Aofel  will  look  after  the 
barbershop  and  Johnny  Lanigan  will  un- 
derstand you  when  you  lean  against  the 
elegant  bar  in  the  saloon  and  expect- 
antly murmur  "a  little  of  the  same  old 
stuff." 

The  hotel  will  be  just  what  Butchart 
&  Michaud  have  made  all  their  previous 
hotel  ventures,  a  welcome  and  pleasant 
home  for  transient  or  permanent  guests, 
more  so  than  any  other  place  in  the 
city,  and  that  it  will  have  a  lion's  share 
of  the  hotel  patronage  of  the  city  no  one 
doubts. 

The  formal  opening  ot  the  hotel  will 
take  place  Saturday  and  will  be  in  the 
nature  of  a  banquet  to  which  a  large 
number  of  invitations  have  been  issued.

To  Prevent  Enlargement. 
It  appears  from  the  last  clause  in  the 
bills  which  have  been  circulated  around 
the  city  by  the  Amalgamated  association, 
says  the  Superior  Leader,  that  they  in- 
tend to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  improve- 
ments which  have  been  planned  by  the 
steel  company.  The  report  that  the 
companv  intended  to  put  in  blast  fur- 
naces led  them  to  issue  the  notice  warn- 
ing all  bricklayers,  carpenters  and  me- 
chanics to  keep  away  from  the  mills.  Of 
course  the  Ainalgrunated  association 
would  raiher  have  one  of  the  smaller 
mills  non-unton  than  a  large  one,  and 
will  therefore  trv  to  prevent  the  West 
Superior  Iron  &  Steel  company  from  en- 
larging their  plant  as  it  proposed  to  do.

RAFTING  OF  LOGS. 


Board  of  Government  Engineers  Wiil  Recom- 
mend Restrictions. 

Maj.  Clinton  B.  Sears  has  been  advised 
of  his  appointment  as  one  of  the  board 
to  investigate  the  subject  of  raft  towing 
on  the  great  lakes  and  their  connecting 
waterways.  This  board  was  named  bv 
the  secretary  of  war  under  authority  of 
public  resolution  No.  9  of  congress  di- 
recting him  to  examine  into  the  ques- 
tion. The  other  members  are  Col.  O.  M. 
Foe,  of  Detroit,  and  Maj.  E.  L.  B.  Davis, 
of  Washington.  The  latter  was  stationed 
at  Milwaukee  for  several  years  and  in 
his  position  there  gained  much  experi- 
ence in  the  matter  of  transportation  of 
rafts,  a  great  deal  of  rafting  being  done 
in  the  district  over  which  he  had  charge. 
Maj.  Sears'  selection  was  probably  clue 
to  the  fact  that  he  is  in  charge  of  the 
Portage  Lake  and  Lake  Superior  canals 
where  a  great  deal  of  trouble  now  oc- 
curs. 

The  board  will  meet  in  Detroit  at  the 
call  of  the  senior  member,  Col.  Poe,  and 
will  investigate  and  report  what  restric- 
tions, if  any,  should  be  olaced  upon  the 
size,  manner  of  construction  and  towing 
of  rafts  upon  the  great  lakes  and  their 
connecting  waters.  There  will  proba- 
bly be  several  meetings  of  the  board 
and  advertisements  will  be  sent  out  so 
that  interested  parties  may  be  heard. 

The  matter  will  be  interesting  to  lum- 
bermen at  the  bead  of  the  lakes  in  as- 
much  as  the  restrictions  recommended 
will  apply  to  the  canals  here  and  to  the 
St.  Louis  rivers.  The  canals  here,  how- 
ever, do  not  cause  much  trouble,  being 
short.  In  the  Portage  Lake,  Lake  Su- 
perior and  St.  Mary's  river  canals  there 
occurs  the  greatest  vexations.  The  logs 
are  brought  in  in  "bags"  instead  of  being 
strung  out  and  consequently  block  the 
whole  canal.  The  rules  governing  the 
two  first  named  canals  require  logs  to 
be  rafted  in  strings  not  wider  than  fifty 
feet  and  not  more  than  600  feet  long  and 
if  more  than  300  feet  long  to  be  towed 
by  two  tugs.  There  is  no  penalty,  how- 
ever, for  violation  and  some  obey  and 
some  disregard  the  rules.  The  Portage 
lake  canal  was  blocked  for  three  days 
last  year.  The  restrictions  rei".omm.ended, 
Maj'.  Sears  says,  wiil  apply  to  all  the 
navigable  waters  of  the  country.

Railroad  Lines  Arc  Boiog  Opened  Up  and 
Trains  Arc  Running  Again. 

Th^iirst  train  to  break  the  blockade 
causfn  by  the  storm  was  the  Wisconsin 
Central  from  Chicago  which  was  due 
here  at  1 1 :4o  o'clock  yesterday  morning, 
butwhichdid  not  appear  until 7:05 o'clock 
last  night,  seven  hours  hnd  iwenty-five 
minutes  late.

The  St.  Paul  iV  Duluth  night  express 
which  was  al)andoned  Monday  night  out 
of  St.  Paul  left  the  Saintly  city  at  7:15 
o'clock  yesterday  morning  and  got  in 
here  at  7:20  o'clock,  pulled  by  two  en- 
gines, or  twelve  hours  and  fifty  minutes 
late.  It  was  followed  fifteen  minutes 
later  by  the  maihiain  which,left  St.  Paul 
on  time  and  got  in  here  at  7:35  o'clock,  a 
little  over  four  and  a  half  hours  late. 
The  limited  left  St.  Paul  on  time  and 
was  only  one  hour  and  live  minutes  late, 
arriving  here  at  8:20  o'clock.  All  these 
trains  had  two  engines. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  from  Mc-

WILL  PUSH  THE  BILL. 


Superior  Board  of  Trade  Wants  the  Elevators 
to  Come  to  Timo. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Su- 
perior board  of  trade  to  confer  with  the 
elevator  and  flour  mill  men  in  reference 
to  Wisconsin  state  inspection  were  to 
have  met  yesterday  for  final  action,  but 
the  storm  prevented.  The  board  has 
prepared  and  sent  to  Madison  a  bill 
providing  not  only  state  inspection,  but 
state  supervision  of  elevators,  with  li- 
cense fees. 

To  this  the  elevator  men  object.  They 
do  not  oppose  Wisconsin  inspection,  but 
object  to  being  made  public  warehouses. 
If  they  are  permitted  to  run  as  open  or 
private  warehouses  they  can,  when  cus- 
tomers so  desire,  mix  two  or  more  grades 
of  wheat  ;w«d  receive  and  store  any 
grade  that  may  be  offered. 

For  these  reasons  the  board  offered  to 
compromise  thus:  If  the  elevators  will 
withdraw  from  their  Minnesota  bonds 
and  becom.e  regular  on  the  Superior 
board  of  trade,  accepting  Superior  in- 
spection and  weighing,  the  Wisconsin 
state  inspection  bill  will  be  withdrawn; 
otherwise,  amended  and  put  through.

St.  Paul,  March  2.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]— After  a  severe  fight  the 
anti-scalpeis'  bill  has  been  placed  upon 
the  general  orders  of  the  house.  Mr. 
Cotton  made  an  excellent  legal  arg^'i- 
ment  yesterday  against  an  amendment 
to  the  bill  making  unused  tickets  re- 
deemable pro  rata.  The  amendment 
was  carried  after  personal  recrimination 
between  Greer,  Young  and  Cotton. 

Mr.  Ruplev  was  here  last  to  oppose 
the  Jacobson  bill  before  the  house,  grain 
and  warehouse  committee,  which  de- 
clares all  elevators  at  terminal  points 
public  elevators  Mr.  Rupley  main- 
tained that  if  the  bill  passed  all  their 
private  houses  would  be  located  in  Su- 
perior where  the  Minnesota  law  could 
not  reach  them,  and  such  a  law  would 
have  the  result  of  forcing  the  great  ter- 
minal elevators  at  Duluth  on  to  the  Su- 
peiior  side  of  the  bay.  Mr.  Cotton  op- 
pose the  measure  as  unconstitutional, 
but  the  committee  recotumended  the 
bill  to  pass. 

Donnelly's  coal  combine  committee 
had  Mr.  Plough  and  Mr.  Alexander  be- 
fore it  last  night  to  testify  as  to  railroad 
rates  upon  coal.  A.  B.  Plough,  manager 
of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  railroad,  said 
S1.50  a  ton  for  the  coal  rate  from  Duluth 
to  St.  Paul  was  not  too  much  and 
thougbt  it  would  be  unjust  to  his  road  to 
cut  it  to  Si  a  ton,  as  Mr.  Walsh  sug- 
gested the  committee  might  recommend 
to  be  done.  Bituminous  coal  is  pur- 
chased on  the  dock  by  the  road  for  S3.25 
a  ton.  He  did  not  remember  the  price 
paid  for  anthracite. 

W.  S.  Alexander,  president  of  the 
Eastern  Minnesota  railroad  company, 
said  there  was  a  uniform  rate  of  fi.50  a 
ton  on  anthracite  coal  from  Duiuth  to 
St.  Paul  and  that  no  special  contracts  or 
rebates  arc  given.  The  rate  on  bitumi- 
nous coal  is  Si  a  ton.  The  difference, 
he  said,  was  due  to  a  desire  to  encour- 
age the  use  of  this  soft  coal  for  manu- 
facturing in  the  Twin  Cities.  It  has 
been  established  that  John  J.  Rhodes  is 
thc^ent  of  a  coal  combine  to  set  a  uni- 
fo?ifi  price  throughout  the  Northwest,  at 
a  salary  of  S'icoo  a  year. 

The  following  bills  were  introduced  in 
the  senate  this  morning:  By  Probstfield, 
a  bill  to  prevent  abandonment  or  selling 
out  of  railroad  lines  which  have  received 
grants  or  aid  from  local  sources  except 
by  orders  of  the  district  court;  by  Stock- 
ton, a  bill  preventing  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  adulterated  food  products 
and  appointment  of  a  commissioner  on 
dairy  and  food  products;  by  Leavitt,  a 
bill  making  the  provisions  of  the  railroad 
and  warehouse  commission  act  apply  to 
express  companies,  sleeping  car  com- 
panies and  freight  companies;  by  Peter- 
son, a  bill  exempting  farming  tracts  in 
villages  and  cities  from  heavy  taxation; 
by  Crandall.  a  bill  transferring  the  sol- 
diers' relief  fund  to  the  general  fund. 

Mr.  Dunn's  resolution  limiting  debate 
to  five  minutes  and  time  of  explanation 
by  the  author  of  a  bill  to  ten  minutes  was 
carried  in  the  house  this  morning.  The 
following  bills  were  introduced: 

By  Cotton,  a  bill  for  an  act  to  confer 
upon  city  councils  the  right  to  adopt  or- 
dinances licensing  peddlers  and  itiner- 
ant dealers  in  merchandise.  This  bill 
was  introduced  at  the  request  of  Duluth 
merchants  who  came,  down  here  in  force 
a  few  days  ago. 

By  Cotton,  a  bill  to  limit  in  certain 
cases  actions  and  defenses  questioning 
genuineness  of  recorded  deeds  and  pow- 
ers, limiting  the  power  to  contest  a  title 
to  some  one  who  has  himself  had  actual 
possession  or  paid  taxes  upon  the  prop- 
erty in  question  within  twenty  years 
prior  to  the  time  of  action. 

By  Cole,  a  bill  making  the  sale  of 
goods  by  a  commission  man  who  turns 
over  the  proceeds  to  a  consigner  and  not 
the  owner  of  property,  unlawful  conver- 
sion. 

By  Boggs,  a  bill  making  the  sale  of 
property  under  mortgage  foreclosure, 
which  has  heretofore  been  advertised 
only  four  weeks  instead  of  six,  valid. 

Mr.  Langum  proposes  an  amendment 
to  the  constitution  authorizing  taxation 
of  gross  earnings  of  sleeping,  drawing 
room  and  parlor  car  companies,  tele- 
graph and  telephone,  express,  gas,  elec- 
tric light,  water  power,  boom  and  insur- 
ance companies. 

Mr.  Turrell  introduced  a  bill  appro- 
priating $30,000  for  a  building  at  the 
state  experimental  station. 


BARKER  WAS  RELEASED. 


A  London  Banker  Saved  by  Hit  Brother's 
Suicide. 

London,  March  2.— Mr.  Barker,  one 
of  the  surviving  members  of  the  bank- 
ing firnt  of  George  Barker  &  Co.,  was 
brought  up  on  remand  at  the  Mansion 
house  today  charged  with  having  ob- 
tained S500  by  false  pretences  from 
Mathew  Middleton,  with  intent  to  de- 
fraud. 

Hilton  Cassenet  Barker,  who  com- 
mitted suicide  a  few  days  ago  at  Putney, 
had  been  included  with  his  brother  in 
the  chargfe.  The  members  of  the  firm 
were  adjudicated  bankrupts  on  Aug.  4 
last.  There  were  4500  creditors,  mostly 
depositors  in  the  bank. 

(ieorge  Barker,  father  of  the  defend- 
ants, was  not  allowed  to  be  incrimin- 
ated in  any  way  in  the  transactions.  The 
defendants  were  charged  by  order  of  the 
court  of  bankruptcy  under  the  debtors' 
act  with  obtaining  credit  by  false  pre- 
tences and  as  under  the  larceny  act  with 
obtaining  money  by  false  pretences.

THE  WORST  NOW  FEARED. 


The   White  Star   Liner  Naronic  Now  Ten 

Days  Overdue  and  Has  Probably 

Broken  Down. 

New  York.  March  2.— The  White 
Star  line  freight  steamer  Naronic,  which 
left  Liverpool  Saturday,  February  11, 
and  which  is  ten  days  overdue  at  this 
port,  has  not  yet  arrived  and  no  news  of 
her  has  been  received.  The  worst  fears 
are  now  entertained  for  the  safety  of  the 
ship  and  those  on  board.  Agent  Kersey 
fears  that  her  machinery  has  broken 
down  and  that  she  has  drifted  out  of  the 
regular  track  of  the  Trans- Atlantic 
steamers. 

The  other  steamer  arrivals  today  were 
the  Neptune  and  the  Kitty.  They  came 
from  southern  fruit  ports,  but  brought 
no  news  from  the  Naronic.  The  Nep- 
tune passed  a  l.irge  quantity  of  cord- 
wood  yesterday  in  latitude  38.  longitude 
74.  It  was  apparently  part  of  some  ves- 
sel's deck  load. 

Among  steamship  men  it  is  thought 
that  either  both  engines  of  the  Naronic 
have  broken  down,  or  that  she  has  run 
short  of  coal  and  is  using  ber  spars  for 
fuel. 

WEKT  fftOM  BAD  TO  WORSE. 


A  Former  Attorney  General  of  Georgia  Ad- 
judged  Insane. 

Atlanta,  Ga.,  March  2.--Robert  N. 
Ely,who  was  yesterday  adjudged  insane, 
was  attorney  general  of  Georgia  during 
the  first  administration  of  Governor  Col- 
quitt. Ever  since  Ely  lost  a  re-election 
lor  attorney  general  his  mind  has  been 
on  a  steady  decline. 

Added  to  political  disappointment, 
came  the  loss  of  his  fortune  which  at  one 
time  was  a  large  one.  He  has  been 
going  from  bad  to  worse,  walking  about 
the  street  like  a  common  tramp,  until  at 
last  it  has  been  determined  to  have  him 
committed  to  an  asylum  where  he  might 
spend  the  last  days  of  his  lite  under 
care  and  in  comparative  comfort.

Boston,  M?.rch  2.— "Dave"  Blanch- 
ard,  of  this  city,  who  is  acting  as  tem- 
porary stakeholder  in  the  match  between 
Charley  Mitchell  and  Jim  Corbett,  de- 
posited the  entire  amount  of  the  stake 
money,  S20,ooo,  in  two  banks    yesterday. 

Brady's  check  for  $10,000  was  placed 
in  the  Broadway  National  Bank.  Mr. 
Blanchard  refused  to  say  in  what  bank 
he  had  deposited  the  check  for  $10,000 
posted  on  behalf  of  Mitchell,  or  to  give 
the  name  of  the  man  whose  signature 
appeared  upon  it.

New  Haven,  Conn.,  March  2.— Word 
has  been  received  at  Vale  that  Prof.  E. 
J.  Phelps,  who  was  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Harrison  to  continue  his  labors  as 
Behring  sea  commissioner  a  month  ago, 
will  sail  for  Europe  March  8. 

Prof.  Phelps  will  therefore  be  unable 
to  resume  his  classes  at  Yale  this  year. 
A  friend  of  bis  is  authority  for  the  state- 
ment that  he  would  decline  the  position 
of  minister  to  England  if  again  offered  it 
by  President  Cleveland. 

Prof.  Phelps  has  written  the  ^  ale 
authorities  stating  that  he  hopes  to  re- 
establish his  former  pleasant  relations 
with  Yale  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term  in  September. 

MANITOBA  LUMBER  POOL. 


A  Powerful  Combination  of  Lumbermen  and 
Mill  Owners. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  March  2.— All  the 
principal  mill  owners  and  lumber 
merchants  of  Winnipeg,  Kcewatin  and 
Rat  Portag'e  have  formed  a  combine  and 
will  form  a  joint  stock  company  under 
the  presidency  of  D.  L.  Mather,  the 
lumber  king  of  Kecwatin. 

The  object  ostensibly  is  to  economize 
in  operating  expenses.  The  combin- 
ation controls  an  output  of  65,000,000 
feet  and  promises  to  reduce  the  price  of 
lumber. 


REVOLT  IN  MWm 


Information  is  Received  in  New  Orleans  That 

Another  Revolution  Has  Sprung 

Up  in  Honduras. 


A  Whole    Garrison    and  All  the  Arms  Con- 
tained in  it  Captured  by  the 
Rebels. 


Members  of  the  Cabinet  Are  Said  to  be  in 
Active  Sympathy  With  the  In- 
surgents. 


New  Orleans,  March  2.— A  promi- 
nent resident  of  New  Orleans  received  a 
letter  from  Honduras  bringing  informa- 
tion that  the  country  is  once  more  in  a 
state  of  revolution.  The  republic  has 
again  been  invaded  by  Policarpo  Bonilla 
and  his  friends.  The  first  move  made 
by  the  revolutionists  was  directed  by 
Gen.  Mauel  Bonilla,  who  was  prominent 
in  the  last  revolution  and  was  recently 
pardoned  by  the  Honduras  government. 

On  Feb.  13,  Bonilla  attacked  the  bar- 
racks at  Juticalpa  in  Orancho  and  cap- 
tured the  entire  garrison  and  arms.  A 
fierce  battle  was  waged  between  the  rev- 
olutionists and  the  government  troops, 
several  of  whom  were  killed,  among 
them  being  the  mayor  of  the  place  and 
one  of  the  leading  officers. 

President  Leiva,when  this  information 
reached  him,  turned  over  the  reins  of 
government  to  Gen.  Rosendo  Augerro, 
the  minister  of  war,  whose  place  was 
filled  by  Rafael  Alverdo  Guerro,  and  a 
new  cabinet  was  formed. 

If  peace  is  not  declared,  Gen.Vauquez, 
with  3000  men,  will  take  the  field  and 
will  be  reinforced  by  several  hundred 
men  from  Chaulteico.  It  is  believed 
that  the  minister  of  war,  Alverdo  Guer- 
ro, and  the  minister  of  government. 
Arias,  are  in  sympathy  with  the  revolu- 
tionists, as  they  have  heretofore  be- 
longed to  the  Bonillista  party. 


HE  MUST  BE  TRIED. 


A  Claim  of  insanity  Will  Not  Save  a  Man  From 
Prosecution. 

City  of  Mexico,  March  2.— About 
two  years  ago,  W.  T.  Adams,  a  well 
known  member  of  the  American  colony 
'.n  this  city,  became  involved  in  a  quarrel 
with  a  waiter  in  the  National  theatre  res- 
taurant here,  which  resulted  in  his  shoot- 
ing and  instantly  killing  the  waiter.  He 
was  arrested  and  placed  in  Belem  prison 
where  he  has  been  confined  ever  since, 
his  case  non  having  come  up  for  trial. 

Recently  his  mental  condition  was 
examined  into  by  medical  experts,  who 
reported  that  he  was  insane.  Jesus  F. 
Xieto,  the  prosecutor  of  justice,  is  look- 
ing into  the  case  and  has  announced  that 
.Adams  must  be  tried  for  his  crime,  not- 
withstanding the  report  of  the  medical 
experts.  Mr.  Adams  is  a  native  of  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio.

Washington,  March  ?.— The  census 
bureau  today  issued  the  twelfth  in  the 
series  of  bulletins  giving  statistics  of 
churches.  It  contains  statistics  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  and  four  other 
Methodist  bodies,  with  those  of  the  Uni- 
versalists, Unitarians  and  Socia  Breth- 
ren. The  Methodist  Protestant  is  shown 
to  be  the  oldest  and  largest  of  the  non- 
Episcopal  Methodist  branche^.  It  was 
organized  in  1S30  by  ministers  and  mem- 
bers who  had  been  connected  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church. 

It  was  divided  into  two  distinct  bodies 
betore  the  war  on  the  slavery  question, 
but  was  reunited  in  1S77.  It  is  repre- 
sented in  thirty-three  states  and  terri- 
tories. It  has  2$2q  organizations,  1923 
church  editices  valued  at  ?3,6S3.337.  It 
has  141.989  communicants. 

The  Free  Methodists  date  from  1S60. 
This  church  has  1102  organizations,  620 
church  edifices  valued  at  SS05.0S5  and  a 
total  membership  of  22,110.  The  Inde- 
pendendent  Methodists  have  congre^^v 
tions  in  Maryland,  Tennessee  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  Their  total  mem- 
bership is  2569.  They  have  15  organiz- 
ations and  own  church  property  valued 
at  $266,705. 

r  The  Zion  Union  Apostolic  church  is  a 
branch  of  colored  Methodists  who  op- 
pose itinerancy  and  a  paid  ministiy. 
The  church  has  one  bishop  and  a  total 
membership  of  2346.  They  have  32  or- 
gani.'ations  and  own  church  property 
valued  at  $15,000.  The  Evangelist  Mis- 
sionary church  is  another  branch  of 
colored  Methodists.  It  has  11  organ- 
izations, 3  churches  valued  at  S2000  and 
a  total  membership  of  951. 

The  I'niversalist  church,  which  be- 
lieves that  all  men  will  ultimately  be 
saved,  has  956  organizations,  832  church 
buildings  valued  at  $8,054,333.  and  a 
total  membership  of  49,194.  The  Uni- 
tarians acknowledge  no  binding  creed. 
They  contend  for  the  fullest  liberty  of 
belief  and  exclude  no  one  from  their 
fellowship  for  difference  in  doctrinal 
views.  It  has  421  organizations,  with 
424  church  edifices  valued  at  $10,335, ico, 
and  a  total  membership  of  67,749. 

The  Social  Brethren  church  is  a  small 
body  confined  to  five  counties  m  Illi- 
nois, and  three  in  Arkansas.  It  was  or- 
ganized in  1867.  They  reject  infant 
baptism  but  baptize  true  believers,  either 
by  sprinkling,  pouring  or  immersion.  It 
has  20  organizations,  with  eleven  edi- 
tices valued  at  §8700,  and  has  a  member- 
ship of  9:3.

NO  NEED  OF  ISSUING  BONDS. 

The  Senate  Recedes  From   the  Sherman  Bond 
Amendment. 

W.vsuiNiiTON,  March  2.-  The  senate 
committee  on  finance  held  a  meeting  yes- 
terday at  which  the  tinancia I  situation  was 
discussed  in  an  inloithal  rnanaer.    There 

was  not  that  unanimity  of  sentiment  that 
moved  the  committee,  when,  with  but 
one  negative  vote,  it  decided  to  report 
favorably  the  Sherman  bond  amendment, 
after  Mr.  Carlisle  had  appcaretl  hefore 
them  and  suggested  that  such  a  report 
be  made. 

It  was  apparent  yesterday  that  certain 
Democratic  members  had  been  made 
cogni/ant  of  the  fact  that  the  incoming 
administration  believed  it  could  get  along 
without  the  bond  amendment  and  that  it 
was  unwilling  to  jeopardize  the  appro- 
priation bills  by  insisting  upon  the  bond 
proposition. 

This  view  of  the  case  was  corroborated 
after  the  meeting  of  the  committee  by 
one  of  the  leading  Democratic  members, 
who  said  that  a  number  of  Democrats 
had  voted  for  the  amendment  only  for 
the  reason  that  they  had  been  informed 
that  Mr.  Larlisle,  who  was  to  be  the  suc- 
cessor to  Secretary  Foster,  wanted  it 
enacted. 

If  Mr.  Carlisle  now  thought  that  such 
a  policy  was  unnecessary,  these  same 
Democrats  and  many  others,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  Republicans,  would  vote  to 
recede  from  the  senate  amendment  to 
the  sundry  civil  bill  when  it  came  back 
to  them  from  conforence.  This  senator 
said,  however,  that  he  knew  of  nothing 
concerning  Mr.  Carlisle's  change  of 
policy  save  the  reports  in  the  papers, 
but  that  if  they  were  correct  Mr.  Carl- 
isle's wishes  would  be  obeyed. 

The  discussion  in  the  committee  was 
quite  spirited,  and  it  is  said  that  both 
Mr.  Sherman  and  Mr.  Morrell  depre- 
cated in  vigorous  terms  any  action  of 
the  senate  that  could  be  considered  as 
receding  from  the  position  assumed  upon 
the  matter  of  issuing  bonds. 

The  committee,  by  its  action,  demon- 
strated the  fact  that  it  was  disinclined 
to  prepare  the  way  tor  any  sort  of  tariff 
legislation.  Three  bills  passed  by  the 
house  came  up  yesterday  and  were  re- 
ferred to  this  committee.  They  pro- 
vided for  the  extension  of  time  when  the 
50  per  cent  duty  on  linen  should  begin 
to  operate  one  year  from  January  next; 
the  repeal  of  the  law  which  puts  into 
operation  on  the  first  of  July  next  a 
tariff  of  4  cents  a  pound  on  pig  tin,  and 
a  bill  limiting  the  amount  of  wearing 
apparel  a  man  can  bring  in  free  to 
Si  CO. 

Kennett  Barnhart,  of  Chicago,  and 
Messrs.  Cooper  and  Biddell,  of  New 
York,  appeared  in  the  interest  of  the 
proposed  bills.     No  action  was  taken.

SWALLOWED  BY  A  BOA. 


A  Boy's  Narrow  Escape  From  a  Horrible 
Death  in  Wisconsin. 
B.\RABOO,  Wis.,  March  2.— A  thrilling 
inciilent  occurred  here  yesterday  after- 
noon. Kindling  Bros.'  circus,  which  is 
wintering  here,    was    putting  a    lot    of 

pythons  and  boa  constrictors  into  pew 
quarters.  In  some  way  a  little  Norwe- 
gian boy  stepped  into  the  cage  of  a  boa 
constrictor  thirty-two  feet  long. 

The  snake  sprang  from  the  cage  with 
distended  jaws  and  gobbled  the  young- 
ster. The  attendants  were  horriiied  to 
descry  a  fast-disappearing  pair  of  legs 
sticking  out  through  the  monster's  jaw. 

The  serpent's  great  eyes  were  allame 
with  excitement  and  in  another  second 
or  two  the  poor  little  Norwegian  boy 
would  have  disappeared  from  view  for- 
ever. It  happened  that  Henry  Ring- 
ling,  a  giant  in  strength  and  stature, 
was  present.  He  is  a  man  ot  quick  im- 
pulses, and  without  counling  the  cost  or 
foreseeing  the  danger,  he  grasped  the 
serpent  around  the  neck  and  commenced 
shaking  it. 

With  one  swipe  of  its  muscular  tail  it 
sent  Mr.  Ringling  scurrying  beels  over 
head  across  the  floor.  Al  Ringling  took 
in  the  situation  at  a  glance,  and  grasp- 
ing a  long  chain  lying  on  the  tloor  he 
passed  it  around  the  serpent's  body  at  a 
point  about  six  inches  below  where  he 
thought  the  child's  head  would  be. 

Directing  several  attendants  to  grasp 
either  end  ot  the  chain  and  pull  with  all 
their  strength  he  was  gratified  to  notice 
a  relaxation  of  the  snake's  effort  to  swal- 
low the  child.  Then  this  chain  was 
made  fast.  The  shake's  tail  was  fastened 
around  a  post  and  the  whole  body  drawn 
to  its  greatest  tension. 

This  rendered  his  majesty  inert  and 
po^verless.  Two  men  inserted  a  wagon 
jack  between  his  jaws,  and  by  de.grees 
they  were  pried  open  and  the  boy  pulled 
out.

Interesting  Data  From  a  Special  Agent  of  the 
Agricultural  Department. 
Washington,  D.  C,  March  2.— Secre- 
tary Rusk  has  received  from  Prof.  C.  C. 
Gorgeson,  the  special  agent  charged  with 
an   inquiry    into  the  dairy    industry  of 

Denmark  for  the  United  States  depart- 
ment of  agriculture,  a  progress  report  in 
which  he  gives  some  very  interesting  data 
relating  to  the  milk  supply  company,  of 
Copenhagen,  an  organization  which  sup- 
plies its  patrons  with  absolutely  pure 
and  wholesome  milk  as  the  result  of 
strict  rules  observed  by  the  farmers  con- 
tracting to  supply  it,  and  involving  the 
health,  care  and  feeding  of  animals  from 
which  the  tntlk  is  obtained. 

He  descsibes  a  process  called  "Pas- 
teurization," wLich  is  a  practical  method 
of  killing  injurious  bacteria,  which  he 
says  has  been  adopted  in  every  well  ap- 
pointed dairy  in  Denmark.  Prof, 
(forgeson  also  gives  an  account  of  the 
methods  adopted  on  a  large  private 
dairy  farm. 

Referring  to  the  'great  reputation  ob- 
tained by  the  Danes  for  their  butler,  he 
says  that  the  imports  of  butter  from 
Denmark  into  Great  Britain  have  in- 
creased nearly  100  per  cent  in  the  past 
six  years,  aggregating  in  i8<)2  nearly 
$25,000,000  in  value,  and  he  add  that  the 
Danish  butter  maintains  its  high  stand- 
ard chiefly  through  its  uniformity,  no  in- 
ferior butter  being  offered  for  export, 
and  the  confid  nee  of  both  dealer  and 
consumer  in  this  uniformity  is  so  great 
that  they  know  they  can  buy  the  Danish 
butter  and  be  sure  of  getting  a  good  ar- 
ticle without  the  necessity  of  tasting  it 
before  they  purchase.

Spreading  Rapidly. 

The  movement  in  Canada  in  favor  of 
continental  union  is  marching  forward 
at  a  rapid  rate.  This  does  not  mean 
that  we  may  expect  that  the  union  will 
result  this  year  or  next  year,  but  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  five  years 
hence  may  witness  a  mighty 
change  in  the  sentiment  of  a  vast 
majority  of  the  Canadian  people  and 
possibly  the  consummation  of  the  ardent 
hopes  of  those  zealous  Canadians  who 
are  impressing  upon  their  brethren  the 
advantages  of  such  a  confederation,  em- 
bracing the  whole  of  North  America 
from  Hudson's  Bay  to  the  Gulf  of  Mex- 
ico and  from  the  .Atlantic  to  the  Pa- 
cific. 

The  Herald  recently  referred  to  the 
progress  of  the  continental  union  feeling 
in  Quebec,  but  a  careful  reading  of 
the  Canadian  papers  shows  that 
it  is  not  confined  to  Quebec, 
but  is  spreading  with  equal  rapidity 
all  over  the  Dominion.  The  Tillsonburg 
Liberal,  which  is  published  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Ontario,  declares  that  "political 
union  is  fast  becoming  something  more 
than  a  plaything."  It  says  it  is  "fully 
convinced  that  Canada  has  hung  on 
to  the  Old  World's  apron  string 
long  enough."  The  St.  John  Telegraph, 
published  in  New  Brunswick,  says  that 
"it  seems  to  be  pretty  generally  accept- 
ed, not  only  in  Montreal  but  throughout 
Canada,  that  the  present  relations  be- 
tween the  Dominion  and  the  mother 
country  cannot  be  very  long  maintained;" 
while  the  Globe  of  the  same  city  de- 
clares that  "in  a  very  short  time  this 
country  will  be  alive  with  the  fires  of  a 
new  political  agitation  of  a  more  sweep- 
ing character  than  any  we  have  yet 
had." 

The  Haldimand  Advocate,  in  refer- 
ring to  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Lib- 
erals recently  in  South  Norfolk  advocat- 
ing political  union  with  the  United 
States,  says:  "Speed  the  day."  The 
Irish  Canadian,  one  of  the  m«3t  influen- 
tial organs  of  the  Irish  party  in  Canada, 
says:  "Where  or  how  this  hankering 
after  annexation,  becoming  more  marked 
from  week  to  week,  is  going  to  end  it 
is  difficult  to  say,but  that  the  annexation 
fever  is  spreading  cannot  be  denied  ex- 
cept by  wrench  of  conscience."  The 
fact  is  that  this  feeling  has  existed  in 
many  a  breast  for  a  long  time  but  has 
been  repressed  by  fear  of  personal  pun- 
ishment and  business  ostracization.  It 
is  now  making  itself  heard,  as  the  result 
of  the  courage  engendered  by  the  out- 
spoken declarations  of  those  who  have 
not  been  scared  by  the  threats  of  the 
Tory  officials. 


Bridge  Bills  Knocked  Out. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  bill  granting 
the  Duluth  Transfer  company  authority 
to  build  its  bridge  at  Grassy  Point  has 
failed  to  pass  at  the  present  session  of 
congress,  thus  necessitating  another 
year's  delay,  but  this  was  the  inevitable 
outcome  of  the  amending  of  the  meas- 
ure so  as  to  make  the  bridge  also  adapt- 
ed for  foot  and  wagon  travel.  There 
was  no  reason  why  this  amendment 
should  have  been  tacked  on  to  the  bill, 
because  the  Transfer  company  requires 
only  a  railroad  bridge  and  docs  not  de- 
sire any  other  kind,  and  if  a  foot  bridge 
is  wanted  there  it  should  be  built  sepa- 
rate from  the  Transfer  company's  bridge- 

The  amendment,  however,  was  the  re- 
sult of  the  scheming  of  the  Duluth-Su- 
perior  Bridge  company's  promoters  who 
imagined  that  thereby  they  could  work 
a  game  of  bluff  and  compel  the  passage 
of  their  Rice's  Point  bridge  bill  at  the 
same  time    as  the    Transfer    company's 
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bill,  the  amendment  being  a  sop  thrown 
to  the  Land  and  River  Improvement 
company  which  is  anxious  for  a  foot 
bridge  between  Superior  and  West  Du- 
luth. The  scheme  failed  to  work,  and 
the  result  is  that  all  the  bridge  bills  are 
knocked  out. 


Dodging  an  Office. 

In  reporting  the  arrival  of  Col,  A.  P. 
Swineford  from  Washington,  a  Chicago 
dispatch  says:  "There  is  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  people  of  Alaska,  who  are 
dissatisfied  with  the  rule  of  the  present 
occupant  of  the  office,  Ciovernor  Knapp, 
of  Vermont,  to  have  Mr.  Swineford  ap- 
pointed as  his  successor.  Mr.  Swineford 
says  he  is  in  no  way  anxious  for  the 
position,  and  will  not  ask  for  it,  but  he  is 
willing  to  accept." 

It  is  too  bad  that  the  ex-governor's 
self-sacrificing  disposition  should  be  sub- 
jected to  such  a  severe  strain.  The 
people  of  Alaska  really  should  not  insist 
on  his  acceptance  of  the  governorship, 
but  perhaps  President  Cleveland  will  re- 
lieve him  from  his  perplexity  by  appoint- 
ing another  man.  There  is  a  rumor  that 
Mr.  Cleveland  does  not  intend  to  reap- 
point men  who  held  office  during  his 
previous  administration,  believing  th.at 
the  offices  should  be  passed  around. 
This  report,  if  true,  would  remove  the 
governor  at  once  from  his  embarrassing 
position.  0 

It  is  not  often  that  an  office  rushes 
after  a  man  in  this  persj.stent  fashion 
and  stili  less  seldom  is  it  that  the  pur- 
sued tries  so  hard  to  escape.

Five  heroes  came  into  prominence 
during  the  recent  severe  storm  on  the 
Atlantic  coast.  They  were  members  of 
the  lifeboat  crew  at  Cuttyhunk,  Mass., 
and  despite  the  great  danger  that  con- 
fronted them  they  tried  to  rescue  the 
crew  of  a  sinking  vessel.  All  five  per- 
ished in  the  attempt,  but  their  names 
must  be  enrolled  on  the  list  of  heroes. 


The  Sunday  promenade  concert  in  the 
pension  office,  in  connection  with  the 
inauguration  of  President  Cleveland,  has 
been  ordered  off  by  Secretary  Noble  m 
deference  to  the  sentiment  of  the  people 
of  Washington.

The  Attorney  General  Says  That  the 
tion  Must  be  Held  Under  the 
Old  Law. 


Elec- 


In  View  of  the  Conflicting  Opinions  the  Mat- 
ter Will  be  Brought  Before  the 
Court. 


The  village  recorder  holds  in  his  pos- 
session two  telegrams,  one  addressed  to 
himself  from  E.  H.  Hall  at  St.  Paul  and 
the  other  to  J.  M.  Martin  from  H.  H. 
Phelps  stating  that  the  attorney  general 
gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  election 
must  be  held  under  the  old  law.  In 
view  of  the  conflicting  opinions  Re- 
corder Borgstrom  demanded  of  \'illage 
Attorney  D,  M.  De\'ote  under  whose 
direction  he  must  act  a  written   opinion 

on  the  subject  which  was  rendered  as 
follows: 

"lam  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  hold 
our  village  election  under  the  general 
election  laws  for  the  following  reasons: 
First — our  charter  so  directs.  Second — 
the  legislature  clearly  so  in- 
tended this  law  to  prevent 
illegal  voting  and  made  this  law  appli- 
cable to  municipalities  of  like  propor- 
tion. Third — The  exception  of  towns 
and  villages  generally  does  not  except 
villages  of  over  3000  inhabitants. 
Fourth — All  other  election  laws  applica- 
ble to  our  village  of  over  3000  inhabi- 
tants are  inconsistent  with  this  general 
law.  and  consequently  have  been  re- 
pealed. Fifth— There  is  na  law  forbid- 
dmg  such  a  course  and  courts  will  not 
tipd  fault  with  us  for  so  doing.  No  one 
can  can  possibly  be  injured  or  find  fault 
with  an  honest  vote  and  fair  count. 
Sixth — No  honest  man  will  object  to  be- 
ing voted  for  under  this  system." 

To  bring  the  thing  to  an  issue  Edward 
[.  Luther,  on  beh;ilt  of  himself  and  other 
legal  voters,  has  applied  to  the  district 
court  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  com- 
manding P.  J.  Borgstrom,  village 
recorder,  to  give  notice  of  the  ensuing 
election  under  the  old  system  of  ballot- 
mg.

The  Election  Law. 
E.  H.  Hall  went  to  St.  Paul  to  get  an 
opinion  from  the  attorney  general  in  re- 
gard to  the  coming  village  election.  The 
council  decided  that  it  should  be  under 
the  Australian  system,  despite  Mr.  Hall's 
protest.  The  attorney  general  sustains 
Mr.  Hall,  saying  that  in  his  opinion  the 
Australian  law  has  no  application  what- 
ever to  the  election  in  question.  Section 
126  of  the  general  election  law  provides 
that  the  act  applies  to  all  general  and 
special  elections  in  the  state  of  Minne- 
sota excepting  township  and  village 
elections,  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
general  election  law  of  the  state.  It  is 
the  evident  intention  of  the  law  to  leave 
villages  and  townships  to  be  governed 
by  pre-existing  laws  adapted  especially 
to  elections  therein.  "Your  village  will, 
in  my  judgment,  be  governed  at  the 
pending  election  by  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 2  of  chapter  146  ot  the  general  elec- 
tion law."

SOyTH   DAKOTA  SOLONS. 

A  Stormy  Session  in  the  House  Was  Held  This 
Morning. 

PlEKRE,  S.  D.,  March  2.— The  house 
held  a  stormy  session  this  morning.

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Representing  Dulutb  on  the  commis- 
sion appointed  by  the  legislature  to  pre- 
pare a  general  bill  for  the  government 
of  all  cities  in  the  state,  I  though  it  not 
inappropriate  that  the  citizens  of  Du- 
iuth, through  its  official  paper,  should 
know  something  ot  what  is  being  done 
by  the  present  commission.  When  one 
stops  to  consider  that -there  are  100 
cities  in  the  state  ranging  from  1000  up 
to  several  hundred  thousand  each,  some 
of  which  cities  are  located  on  level 
ground,  while  others  are  upon  hillsides, 
some  built  upon  sand,  while  others  are 
founded  upon  a  rock,  some  demand  but 
limited  legislation,  while  others  require 
about  every  provision  conceivable,  it  is 
no  easy  task  under  the  provisions  of  a 
constitution  forbidding  special  legisla- 
tion, to  frame  a  law  that  will  adjust  it- 
self to  the  various  demands  that  must 
be  confronted. 

Classification  of  cities  is  one  of  the 
things  that  the  courts  have  scrutinized 
closely,  and  just  how  or  where  to  draw 
the  line  is  the  perplexing  ([uestion.  If 
one  will  read  the  decisions  of  those 
states  where  similar  constitutional 
amendments  exist  to  that  of  Minnesota, 
to-wit:  the  decisions  of  Pennsylvania, 
New  Jersey,  Illinois  and  Kansas,  and 
then  define  the  true  line  without  doubt 
as  to  the  absolute  correctness  theredf,  he 
is  a  better  lawyer  than  can  be  found  on 
this  commission. 

Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  each  have 
four  delegates  on  the  commission,  all 
bright  men  who  have  long  been  con- 
nected with  municipal  affairs.  These 
cities  have  developed  under  char- 
ter provisions  differing  widely 
in  their  most  essential  features. 
One  perhaps  can  imagine  how  one  city 
might  defer  to  the  other,  but  when  it 
comes  to  a  test,  so  far  as  agreeing  is  con- 
cerned, "they  are  not  in  it."  However, 
after  more  discussion  than  seems  neces- 
sary, the  Twin  City  delegates  and  all 
others  have  after  two  weeks'  persuasion 
on  the  part  of  Duiuth,  consented  that  she 
may  retain  her  board  of  public  works 
and  most  admirable  school  system. 
Neither  city,  however,  is  convinced  that 
our  present  school  law  is  a  wise  one  to 
retain.  Both  cities  are  yet  anxious  for  a 
uniform  school  law  that  shall  govern 
throughout  the  state,  but  it  must  be  the 
law  adopted  or  that  may  be  adopted  by 
the  Twin  Cities. 

I  have  hastily  sketched  from  the  first 
draft  of  subjects  below  me,  and  I  only 
give  a  brief  synopsis  of  each,  the  follow- 
ing: 

Officers — Elective,  mayor,  comptroller, 
treasurer,  two  aldermen  from  each  [ward 
and  in  addition  thereto,  in  cities  of  30,000 
and  upward  five  aldermen  from  the  city 
at  large.  In  cities  of  less  than  30,000 
two  aldermen  from  each  ward  and  three 
from  the  city  at  large.  The  provision  for 
aldermen  at  large  was  consented  to  by  all 
cities  to  pacify  St.  Paul  for  the  loss  of 
her  dual  or  "double-headed"  council. 
The  term  of  the  mayor  shall  be  two 
years;  comptroller  and  treasurer,  four 
years,  provided  at  the  first  election 
the  comptroller  shall  be  elected  for  two 
years.  This  is  to  prevent  both  officers 
from  retiring  at  the  same  time. 

The  aldermen  are  to  be  elected  for 
four  years,  provided,  in  cities  of  30,000 
and  over  there  shall  at  the  first  election 
be  one  alderman  from  each  ward  and 
three  fro.m  the  city  at  large  chosen  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  and  one  from  each 
ward  and  two  from  the  city  at  large  for 
a  term  of  four  years.  At  the  second 
election  and  every  two  years  thereafter 
the  required  number  shall  be  elected  for 
four  years.  Election  for  the  smaller 
cities  shall  be  in  the  same  manner  ex- 
cept that  the  aldermen  at  large  shall  not 
exceed  three,  two  to  serve  two  years  and 
one  four  years. 

The  terms  of  the  city  clerk,  attorney 
and  assessor  are  each  fixed  at  two  years, 
but  the  terms  of  present  officers  shall 
neither  be  lengthened  or  shortened  by 
the  act.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  the 
police  force.  No  person  shall  be  eligi- 
ble who  cannot  read  and  write  the  Eng- 
lish language  or  who  is  not  a  citizen  and 
one  year  a  resident  of  the  city.  There 
are  two  chapters  on  assessments,  one 
providing  for  assessment  according  to 
benefits,  for  grading,  storm  sewers, 
drainage,  etc.,  and  tne  other  per  front 
foot  for  paving,  graveling  and  similar  sur- 
face work.  In  the  former  a  commission 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  council  to  view 
the  premises,  after  notice  as  in  condem- 
nation proceedings,  adopting  substan- 
tially the  same  form,  and  in  the  latter 
the  council  orders  the  engineer  to  make 
the  assessment  per  front  foot. 

The  .-irticles  of  both  forms  of  assess- 
ment arc  quite  numerous,  but  provide 
for  due  notice  to  all  parties  interested 
to  appear  and  show  cause.  The  r.ssess- 
ments  are  to  be  confirmed  by  the  coun- 
cil; and  ample  provision  is  made  for  re- 
assessment in  all  cases.  In  fact  in  no 
case  shall  the  city  be  denied  the  right  to 
reassess  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
property. 

My  notes  taken  from  time  to  lime 
cover  many  subjects  and  many  different 
points  thereof,  but  the  first  draft  only 
has  been  made,  which  is  subject  to  such 
changes  as  the  full  commission  may  see 
proper  to  make.  On  Friday  the  bill  will 
be  discussed  section  by  section,  and  from 
day  to  day  until  we  get  through.  I 
should  be  pleased  to  hear  from  anv  one 
who  does  not  indorse  tl^  action  of  the 
commission.  We  have  sent  invitations 
to  every  city  in  the  state  urging  the  offi- 
cers to  send  in  delegates  or  written  re- 
quests expressive  of  their  wants.  Re- 
spectfully, S.  L,  Smith.

The  Pupils  Escaped  by  Jumping  From  the 
Windows. 

Little  Rock,  Ark.,  March  2.— The 
Arkansas  Colored  Baptists  female  col- 
lege, a  large  two  story  building  in  the 
southwestern  portion  of  the  city,  was 
burned  this  morrmg.  There  was  twenty 
pupils  in  the  college,  all  of  whom  es- 
caped by  jumping  from  the  second  story 
windows. 

Six,  however,  were  injured,  two  of 
whom,  Florida  Necly  and  Hattie  Tur- 
ner, will  die.  The  following  is  a  list  ot 
injured:  Florida  Neely,  of  Searcy,  back 
injured;  Hattie  Turner,  of  Searcy,  seri- 
ous mternal  injuries;  Mary  Pratt,  Little 
Rock,  injured  internally;  Irene  Rcid,  of 
Deermott,  .'Vrk.,  right  .irm  broken;  Mary 
Wilson,  the  cook,  slightly  injured;  Ada 
Harris,  teacher  of  iierlin,  Ohio,  leg 
broken.

FIFTY  FAMILIES  HOMELESS. 


Frame  Buildings  in   New  Jersey  Burned  With 
Rapidity. 

Bi.KGENi'OiNT,  N.  J  ,  March  2.— A  fire 

which  occurred    at    Constable    Hook  at 

2:30  o'clock  this  morning  destroyed  seven 

buildings  and    rendered    fifty    families 

homeless. 

The  (ire  originated  in  one  of  a  row  of 
buildings  used  for  stores  and  tenements, 
the  occupants  being  mostly  Hungarians. 
The  flames  spread  rapidly  and  the  in- 
mates had  barely  time  to  escape  in  their 
night  clothes. 

The  total  loss  is  estimated  between 
$^o,coo  and  $rx3,ooo.  The  business  places 
were  mostly  insured,  but  the  tenants, 
who  lost  nearly  all  their  household 
effects,  Ind  little  or  no  insurance.  The 
origin  of  the  hre  is  unknown. 


Three  Workmen  Taken  Out  Unconscious  and 
Others  in  the  Ruins. 

Indianapolis,  March  2.— At  1:55 
o'clock  this  afternoon,  while  workmen 
were  engaged  in  tearing  down  an  un- 
occupied three-story  building  at  No.  1200 
Washington  street,  the  buildmg  col- 
lapsed, burying  the  workmen  in  the  de- 
bris. 

The  fire  department  was  soon  at  work 
in  an  endeavor  to  rescue  the  workmen. 
Three  men  have  been  taken  out  uncon- 
scious. It  is  stated  t!iat  at  least  three 
more  are  in  the  ruins.

Suicide  of  a  Polander  at  a  Lumber  Camp  in 
Itasca  County.^ 

Joseph  Garlik,  a  Polander  in  the  em- 
ploy of  Clough  Bros,  at  their  Prairie 
River  camp,  near  Grand  Rapids,  com- 
mit^jCd  suicide  early  Monday  morning. 
The  deceased  when  he  retired  Sundav 
night  appeared  to  be  in  his  usual  mood. 
Nothing  of  an  unpleasant  nature  had 
occurred  that  could  possibly  have  led 
to  his  committing  the  rash  deed. 

Garlik  must  have  gotten  up  in  the 
night  and  walked  to  a  water  hole  sixteen 
inches  deep  where  he  plunged  in  head 
first.  In  the  morning  he  was  discovered 
with  his  feet  sticking  out  of  the  hole,with 
ice  formed  around  him. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  the  unfortunate 
fellow  deliberately  committed  suicide. 
Had  he  accidentally  fallen  into  the  water 
he  could  have  easily  regained  the  shore. 
Deceased  jvas  thirty  years  of  age  and 
has  a  wife  in  Poland.  Gerry  Clough 
brought  the  body  to  Grand  Rapids  and 
will  take  it  to  Minneapolis,  where  two  of 
Garlik's  brothers  reside.

Important  Changes  in  the  Rules  for  the  Great 
Lakes. 

The  United  Slates  inspectors  of  steam 
vessels,  at  their  recent  annual  meeting 
at  Washington,  made  some  important 
changes  in  the  pilot  rules,  which  were 
especially  intended  for  the  great  lakes. 
These  changes  were  in  lule  8,  and  have 
been  approved  by  Secretary  Charles 
I'^oster.  The  rule  as  amended  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

First— When  steamers  are  running  in 
the  same  direction,  and  the  pilot  of  a 
steamer  which  is  astern  shall  desire  to 
pass  on  the  right  or  starboard  hand  of 
the  steamer  ahead,  he  shall  give  one 
short  blast  of  the  steam  whistle  as  a  sig- 
nal of  such  desire  and  intention,  and 
shall  put  his  helm  to  port;  or  if  he  shall 
desire  to  pass  on  the  left  or  port  side 
of  the  steamer  ahead,  he  shall  give 
two  or  three  short  blasts  of  the 
steam  whistle  as  a  signal  of  such  desire 
and  intention,  and  shtll  put  this  helm  to 
star-board  and  the  pilot  of  the  steamer 
ahead  shall  answer  by  the  same  signals, 
or  if  he  does  not  think  it  safe  for  the 
steamer  astern  to  attempt  to  pass  at  that 
point  he  shall  immediately  signify  the 
same  by  giving  several  short  and  rapid 
blasts  of  the  steam  whistle,  and  under 
no  circumstances  shall  the  steamer 
astern  attempt  to  pass  the  steamer 
a^head  until  such  time  as  they  have 
reached  a  point  where  it  can  be  safely 
done,  when  said  steamer  ahead  shall  sig- 
nify her  willingness  oy  blowing  the  prop- 
er signals.  The  boat  ahead  shall  in  no 
case  attempt  tp  cross  the  bow  or  crowd 
upon  the  course  of  the  passing  steamer. 

Second — That  in  the  navigable  chan- 
nels of  the  great  lakes,  and  their  tribu- 
tary and  connecting  waters  less  than  500 
feet  in  width,  no  steam  vessel  shall  pass 
another  going  in  the  same  direction,  un- 
less the  steam  vessel  ahead  be  disabled 
and  signify  her  willingness  that  the 
steam  vessel  astern  shall  pass,  when  the 
steam  vessel  astern  may  pass  at  a  rate 
of  speed  not  exceeding  five  miles  per 
hour. 

Third — When  steam  vessels  running 
in  opposite  directions  are  about  to  meet 
in  such  channels,  both  vessels  shall  be 
slowed  down  to  a  speed  not  exceeding 
five  miles  per  hour. 

Fourth— That  in  such  channels  the  de- 
scending steam  vessel  shall  have  the 
right  of  way.  The  pilot  of  such  descend- 
ing steamer  shall  signify  his  desire  and 
intention  by  giving  the  proper  signal  be- 
fore the  steamers  have  arrived  at  a  dis- 
tance of  one-half  mile  of  each  other.  This 
rule,  when  approved,  to  take  effect  May 
I,  1893.

Mother  of  the  Children   Half  Frantic 
When  She  Returned  to  Find  the 
House  Burning. 


New  York,  March  3.— Five  children 
were  suffocated  at  8  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing in  a  rear  room  on  the  top  floor  of  a 
tenement,  No.  iq4  Henry  street.  The 
names  ot  the  victims  are:  Altman 
Bernstein,  n  years  old,  Rebecca  Bern- 
stein, 10  years  of  age,  Hayman  Bern- 
stein, 6  years  old,  Rachel  Bernstein,  6 
months  old,  and  Fanny  Rosen,  7 
years  of  atje.  The  children  were  alone 
.^t  the  time,  the  parents  having  lett  a 
short  time  previous  and  locking  the 
children  in  the  house. 

The  cause  of  the  tragedy  was  a  kero- 
sene stove  which  belonged  to  Mycr  Em- 

hert,  who  occupied  the  apartments  ad- 
joining those  of  the  Bernsleins  with  his 
family.  Shortly  before  8  o'clock  this 
morning  Mrs.  Embert  attempted  to  light 
the  kciosene  stove.  She  was  standing 
on  a  table,  and  just  as  she  applied  the 
aiatch,  the  stove  feil  to  ihc  floor. 

Immediately  an  e.vplosion  followed. 
The  woman's  dress  caught  tire  but  she 
beat  out  the  flames  and  with  her  two 
:hildren  made  her  escape  from  the 
room.  The  tire  swept  out  into  the  hall- 
way and  up  the  roof  like  a  flash.  Th^re 
vere  about  twelve  families  in  the  tene- 
.nent,  and  when  the  cry  of  fire  was  raised 
all  who  could  rushed  to  the  fire  escapes. 

The  firemen  soon  arrived  and  helped 
he  frightened  ii.mates  down  to  the 
street.  The  upper  poition  of  the  house 
*as  soon  a  mass  of  flames,  and  when 
the  firemen  tried  to  force  their  way  to 
'he  top  floor  they  were  beaten  back  by 
flames  and  smoke. 

Just  as  the  blaze  had  died  aivay  and 
the  fire  wr.s  urdtr  conticl,  a  wild  shrieK 
f  a  woman  came  from  among  tht 
ihrong  in  the  street.  In  a  few  seconds  a 
half  frantic  woman  came  rushing  through 
the  crowd  to  the  door  of  the  tenement. 
It  was  Mrs.  Bernstein,  the  mother  ot  the 
four  suffocitt  d  rhildren.  She  had  been 
out  shopping  and  the  first  she  learned  of 
'he  accident  was  when  she  turned  inti 
Henry  street  near  her  home  and  saw  tht 
flames  issuing  from  the  building. 

She  mad-;  desperate  attempts  to  dash 
into  the  house  and  it  took  two  policcmer 
to  hold  her.  The  firemen  went  to  Bern- 
^tcin's  apirtments  as  soon  as  possiblt 
and  on  a  bed  in  the  rear  room  found  thi 
four  children  dead.  The  fire  had  iioi 
touched  the  room  but  the  youngsters 
»iad  been  suffocatt  d  as  they  slept. 

The  firemtn  continued  their  se.ircl 
ind  in  another  roi m  on  the  same  flooi 
found  the  body  of  little  Fannie  Roser. 
also  suffocated  by  the  smoke.  She,  too. 
had  been  ielt  aUne  in  the  room  whilr 
her  mo;her  went  to  a  store  near  by.  A 
number  of  the  tenants  were  slightly  in 
jured  while  escaping  from  the  building. 
The  total  loss  by  the  fire  is  $5000.

THE  NEW  JERSEY  FIGHT. 

Claim     That     the     Race     Bills    Will    be 
Repealed. 

Trenton,  N.  J.,  March  3.— Reports 
from  officials  of  the  New  Jersey  Citizens 
league  received  here  are  to  the  efifect 
that  enough  votes  will  probably  be  se- 
cured to  pass  the  race  bill  repealers 
next  week.  Vigorous  efforts  are  being 
made  to  convert  nearly  all  the  men  who 
voted  for  the  obnoxious  measures  and 
there  will  be  no  let-up  in  the  urging  and 
pleading  until  the  roll  shall  be  called  on 
the  repealers. 

In  connection  with  the  resolutions 
adopted  yestsrday,  the  league  will  pre- 
sent mammoth  petitions  to  the  legisla- 
ture asking  for  the  passage  of  the  re- 
pealers. 

Dead  Bodies  Found. 

Brinkle,  Ark.,  March  3.— The  bodies 

of  two  unknown  dead    men  were  found 

seven  miles  east  of  Clarendon  yesterday. 

The  bodies  were  lying  across    the    car- 


cass of  a  half-skinned  cow,  and  had  ap- 
parently been  in  this  position  for  sev- 
eral days. 

A  MURDERER  HANGED. 

Execution   ol  William   Coy  for  Killing    John 
Whalen. 

PiTTSKiELD,  Mass.,  March  3.— Wil- 
liam Coy,  the  murderer,  was  hanged  in 
the  county  jail  at  10:43  this  morning. 
William  Coy  came  of  a  shiftless  family, 
and  in  KS87  he  married  the  divorced 
wife  of  Myron  Bate.  In  the  summer  of 
1891,  Coy  and  his  wife  lived  in  a  miser- 
able shanty  in  Washington,  near  the 
Becket  line.  Coy  worked  on  the  rail- 
road and  one  of  his  fellow  laborers,  John 
Whalen,  of  Becket,  boarded  with  him. 
Whalen  became  enamored  of  Mrs.  Coy, 
who  was  decidedly  prepossessing,  and 
won  her  favor. 

On  Friday,  Aug.  2S,  Mrs.  Coy  left 
home,  telling  her  husband  she  was  going 
to  Three  Rivers.  Her  plan  was  to  meet 
Whalen  in  Troy  the  following  Monday. 
Saturday  morning,  Coy  learned  that  his 
wife  had  spent  the  night  at  North  Becket 
and  had  left  early  that  morning  for  Al- 
bany. 

He  started  in  pursuit  and  in  Pittsfield 
met  Whalen,  who  had  been  to  Lee  to 
col'ect  some  $Soo.  They  drank  together 
and  took  the  11:35  train  for  Weattield. 
They  came  back  from  Wcsttjeld  on  the 
evening  train.  Whalen,  who  was  badly 
intoxicated,  left  the  train  at  Washing- 
ton. Coy  going  on  to  Pittsfield, 

Whalen  went  home  and  Coy  returned 
to  Washington  on  the  midnight  train. 
He  went  to  the  house  and  killed  Whalen 
with  an  a.\  as  he  lay  on  his  bed  in  a 
drunken  sleep.  Then  he  cut  his  throat 
with  the  same  weapon,  almost  severing 
his  head.  Dragging  the  body  out  of  the 
house,  he  cut  off  the  legs  just  above  the 
knees  and  then  carrying  the  pieces  into 
the  woods  on  the  mountains  east  of  the 
house  he  buried  them  in  a  shallow  grave, 
covering  all  with  leaves.  Returning  to 
the  house  he  cut  out  the  blood-stained 
parts  cf  the  mattress,  pillow  and  carpet 
and  burned  them. 

His  wife  rL'tumcd  the  following  Mon- 
day. Coy  told  a  companion  named 
Kelly  that  Whalen  had  confessed  to  an 
ntimacy  with  bis  wile  and  had  given 
him  Jioo  and  his  watch  to  ?a.y  nothing 
about  it.  Coy  and  his  wife  went  to  West- 
(ield  two  weeks  later,  where  he  secured 
work  driving  a  street  car.  The  absence 
of  Whalen  finally  aroused  suspicion  and 
after  an  investigation  State  Detective 
Pease  of  Lee  ordered  Coy's  arrest  on 
Monday,  October  12.

AN  IMPORTATJT  DCCISION. 

A  Previous  Ruling  ol  tho  Land   Department  Is 
Reversed. 

Washington,  March  3.~Secretary 
Noble  yesterday  rendered  an  important 
decision  in  the  case  of  A.  H.  Dellone,  of 
the  Bozeman,  Mont.,  Land  district  against 
the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  company, 
which  overrules  the  celebrated  Guilford 
"vliller  decision  in  onelmportant  particu- 
lar. 

The  Miller  dccisisn  held  that  lands 
within  the  Yakima  Indian  reservation 
A'cre  not  excepted  from  the  grant  to 
the  Northern  Paciiic  railroad  company, 
md  when  the  Indian  title  to  such  land 
became  e.\tinguished,  the  right  thereto 
would  inure  to  the  railroad  company 
md'  r  its  grant. 

Yesterday's  decision,  involving  a  por- 
ion  of  the  Crow  reservation,  holds  in  ef- 
fect the  lands  inclu.led  within  a  techni- 
:.t1  Indian  reservation  at  the  date  on 
vhich  the  grant  becomes  effective,  are 
ibsolutely  excepted  from  the  grant,  and 
n  the  event  of  the  extinction  of  the  In- 
lian  title  they  revert  to  the  public  do- 
nain. 

The  commissioner's  decision  holding 
ncllone's  homestead  entry  for  cancella- 
lion,  for  the  reason  that  the  lands  cov- 
.•red  by  it  passed  to  the  Northern  Pacific 
road  under  its  grant,  is  accordingly  re- 
versed. This  deci-ion  directly  anJ  indi 
rectly  aff  cts  lar<,'e  tracts  of  land  in 
Montana,  the  Dakotas,  Idaho  and  Wash- 
ington. 

CHARGED  WITH  BRIBERY. 


Serious  Charges  Against  the  Kansas  Governor 
and  Attorney  General. 

ToPEKA,  Kas.,  March  3.— The  Topcka 
Capitol,  in  an  editorial  today,  charged 
that  Fred  J.  Close,  private  secretary  to 
Governor  Lewelling,  Attorney  General 
Little  and  James  F.  Legate,  a  Populist 
leader,  had  received  $4500  from  the 
policy  shop  men  of  Kansas  City,  Kas.,  in 
consideration  of  which  sum  the  govern- 
or was  to  appoint  a  board  of  police  com- 
missioners for  that  city  which  would  not 
interfere  with  the  operations  of  the  pol- 
icy men.

President-elect  Cleveland  This  Morning  Paid 
a  Brief  and  Social  Visit  to  Presi- 
dent Harrison. 


In  Return  the  President  at  Noon  Called  On 
Mr.  Cleveland  at  the  Arling- 
ton Hotel. 


Laree  Crowds  Kept  Pouring  Into  the  Head- 
quarters of  Gen.  Adiai  Steve.nson 
at  the  Ebbett. 


Washington,  March  3.— Those  resi- 
dents of  Washington  who  have  faith  in 
Mr.  Cleveland's  ability  to  bring  sunshine 
at  will  were  sorely  puzzled  this  morning 
to  explain  the  sudden  and  unfavorable 
change  in  the  weather.  Yesterday  was 
all  but  an  ideal  spring  day.  The  sun 
shown  brightly  and  the  air  was  just  cool 
enough  to  make  walking  about  thorough- 
ly enjoyable.  But  early  risers  this  morn- 
ing saw  a  changed  condition  of  things. 

The  sun  was  obscured  by  rain-laden 
clouds,  and  the  indicaiians  were  that  the 
day  would  prove  to  be  quite  as  disagree- 
able as  yesterday  was  beautiful.  The 
superstitious  explained  the  unfavorable 
change  by  saving  that  this  was  the  last 
day  of  "Harrison  weather,"  that  the 
president  was  going  to  call  on  the  presi- 
dent-elect and  consequently  the  rain 
came  to  greet  him,  just  as  it  had  come 
for  his  inauguration  and  for  almost  every 
public  function  in  which  he  had  since 
taken  part,  and  that  "Cleveland  weather" 
would  set  in  later. 

The  president-elect  and  his  party 
after  their  fatigueing  journey  of  yester- 
dav  retired  early.  Many  of  their  friends 
realized  that  rest  must  necessarily  be 
more  welcome  than  callers  and  wiselv 
deferred  calling  until  today  or  later. 
Everyone  passed  a  restful  night  and 
aroic  about  8:30  o'clock  this  morning 
thoroughly  refreshed.

They  were  joined  by  members  of  the  in 
auguralion  committee,  and  as  soon  as  it 
was  announced  that  Mr.  Cleveland  would 
receive  them  they  proceeded  in  a  bod) 
to  his  aparunents  and  explained  to  hiii 
what  arrangements  had  been  made  foi 
bis  inauguration,  and  invited  him  tt 
tiiake  such  sug;;-eslions  as  be  might  ste 
fit.

As  Mr.  Cleveland's  carriage  wa> 
brought  to  a  standstill  under  the  portici 
of  the  main  entrance,  the  crowd  pressed 
clo.er  together  in  the  direction  of  the 
vehicle  and  when  Mr.  Cleveland  alight 
ed,  followed  by  Mr.  Thurber,  a  heart) 
cheer  went  up.  Raising  hi^ 
hand  deprecatingly  as  if  to  stop 
this  demonstration,  the  president-elec 
passed  rapidly  through  the  narrow  lane 
which  the  White  House  attendants  man- 
aged to  make  in  the  pressing,  enthusias- 
tic throng,  and  walked  into  the  Biu. 
Room,  the  official  chamber  of  the  presi- 
dent. 

Here  Mr.  Harrison  stood  to  receive 
him,  with  Lieut.

Ai 
the  end  of  eight  minutes  Mr.  Cleveland

REDUCING  THE   RENTAL. 

Ihe  Lease  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Road  to  be 
Amended. 

Philadelphia,  March  3.— The  rental 
of  the  Lehigh  \'alley  railroad  under  the 
lease  to  the  Reading  is  to  be  reduced 
from  7  to  5  per  cent.  This  is  the  result 
of  several  conferences  that  have  taken 
place  between  the  executive  comt.iittee 
of  the  Lehigh  Valley  directors  on  the 
one  side  and  the  receivers  of  the  Read- 
ing railroad  on  the  other. 

These  consultations  have  resulted  in  a 
formal  preposition  that  the  rental  be  re- 
duced lor  the  present  to  five  per  cent. 
This  was  ratified  at  a  meeting  of  the  re- 
ceivers and  efforts  w  ill  be  made  to  raise 
the  money  to  pay  this  deducted  divi- 
dend. It  is  thought  the  road  can  earn 
five  per  cent,  but  more  than  this  is  un- 
certain.

The  Great  Western  Manufacturing 
company  has  received  this  week  two 
carloads  of  machinery  for  the  mantifact- 
ure  of  dynamos.  Five  cars  were  loaded 
at  Chicago  but  owing  to  the  storm  three 
of  them  have  been  stranded  on  the  way 
and  have  not  yet  arrived.  Dynamo 
manufacturing  is  a  department  by  itstlf 
and  the  machinery  for  it  will  be  placed 
together  in  the  east  side  of  the  building 
formerly  used  as  a  machine  shop.  The 
old  lathes  of  the  Iron  Bay  company  have 
most  of  them  been  removed  and  dis- 
carded for  even  if  they  had  been  ad- 
apted to  the  new  business  antiquated 
pattern  and  wornout  condition  would 
forbid  their  use. 

The  short  time  that  it  has  taken  the 
new  company  to  introduce  the  machin- 
ery and  remodel  the  old  shops  for  the 
manufacture  of  supplies  is  rtmarkible. 
The  machines  used  are  many  of  them 
small  but  complex  in  design  and  seem 
to  work  with  almost  human  ingenuity. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  studies  for 
ihe  novice  is  the  plating  room  where  the 
basest  metal  is  touched  up  and  covered 
witli  finer  material  until  it  puts  on  the 
appearance  of  the  richest  silver  and 
bronze.  The  polishing  room  is  an  as- 
tonishrtent  to  the  beholders.  Here  the 
machines  are  furnished  with  wheels 
made  of  cloth  which  revolve  so  rapidly 
hat  they  appear  .is  solid  as  ihoujib 
made  of  emery.  The  room  is  full  of 
flymg  particles  of  cloth  and  du-t  which 
makes  it  very  unticalthy  for  the  work- 
men. 

The  next  department  to  be  placed  in 
running  order  after  the  dvnamo  ma- 
'-hines  are  sbt  in  position,  consists  of  the 
wire  mills,  which  will  occupy  the  old 
foundry  shop.  The  .■superintendent  savs 
that  he  expects  to  have  nearly  400 
hands,  some  of  whom  will  be  girls,  at 
work  by  July.

New  Okleals,  March  3.— The  Olym- 
pic club  opened  its  fistic  carnival  last 
night  with  a  finish  fight  between  Billy 
Hines  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  and 
McMillan  of  Washington.  The 
while  of  but  little  importance  as 
fights  go,  preceded  the  event  of  the 
evening — the  wrestling  match  between 
Evan  Lewis,  the  strangler,  and  Ernest 
Roeber. 

The  failure  of  the  club  to  bring  off  the 
Rvan-Dawson  fight  acted  as  a  damper, 
and  not  more  than  3500  occupied  seats 
in  the  immense  arena,  calculated  to  seat 
6000  people.  Hines  was  in  poor  form 
last  night  and  proved  an  easy  victim  for 
McMillan  who  had  everything  his  own 
way  after  the  first  round  and  knocked 
ou  Hines  in  the  fifth. 

The  Lewis-Roeber  wrestling  match 
was  quite  interesting.  The  strangle 
hold,  for  which  Lewis  is  famous,  was 
barred  by  the  club's  orders.  The  first 
bout  was  catch-as  catch-can  style,  Lewis' 
favorite  style.  Roeber  weighed  17S 
pounds,  Lewis  tipping  ihe  scales  at  1S5 
pounds.  Prof.  Duffy  acted  as  referee. 
Lewis  won  the  first  fall  in  7  minutes  and 
6  seconds.  After  ten  minutes'  rest  the 
men  locked  arms  for  the  Gr;eco-Roman 
bout,  which  was  won  by  Roeber  in  28 
minutes,  12  seconds. 

The  third  bout,  catch-as  catch-can 
style,  was  clearly  Lewis'  victory  in  less 
than  30  seconds.  He  secured  a  neck 
hold,  and  with  the  grapevine  gave  Roe- 
ber a  flying  fall,  landing  him  squarely  on 
his  shoulders.      Referee    Duffy  was  not 

firepared  for  such  sudden  action,  and 
aihng  to  see  both  pomts  down,  disal- 
lowed the  fall.  Lewis  himself  failed  to 
see  the  fall,  and  his  seconds  did  not  press 
their  claim.  With  half  a  Nelson,  Lewis 
again  brought  Roeber^to  a  bridge,  and 
taking  a  leg  hold  crushed  the  German 
two  points  down  in  12  minutes  and  9 
seconds. 

The  fourth  bout  was  Gr;tco-Roman 
style.  The  Strangler  went  to  work  as 
though  his  life  depended  on  ending  the 
bout  in  five  minutes,  but  Roeber  proved 
too  clever  for  him  and  won  the  fall  in  24 
minutes  and  43  seconds.  The  Strangler 
having  secured  the  quickest  fall  had  the 
selection  of  the  deciding  bout,  and  chose 
his  favorite  style,  catch-as-catch-can. 
Lewis  went  to  Roeber  like  a  mad  man, 
and  securing  a  neck  hold  and  hip  lock' 
gave  Roeber  a  fiying  fall  in  one  minute 
and  three  seconds,  wmning  the  final  bout 
and  the  match,  which  was  for  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  world  at  mi.xed  styles.

Several   Fights   in   Which  the  Federals  Were 
Victorious. 

New  York,  March  3. — The  Herald's 
correspondent  in  Rio  Grande  Do  Sul 
cables  that  paper  that  the  federals  have 
1000  armed  men  outside  the  city  of  San 
Ugenio.  They  propose  to  make  a  dash 
mto  the  city. 

There  has  been  fighting  outside  of 
Santa  Anna,  which  has  been  favorable 
to  the  federal  troops.  In  the  besieging 
army  were  3000  well  armed  men,  while 
the  defenders  of  the  city  numered  1000. 
More  defections  from  the  government 
troops  have  been  reported.  The  Sixth 
crvaliy  men  stationed  at  Attigas  went 
over  to  the  federals  in  a  body. 

The  news  has  also  been  received  con- 
firming the  report  of  the  fall  of  San  Pedu- 
to.  The  federals  under  Gen.  Tavarez  took 
the  city.  In  the  engagement  300  of  the 
government  troops  were  killed.  Re- 
cruits are  being  hurried  from  all  parts  of 
the  province  to  both  armies. 

At  Roccus  cruellies  are  reported  fiom 
the  part  of  Gen.  Is'doro,  one  of  the  gov- 
ernment officers,  who  kills  women  and 
children  as  a  sort  of  pastime.  Revolu- 
tion has  again  broken  out  in  Corrientes. 
This  time  the  leader  of  the  opposition  is 
not  known,  out  it  is  learned  that  they 
have  obtained  and  artillery  pieces.  The 
federal  government  has  ordered  a 
further  inquiry  into  the  state  of  the 
province. 

THE  MILLERS'  COMBINE. 


A  Terrible  Accident  at  Wheeler's  Shipyard  at 
Bay  City. 
Bay  City,  Mich.,  My.rch  3.— A  fright- 
ful accident  occurred  yesterday  at 
Wheeler's  shipyard.  The  company  was 
to  lay  the  keel  of  the  Centurion,  the  one 

hundredth  boat  built  by  them,  and  it  was 
an  event  ol  more  than  ordinary  import- 
ance, drawing  people  from  all  over  the 
Saginaw  valley.  It  was  also  intended  to 
launch  a  large  schooner. 

When  all  was  ready  at  4:45  o'clock, 
and  the  last  hawser  cut,  the  schooner 
started  slowly  for  the  water.  Then  with 
a  rush  she  plunged  into  the  icy  slip  and 
an  immense  wave  f  jrc<  d  the  ice  and 
steamer  Forbes  in  the  air. 

The  Forbes  rolled  until  half  over  and 
then  the  crowd  on  shore  saw  a  sight 
which  chilled  them.  Those  who  had  re- 
mained on  the  upper  deck  were  clinging 
on  for  life  if  they  could  lind  projections, 
while  less  fortunate  ones  were  flying 
headlong  toward  the  water.  Fully  thirty 
were  thrown  overboard  and  in  an  instant 
the  back  forms  arose  to  the  surface  be- 
tween the  two  boats  and  in  the  field  of 
broken  ice. 

How  mary  are  lost  has  not  been  ascer- 
tained, but  George  Hawkins  and  Ross 
Bennett,  boys  living  in  this  city,  and  Fred 
Peel,  a  Michigan  Central  conductor  from 
Detroit,  are  missing.  Fully  a  dozen  were 
injured. 

All  those  reported  missing  last  night 
were  accounted  for  this  morning  except 
C.  Smith,  of  Erie,  Pa.,  and  George  Haw- 
kins. Fred  Babcock,  who  was  rescued, 
but  who  was  seriously  injured,  died  at 
9:30  o'clock  this  morning.  Mr.  Doyle  is 
still  in  a  dangerous  condition  and  his  re- 
covery is  doubtful. 

Reliable  eye  witnesses  are  positive 
that  they  saw  two  boys  go  under  water 
who  were  not  taken  out,  and  at  least  halt 
a  dozen  corroborate  this  statement. 
The  search  for  bodies  will  be  con- 
tinued.

T}»«*  Times  When  a  Maii'«   Hand* 
tirely  Sti;iortiuouk. 
TNliat  can  even  a  man   who  isn't  self 
resjiecting  do  with  his  hands  while  im- 
mured in  a  dr.ss  suit?     "Let  'em  hang, 
of  course,"  will  bo  tho  reply  of  the  quick 
and  i>euerrating  roa<ler,  and  no  doubt 
that  is  the  best  thing  ho  can  do,  but  it 
occurs  to  lis  that  it  should  not  bo  so.  Tho 
dress  suit  is  defective;  it  is  behind  the 
age;  it  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of 
civilized  man.     The  nuui  who  can  wear 
a  dress  suit  and   let  his  hands  hang  and 
swing  about  without  experiencing  a  sense 
of  discomfort  shows  an  instance  of  atav- 
ism.    Man  originally,  of  course,  let  his 
hands  dangle  and  whip  about  him  in 
every  passing  wind.  Ho  also  ate  his  food 
raw    and    lived    in    a    cavo  with  dark 
rooms,  and  i^erhaps  a  family  in  the  next 
cave  with  children.

The  Charges  Made  By  Senator  Keller  Ap- 
pear to  Have  Stirred  Up  the  Minne- 
apolis Lunnbermen.

Walker  Claims  That  All  His  Lands 
Are  Recorded  and  Are  Taxed  to 
the  Limit. 


Some  Say  Lumbermen  Pay  Taxes  in  Itasca 

County  to  Evade  High  Taxes  in 

Minneapolis. 


The  lumbermen  of  Minneapolis  are 
taking  considerable  interest  in  the  inves- 
tigation ordered  by  the  senate  into 
charge  by  Senator  Keller  that  large 
acreages  of  land  m  Itasca  county  escape 
taxation,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
county  officers  are,  almost  without  ex- 
ception, employes  of  lumber  firms  own- 
ing the  land.  The  situation  is  pretty 
thoroughly  explained  in  the  following 
interview  with  T.  B.  Walker,  who  was 
one  of  the  lumber  owners  in  Itasca 
county  on  a  large  scale: 

"So  far  as  I  am  concerned,"  said  Mr. 
Walker,  "I  have  net  one  acre  of  land  m 
Itasca  county  that  is  not  of  record  or  on 
which  I  am  not  payii  g  the  full  assessed 
taxes.  For  all  the  lands  I  have  ever 
owned  in  any  of  these  counties  the  deeds 
have  bten  recorded  without  delay  and 
the  taxes  have  been  paid  every  year  in 
full  to  the  present  time.  I  do  not  know 
personally  one  of  the  county  officials  in 
Itasr.a  county.  It  is  undoubtedly  true 
that  the  men  engaged  in  running  that 
county  are  more  or  less  connected  with 
the  lumber  firms  of  this  city,  or  Little 
Fal.s,  or  St.  Paul,  or  St.  Cloud,  or  Du- 
luth. 

"The  inhabitants  of  those  frontier 
counties  are  necessarily  lumbermen,  as 
that  is  exclusively  and  entirely  the  busi- 
ness carried  on  in  the  county.  There  is 
no  agricultural  population  and  will  not 
be  for  many  years.  The  organ  zation  of 
the  county  was  entirely  unnecessary.  I 
do  not  believe  the  other  gentlemen 
whose  names  were  mentioned  with  mine 
have  anv  unrecorded  deeds,  or  that  any 
of  them  escape  paying  the  full  taxes  due 
on  their  land  in  that  county. 

"The  fact  is,  I  con^der    the  reverse  of 


this  statement  the  true  one,  the  lumber- 
men are  compelled  to  pay  taxes  that  arc 
assessed  upon  them  in  counties  where 
they  have  personally  no  vote,  and  al- 
though these  men  are  largely  dealing 
with  the  lumbermen,  either  selling  them 
goods,  cutting  timber  for  them,  driving 
logs  or  other  work  connected  with  the 
log  business,  yet  they  do  their  own  vot- 
ing, levy  and  collect  their  own  taxes 
and  dispose  of  them  as  they  think  best, 
without  any  particular  reference  to  the 
men  who  have  to  pay  the  taxes. 

"Itasca  county  is  a  very  large  one  and 
the  settlement  is  very  small,  so  there  is 
no  occasion  for  very  extensive  taxation 
for  county  purposes.  The  state  receives 
its  full  amount  of  taxes  so  far  as  I  have 
any  knowledge,  and  if  excessive  taxes 
are  not  levied  for  local  purposes  it  will 
only  save  the  county  from  being  denuded 
of  pine  at  a  much  earlier  date.  The  in- 
vestigation will  show  what  the  facts  are. 
I  do  not  know  who  the  county  assessor 
is,  or  any  of  the  other  officers  of  the 
county.  I  have  seen  the  name  of  the 
recorder  on  the  back  of  deeds. 

"I  do  not  believe  the  taxpayers  have 
anything  to  do  or  to  say  about  the 
amounts  of  taxes  assessed  on  the  valua- 
tions placed  on  the  lands — either  Mr. 
Sheviin  or  any  one  else — not  nearly  as 
much  so  as  the  taxpayers  do  in  all  other 
counties  of  this  state." 


ON  THE  WRONG   SCENT. 


Senator  Keller  Barks  up  the  Wrong  Tree.  Say 
the  Lumbermen. 

It  seems  that  practically  all  the  more 
important  Minneapolis  lumber  men  own 
Itasca  stumpage  and  are  interested  in 
the  proposed  investigation,  but  accord- 
ing to  the  story  told  the  Journal  yester- 
day Senator  Keller  is  on  the  wrong 
scent.  It  is  now  claimed  there  is  a  con- 
certed movement  on  the  part  of  certain 
Minneapolis  lumber  firms  to  evade  a 
taxation  on  their  logs  in  Minneapolis, 
but  not  to  evade  the  taxes  in  Itasca 
county.  Two  Minneapolis  companies 
have  been  organized  lor  this  express 
purpose,  viz: 

The  Pine  River  Logging  and  Improve- 
ment company,  composed  of  ex-Gover- 
nor John  S.  Pillsbury  and  C.  A.  Smith: 
and  the  Grand  Rapids  Logging  com- 
pany, composed  of  the  members  of  the 
Shevlin-Carpenter  company.  The  Pine 
River  Logging  and  Improvement  com- 
pany owns  the  logs  from  the  time  they 
are  cut  in  the  woods  until  the  following 
.May  I.  when  they  are  sold  to  Pillsbury 
and  Smith. 

The  Grand  Rapids  company  in  a  simi- 
lar way  holds  the  logs  of  the  Sbelvin- 
Carpentcr  company   until    May  i.     The 


result  of  this  plan  is  that  the  logs  are 
taxed  in  Itasca  county  where  the  tax  is 
merely  nominal  and  escape  the  the  tax 
in  Minneapolis  which  is  2  per  cent. 
Under  the  operation  of  this  scheme, 
which  is  not  denied  by  the  gentlemen 
who  were  talked  to  this  afternoon,  Itasca 
county  is  really  a  gainer  for  she  collects 
taxes  each  vear  which  otherwise  would 
be  collected  in  Minneapolis. 

That  the  tax  is  evaded  also  in  Itasca 
county  the  lumber  men  do  not  believe. 
The  saving  that  is  the  result  of  this 
double-headed  corporation  plan  is  an  im- 
portant one.  The  two  firms  named  cut 
in  Itasca  county  yearly  at  least  50,000.000 
feet  each  which  is  worth  at  least  §8  a 
thousand,  or  a  total  of  $400,000.  The 
difference  between  a  nominal  tax  in 
Itasca  county  .md  a  2  per  cent  tax  in 
Minneapolis  is  sufficient  to  make  the 
double  corporation  an  object.

Superior  Board  of  Trade  Committee  Discusses 
the  Subject  With  Elevator  Me.i. 

The  committee  of  the  Suoerior  board 
of  trade  on  the  bill  for  state  inspection 
met  yesterday  with  the  Duluth  and  Min- 
neapolis  elevator    men.      There    were 

present  besides  the  Superior  millers  and 
the  committee,  W.  C.  Farrington,  repre- 
senting the  (ireat  Northern  elevators; 
G.  G.  Barnum,  of  the  Duluth  Elevator 
company;  S.  D.  Cargill,  the  Minneapolis 
elevator  man,  and  A.  Harrington  and  S. 
A.  Harris,  also  of  Minneapolis. 

The  elevator  men  were  questioned  by 
the  committee  on  many  points.  G.  G. 
Barnum  told  the  committee  that  what 
Superior  should  have  in  order  to  get  the 
business  is  a  good  sample  market.  S.  D. 
Cargill  was  put  on  the  stand  by  the 
committee.  In  answer  to  an  inquiry  as 
to  the  result  of  having  two  separate  in- 
spections he  said:  "If  you  have  two 
separate  grain  inspections  at  the  head 
of  the  lake  it  will  be  the  same  as  not 
having  any  at  all  as  each  will  try  to  do  a 
little  better  than  the  other." 

K.  M.  Todd  then  asked  the  elevator 
men  how  it  would  suit  them  to  let  the 
Superior  board  do  the  weighing  and  let 
the  Minnesota  inspection  stand.  "  That 
would  suit  me,"  Mr.  Barnum  replied, 
"and  1  would  go  right  down  to  St.  Paul 
and  work  for  it.  Tfie  plan  i?,  I  think,  to 
have  the  state  of  Minnesota  appoint  the 
weighers  and  after  paying  them  turn 
what  was  left  over  to  the  Superior 
board." 

Some  of  those  present  thought  the  Su- 
perior board  ought  to  appoint  the  weigh- 
ers, but  did  not  fight  this  question  very 
much.  What  prevented  the  members  of 
the  board  from  being  in  favor  of  Mr. 
Todd's  proposition  was  that  the  state  of 
Minnesota  had  every  year  lowered  the 
charge  for  inspection  and  they  feared 
that  It  would  lower  the  charge  for  weigh- 
ing and  thus  the  board  would  not  make 
anything.  One  of  the  committee  mem- 
be'-s  said:  "What  we  want  is  to  appoint 
the  weighmasters  and  have  the  net 
revenues  after  the  weighers  have  been 
paid  and  to  regulate  the  fee?.  Provided 
wc  can  nave  that  we  will  be  willing  to 
let  the  Minnesota  inspection  stand." 

The  elevator  men  explained  that  it 
would  be  no  object  to  the  board  to  have 
the  power  to  regulate  the  fees  for  if  they 
made  the  fees  higher  than  those  at  Du- 
luth shippers  would  not  patronize  Su- 
perior.

Stjpervising  Surgeon  Wyman  War.ts  a  Copy  of 
Duliith's. 
The  following  letter,  bearing  date  of 
Feb.  15,  has  been  received  by  the  board 
of  health  from  Walter  Wyman,  super- 
vising surgeon  general   marine   hospital 

service: 

"Section  3.  of  the  national  quarantine 
law,  which  has  passed  both  nouses  of 
congress,  and  has  this  day  been  .ipprovcd 
by  the  president,  p.-'ovides  that  the  su- 
pervising surgeon  general  of  the  marine 
hospital  service  shall  immediately  after 
Ibis  act  takes  effect,  exam.ine  the  quar- 
antiiie  regulations  of  all  state  and  mu- 
nicipal boards  of  health,  etc.  In  order 
to  comply  with  the  duty  impo->ed  by  this 
secton.l  have  to  request  that  you  will 
send  me  a  copy  or  copies  of  your  quar- 
antine regulations." 

HELD  TO  THE  JURY. 


The  ni;^ht  schools  which  have  been 
popular  institutions  conducted  the  past 
four  months  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  public  school  authori- 
ties, will  close  this  evening.

sttu^iioa.  Not  a  few  of  the  young 
women,  while  used  to  belter  things  in 
the  native  country,  arc  employed  as 
kitchen  s:;rvanls  and  in  hopes  of  learn- 
ing the  langua'^e  of  the  country  and  thus 
lit  themselves  for  more  congenial  and 
piolitable  employment,  have  regularly 
appeared  each  evening,  af tor  clays  of 
seve.e  trial,  it  is  doubtful  if  anything 
in  the  city  is  more  beneiicial  and  piolit- 
able in  every  way  than  these  free  night 
schools.  Fo^r  short  months  shov/  great 
results  to  ttiose  who  have  kept  up 
observations.

Grover  Cleveland  Inaugurated  at  Washing- 
ton Today  as  President  of  the  United 
States  a  Second  Time.

More  Imposing  Parade  in  Military  and  Civic 

Display  Than  That  of  Any  Previous 

Inauguration. 


WASHixnTON.  March  4.— Grover 
Cleveland,  of  New  York,  thrice  nomi- 
nated for  president  of  the  United  States 
and  twice  elected,  was  today  su:cess- 
fully  inducted  into  that  high  office  for 
his  second  term,  with  all  appropriate 
ceremonies  and  the  gathering  of  a 
mighty  multitude,  and  with  the  accom- 
paniment of  a  blinding  snowstorm 
But  notwithstanding  every  disadvantage 

of       weather,        the      last       occasion 
was  greater  than  the  tirst. 

Had  the  atmospheric  conditions  been 
anything  like  favorable,  instead  ot  being 
as  bad  as  could  possibly  be,  there  would 
probably  have  been  60,000  men  and  a 
number  of  ladies  marching  or  riding  in 
the  parade,  as  against  25,000  in  18S5. 
The  were  all  here  waitmg  to  fall  in 
line,  but  at  the  last  moment  many  of  the 
organizations  were  compelled  to  desist 
from  participation.  Nevertheless  the 
occasion  was  made  memorable  by  the 
vast  attendance. 

Today  also  the  governors  ci  eleven 
great  states,  New  York.  New  Jersey, 
Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  in  the 
North  and  East;  of  Pennsylvania  anJ 
Maryland,  among  the  Middle  states;  of 
Georgia,  North  and  South  Carolina  and 
Louisiana  in  the  South  and  of  Wiscon- 
sin in  the  far  West,  participated  in  the 
national  ceremonies  and  thereby  empha- 
sized the  complete  restoration  of  national 
unity. 

More  interesting  and  significant  even 
than  this,  perhaps  in  the  eyes  of  other 
nations  and  the  historian,  were  the  man- 
ifestations of  the  marvelous  growth  of 
the  country  in  population  and  power  and 
the  fact  that  this  momentous  and  ma- 
jestic change  in  the  government  of  65,- 
ooo.coo  millions  of  people  was  accom- 
plished according  to  a  cut  and  dried 
tormula,  every  step  of  which  was  planned 
and  publicly  announced  beforehand  and 
without  noticeable  disturbance  of  pub- 
lic interests  or  the  creation  of  any  ex- 
citement except  that  naturally  accom- 
panying a  great  national  pageant  and  the 
influx  of  two  or  three  hundred  thousand 
sightseers  into  the  capit.il. 
Eight  Years  Ago. 

The  order  ot  proceedings  was  almost 
identically  the  same  as  four  years  ago, 
with  the  action  of  the  chief  participants 
reversed,  and  it  differed  very  little,  ex- 
cept in  the  extent  of  the  demonstration, 
from  the  ccemonies  of  eight  years  ago, 
which  brought  Mr.  Cleveland  to  Wash- 
ington fon  the  2nd  of  March,  1S85)  for 
the  first  time  m  his  public  career.  Time 
and  that  "capacious  urn"  of  death,  which 
"keeps  every  name  in  motion,"  had 
wrought  many  changes  in  the  interim, 
however. 

The  m.ost  dramatic  incident  connected 
with  Mr.  Cleveland's  first  inauguration 
was  the  passage  by  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, under  the  skillful  manage- 
ment of  Speaker  Randall,  ot  the  bill 
whi(-h  authorized  the  placing  of  Gen. 
Grant  on  the  retired  list  of  the  army 
with  the  rank  and  pay  of  a  full 
general.  President  Arthur's  nomination 
of  the  dying  hero  to  the  position  thus 
created,  and  the  senate's  immediate  con- 
firmation of  the  appointment,  in  open 
executive  session  then  and  there  held 
tor  the  first  and  only  time  in  its  history 
— all  this  accomplished  within  a  few 
minutes  of  the  hour  when  the  Forty- 
eighth  congress  and  the  administration  of 
President  Arthur  passed  out  of  existence 
together  and  while  \'ice  President  Hen- 
dricks was  waiting  at  the  door  of  the 
senate  chamber  to  take  the  oath  of  office, 
at  the  hands  ot  acting  Vice  President 
Edmunds  and  barely  twenty  minutes 
before  Mr.  Cleveland  commenced  read- 
ing his  inaugural  address  from  the  cast 
portico  of  the  capitol. 

Grant,  Arthur,  Hendricks  and  Ran- 
dall, the  chief  actors  in  this  memorable 
drama,  have  all  since  been  called  away, 
and  Senator  Edmunds  has  retired  to 
private  life. 


BKXJ^UIIX  HACRISOK. 

Four  Years  Ago. 
Four  years  later,  when  Mr.  Cleveland 
in  turn  surrendered  the  chief  executive 
office  of  the  nation  to  Benjamin  Harri- 
son, conspicuous  in  the  distinguished 
throng  participating  in  the  ceremonies 
in  the  senate  chamber  were  cx-\'ice-Pres- 


ident  Hamlin,  Gen.  Tecumsch  Sherman, 
James  G.  Blaine.  William  Windom  and 
John  C  Fremont,  each  of  whom  has 
since  passed  to  his  reward.  What 
changes  another  four  years  may  bring 
none  may  di»ine,  but  the  experience  of 
the  past  is  eloquent  in  its  suggestiveness 
of  the  possibilities  of  the  future. 

There  are  lour  great  leading  features 
of  inauguration  day;  the  closing  hours 
of  congress,  into  which  so  much  law 
making  and  history  arc  frequently 
crowded;  the  ride  of  the  retiring  pres- 
ident and  the  president  and  vice-pres- 
ident-elect with  their  military  e^cort 
from  the  White  House  to  the  capitol,  to 
lay  down  and  take  up  the  reins  of  power 
respectively;  the  pageant  of  the    return-

ing  procession  and  review  after  the  cere- 
monies of  inau;^uration  are  over,  and  the 
inauguration  ball  at  night. 

Since  blunt  old    John    Adims,    "grip- 
sack in  hand,"  slid    out    of    the    White 
Honse  in  the    early    morning    dawn    of 
March  4,  1801,  to  avoid  extending  to  his  i 
hated  rival,  Thomas  Jefferson,  the  hospi-  I 
talities  of  the  executive   mansion,    there 
has  been  no  break  in  the   uniform   cour- 
tesy extended  every  four  or  eight  years 
by  the  retiring   chief    to    his    successor, 
unless  there  be    excepted    the  personal 
misunderstanding  which   arose   between  j 
President    Andrew    Johnson    and    Gen.  1 
Grant  in  the  last  days    of    the    former's 
administration  which    made   their  inter- 
course a  frigid  formality. 

In  this  year  of  grace,  courtesy  between 


fabulous  prices,  and  advantageous  seats 
on  the  public  stands  commanded  prices 
ranging  from  $5  up,  and  down.  The 
iinin  stand  from  which  President  Cleve- 
land reviewed  the  parade  was  erected 
immediately  in  front  of  the  White 
House.  It  was  150  feet  long  and  quite 
deep  and  had  a  comfort.ible  seating  ca- 
pacity for  1100  persons,  600  more  than 
the  corresponding  stand  erected  on  the 
same  site  for  the  inauguration  of  Presi- 
dent Harrison. 

It  was  decorated  with  effective  taste. 
In  the  center  was  an  arch  forty-two  feet 
high  and  similarly  draper' and  surmoun- 
ted by  the  arms  of  the  United  States. 
On  the  extreme  right  was  the  coats  of 
arms  of  New  York  (Mr.  Cleveland's 
state).  On  the  extreme  left  was  the 
coat  of  arms  of  Illinois  (Vice  President 
Stevenson's  state),  and  between  them 
were  displayed  the  armorial  bearings  of 
the  other  members  of  the  thirteen  orig- 
inal states.  Above  each  of  these  insig- 
nia was  a  banner  bearing  the  name  of 
the  state. 

Cushioned  seats  were  provided  for  the 
president  and  his  cabinet  who  surround- 
ed him;  and  folding  chairs  were  supplied 
for  the  diplomatic  corps  who  were  ar- 
ranged immediately  behind  him.  On 
either  side  were  seats  for  senators,  mem- 
bers or  the  house  of  representatives  and 
specially  invited  guests.  The  nearest 
stand  to  that  of  the  president  was  as- 
signed to  representatives  of  the  press. 
It  had  a  seating  capacity  of  200,  and  the 
applications  to  the  press  committee 
nnmbered  a  little  over  2,000. 

An  Array  of  Stands. 

The  vast  treasury  building  was  com- 
pletely walled  in  with  stands.  The  prin- 
cipal one  extended  along  the  entire 
front  ot  the  building  along  Pennsylvania 
avenue  and  had  a  capacity  for  seating 
several  thousand  people.  This  was  an 
open  stand  and  was  intended  to 
be  occupied  chiefly  by  the  department 
employes  and  their  families.  But  the 
position  most  sought  after  in  connection 
with  the  treasury  building,  was  the  stand 
on  Fifteenth  street  which  commanded  an 
unobstructed  view  of  the  avenue  all  the 
way  to  the  capitol. 

On  all  the  little  parks  .md  public  res- 
ervations on  the  line  of  mnrch  and  on 
every  other  available  point,  stands  were 
erected,  the  largest  of  all  extcrding  the 
entire  length  of  Lafayette  square,  imme- 
diately in  front  of  the  White  House  and 
the  president's  stand,  and  seating    fully 
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the  outgoing  and  incoming  powers  has 
reigned  supreme,  as  witness  the  banquets 
given  by  the  senate  without  distinction 
of  party  to  Vice  President  .Morton  and 
Secretary  Carlisle,  the  reception  ten- 
dered by  Vice  President  Morton  to  Vice 
President  Stevenson,  and  the  marked 
civilities  exchanged  between  .Presidents 
Harrison  and  Cleveland. 

"I  desire  the  ideas  of  President  Har- 
rison carried  out  as  to  my  conveyance  to 
the  inaugural  ceremonies,"  wrote  .Mr. 
Cleveland.  "A  very  sensible  suggestion 
is  attributed  to  him,  and  that  is  that  I 
ride  in  his  carriage  as  he  did  in  mine  on 
March  4,  1880,"  and  so  it  was.  All  the 
ceremonial  calls  and  the  other  niceties 
of  the  day  were  observed  between  them 
with  a  cheerful  alacrity  indicative  of 
almost  cordial  friendship. 

A  Magnificent  Scene. 

The  scene  along  tht  line  of  march  was 
such  as  no  city  but  Washington  and  no 
street  but  its  broad,  well-paved  Pennsyl- 
vania avenue  could  produce.  Public 
and  private  stands  erected  along 
the  line  of  march  from  the  capitol  to  a 
point  bcvond  the  White  House  had  an 
estimated  seating  capacity  of  60,000 
persons  and  every  one  of  them  was 
crowded. 

Previous  experience  with  the  Knights 
Templar  conclave  three  years  ago  and 
the  encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  last  year  had  prepared  the 
city  to  receive  and  accommodate  crowds 
but  no  such  vast  concourse  as  this'  ever 
before  gathered  in  the  nation's  capitol. 
The  two  roads,  the  Boston  &  Ohio  and 
the  Pennsylvania,  which  alone  up  to  the 
present  time  have  the  right  of  entry  in- 
to the  city,  were  taxed  to  their  utmost 
capacity. 

Thousands  of  other  visitors  came  in 
by  river  and  by  road.  Boating  and 
coaching  parties  were  organized  from 
Maryland.  The  steamboats  anchored 
in  the  river  afforded  sleeping  accommo- 
dations for  their  guests,  and  the  coach- 
ing parties  were  able  to  drive  to  the 
suburbs  and  there  obtained  free  and 
more  airy  accommodations  than  in  the 
densely  crowded  city. 

Every  foot  of  standing  room  alon?  the 
route  of  the  procession,  fully  two  miles 
in  length  was  occupied,  windows  com- 
manding a  view  of    the  parade  brought 


50,000  people.  Profiting  by  past  experi- 
ence and  bearing  in  mind  the  discomfort 
occasioned  by  the  wretched  weather  of 
four  years  ago  nearly  all  the  stands  were 
made  both  wind  and  water  proof,  and 
thus  afforded  far  more  pleasant  shelter 
than  ever  before. 

The  finishing  touches  to  the  decora- 
tions were  not  accomplished  until  almost 
the  last  moment,  but  they  were  effective, 
though  not  so  varied  or  artistic  as  those 
which  New  York,  under  the  directions 
of  its  committee  on  taste,  displayed  on 
the  occasion  of  its  Columbian  ctlebr.a- 
tion.  The  preponderance  of  red,  white 
and  blue  hurting,  relieved  by  other  tints, 
?ave  an  air  of  sameness  to  the  general 
effect  which  might  well  have  been 
avoided. 

On  Capitol  Hill. 

Capitol  Hill,  far  as  the  eye  could 
reach  from  the  eastern  front  of  the  capi- 
tol, was  an  undulating  mass  of  humanity 
assembled  to  witness  the  administering 
of  the  oath  of  office  to  the  new  president 
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by  the  chief  justice  of  the  United  States 
and  to  hear,  as  many  as  could  get  within 
ear  shot,  the  inaugural  address.  The 
picturesque  and  thoroughly  republican 
practice  of  taking  the  oath  of  office  and 
delivering  the  inaugural  address  in  the 
open  air,  in  the  presence  of  the    people. 


was  begun  by  Zachary  Taylor  in  1849. 
Previously  the  inaugural  address  had 
been  read  in  the  sen.-ite  chamber, 

Jefferson  was  the  first  president  to  be 
inaugurated  in  Washington  city.  VVash- 
ington  read  his  inaugural  in  New  York, 
Adams  in  Philadelphia.  Washington's 
first  inaugural  was  1300  words  in  length; 
his  second  only  134.  John  Adams'  in- 
augural was  2300  words  long;  Jefferson's, 
2100;  Madison's  1 100  on  both  occasions; 
Monroe's  3300  and  4400;  J.  O.  Adams' 
2QOO,  and  Andrew  Jackson'^first  and 
second  each  iioo;  Van  Buren  employed 
3800  words  and  Wm.  Henry  Harrison, 
the  most  voluminous  of  them  all,  8500. 

John  Tyler,  in  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  president  after  the  death  of  Harrison,

addressed  his  inaugural  of  1600  words  to 
the  public  and  published  it  in  the  news- 
papers, congress  not  being  in  session. 
Polk  employed  nearly  5000  words,  Tay- 
lor 1000.  Fillmore  simply  announced 
the  death  of  Taylor  in  a  message  of  2600 
words,  sent  into  each  house  of  congress, 
and  delivered  no  inaugural.  Franklin 
Pierce's  address  was  3000  words;  Lin- 
coln's on  his  first  election  3500;  on  his 
second  only  580. 

Johnson  took  the  reins  of  government 
after  Lincoln's  death  in  a  brief  message 
of  360  words.  Gr.mt's  first  inaugural 
was  1,100  words  long,  his  second  1,300. 
Hayes  employed  2,40c  words,  Garheld 
2,900.  Arthur  followed  the  custom  of 
other  vice-presidents  in  succeeding  to 
the  presidency  through  death,  by  giving 
only  a  very  short  address  of  400  words. 
Cleveland's  first  inaugural,  which  he 
committed  to  memory,  was  1,600  words. 
Benjamin  Harrison  entered  office  with 
an  inaugural  of  4,500  words. 
Ineugurai  Weather. 

The  installation  of  every  president, 
elected  as  such  by  the  people,  has  been 
attended  by  more  or  less  of  a  civic  and 
military  parade,  the  firing  of  cannon  and 
other  manifestations  ot  public  rejoicing. 
The  siory  that  Jefferson  rode  unattended 
to  the  capital  and  hitched  his  horse  to 
the  fence,  is  simply  one  of  three  contra- 
dictory accounts  of  the  event  and  the 
one  bearing  the  least  evidence  of  authen- 
ticity. Country  newspaper  reports  rep- 
resent him  as  being  escorted  from  his 
lodgings  to  the  japitol  by  a  body  of 
militia  and  a  procession  oi  citizens. 

In  the  m.Ttter  of  weather  the  inaugu- 
rations of  William  H.  Harrison,  Polk, 
Lincoln,  Grant,  Hayes  and  Benjamin 
Harrison,  alone  were  marred  by  storms 
and  rain.  All  the  other  presidents  were 
favored  with  sunshine;  some  even  with 
balmy  weather.  Thus  the  popular  idea 
as  to  the  prevailing  incidents  of  March 
weather  in  Wa-hingtondoes  not  seem  to 
be  borne  out  by  the  facts.  -  The  excep- 
tions, however,  have  been  of  great  se- 
verity. At  Grant's  second  inauguration 
some  of  the  troops  nearly  froze  at  their 
posts,  and  manv  deaths  were  directly 
attributable  to  the  cold,  drenching  rain 
which  accompanied  the  late  president's 
entry  into  office. 

A  Great  Parade. 

The  parade  of  todiy  was  greater  in 
numbers  and  more  imposing  in  military 
and  civic  display  than  that  of  any  pre- 
vious inauguration.  Gen. Martin  F.  Mc- 
•Vlahon,  of  New  York,  the  grand  mar- 
shal, carried  out  in  the  organization  of 
the  procession  the  same  admirable 
methods  of  assembling  his  forces,  which 
made  his  management  of  the  Columbian 
parade  in  New  York  city  last  October  so 
successful. 

With  military  sagacity,  he  recognized 
the  fact  that  it  takes  many  hours  to 
march  forty  or  fifty  thousand  men  past  a 
given  point,  even  under  the  most  favor- 
ing circumstances  of  broad  and  well- 
paved  streets,  and  instead  of  ordering 
all  the  organized  bodies  to  be  ready  to 
fall  in  at  one  and  the  same  time,  he  al- 
lowed sufficient  intervals  between  the 
hours  of  assembling  to  prevent,  as  fir  as 
possible,  fatiguing  waits,  and  so  ar- 
ranged the  assembling  place  on  contin- 
uous side  streets  that  the  men  were  able 
to  drop  into  line  without  delay  and 
without  crossing  the  line  of  march. 

In  all  these  matters  he  was  ably  as- 
sisted bv  his  adjutant  general.  Col.  H. 
Corbin,  U.  S.  A.  The  escorting  divi 
sion  composed  of  artillery,  cavalry  and 
infantry  of  the  regular  army,  brought 
from  the  garrisons  of  Fort  Monroe,  F  ort 
Myer  and  Fort  McHenry,  and  the  ma- 
rines from  the  Washington  navy  yard, 
with  the  admirably  ruled  national  guard 
of  the  district,  the  High  school  cadet 
regiment  and  other  local  organizations, 
assembled  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
White  House  and  the  war,  state  and 
navy  building  and  formed  in  columns  of 
sections  of  twelve  each  promptly  at 
10:50  They  marched  down  the  avenue, 
accompanying  the  presidential  party 
from  the  White  House  to  the  capitol 
prior  to  the  inauguration. 

All  the  rest  of  the  parade  as- 
sembled below  the  capitol  and 
marched  from  the  capitol  up  the 
avenue  after  the  inauguration  ceremonies 
were  over,  a  distance  of  fully  two  miles 
to  the  point  of  disbandment,  Washing- 
ton circle,  near  Twenty-third  street 
northwest. 

For  more  than  half  the  day  the  city 
looked  like  an  army  camp.  Then  with 
an  intervening  intfirludc  of  Grand  Army 
and  Union  veterans,  came  the  civic  half 
of  the  parade,  fully  as  numerous  and  as 
interesting  as  the  military  display. 

The  civic  procession,  under  the  mar- 
shalship  of  Col.  Wm.  Dickson,  was  in 
six  divisions  and  aggregated  more  than 
20,000  men  and  quite  a  noticeable  d?sh 
of  lady  ccjuestrians.  Tammany,  with  its 
gorgeous  new  banners  and  badges, 
field  the  right  of  the  line. 

The  second  division  was  assigned  to 
Pennsylvania,  Massachusetts,  New  Jer- 
sey and  Delaware  bad  the  third  division. 


Maryland  the  fourth,  and  Jthe  fifth  was 
the  Western  division  and  the  sixth  was 
made  up  ot  late  arrivin;j  organizations. 
The  bicycle  clubs  of  Baltimore  and 
Washington  brought  up  the  rear. 
A  Continual  Ovation. 

A  detailed  and  itemized  report  of  the 
great  par.-ide  today,  of  course,  will  not 
be  possible,  when  a  mere  enumeration 
of  the  various  regiments,  companies, 
posts,  and  civic  organizations  participat- 
ing occupies  many  newspaper  columns, 
but  some  of  the  notes  and  incidents  of 
the  parade  are  merely  set  down  at  ran- 
dom. The  passage  of  the  president 
along  the  avenue  was  one  continual  ova- 
tion of  the  most  enthusiastic  kind.  The 
steady  tramp  of  superbly  drilled  bat- 
talions of  regulars,  under  the  command 
of  Gen.  Brooke,  forming  his  escort;  the 
suggestive  rumble  of  gun  carriages  and 
the  soldierly  bearing  of  young  cadets, 
all  helped  to  keep  the  enthusiasm  up. 

Recollections  of  Homestead  came  to 
many  of  the  spectators  when  the  gover- 
nor of  Pennsylvania  rode  by  at  the  head 
of  his  regiments  of  blue-coated  Pennsyl- 
vania troops.  Maj.-Gen.  Snowden  was 
in  command  of  the  Pennsylvania  forces, 
with  Generals  Gobin,  Wiley  and 
Mechert  commandiiig  brigades.  The 
appearance  of  gray-coated  Gen.  Fitz- 
hugh  Lee,  of  Louisiana,  in  command  of 
the  third  division,  was  the  signal  for  a 
renewal  of  the  enthusiastic  ovation  which 
greeted  him  when  he  appeared  in  line 
on  the  occasion  of  ^Mr.  Cleveland's  first 
inauguration. 

Thereafter  came  a  procession  of  gov- 
ernors, all  of  whom  were  cheered.  There 
was  an  understanding  on  tne  part  of  the 
executive  committee  that  the  order  of 
precedence  should  follow  the  order  in 
which  each  state  entered  the  Union. 
This  was  not  quite  followed  out.  Some 
of  the  governors  (Governor  Flower,  of 
New  York,  for  instance),  preferred  to 
ride  in  carriages  in  the  civic  half  of  the 
parade  rather  than  appearing  on  horse- 
back at  the  head  of  their  troops.  Gov- 
ernor Wirtz,  of  New  Jersey,  and  his  staff, 
escorted  by  a  company  of  New  Jersey 
militia,  were  followed  by  Governor  Nos- 
ten,  of  Gtorgia,  with  the  Gtorgia  huzzars 
for  escort. 

Governor  Morris,  of  Connecticut,  was 
cheered.  The  youthful  looking  and 
popular  Governor  Russell,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, was  greeted  with  the  same 
cheers  which  have  followed  his  every 
appearance  in  public   the  last  few  years. 


A  profusion  of  streamers  with  the  in- 
scription "The  Banner  State— 61.537 
Democratic  majority  for  Cleveland," 
served  to  put  the  spectators  on  good 
terms  with  the  Jefferson  club  of  Louisi- 
ana. In  close  proximity  to  the  Louisi- 
anas  was  a  small  but  compact  delega- 
tion representing  the  Tuscorora  society 
of  Salt  Lake  City,  the  Tammany  of 
Utah,  and  the  members  of  which  had 
undertaken  a  3,000  mile  journey  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  inauguration  of  a  Demo- 
cratic president. 

There  was  a  twinkle  in  the  eye  of  the 
vice  president  and  a  suspicious  moisture 
about  those  of  his  wife  when  the  Illinois 
club  of  Bloomington,  which  formed  the 
escorting  party  of  the  vice  president  to 
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the  capitol,  marched  passed  the  review- 
ing stand.  Possibly  this  might  be  as- 
cribed to  the  fact  that  their  only  son, 
Louis  G.,  had  the  position  of  honor  in 
the  right  column  us  a  mark  of  recogni- 
tion of  the  First  Voters'  association.  He 
is  president  of  this  organization  and  cast 
his  first  vote  in  November  for  wnat 
proved  to  be  the  victorious  ticket. 

A  mounted  battalion  of  exceedingly 
eood-looking  young  women  led  the 
Cleveland  and  Stevenson  club  of  Mont 
gomery  county,  Maryland.  They  were 
Uie  sisters  and  daughters  of  members, 
and  their  dark  riding  habits  and  low 
crowned  hats  presented  a  decidedly  at- 
tractive appearance.  The  spectators 
were  not  slow  in  catching  on  to  the  nov- 
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since  his  phenomenal  success  in  Massa- 
chusetts politics.  Alongside  Governor 
Frank  Brown,  of  Maryland,  road  a  polar 
bear  carrying  the  original  flag  of  Lord 
Baltimore,  the  first  English  governor  of 
Maryland.  The  Maryland  troops  made 
a  fine  show.  Governor  Ben  R.  Tillman, 
of  .South  Carolina,  sitting  upright  as  an 
Indian,  led  the  picturesque  Palmetto 
Guards,  whose  organization  has  a  record 
extending  back  to  the  Mexican  war. 
There  must  have  been  a  goodly  scatter- 
ing of  Badger  State  folks  among  the 
spectators  for  the  discoverer  ot  "Peck's 
Bad  Boy"  was  the  recipient  of  salvos  of 
applause. 

The  Tammany  Braves. 
Headed  by  Governor  Flower  and  staff 
and  preceded  by  the  banner  of  the  Jack- 
son Democratic   association   of  the  Dis- 
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trict  of  Columbia,  the  3,000  Tammany 
braves  led  the  civic  divisions  of  the  par- 
ade. With  their  huge  silk  hats,  dark 
overcoats  and  showy  badges,  on  which 
the  tiger's  head  was  plainly  displayed, 
they  were  the  best  looking  body  of  civil- 
ians iu  the  parade. 


elty  and  the  belles  from  "Maryland" 
were  cheered  until  their  faces  were  of 
carmine  color. 

Changed  in  Four  Years. 

There  was  but  one  civic  delegation  in 
the  line  that  could  claim  the  distinction 
of  having  marched  in  an  inauguration 
parade  to  the  glory  of  a  Republican 
president  and  under  a  Republican  ban- 
ner. This  was  the  John  J.  O'Brien  asso- 
ciation of  New  York.  There  were  twenty 
ranks  of  ten  men  to  a  rank.  Four  years 
ago  they  marched  as  Republicans  in  the 
parade  that  attended  the  inauguration  of 
President  Harrison.  In  the  campaign  of 
which  today's  event  was  the  culmination 
the  organization  "flopped"  individually 
and  as  a  whole,  and  today  ihey  cheered 
as  lustily  for  Cleveland  and  Stevenson 
as  they  did  in  1889  for  Harrison  and 
Morton. 

The  ex-president's  bailiwick  was  rep- 
resented by  the  Cleveland  club,  of  In- 
dianapolis, the  first  organized  Demo- 
cratic contingent  from  the  capital  of  the 
Hoosier  state  to  attend  the  inauguration 
of  a  president. 

President  Cleveland  has  a  double. 
The  double  was  chief  marshal  today  of 
the  Bayard  Legation,  the  crack  Demo- 
cratic organization  of  the  ex-secretary  of 
state.  His  name  is  John  F.  Dolan,  and 
he  wears  a  nineteen  inch  collar,  propor- 
tionally high  on  the  neck.  A  good  many 
people  that  saw  him  go  by  imagined  for 
the  moment  that  he  was  the  new  presi- 
dent and  had  left  his  place  at  the  head 
ot  the  parade  to  do  honor  to  the  repre- 
sentation from  the  domain  of  his  former 
counsellor. 

The  Vanderhilt  Benevolent  association 
of  Charleston,  S.  C,  a  Democratic  organ- 
ization named  after  Cornelius  V^anderbilt 
and  of  which  President  Cleveland  is  an 
honorary  member,  turned  out  in  force  in 
the  fourth  division  cf  the  civic  parade. 
Each  member  wore  a  fac  simile  of  the 
of  the  artistic  medal  which  was  presented 
by  the  organization  to  Baby  Ruth.

President  Cleveland  Says  the  Pledges  of  the 

Democratic  Party  Will  Be  Carried 

Out  By  Him. 


Washington,  March  4.— The  inaug- 
ural address  delivered  by  President 
Cleveland  from  the  platform  erected 
from  the  east  portico  of  the  capitol  was 
as  follows: 

My  fellow  citizens:  In  obedience  to 
the  mandate  of  my  countrymen  I  am 
about  to  dedicate  myself  to  their  service 
under  the  sanction  of  a  solemn  oath. 
Deeply  moved  by  the  expression  of  con- 
fidence and  personal  attachment  which 
has  called  me  to  this  service,  I  am  sure 
my  gratitude  can  make  no  better  return 
than  the  pledge  I  now  give  before  God 
and  these  witnesses  of  unreserved  and 
complete  devotion  to  the  interests  and 
welfare  of  those  who  have  honored  me. 

I  deem  it  fitting  on  this  occasion, 
while  indicating  the  opinions  I  hold  con- 
cerning public  questions  of  present  im- 
portance, to  also  briefly  refer  to  the 
cxiitence  of  certain  conditions  and 
tendencies  among  our  people  which 
seem  to  menace  the  integrity  and  the 
usefulness  of  their  government. 

While  every  American  citizen  must 
contemplate  with  the  utmost  pride  and 
enthusiasm  the  growth  and  expansion  of 
our  country,  the  sufficiency  of  our  insti- 
tutions to  stand  against  the  rudest  shocks 
of  violence,  the  wonderful  thrift  and  en- 
terprise of  our  people,  and  the  demon- 
strated superiority  of  our  free  govern- 
ment, it  behooves  us  to  constantly  watch 
lor  every  symptom  of  insidious  infirmity 
that  threatens  our  national  vigor.  The 
strong  man  who,  in  the  confidence  of 
sturdy  health,  courts  the  sternest  activi- 
ties of  life  and  r.joices  in  the  hardihood 
of  constant  labor,  may  still  have  lurking 
near  his  vitals  the  unheeded  disease  that 
dooms  him  to  sudden  collapse. 
A  Sound  Currency. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  our  stupen- 
dous achievements  as  a  people, 'and  our 
country's  robust  strength,  have  given 
rise  to  a  heedlessness  of  those  laws  gov- 
erning our .  national  health,  which  we 
can  no  more  evade  than  1mfn9n  life  can 
escape  the  laws  of  God  and  nature. 
Manifestly  nothing  is  more  vital  to  our 
supremacy  as  a  nation  and  ihe  benefi- 
cent purposes  of  our  government  than  a 
sound  and  stable  currency.  Its  expo- 
sure to  degradation  should  at  once 
arouse  to  activity  the  most  enlightened 
statesmanship;  and  the  danger  cf  de- 
preciation in  the  purchasing  power  of 
the  wages  paid  to  toil  should  furnish  the 
strongest  incentive  to  prompt  and  con- 
servative caution. 

In  dealing  with  our  present  embar- 
rassing situation,  as  related  to  this  sub- 
ject, we  will  be  wise  if  we  tem.per  our 
confidence  and  faith  in  our  national 
strength  and  resources  with  the  frark 
concession  that  even  these  will  not  per- 
mit us  to  defy  with  impunity  the  inexor- 
able laws  of  finance  and  trade.  At  the 
bame  time,  in  our  efforts  to  adjust  differ- 
ences of  opinion,  we  should  be  free  from 
intolerance  or  passion,  and  our  judg- 
ments should  be  unmoved  by  alluring 
phases  and  unvexed  by  selfish   interests. 

I  am  confident  that  such  an  approach 
to  the  subject  will  result  in  prudent  apd 
effective  remedial  legislation.  In  the 
meantime  so  far  as  the  exccuiive  branch 
of  the  government  can  intervene,  none 
of  the  powers  with  which  it  is  invested 
will  be  withheld,  when  their  exercise  is 
deemed  necessary  to  maintain  cur 
national  creditor  avert  financial  disaster. 

Closely  related  to  the  exaggerated 
confidence  in  our  country's  greatness, 
which  tends  to  a  disregard  ot  the*  rules 
of  national  safety,  another  danger  con- 
fronts us  not  less  serious.  1  refer  to 
the  prevalance  of  a  popular  disposition 
to  expect  from  the  opeiation  of  the  gov- 
ernment especial  and  direct  individual 
advantages. 

The  Tariff  Question. 

The  verdict  of  our  voters  which  con- 
denined  the  injustice  of  maintaining  pro- 
tection for  protection's  sake,  enjoins  up- 
on the  people's  servants  the  duty  of  ex- 
posing and  destroying  the  brood  of 
kindred  evils  which  are  the  unwhole- 
some progeny  of  paternalism.  This  is  the 
bane  of  republican  institutions  and  the 
constant  peril  of  our  government  by  the 
people.  It  degrades  to  the  purposes  of 
wily  craft  the  plan  of  rule  our  fathers 
established  and  bequeathed  to  usj  as  the 
object  of  our  |  love  and  veneration.  It 
perverts  the  patriotic  sentiment  of  our 
countrymen  and  tempts  them  to  a  pitiful 
calculation  of  the  sordid  gain  to  be  de- 
rived from  their  government's  mainten- 
ance. It  undermines  the  self  reliance  of 
cur  people  and  substitutes  in  its  place 
dependence  upon  governmental  favorit- 
ism. It  stifles  the  spirit  of  true  Ameri- 
canism and  stupefies  every  ennobling 
trait  of  American  citizenship. 

The  lessons  of  paternalism  ought  to 
be  unlearned  and  the  better  lesson 
taught  that  while  the  people  should  pa- 
triotically and  cheerfully  support  their 
government,  its  functions  do  not  include 
the  support  of  the  people.  The  accept- 
ance of  this  principle  leads  to  a  refusal 
of  bounties  and  subsidies,  which  burden 
the  labor  and  thrift  of  a  portion  of  our 
citizens  to  aid  ill  advised  or  languishing 
enterprises  in  which  they  have  no  con- 
cern. It  leads  also  to  a  challenge  of  a 
wild  and  reckless  pension  expenditure, 
which  overleaps  the  bounds  of  grateful 
recognition  of  patriotic  service  and  pros- 
titutes to  viciousness  the  people's  prompt 
and  generous  impulse  10  aid  those  dis- 
abled in  their  country's  defense. 

Every  thoughtful  American  must  real- 
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ize  the  importance  of  checking  at  its 
besinning  any  tendency  in  public  or 
private  station,  to  repard  frugality  and 
economy  as  virtues  which  we  may  safely 
outgrow'.  The  toleration  of  th\s  idea 
results  in  the  waste  of  tiie  people's 
money  by  their  chosen  servants  and  en- 
courages prodigality  and  extravagance 
in  the  home  life  of  our  countrymen. 
Public  Economy. 
Under  our  scheme  of  government  the 
waste  of  public  money  is  a  crime  against 
the  citizen;  and  the  contempt  of  our 
people  for  economy  and  frugality  in 
their  personal  affairs  deplorablv  saps 
the  strength  and  sturdmess  of  our 
national  character.  It  is  a  plain  dictate 
of  honest  and  good  government  that 
public  expenditures  should  be  limited 
by  ptiblic  necessity,  and  that  this  should 
be  measured  by  the  rules  of  strict 
economy;  and  it  is  equclly  cleai  that 
frugality  among  the  people  is  the  best 
guaranty  of  a  contented  and  strong  sup- 
port of  tree  institutions. 

One  mode  of  the  misappropriation  of 
public  funds  is  avoided  when  appoint- 
ments to  office,  instead  of  being  the  re- 
wards of  partisan  activity,  are  awarded 
to  those  whose  efficiency  promises  a  fair 
return  of  work  for  the  compensation  paid 
to  them.  To  secure  the  titness  and  com- 
petency of  appointees  to  office  and  to 
remove  from  political  action  the  demor- 
alizing madness  for  spoils,  civil  service 
reform  has  found  a  place  in  our  political 
policy  and  laws.  The  benefits  already 
gained  through  this  instrumentality  and 
the  further,  usefulness  it  promises  entitle 
it  to  the  hearty  support  and  encourage- 
ment of  all  who  desire  to  see  our  public 
service  well  performed,  or  who  hope  for 
the  elevation  of  political  sentiment  and 
the  })urification  of  political  methods. 

Tne  existence  of  immense  aggrega- 
tions of  kindred  enterprises  and  com- 
binations of  business  interests,  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  limiting  production 
and  fixing  prices,  is  inconsistent  with 
the  fair  field  which  ought  to  be  open  to 
every  independent  activity.  Legitimate 
strife  in  business  should  not  be  super- 
seded by  an  enforced  concession  to  the 
demands  of  combinations  that  have  the 
power  to  destroy,  nor  should  the  people 
10  be  served  lose  the  benefit  of  cheapness, 
which  usually  result-  from  wholesome 
competition. 

These  aggregations  and  combinations 
frequently  constitute  conspiracies  against 
the  interests  of  the  [)iopIe,  and  in  all 
their  phases  they  are  unnatural  and  O])- 
posed  to  our  American  sense  of  fairness. 
To  the  extent  that  they  can  be  reached 
and  restrained  by  federal  power,  the 
general  government  should  relieve  our 
citizens  from  their  interference  and  ex- 
actions. 

Equality  Before  the  Law. 
Loyalty  to  the  principles  upon  which 
our  government  rests  positively  demands 
that  the  equality  before  the  law  which  it 
guarantees  to  every  citizen  should  be 
justly  and  in  good  faith  conceded  in  all 
parts  of  the  land.  The  enjoyment  of  this 
right  follows  the  badge  of  citizenship 
wherever  found,  and,  unimpaired  by  race 
or  color,  it  appeals  for  recognition  to 
American  manliness  and  fairness. 

Our  relations  with  the  Indians  located 
within  our  borders  impose  upon  us 
responsibilities  we  cannot  escape.  Hu- 
manity and  consistency  require  us  to 
treat  them  with  forbearance,  and  in  our 
dealings  with  them  to  honestly  and  con- 
siderately regard  their  rights  and  inter- 
ests. EvciV  effort  should  be  made  to 
lead  them  through  the  paths  of  civiliza- 
tion and  education  to  self  supporting 
independent  citizenship.  In  the  mean- 
time, as  the  nation's  wards,  they  should 
be  promptly  defended  ai^amst  the  cupid- 
ity of  designing  men  and  shielded  from 
every  influence  or  temptation  that  re- 
tards their  advancement. 

The  people  of  the  United  States  have 
decreed  that  oa  this  day  the  control  oi 
thsir  government  in  its  legislative  and 
executive  branches  shall  be  given  to  a 
political  party  pledged  in  the  most  posi- 
tive terms  to  the  accomplishment  of  tar- 
iff reform.  They  have  thus  determined 
in  favor  of  a  more  just  and  equitable 
system  of  federal  taxation.  The  agents 
they  have  chosen  to  carry  out  their  pur- 
poses arc  bound  by  their  promises  not 
less  than  by  the  command  of  their  mas- 
ters, to  devote  themselves  unremittingly 
to  this  service. 

Tariff  For  Revenue  Only. 
While  there  should  be  no  surrender 
of  principle,  our  task  must  be  under- 
taken wisely  and  without  vindictiveness. 
Our  mission  is  not  punishment,  but  the 
rectification  of  wrongs.  If,  in  lifting 
burdens  from  the  daily  life  of  our  peo- 
ple, we  reduce  inordinate  and  unequal 
advantages  too  long  enjoyed,  this  is 
but  a  necessary  incident  of  our 
return  to  right  and  justice.  If  we  exact 
from  unwilling  minds  acquiescence  in 
the  theory  of  an  honest  distribution 
of  the  fund  of  governmental  beneficence 
treasured  up  for  all,  we  but  insist  upon 
a  principle  which  underlies  our  free  in- 
btitutions. 

When  we  tear  aside  the  delusions  and 
misconc?^tions  which  have  blinded  our- 
countrymen  to  their  condition  under 
vicious  tariff  laws,  we  but  show  them 
how  far  they  have  been  led  away  from 
the  paths  of  contentment  and  prosper- 
ity. When  wc  proclaim  that  the  neces- 
sity for  revenue  to  support  the  govern- 
ment furnishes  the  only  justilication  for 
taxing  the  people,  we  announce  a  truth 
so  plain  that  its  denial  would  seem  to  in- 
dicate the  extent  to  which  judgment  may 
be  intluencedby  familiarity  with  perver- 
sions of  the  taxing  power,  and.  wtien  wc 
seek  to  leinstate  the  self  confidence  and 
business  enterprise  of  our  citizens  by 
discrediting  an  abject  dependence  upon 
governmental  favor,  wc  strive  to  .stimu- 
late those  elements  of  American  charac- 
ter which  support  the  hope  of  .-Ymerican 
achievement. 

Anxiety  for  the  redemption  of  the 
pledges  which  my  party  has  made  and 
solicitude  for  the  complete  justification 
of  the  trust  the  people  have  reposed  in 
us,  constrain  me  to  remind  those  with 
whom  I  am  to  co-operate  that  we  can 
succeed  in  doing  tlie  work  which  has 
b'-en  especially  set  before  us  only  by  the 
most  sincere,  harmonious  and  disinter- 
ested efioit.  Even  if  insuperable  ob- 
stacles and  oppcsiiion  prevent  the  con- 
summation of  our  task,  we  shall  hardly 
be  excused;  and  if  failure  can  be  traced 
to  our  fault  or  neglect,  we  may  be  sure 
that  the  people  will  hold  us  to  a  swift 
and  exacting  accountability 

Obedience  to  the  Constituhon. 
The  oath  I  now  take  to  preserve,  pro- 
tect, and  defend  the  constitution  of  the 
United  .States  not  only  impressively  de- 
fines the  great  responsibility  I  assume, 
but  suggests  obedience  to  constitutional 
commands  as  the  rule  by  which  mv 
Gffic'.il  conduct  must  be  guided.  I  shall 
to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  within  my 
snheri;  of  duty  preserve  the  constitution 
bv  loyally  protecting  every  grant  of 
federal  power  it  contains,  by  defending 
all  its  restraints  when  attacked  by  im- 
oat'''nce  and  restlessness,  and  by  en- 
forcing its  limitations  and  reservations  in 
favor  of  the  states  ^nd  the  people. 
Fully  impressed  with  the   gravity   of 


the  duties  that  confront  me,  mindful  of 
my  weakness,  I  should  be  appalled  if 
it  were  my  lot  to  bear  unaided  the  re- 
sponsibilities which  await  me.  1  am, 
however,  saved  from  disci»uragement 
when  I  remember  that  I  shall  have  the 
support  and  the  counsel  and  co-opera- 
tion cf  wise  and  patriotic  men  who  will 
stand  at  my  side  in  cabinet  places  or 
represent  the  people  in  their  legislative 
halls. 

I  tind  also  much  comfort  in  remem- 
bering that  my  countrymen  are  just  and 
generous,  and  in  the  assurance  that  they 
will  not  condemn  those  who  by  sincere 
devotion  to  their  service  deserve  their 
forbearance  and  approval.  Above  all, 
I  know  there  is  a  Supreme  IJjing  who 
rules  the  affairs  of  men  and  whose 
goodness  ani  mercy  have  always  fol- 
lowed the  American  people;  and  I  know 
He  will  not  turn  from  us  now  if  we 
humbly  seek  His  powerful  aid.

Vice  President  Morton  Ends  His  Duties  as 
President  of  the  Senate. 
W.\SHiNGTON,  March  4.— In  the  sen- 
ate the  usual  resolution  of  thanks  to  the 
vice  president  for  the  dignified,  impar- 
tial and  courteous  manner  in    which    he 

has  presided  over  the  deliberations  of 
the  senate  was  offered  by  Mr.  Harris 
(Democrat,  ot  Tennessee)  and  agreed  to 
and  after  that  there  was  an  entire  stop- 
page of  the  wheels  of  legislation;  and 
nothing  was  heard  but  the  noisy  hum  oi 
conversation  on  the  floor  and  in  the 
crowded  galleries.     ^ 

About  I  o'clock  real  time  Vice  Presi- 
dent Morton  delivered  his  farewell  ad- 
dress and  declared  the  senate  of  the 
Fifty-second  congress  adjourned  sine 
die.     Mr.  Morton  spoke  as  follows: 

Senators:  The  time  fixed  by  the  con- 
stitution for  the  termination  of  the  Fifty- 
second  congress  has  arrived  and  1  shall 
soon  resign  the  gavel  of  president  of 
the  senate  to  the  honored  son  of  Illinois, 
who  has  been  chosen  as  my  successor.  1 
cannot,  however,  take  my  leave  of  this 
distinguished  body  witbt»ut  offering  my 
most  grateful  acknowledgment  for  the 
honor  conferred  by  the  resolution  ju.-t 
adopted,  declaring  your  approval  of  tl.e 
manner  in  which  1  have  discharged  the 
duties  of  the  chair,  and  expressing  my 
deep  sense  of  uniform  courtesy  ai!cl 
kindness,  even  in  critical  and  compli- 
cated situations,  extended  to  me  as  the 
presiding  officer,  by  every  member  ol 
this  body. 

If  I  have  committed  errrors,  you  havi- 
refrained  from  rebjking  them,  and  I 
have  never  appealed  in  vain  to  your 
sense  of  justice,  and  have  ever  received 
your  support.  My  association  with  the 
representatives  of  the  forty-four  states 
of  this  great  nation  in  this  chamber  will 
be  among  the  most  cherished  memories 
of  my  life;  and  I  can  express  no  better 
wish  for  my  successor  than  that  he  may 
enjoy  the  same  relations  of  courtesy 
and  kindness  that  have  never  beer, 
limited  by  parly  lines,  or  controlled  by 
partisan  affections  and  which  have  so 
happily  marked  my  intercourse  with 
the  senators,  may  be  extended  to  him. 

And  now,  senators  and  officers  of  the 
senate,  from  whom  I  have  received  so 
many  good  offices  in  the  discharge  of 
mv  duties,  accept  a  feeble  expression  ot 
my  grateful  appreciation  of  your  kind- 
ness, with  my  heartfelt  wishes  for  youi 
future  welfare,  happiness  and  prosper- 
ity in  life.  The  vice-president  is  now 
ready  to  take  and  subscribe  to  the  oath 
of  office. 

The  oath  of  office  having  been  admin- 
istered, \  ice  President  Stevenson  ad- 
dressed the  senate  as  follows: 

Senators:  Deeply  impressed  with  a 
sense  of  its  responsibilities  and  of  its 
dignity,  1  now  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  the  high  office  to  which 
I  have  been  called.  I  am  not  unmindful 
of  the  fact  that  among  the  occupants  of 
this  chair  during  the  104  years  of  our 
constitutional  history,  have  been  states- 
men, eminent  .ilike  for  their  talents  and 
their  tireless  devotion  to  public  duty. 
Adams,  Jefferson  and  Calhoun  honored 
Its  incumbency  during  the  early  days  of 
the  republic,  while  Arthur,  Hendricks 
and  Morton  have,  at  a  later  period  of 
our  history,  shed  luster  upon  the  office 
of  president  of  the  most  august  deliber- 
ative assembly  known  to  men. 

I  assume  the  duties  of  the  great  trust 
confided  to  me  with  no  feeling  of  self 
contidence,  but  rather  with  that  of  grave 
distrust  of  my  ability  satisfactorily  to 
meet  its  requirements.  I  may  be  par- 
doned for  saying  it  shall  be  my  earnest 
endeavor  to  discharge  the  important 
duties  which  lie  before  n:e  with  no  less 
of  impartiality  and  courtesy  than  of 
firmness  and  fidelitv.  Earnestly  invok- 
ing the  co-operation,  the  forbearance, 
the  charity  of  eachot  its  members,  I  now 
enter  upon  my  duties  as  presiding  offi- 
cer of  the  senate.

The  New  Administration. 

The  Groverian  dynasty,  as  some  of  our 
Democratic  friends  are  wont  to  call  the 
new  administration,  was  inaugurated  St 
Washington  with  all  the  picturesque 
features  characteristic  of  such  events. 
President  Cleveland  enters  office  by 
virtue  of  a  vote  in  the  electoral  college 
largcrthr^n  tha;  which  hasbeen  received 
by  any  occupant  of  the  White  House 
since  Gen.  (>rant's  election  for  a  second 
t.TiJi  n  1S72.  His  election  also  marked 
w'.tat  may  be  styled  a  political  revolu- 
tion in  sevcr.T,!  Northern  states,  Illinois 
and  Wisconsin  having  gone  Democratic, 
while  Ohio  and  Michigan  divided  their 
elcC'or;il  votes  between  the  two  great 
parties. 

There  must  have  been  a  cause  for 
this  strong  revulsion  of  popular  feeling, 
and  remembering  that  the  tariff  question 
was  the  great  issue  in  the  campaign,  to 
which  :ill  other  questions  were  subordi- 
nated. It  must  hz  accepted  as  a  legiti- 
mate conclusion  that  the  tariff  policy 
advocated  by  Mr.  Cleveland  and  his 
party  was  the  chief  reason  for  his 
success. 

The  November  election  gave  a  death- 
blow to  the  extreme  protectionist  doc- 
trine reptcscnted  in  the  McKinley  tariff 
law,  which  was  passed  against  the  pro- 
test of  a  large  section  of  th.e  people  who 
voted  the  Republican  ticket  in  1888,  be- 
lieving that  the  party  would  carry  out 
the  pledge  made  in  its  national  platform 
of  a  revision  of  the  tariff — and  by  revi- 
sion the  pcop'.e  understood  that  reduc- 
tion was  meant.  By  violating  that  pledge 
and  creating  the  McKinley  tariff  the  Re- 
publican leaders  in  congress  and  the 
Republican  president  pav«d  the  way  for 
the  complete  downfall  of  the  entire  pro- 
tective system. 

President  Cleveland  assumes  the  reins 
of  government  with  the  Democracy  in 
full  control  of  both  branches  of  congress, 
and  the  partv  is  consequently  in  a  posi- 
tion to  carry  out  the  policy  enunciated 
in  the  Chicago  -platform.  It  has 
been  asserted  that  President 
Cleveland  does  not         entirely 

coincide  with  all  the  features  of  that 
platform  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  tarifif 
question,  but  his  utterances  during  the 
campaign  left  no  ground  for  such  a 
belief,  and  bv  accepting  the  nomination 
upon  that  platfcn.i  he  committed  him- 
self to  it  fully  and  unreservedly. 

The  Herald  believes  that  so  far  as  he 
is  personally  concerned  he  will  do  noth- 
ing to  oppose  or  evade  the  principles 
therein  enunciated,  and  the  cabinet 
which  he  has  selected  confirms  that  im- 
pression, including  several  men  who  are 
known  to  be  in  full  synipaihy  with  the 
tariif  plank  of  the  Chicago  platform.

Inspection  at  Superior. 
There  are  seme  men  in  Superior  again 
engp.ged  in  the  hopeless  task  of  cre.iting 
a  board  of  tr.ide  to  compete  with  the 
Dululh  board  in  the  grain  bosi'.ie.s3.  It 
would  be  a  sim:l;ir  case  if  the  business 
men  i»f  J'^rsey  City  tried  to  create  a  grain 
market  in  opposition  to  that  established 
in  New  York  City.  It  would  be  just  as 
scasioie  and  stand  just  as  much  show  of 
success  as  docs  the  present  movement 
among  iomo  of  our  neighbo.'s  across  the 
bav. 

The  latest  plan  in  Wisconsin  is  to  es- 
tablish a  Wisconsin  grain  inspectionand 
subject  the  elevators  there  to  its  rcgula- 
tio:i.  This  has  naturally  aroused  a  howl 
on  the  part  of  the  elevator  men,  who 
object         to         having  a

ar.y  other  market.  The  threats 
they  would  move  their  elevators  to  the 
Minnesota  side  ot  the  bay  have  had  the 
effect  of  .scaring  the  Superior  agitators 
to  suino  extent,  and  they  are  now  trying 
toeffecc.acompromi.se.  They  want  to 
do  the  weij;hing  and  secure  the  fees  for 
that  service  in  order  to  keep  their  minia- 
ture board  of  trade  from  dropping  com- 
pletely into  the  financial  maelstrom 
toward  which  it  is  being  drav/n. 

Of  course  they  cannot  do  the  weighing 
unless  the  Minnesota  inspection  depart- 
ment would  agree  to  it,  becaasc  it  would 
be  manifestly  absurd  and  a  burdensome 
expense  to  have  the  v/cighing  done  twice. 
It  has  therefore  been  decided  to  appeal 
to  the  Minnesota  grain  and  warehouse 
commission  to  permit  the  weighing  to  be 
done  by  officials  appointed  by  the  Supe- 
rior board  of  tr.ade,  as  it  is  called  by 
courtesy.  The  Herald  trusts  that  the 
commission  will  reject  the  application. 

If  Minnesota  inspection  is  to  be  con- 
tinued across  the  bay,  the  weighing  must 
also  be  done  by  the  Minnesata  officials; 
other Aise,  let  the  Minnesota  inspection 
be  withdrawn  altogether  and  be  confined 
to  the  wheat  "markets  at  the  terminal 
points  wi'.hin  this  state. 

Minnesota  grain  inspection  and  weigh- 
ing should  never  have  been  extended  to 
any  point  outside  of  the  boundaries  of 
this  state.  The  mistake  was  committed, 
however,  under  circumstances  that  made 
it  seem  proper  at  the  time.  Let  not  a 
second  mistake  be  made  by  continuing 
the  ip.spection  and  alIov;ing  others  to  do 
the  weighing.  The  policy  should  be  all 
or  nothing. 


The  Markham  Bill. 

Consideration  of  the  Markham  bill  to 
tax  unused  railroad  lands  will  be  re- 
sumed in  the  senate  next  Tuesday. 
There  arc  some  strange  rumors  afloat 
regarding  the  influences  which  have 
been  used  to  secure  votes  against  this 
most  meritorious  measure,  in  favor  of 
which  the  people  of  the  stale  are  almost 
a  unit. 

The  Herald  can  hardly  believe  that 
some  of  the  stories  which  arc  wafted 
from  St.  Paul  in  this  connection  can  be 
true,  because  it  cannot  understand  how 
any  senator  could  accept  a  bribe  to  op- 
pose this  measure  and  then  have  the 
hardihood  to  return  to  his  district  and 
face  the  people  who  elected  him  to 
represent  their  wishes  and  not  the  inter- 
ests of  the  railway  corporations.  If  the 
bill  should  unfortunately  be  defeated  in 
the  senate,  the  inference  cannot  be 
avoided  that  the  corporations  have  more 
influence  with  that  body  than  have  the 
people  of  the  state. 

If  there  were  any  valid  arguments 
offered  against  its  passage,  the  people 
could  understand  how  a  majority  of  the 
senators  might  be  conscienti-ously  op- 
posed to  it.  But  there  are  none.  The 
only  claim  which  was  set  up  by  the  op- 
ponents of  the  bill  was  th.it  if  it  became 
a  law  it  would  conflict  with  the  existing 
per  centum  system  of  taxing  the  gross 
e.arnings  of  railroads  aad  that  the  latter 
tax  would  be  invalidated.  It  was  also 
asserted  that  taxes  collected  as  a  result 
of  the  Markh.im  bill  would  amo-nt  to 
only  about  $97,000,  which  would  not 
relieve  the  burdens  of  the  people  where 
the  lands  are  situated,  to  any  apprecia- 
ble extent. 

The  opinions  of  able  lawyers  have 
been  given  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
former  claim,  and  it  is  no  arj;umcnt 
whatever  to  say  that  the  bill  should  not 
be  passed  because  the  taxes  collected 
under  it  would  be  small  in  amount. 
This  argument  is  in  itself  an  admission 
that  the  lands  should  be  taxed, 
.and  it  makes  no  difference 
whether  the  taxes  thus  ir.iposed  be  large 
or  small.  They  should  be  collected.  It 
might  be  asserted  with  equal  force  that 
that  the  man  wJ.o  now  pays  $5  a  year  as 
per.oiial  property  taxe.^  should  ::ot  be 
taxed  bcr.ause  the  amount  he  contributes 
to  tlie  public  treasury  does  not  relieve 
the  burdens  of  liis  neiglibors  to  any 
grept  extent. 

That  the  gross  earnings  tax  would  be 
endanoered  has  been  conclusively  shown 
10  be  a  groundless  pica,  set  up  in  the 
first  place  by  interested' parties.  So 
thoroughly  coavinced  were  the  mem- 
bers of  the  house  of  representatives 
of  this  fact  that  they  passed  the 
bill  with  but  one  dissenting  vote,  and 
there  are  in  the  house  as  many,  if  not 
more,  able  lawyers  as  can  bs  found  in 
the  senate. 

Attorney  General  Childs,  whose  views 
v.'ere  asked  by  resolution  of  the  senate, 
declared  in  an  ably  considered  opinion 
that  the  Markham  bill  will  accomplish 
what  it  seeks  without  vitiating  or  endan- 
gering the  gross  e.arnings  tax,  and  his 
opin'on  is  endorsed  by  some  of  the 
ablest  lawyers  in  the  state.  This  objec- 
tion being  thus  disposed  of,  there  is  no 
other  ground  upon  which  any  senator 
can  just.fy  opposition  to  the  bill.  The 
people  therefore  expect  that  the  Mark- 
ham bill  will  be  p.issed  next  Tuesday.

The  Proceedings  at  the  Capilol. 
The  proceedings  at  the  capitol  fol- 
lowed a  prescribed  program,  issued  by 
the  committee  of  arrangements  as  fol- 
lows: The  east  doors  of  the  senate  wing 
of  the  capitol  will  be  opened  at  lo 
o'clock  a.  m.  to  those  who  are  entitled 
to  admission.  The  doors  of  the  senate 
chamber  will  be  opened  at  1 1  o'clock  a. 
m.  to  those  entitled  to  admission,  as  fol- 
lows: The  president  and  president- 
elect, who  will  enter  the  senate  wing  by 
the  bronze  doors  in  the  east  front,  each 
accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee of  arrangements.    The  president 
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will  go  directly  to  the  president's  room 
and  the  president-elect  to  the  vice-presi- 
dent's room,  where  they  will  remain 
until  they  enter  the  senate  chamber. 
Having  been  introduced  by  the  com- 
mittee of  arrangements,  they  will  occupy 
seats  reserved  for  them  in  front  of  the 
presiding  officer.  The  committee  of 
arrangements  will  occupy  seats  on  their 
left. 

The  vice  president  will  be  accompan- 
ied to  the  capitol  by  a  member  ot  the 
committee  of  arrangements  and  proceed 
to  the  vice  president's  room  where  he 
will  remain  until  he  enters  the  senate 
chamber,  where  the  oath  of  t>ffice  will  be 
administered  to  hmi  bv  the  vice  presi- 
dent. The  diplomatic  corps  will  assem- 
ble in  the  marble  room  and  proceed  in  a 
body  at  ii:i;  a.  tu.  lo  the  senate  cham- 
ber, where  t!iey  will  occupy  scats  on  the 
right  of  the  >  hair. 

The  chief  justice,  the  associate  justices 
and  the  ex-assistant  justices  of  the  su- 
preme court  will  o-Tupy  se.ats  on  the 
right  of  the  chair.  The  supreme  court 
will  enter  the  senate  chamber  .1  few 
minutes  before  the  president.  Heads 
of  executive  departments,  the  major 
general  of  the  armv  t  omni  ir.ding;  the 
admiral  of  the  navy  and  officers  of  the 
army  and  navy,  who,  by  name,  have  re- 
ceived the  thanks  of  congress,  will  occu- 
py seats  on  the  left  of  the  chair.  Gov- 
ernors of  states,  ex-senators  of  the 
United  States,  judges  of  the  court  of 
claims  and  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
district,  and  the  commissioner  of  the 
district  v.iil  occupy  seats  east  of  the 
main  entrance. 

Members  of  the  house  of  representa- 
tives will  enter  the  senate  chamber  by 
the  main  entrance  at  11 :5o  a.  m.,  and 
will  occupy  seats  on  the  right  of  the  chair 
next  to  the  diplomatic  corps. 

Procession  to  tha  Platform. 

After  the  organization  of  the  new  sen- 
ate under  the  call  for  an  extra  session 
shall  have  been  completed  by  the  swear- 
ing in  of  the  members-elect,  those  as- 
sembled in  the  senate  chamber  wi'l  pro- 
ceed through  the  rotunda  to  the  plat- 
form on  the  central  portico  of  the  capitol 
in  order  as  follows:

On  reaching  the  portico  the  president 
and  preiaident-elect  will  take  the  scats 
reserved  for  them,  the  chief  justice  on 
the  right  and  lhc.^t^geant-at-arms  of  the 
senate  on  their  left.  The  committee  of 
arrangements  will  occupy  ^eats  next  to 
the  president-elect.  The  ex-vice  presi- 
dent and  assistant  justices  of  the  su- 
preme court,  the  vice  president,  secre- 
tary and  members  of  the  i;cnnte  will  oc- 
cupy seats  on  the  right.  The  diplo- 
mat'.c  corps  wil!  occupy  the  seats  on  the 
left  of  the  president. 

Heads  of  departments,  the  major  gen- 
eral of  the  army  commandmg.  the  ad- 
miral of  the  navv  and  the  officers  of   the 
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a- my  and  navy,  who,  by  name,  have  re- 
ceived the  thanks  of  congress,  govern- 
ors of  states  and  ex-members  of  the 
senate  will  take  seats  west  of  the  presi- 
dent. The  members  ami  members-elect 
of  the  house  will  occupy  seats  reserved 
for  them  in  the  rear  ol  the  above. 

The  oath  of  office  will  be  administered 
to  ;bi'  prcsidjnt-eleot  by  the  chief  justue, 
or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  senior  justice 
present.  On  the  conclusion  of  the  cere- 
monies the  members  6i  the  senate,  pre- 
ceded by  the  sergeant-at-arms,  vice 
president  and  secretary  will  return  to 
the  senate  chamber,  and  the  president, 
accompanied  by  the  committee  of  ar- 
rangements, will  proceed  to  the  execu- 
tive mansion. 

A  Wintry  Appearance. 

"Harrison  weather  to  the  Ihst"  was  the 
involuntary  cxclamatio.i  which  rose  to 
thousands  of  lips  as  the  morning  opened 
with  a  heavy  snow,  which  fell  m  great 
soft  flakes,  melting  as  they  fell,  but 
which  driven  by  the  wind  rendered  um- 
brellas a  useless  protection.  The  troops 
who  were  to  participate  in  the  first  part 
of  the  proceedings  as  the  escort  of  the 
retiring  and  elected  president  to  the 
capitol  presented  a  wintry  appearance, 
muiilcd  in  their  snow  covered  overcoat?, 
the  guns  of  the  artillery  covered  with 
tarpaulins  and  co\  ered  with  snow. 

The  concourse  in  the  streets  were 
nearly  all  under  umbrellas  and  the  open 
stands  were  shunned  while  the  covered 
ones  were  eagerly  sought.  The  admir- 
able asphalt  pavements  of  Wainington 
reduced  the  discomfort  to  a  minimum, 
and  while  there  was  abundance  of  mois 
ture  there  was  no  mud. 

At  the  capitol  the  thick  and  fast  fall- 
ing snowllakes  made  the  inaugural  stand 
on  the  main  east  portico  of  the  capitol, 
notwithstanding  its  border  of  red.  white 
and  blue  bunting,  look  as  cheerless  and 
uncomfortable  as  a  lonely  seashore  pa- 
vilion with  a  nasty  northeaster  progres- 
sing. The  gray  stone  walls  of  the  con 
gressional  library  opposite  the  capitol 
grouunds  were  outlined  in  misty  sh.nd- 
ows,  and  the  box  house  enclosing  the 
statue  of  (leorge  Washington  on  the 
eastern  pla/a.  loo  feet  from  the  stand, 
was  desolate  and  at  lo  o'clock  forlorn  ol 
even  the  enterprising  camera  artists  foi 
whose  accommodation  a  platform  had 
been  erected  on  its  top. 

Architect  Clark  of  the  capitol  had  a 
force  of  workmen  astir  keeping  the 
platform  clear  of  snow,  in  order  that 
those  persons  who  might  have  the  hardi- 
hood to  brave  the  storm  and  witness  the 
inaugural  ceremony  proper  might  not  be 
compelled  to  rest  Ibeirfeet  in  a  layer  of 
wet  slush.  It  was  an.iounced  by  Chair- 
man McPhcrson  of  the  committee  on 
arrangements  that  the  storm  would  not 
cause  the  abandonment  of  the  outside 
ceremony  and  result  in  the  delivery  of 
the  inaugural  in  the  senate  chamber. 
Arrangements  were  accordingly  begun 
to  make  the  invited  guests  to  the  plat- 
form as  com    rtable  as  possible. 

The  stand  120  feet  by  114  feet  in  di- 
mensions ana  built  out  from  the  main 
steps  ot  the  east  portico  of  the  capitol. 
A  railing  had  been  erected  around  the 
stand  and  boards  composing  its  sides 
were  hid  behind  American  flags  and 
bunting.  At  the  front  of  the  stand  an 
enclosure  about  twenty  fee:  sijuare  had 
been  created  by  the  erection   of  a  low 
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railing  covered  with  flags  for  'he  accom 
modation  of  the  president,  president- 
elect, the  chief  justice  cf  the  supreme 
court,  whose  duty  it  wa.s  to  swear  in  the 
new  president,  and  a  few  other  persons 
of  official  or  social  prominent  e  dunnr^ 
the  performance  of  the  ccre.monies. 
The  Cleveland  Party. 

The  Cleveland  party  rose  unusually 
early  today  and  be^an  preparations  for 
the  day's  bard  work.  The  crowd  in 
frcnt  of  the  Arlington  hotel  was  persist- 
ent in  its  efforts  to  get  a  glimpse  of  the 
next  president.  The  committee  of  the 
senate  on  arrangements  arrived  early 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stevenson  arrived  just  be- 
10:30,  at  which  hour  it  had  been  under- 
stood Mr.  Cleveland  would  drive  to  the 
White  House,  and  after  waiting  in  their 
carriage  a  few  minutes  they  alighted 
and  were  escorted  to  the  Cleveland  par- 
lors. 

Then  ensued  a  touching  little  scene. 
The  president-elect  had  waived  a  gen- 
eral au  revoir  lo  the  party  of  official  and 
personal  friends  gathered  about  him  and 
was  about  to  pass  through  the  doorway 
when  Mrs.  Cleveland  called  him  back, 
and  with  ut'er  disregard  for  the  asseni- 
l)!ed  I  ornpany,  threw  her  arms  about  bcr 
husband  and  kissed  him  several  times 
bidding  him  "God  speed"  on  hi>  way  to 
lake  the  oath  of  olfice. 

Those  who  :-aw  this  leave  taking  en- 
deavored to  look  uncon^ciouii  of  what 
was  going  on,  hut  the  act  of  .Mrs.  Cleve- 
land was  done  so  simply  and  with  such 
womanly  grace  that  it  seemed  to  be  the 
most  natural  occurrence  in  the  world 
and  endeared  the  wife  of  the  president- 
elect to  all  thoic  in  the  apartment. 

The  Start  for  the  White  House. 
After  a  quarter  of  an  hour  s  delay  to 
await  some  moderation  of  the  weather, 
which  seemed  to  be  rapiilly  veering 
round  towards  its  traditional  favorili.sm 
to  Mr.  Cleveland  as  the  hour  of  his  in- 
auguration tlrew  near,  Mr.  Cleveland,  es- 
corted by  Senator    Teller  and    Senator 
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Ransom,  appeared,  and  entering  the 
carriage,  were  rapidly  driven  to  the 
\\hite  House. 

It  was  shortly  after  1 1  o'clock  when 
President-elect  Cleveland  and  Vice 
President-elect  Stevenson,  accompanied 
by  the  senate  committee  on  arrange- 
ments, entered  the  executive  mansion 
and  were  received  by  President  H.irri- 
son.  They  soon  entered  President  Har- 
rison's carriage,  which  was  drawn  by 
four  bay  horses,  and  were  driven  to  the 
capitol.  .A  great  crowd  had  assembled 
there  early,  and  as  the  hour  of  noon 
arrived  the  galleries  became  packed  to 
suffocation. 

On  the  Senate  Floor. 

The  first  of  distinguished  guests  to  ar- 
rive and  to  take  ttieir  positions  in  the 
chamber  were  the  members  of  the  diplo- 
matic corps,  in  full  court  uniform  of 
their  respective  nations,  some  of  them  in 
military  costumes  and  most  of  them 
wearing  decorations  on  their  breast. 
Their  gold-l.aced  coats,  bright  scarfs, 
epaulets,  antl  the  general  magnificancc 
of  their  attire  gave  a  fine  appearance  to 
the  scene. 

The  diplomatic  corps  was  followed  by 
the  supreme  court.  Its  presence  at  the 
door  was  announced  at  n:2o(very  un- 
certain style,  the  clock  having  been 
again  tampered  withi.  The  senate  stood 
up  to  receive  it.  as  it  had  done  in  the 
case  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  and  the 
lustices  in  their  black  silk  judicial  robes 
and  accompanied  by  the  marshal  and 
other  officers,  entered  and  took  their 
seats.  The  members  of  the  house  then 
came  informally  and  unannounced. 

The  presidential  party  with  their 
military  escort,  came  in  sight  of  the 
eastern  entrance  of  the  capitol  a  few 
minutes  after  12  o'cloclc.  A  large 
crowd  had  assembled  at  the  east  front 
and  cheered  loudly  as  Mr.  Cleveland 
approached.  He  went  in  by  the  base- 
ment entrance  in  order  to  avoid  the 
somewhat  slippery  steps  on  the  outside. 
From  the  moment  he  dcccnded  from 
the  carriage,  he  was  received  with 
lusty  cheers  and  when  he  entered  the 
senate  wing  the  cheers  of  the  outside 
gave  away  to  an  ovation. 

Mr.  Harrison  proceeded  to  the"  presi- 
dent's room  where  he  found  such  an 
abundance  of  work  that  three  times  did 
it  become  necessary  tor  the  venerable 
Capt.  Bassett  to  turn  back  the  hands  of 
the  clock.  He  signed  the  appropriation 
bills. 

A  few  minutes  before  12.  by  the  senate 
clock,  the  presidential  party  entered  the 
senate  chamber. 

After  the  usual  ceremonies,  the  pro- 
cession to  the  outside  stand  was  formed 
in  the  order  stated  above.  Arriving  at 
the  stand,  the  immense  crowd  outside 
cheered  wildly  and  Mr.  Cleveland 
bowed  in  recognition.  The  oath  of  oOice 
was  administered  to  Mr.  Cleveland  by 
Chief  Justice  Fuller,  and  then  the  newly 
inducted  president  delivered  his  inaug- 
ural address. 

At  the  close  of  the  address  the  specta- 
tors cheered  again  and  President  Cleve- 
land and  party  returned.  A  short  time 
later  he  proceeded  to  the  executive 
mansion. 

in  the  House. 

W.AsitiNGTON.  March  4.— In  a  grace- 
ful, courteous  speech,  Mr.  Reed,  of 
Maine,  offered  in  the  house  today  the 
usual  resolutions  of  appreciation  of 
the  services  of  the  speaker, 
who  was  greeted  with  cheers,  made 
a  cordial  and  feeling  response. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Springer  a  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  tor  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  of  three  members  to  wait 
upon  the  president  and  inform  him  that 
the  congress  was  ready  to  adjourn.  The 
house  adjourned  sine  die  at  12:15.

Explorations.

Peary,  of  the  United  States  navy,  will 
lecture  at  the  Temple  Opera  house  un- 
der the  auspices  of  Palastine  lodge.  No. 
79,  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  Lieut.  Peary  is  the 
most  successful  Arctic  explorer  of  any 
age  and  his  experiences  are  familiar  to 
almost  evervone.

Jurors  Present  Judge  Ensign  With  a  Vote  of 

Thanks  For  Courtesies  Extended 

To  fhem. 


Judjic  Ensign's  charge  to  the  jury  in 
the  Tuboli  rape  case  was  given  this 
morning  and  occupied  55  minutes  in  de- 
livery. It  was  listened  to  with  the  clos- 
est attention  by  the  jury,  tho  members 
of  the  bar  and  quite  a  number  of  listen- 
ers. The  charge  was  a  fair  review  of 
the  testimony  adduced  during  the  trial 
and  was  at  times  elociuenl  in  denuncia- 
ticn  of  Climes  of  that  character.  In 
brief  the  judge  defined  mpe  as  an  of- 
fense easily  charged,  hard  to  be  proved 
and  harder  to  be  defended. 

"The  life,  tho  crown,  the  glory  of 
womanhood  is  her  virtue,'  he  said.  ".-Ml 
her  instincts  prompt  her  to  preserve  it 
and  to  that  end  she  resists  alike  solicita- 
tions and  assaults  and  so  fixed  and  cer- 
tain is  this  with  women  that  it  is  estab- 
lished as  a  general  rule  in  the  estima- 
tion of  all  that  a  woman  who  will  not 
consent  to  the  violation  of  her  person 
when  it  is  assaulted  will  resist  such  as- 
saults to  the  utmost  of  her  ability  and 
strength. 

"A  woman  of  maturcr  yc^rs  and  wide 
acquaintance  with  the  world  may  be 
more  selfreliant  and  more  determined  in 
her  resistance  than  a  young  and  timid 
,i,nrl  who  was  surprised  by  such  an  as- 
sault, with  hardly  an  intimation  or 
thought  of  what  it  meant,  yet  if  the  lat- 
ter used  what  power  she  had  in  good 
faith  tor  the  purpose  of  protecting  her 
person  and  her  virtue  her  lighter  dc- 
iense  should  not  be  construed  as  con- 
sent. A  woman  who  is  thus  assaulted 
and  outraged,  smarting  under  the  insult, 
indignity  and  brutality  imposed  upon 
her,  in  her  anguish  would  naturally  de- 
sire to  bring  her  ravisher  to  justice. 

"There  is  no  relation  so  close  that 
should  be  so  full  of  confidence  on  the 
one  part  and  so  guided  by  love  and 
affection  upon  the  other  part  as  that  of 
parent  and  child.  The  chdd's  ideal  man 
is  most  frequently  vhe  father,  and  the 
child  looks  to  him  for  support,  tor  guid- 
ance, with  such  unwavering  confidence 
and  fields  to  him  ordinarily  submission 
and  loving  obedience.  Was 

there  any  feeling  of  confidence 
on  the  part  of  the  child  that 
forbade  alarm  at  the  seizure  of  her  by 
the  parent?  Did  resistance  stop  at  his 
command?  Did  the  lack  of  extreme 
resistance  in  this  case  mean  consent? 
Were  screams  suppressed?  If  the  party 
assaulting  had  been  a  stranger  would 
she  not  have  made  the  dim  forest  re- 
sound with  the  agonized  cries  of  out 
raged  virtue?  Was  it  natural,  if  the 
crime  alleged  had  been  committed,  that 
as  soon  as  the  child  could  reach  the 
mother  she  would  pour  forth  the  storv 
of  her  outrage  with  ears  and  sobs  on 
the  mother's  bosom?  * 

The  jury  were  out  altogether  sixteen 
minutes,  returning  once  into  the  court 
for  instructions.  Only  two  or  three  bal- 
lots were  taken  before  the  tallv  was  un- 
animously guilty  as  charged  in  the  in- 
dictment. The  i'lry  came  into  court  and 
I'oreman  Parsons  banded  in  the  verdict, 
which  was  read  in  English  ar.d  trans- 
lated to  the  prisoner.  No  stay  was 
asked  or  motion  made,  because  the  case 
v/as  practically  a  hopeless  one  from  the 
start.  Attorney  Agatin  defended  the 
accused  with  great  ability,  but  could 
not  overcome  the  testimony  of  the  prose- 
cution. 

The  prisoner  will  be  sentenced  next 
v/eek  and  will  not  receive  less  than  five 
or  more  than  thirty  years  in  the  state 
prison.  He  made  no  great  show  of  feel- 
ing over  the  outcome  but  his  wife  was 
visibly  affected. 

At  the  conclusion  the  jurors  presented 
Judge  Ensign  with  a  vote  of  thanks  for 
his  courteous  and  kind  treatment  of 
them  during  the  term. 

The  case  of  .-\lva  Bradley  et  al.,  vs.  P. 
F.  Smith  et  al.,  was  continued  by  con- 
sent. 

The  action  of  Wm.  Tretheway  et  al.. 
vs.  Sylvester  Resell,  was  referred  to  H. 
F.  Green  to  hear,  determine  and  report 
judgment. 

At  the  time  of  adjournment  Ole  En- 
gen,  indicted  for  forgery,  changed  his 
plea  of  "not  guilty"  to  "guilty."  He  was 
remanded  to  await  sentence. 


For  Contempt  of  Court. 
Judge  Baxter  has  ordered  that  a  writ 
of  attachment  for  contempt  be  issued 
against  J.  W.  Anderson  in  the  case  of  J. 
M.  Pottgeiser  vs.  W.  H.  Watkins  and  J. 
W.  Anderson.  Anderson  was  ordered 
to  appear  before  Referee  George  L. 
Kelley  at  a  certain  time  and  tailed  to  do 
so,  hence  the  attachment.  The  trouble 
grows  out  of  a  note  given  by  Watkins 
to  Pottgeiser  for  $}50,  which  Anderson 
endorsed.  The  transaction  was  inci- 
dental to  the  transfer  of  the  St.  I'aul 
Base  Ball  team  to  Duluth.  Judgment 
against  Anderson  and  Watkins  for 
$501.75  was  given.

LAST  EVENINGS  LECTURE. 


Dr.  Hoyt  Draws  *  Lessons  From  a  Great  Life" 
That  of  Dr.  Arnold. 

"Lessons  from  a  Great  Life"  was  the 
subject  of  a  most  instructive  and  enter- 
taining lecture  delivered  at  the  High 
school  assembly  room  last  evening  by 
Dr.  Wayland  Hoyt,  of  Minneapolis.  The 
great  life  taken  as  a  basis  of  the  lecture 
was  that  of  Dr.  Arnold,  the  great  English 
teacher. 

•Arnold's  great  success,  he  said,  was 
his  absolute  mastery  and  surrender  of 
himself  to  toil.  His  industry  was  great 
and  continuous.  Yet  despite  his  rc- 
matk.ahle  industry,  he  naturally  had  an 
inclination  to  shirk  his  duties.  He  not 
only  subjected  that  inclination  to  his 
will  but  c  id  everything  in  a  most  con- 
scientious manner.  His  life  teaches 
that  great  lesson,  the  advant.ige  of 
stringent,  steady,  glad,  conscientious 
labor. 

Another  great  lesson  from  this  great 
man's  life  is  that  of  cheer.  Arnold  was 
a  boy  until  the  day  of  his  death.  He 
f!id  not  expect  to  always  find  things  as 
v.'ished  for.  Constant  work  and  his 
philosophy  which  summed  up  was — 
"another  system  mav  be  better  in  itself, 
but  I  am  placed  in  this  system  and  am 
bound  to  try  and  see  what  I  can  make  of 
it,"  were  the  fountain  sources  of  that 
gcoct-nature  and  cheerfulness. 

A  child  lesson  from  Dr.  Arnold's  life  is 
that  of  his  tact.  That  is  illustrated  in 
the  storv  of  Tom  Brown  at  Rugby.  The 
characters  of  Tom  and  the  delicate, 
timid  Arthur  were  bettered  by  their  asso- 
ciations and  that  result  was  foreseen  by 
Dr.  Arnold  and  through  his  tact  and 
foresight  the  desired  result  was  accom- 
plished.

Construction  Work  In  the  Northwest  This 

Year  Will  Be  Confined  to  the  Du- 

luth  District. 


The  Great  Northern  Air  Line  From  Crook- 
ston  and  Duluth  6l  Winnipeg's  Prob- 
able Extension  Westward. 


Extensive  Plans  of  the  Duluth,  Missabe  i 

Northern,  Ultimately  to  Be  Built 

to  the  Boundary. 


Railroad  construction  in  t'le  North- 
vest  this  year  will  be  largely  confined 
.0  the  district  tributary  to  Duluth.  This 
iame  section  has  been  the  scene  of  the 
greatest  railroad  development  during 
he  past  year.  One  of  the  most  import- 
mt  announcements  made  in  this  con- 
lection  was  the  recent  statement  made 
jy  President  James  J.  Hill  that  during 
he  coming  season  one  of  the    two    lines 


in  the  history  of  Duluth.  The 
first  company  went  back  into  bankrupt- 
cy and  the  enterprise  slept  for  many 
years.  It  was  revived  by  new  men  ahd 
new  money  and  in  the  years  iSgoand 
1891  about  ninety  miles  of  roiid  were 
built  from  a  point  on  the  St.  Paul  &  Du- 
luth railroad,  called  Short  Line  Park,  to 
Deer  River,  the  line  running  through 
the  woods  all  the  way.  In  1892  the  en- 
ergies ot  the  management  were  concen- 
trated on  the  problem  of  getting  down 
to  the  lake  and  this  was  solved  by  the 
aid  of  a  land  ownership  corporation  in 
Old  Superior.  The  Duluth  &  Winnipeg 
company  built  down  to  the  St.  Louis 
river  and  bridged  that  stream  and  the 
land  company  built  from  that  point  to 
Allouez  Bay,  in  Old  Superior,  and  pre- 
sented this  piece  of  track,  about  tight 
miles  long,  to  the  railway  company.  An 
ore  dock  was  built  on  the  bay  and 
another  will  be  constructed  this  year. 

Under  a  trackage  arrangement  with 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth,  passenger  and 
freight  trains  are  run  from  Duluth  out 
to  the  terminus,  and  the  company  is  now 
seeking  an  independent  entrance  into 
the  city.  To  what  point  the  road  is  going 
for  an  ultimate  western  terminus  is  an 
undetermined  question.  If  it  should  .-^o 
to  Winnipeg  it  would  become  a  feeder 
for  the  Canadian  Pacific.  If  it  should 
go  in  its  present  general  direction  and 
enter  the  valley  at  Crookston,  it  would 
invade  territory  already  fully  occupied 
by  the  Great  Northern  and  the  Northern 
and  the  Northern  Pacific  and  it  wculd 
be  125         miles        shorter        than

of  the  Great  Northern  projected  east- 
ward from  the  Red  River  valley  will  be 
.extended  to  Duluth.  This  will'  prove  a 
great  factor  in  the  upbuilding  of  the 
Zenith  city,  bringing  it  into  direct  com- 
munication with  one  of  the  richest  wheat 
sections  in  the  world,  and  opening  up  a 
great  field  for  our  wholesale  es- 
tablishments. It  will  likewise 
place        the         Duluth  merchants 

in  a  position  to  compete  more  success- 
fully than  ever  with  the  Twin  City  job- 
bers in  a  territory  that  has  heretofore 
been  compelled  by  force  of  circumstan- 
ces to  trade  almost  exclusively  with  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis.  The  influence 
of  this  air  line  between  Crookston  and 
Duluth  upon  grain  rates  can  be  readily 
appreciated. 

Another  important  item  of  railroad 
_news  was  the  recent  statement  that  the 
Dnluth  &  Winnipeg  road,  designed  also 
as  a  short  line  across  Northern  Minne- 
sota fro  n  Duluth  to  the  Red  River  val- 
ley has  passed  into  the  control  of  Presi- 
dent Van  Home,  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 


the  present  line  of  the  Great 
Northern  around  by  St.  Cloud.  Mr 
Hill  endeavored  to  get  control  of  it  bu' 
was  checkmated.  The  probability  is, 
however,  that  it  will  be  extended  to  tht 
boundary  at  an  early  date  and  that  by 
nex:  winter  Canadian  Pacific  trains  will 
be  running  into  Dnluth.  The  Duluth, 
South  Shore  &  Atlantic,  now  controlled 
by  Mr.  Van  Home's  company,  connects 
with  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg,  and  tht 
construction  of  this  road  would  give  a 
direct  line  from  Winnipeg  to  Montreal 
by  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Superior 
This  is  much  shorter  than  by  the  north 
shore  route.  This  line  from  Vv'innipeg 
to  Duluth  would  also  be  much 
shortei  than  that  from  Winnipeg 
to  Port  Arthur,  and  it  is  hinted  that  the 
Canadian  Pacific  steamers  will  connect 
with  the  road  here,  as  soon  as  the  exten 
sion  is  completed. 

Another  great  move  of  importar.ee  to 
Duluth  was  the  recent  formation  of  .n 
very  strong  combinaiion  of  mining  and 
ttansportation  interests,  which  include.

portant developed  iron  properties  on  the 
Mesaba  owned  by  the  Merritts.  The 
Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  now  leaves 
the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg  forty  miles  west 
I  of  Duluth  and  runs  up  to  the  new  ore 
I  field.    The  Missabe  &  Northern  is  now 


preparing  to  build  an  extension  of 
twenty-eight  miles  from  a 

point  near  Stony  Brook  to 
Marine  division  in  Duluth,  where  room 
has  been  secured  for  immense  ore  docks 
and  other  terminal  facilities.  The  con- 
tracts for  this  extension  were  let  in  Jan- 
uary of  the  present  year. 

The  extension  begins  five  miles  north 
of  Stony  Brook,  running  in  an  almost 
southeasterly  direction  through  the 
break  in  the  hill  back  of  Ironton,  con- 
tinuing along  from  the  westerly  limits  of 
West  Duluth  towards  Duluth.  At  about 
Ninth  street  an  elevated  track  will  be- 
gin, between  the  yards  at  the  foot  of  the 
steep  hill  on  which  Duluth 
is  located  and  the  dock,  this 
track  being  about  3000  feet  long  and  of 
an  average  height  of  about  20  feet. 
There  is  to  be  almost  a  level  grade  from 
the  yard  down  to  the  dock.  From  the 
yard  the  main  line  of  the  road  runs  up  a 
2  per  cent  grade,  equated  for  curvature, 
to  the  top  of  the  hill,  whence  the  country 
is  almost  perfectly  level  to  the  mines. 
The  distance  from  the  dock  to  the  mines 
is  67  miles,  and  there  is  no  curve  of  over 
four  degrees  or  no  grade  of  over  is  feet 
with  traffic  above  the  nill.  The  grade  of 
2  per  cent  coming  down  the  hill  is  with 
traffic,  and  is  nearly  50  feet  to  the  mile 
easier  than  that  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  road  for  several  miles  after  it 
leaves  the  lake  shore. 

There  is  probably  no  road  in  the  coun- 
try running  through  a  rough  and  precipi- 
tous section  from  deep  water  to  a  range 
of  iron  hills  that  presents  such  align- 
ments and  curvature  as  this.  On  the 
line  of  67  miles  there  is  a  tangent  of  24 
miles,  and  there  is  but  one  mile  of  heavy 
work  in  the  entire  contract.  The  main 
line  of  the  road  from  Stony  Brook  to 
Mountain  Iron  is  46.5  miles  long;  the 
Biwabik  branch  extends  a  dis- 
tance of  165  miles;  the  \'ir- 
ginia  branch  is  7.5  miles  in 
length,  and  the  Duluth  extension  will 
foot  up  28  5  miles.  The  main  line  and 
the  two  branches  cost  ;$i,ooo,oao  in  stock 
in  bonds,  and  the  Duluth  extension  and 
dock  will  cost  $900,000.  It  is  expected 
that  the  dock  will  be  ready  to  ship  ore 
about  next  August,  though  it  will  be  im- 
possible to  complete  the  entire  struc- 
ture for  at  least  a  year.  It  will  have  a 
capacity  for  storing  at  one  time  90,000 
.ons  of  ore,  or  a  shipping  capacity  of 
nearly  3.000,000  tons  a  year,  equal  to  the 
entire  ore  dock  plant — four  mammoth 
docks — of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
road.  It  is  intended  to  ultimately  ex- 
tend the  Missabe  road  northwesterly  to 
the  boundary  line. 

Some  railway  building  has  been  done 
the  past  year  by  the  Minnesota  Iron 
ccmpany,  which  controls  the  Duluth  & 
Iron  Range  road.  A  line  has 
been  built  from  a  junction  on 
the  old  road  north  ot  Two  Harbors  to 
the  eastern  end  of  the  new  iron  territory 
on  the  Mesaba  range  and  this  line  will 
be  extended  the  present  year  along  the 
range  as  far  as  mining  developments 
warrant.  Thus  the  new  iron  district  will 
be  served  by  two  competing  roads,  one 
entering  the  field  from  the  south  and  the 
other  from  the  east,  and  possibly  by  a 
third, entering  it  from  the  west.  Asurve\ 
is  now  being  made  lor  a  newliike  running 
directly  from  Knife  river  to  the  Mesaba. 
It  is  also  possible  that  the  proposed 
direct  line  from  Two  Harbors  to  Eh 
*ill  be  built  this  year  and  an  extension 
made  to  Gunflint  lake  to  connect  with 
the  Port  Arthur,  Duluth  &  West-rn, 
now  constructed  from  Port  Arthur  to 
ihat  point. 

Several  logging  roads  are  also  being 
built  in  this  section  that  may  be  trans- 
formed in  time  into  general  traffic  roads, 
There  are  now  about  fifty  miles- 
if  these  roads  diverging  from  the 
Duluth  &  Winnipeg,  and  they 
are  owned  by  lumbering  companies. 
They  are  of  standard  guage  and  are 
*ell  built,  considering  the  temporary 
use  for  which  they  are  designed.  Some 
end  at  mills  on  a  regular  railroad  line 
and  some  end  at  streams  where  the  logs 
are  thrown  into  the  water  to  be  floated 
down  to  sawmill  points.  The  Duluth, 
Red  Lake  Falls  &  Northern  is  another 
road  that  exists  on  paper  at  present.  A 
route  has  been  surveyed,  and  if  the  road 
is  built  it  will  enter  Duluth  at  the  East 
End  where  right-of-way  has  been  grant- 
ed by  the  city. 


A  LOCOMOTIVE  EXPLODED. 


One  Man  Was  Killed  and  Three  Were  Fatally 
Injured. 

WiLKESBARRE,  Pa„  March  4.— Engine 

4g|  on  the  Lehigh  Valley  road  exploded 

her  boiler  near  MrKune's  Station,  fifteen 

miies  north  of  Pittston,  yesterday,  killing 

William  Brown,  a  pilot  who  had  been 
sent  to  assist  the  train  over  the  Buffalo 
division,  and  fatally  injuring  Charles 
Sincebaugb,  the  engineer;  Perry  Refen- 
burg,  the  fireman,  and  John  Schott,  a 
brakeman. 

The  force  of  the  explosion  carried  the 
boiler  off  the  frame  and  what  remained 
of  the  engine  held  the  track  and  ran  as 
far  as  Falls  Station,  where  it  came  to  a 
standstill  on  an  up-grade. 

The  injured  men  are  too  badly  hurt  to 
give  any  particulars  of  the  explosion,  it 
having  taken  place  below  McKnue's 
Station  in  an  isolated  locality,  and  no 
further  details  were  obtainable. 


An  Ex-Senator  Dead.

The  Jobbing  Trade  Has  Grown  From  Almost 

Nothing  to  Nearly  $35,000,000 

Within  a  Few  Years. 


Half  a  Dozen  More  Wholesale  Houses  Are 

Definitely  Secured  For  Location 

Here  This  Year- 


The  fond  mother  writing  to  the  absent 
father  will  describe  at  length  how  their 
child  has  grown;  how  the  clothes  just 
bought  had  to  be  let  out  there  or  en- 
larged here  and  finally  thrown  away  be- 
cause of  insufficiency  of  size.  The 
child's  attainments  form  the  basis  for 
many  words  of  admiring  parental  com- 
ment and  father  and  mother  unite  in  a 
mutual  admiration  society  which  may  be 
said  to  take  as  ifs  text  "Behold  our 
handiwork,  is  it  not  of  exceeding  great 
goodness?"

too  small.  The  most  pronounced  enemy 
of  Duluth,  no  matter  how  deep  seated 
are  his  convictionsjihat  Duluth  is  an  ex- 
crescence on  the  o'.herwise  fair  earth, 
cannot  but  admit  that  the  infant  is  mak- 
ing wooderful  strides,  not  toward  city- 
hood,  (for  that  milestone  of  progress 
was  passed  several  years  ago)  but 
toward  metropolitanism,  and  that  in 
many  instances  Duluih  and  its  environ- 
ments are  in  the  front  rank. 

Not  quite  two  years  ago  the  Duluth 
Jobbers  union  was  formed  and  thirty 
tirms  comprised  the  list.  At  the  close 
of  last  year  there  were  I23  firms,  employ-

ing  about  130  traveling  salesmen,  with  a 
business  aggregating  nearly  $3^,000,000. 
or  about  a  third  greater  volume  than 
the  previous  year.  The  outlook  for  the 
present  year  is  even  more  reassuring 
and  the  establishment  of  new  wholesale 
bouses  is  a  foregone  conclusion.  A  large 
wholesale  crockery  house,  a  drug  house, 
a  boot  and  shoe  house,  a  hat,  cap  and 
fur  house,  a  paper  warehouse,  and 
several  other  establishments  of  equal 
importance  are  known  to  be  secured  and 
the  locations  of  most  of  them  have  been 
already  announced. 

Nearly  2,000,000  tons  of  coal  of  all 
kinds  were  received  on  the  companies' 
docks  last  year  and  at  this  time,  a 
couple  of  months  in  advance  of  the  ar- 
rival of  the  first  steamers  from  below, 
the  dealers  are  confronted  with  a  much 
larger  demand  and  practically  emptied 
dockage  capacity. 

The  development  of  the  iron  industry 
has    been    phenomenal,  pirticularly  on 
the  Mesaba    range,    where  a    year  ago 
spectators,    investors    and    others  were 
tramping  about  in    cold  and   snow,  with 
no  assured   mines,    but    any  quantity  of 
"test    pits"    alone  to    mark  the    picket 
line  of  the  army  of  tonnage  of  iron  ore 
soon  to  follow.   Now     two   railroads  tap 
the  range   and   penetrate  into   its  inner- 
most   recesses  while    two,   if    not   four 
other  lines,  are   hovering  about  the  out- 
skirts  with     a    strong    probability  that 
they  too  will  gridiron  the  richest   known 
deposit  of  ir6n  ore    in    the    world.  »But 
this  is  not  all — the  ore  is  not  only  there 
— mining  companies  have    be:n    organ- 
ized and  some  of  them  have  already  had 
returns  from  their  shipments  of  ore;  ves, 
indeed;  some  of  the   Mesaba  ore  which 
less  than  a  year  ago  was  undiscovered  is 
today  being  riveted  on  the   sides  of  Mc- 
Dougali's  big  whaltback  wonders  in  the 
shape  of  steel   plates.    Again,  contracts 
have  been  entered  into  which  seem  to  in- 
dicate an  output  of  1.200,000  tons  of  ore 
from  the  new  range  this  year,  giving  em- 
ployment to  thousands  of  men    and  put- 
ting   millions      of      money    into    circu- 
lation.     The     older    range,     the     \er- 
milion,  has  not  been  idle,  and  its  output 
last  year  shows  a  vast  increase,  with  the 
most  tlattcring  prospects  for  a  still  better 
showing  for  the  present  year.    The  cap- 
rice of  furnace  men  and  the  whims    of 
vessel  owners  do  not  have  equal  weight 
with  this  branch  of  commercial  life  that 
they  dould  command  a  few    years    ago. 
The  solution  is  found  in  the  fact  that  the 
reduction  of  ores  has  been  begun  at  this 
end  of   Lake   Superior,  and  before   two 


bulk  of  shorts,  middlings  and  coarser 
residuum  was  whirled  back  to  near  by 
consumers  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  ever 
before. 

The  "sturdy  woodsman  with  his  axe" 
has  wielded  his  glittering  weapon  ap- 
peace  so  sturdily  and  well  that  a  total  of 
approximately  350,000,000  feet  of  pine 
lumber  with  little  side  "jags"  of  66,000,- 
000  lath  and  113,000,000  shingles  were 
the  milled  result.  This  is  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  nearly  90,000,- 
000  feet,  and  even  this  large  figure  bids 
fair  to  be  entirely  swamped  in  the  mag- 
nificent outlook  for  the  present  year. 

Municipal,  governmental,  corporate 
and  individual  improvements  at  Duluth 
last  year  were  about  $5,;oo,ooo  in  value, 
also  greatly  in  excess  of  any  previous 
year,  and  nearly  an  egual  amount  is  in 
sight  for  the  present  year.  Superior 
street,  the  great  arterial  thoroughfare  of 
the  city,  has  been  paved  to  the  present 
western  city  limits  and  meets  the  West 
Duluth  and  Oneota  intcrurban  highway 
and  now  a  carnage  can  roll  smoothily 
along  a  "principal  street"  for  nearly  ten 
miles  in  one  direction,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  superb  street  railway  system  which 
utilizes  the  same  avenue  and  carried  its 
millions  of  passengers  during  the  year 
just  past. 

The  inaccessibility  of  the  hills  back  of 
Duluth  has  been  minimized  and  incline 
railways  cany  passengers  in  three  min- 
utes from  the  commercial  bustle  of 
"down  town"  to  the  domestic  bustle  on 
the  hills  where  the  rattle  of  many  ham- 
mers and  the  clatter  of  the  builders'  art 
gives  out  an  Aurorial  reveille  long  be- 
fore the  world,  500  feet  below,  is  shak- 
ing off  the  grasp  of  Somnus  and  grappl- 
ing with  the  problem  of  keeping  up  the 
hum  of  a  really  live  city. 

One  of  the  most  important  evidences 
of  improvement  during  the  past  year 
was  the  completion  of  Lake  avenue  via- 
duct and  the  paving  of  that  street  for  its 
entire  south  length,  changing  a  muddy 
and  oft  impassable  highway  to  a  cleanly 
and  attractive  thoroughfare  at  ail  times. 

In  every  direction  the  growth  of  Du- 
luth has  been  marked  during  i8y2,  and 
the  prospects  for  the  present  year  in 
every  particular  exceed  those  ot  any 
previous  year.

try  and  gradnally  drifted  tovard  the 
pfTcat  cities.'especially  New  York.  'Thich 
has  {pven  more  work  for  horses  in  street 
car  and  Fifth  avenne  .stage  line  circles 
than  anjTrhere else,  because  she  has  been 
the  last  to  adopt  mechanical  methods  for 
pulling  street  rolling  stock.  All  the 
conntry  \nllages  have  had  electric  cars 
for  j-ears  and  ye.nrs.  and  so  the  con  atry 
hnr.=;es.  witli  swelling  bosoms  and  s\v<  Jlen 
heads,  have  gone  to  New  York,  whfre 
they  have  suffered  on  in  silence,  bnt  too 
proutl  to  return 

•Sometimes  an  American  horse  is  .-ible 
to  go  abroad  to  finish  his  education,  but 
very  rarely.  To  travel  and  sso  America 
is  the  privilege  als)  of  but  few.  Thero 
are  hors«^'s  that  have  seen  all  of  life  in 
Australia  and  Europe,  crossing  th"  conti- 
nent of  America  afterward." 

The  d(H-tor  ro;.THVs  that  the  '"dncation 
of  the  liorse  has  btn-n  so  siidly  neglected, 
and  that  the  self  made  or  self  educated 
horse  is  the  rnlo  rath'ir  than  the  exccp- 
tion. 

Fur  s(mie  yjars  the  doctor,  who  is  a 
veterinary  surgeon,  has  occupied  a  chair 
in  the  tlorse  College  for  Diseases  of  the 
Eye  :md  Ear.  He  is  a  Welshman  by 
birth  ;ind  has  imported  many  Shetland 
ponies  to  this  country.  He  has  also 
brought  over  many  beautiful,  sleek,  con- 
tralto jacks  tJ  this  country  from  Spain. 
They  are  held  in  higli  esteem  by  the  peo- 
ple of  ypain  and  are  called  ministers. 
Tliis  is  no  joke,  but  a  living  fact  and  not 
intended  to  reflect  upon  the  clergA'.  (To 
the  Editor— Probably  this  is  too  true  for 
publication.) 

The  doctor  says  that  he  attende*!  a 
royal  bull  fightat  the  capital,  .and.  though 
accustomed  to  sights  of  great  sufTering 
and  having  lx*en  through  all  thesyinghter 
hou.se.s  of  Chicago  and  the  abattoirs  of 
Paris,  ho  was  .still  uniirejiared  for  thesiid 
an«l  sickening  sight  He  had  come  pre- 
pared to  see  the  matadors,  or  whatever 
they  are,  knocked  about  by  the  bull  to 
the  lively  music  of  the  band  and  had 
hoped  that  one  or  two  might  bo  fatally 
injured,  but  they  were  not.

How  different  people  are  in  re- 
spect to  their  pleasures  and  their  tnethotls 
of  relaxation! 

(  think  wo  all  have  something  of  thj 
hruto  in  us.  but  not  in  the  same  way. 
Some  of  us  are  sly  and  secretive  like  tho 
lux— for  instance,  like  the  detective.  1 
met  one  the  other  day  whom  I  had  seen  a 
year  ago  for  a  moment.  We  met  on  the 
corner  of  the  main  street,  in  front  of  the 
po.stofiBce.  and  he  told  me  why  he  was 
there.  lie  was  on  the  trail  of  a  man 
v.bo  had  wrongfully  taken  $10,000  in 
govemiucnt  bonds,  "rve  found  him."

Saw  everj-thing 
and  koi)t  him  in  sight  also.  The  bank 
paid  the  expenses  without  a  murnmr,  ex- 
cept v.'here  1  had  charged  the  espouses 
r)f  an  engagement  ring  v/orth  ."iOO  krcut- 
7.era  to  tLo  concern  because  I  had  to  make 
love  to  the  girl  in  order  to  pump  the 
victim  through  his  valet,  who  was  the 
girl's  brother.

This  is  quite 
common,  an*!  many  horses  must  have 
their  tails  ej  atomized  on  this  account. 
The  mate  hnisto  go  through  tho  same 
operation  in  order  to  match. 

All  this  troid)le  may  bo  saved  by  put- 
ting a  surcingVe  on  the  horse,  and  after 
placing  a  bra  im  handle  or  otho«  round 
Btiok  under  th  o  tail  tie  it  by  both  ends 
forward  to  the  surcingle,  placing  the  stick 
horizontally.     In  one  night  ho  is  cured. 

1  had  onco  a  very  fine  hor::e,  but  he 
had  this  fatal  g  ift  of  kicking  when  somo 
one  dropped  tla  '  line  under  his  tail.  Ho 
would  hug  that  line  with  his  ma.ssive  tail 
.and  kick  everj-t.  ling  into  chaos  and  run 
like  a  frightened  comet  with  its  tail  over 
the  dashboard. 

I  got  hold  of  this  recipf'  and  had  faith 
in  it.  I  have  y^  >t.  btit  it  is  too  nmcli  ex- 
pense to  t.ake  ca  to  of  the  man's  family 
after  he  has  put  \"«he  broom  handle  under 
the  horse's  tail. 

The  doctor  has  another  good  cure  for 
shying.  It  is  a  g  moral  rule,  too,  among 
good  horsemen.  .It  i.;  in  substance  to 
lead  the  horse  or  <t^ive  him  to  the  object, 
let  him  smell  of  it  and  i)ut  his  nose 
against  it.  and  ho  w  ill  never  fear  it  again. 

This  is  com.Tion  sense,  but  it  mutt  not 
be  followed  t«K>  c  losely.  I  had  a  very 
spirited  hunter  onco  with  which  I  used 
to  chase  the  fox  win  'never  I  could  getono 
that  would  last  m* )  two  or  tlu'ce  years 
and  come  home  to  h  is  meals. 

This  hunter  was  a  clay  bank  fdly 
named  Lady  I'inkhiun.  Slio  was  afraid 
of  nothing,  it  seemeii.  to  mo.  She  would 
jump  a  rambow  if  somebody  v>ould 
steady  it  for  her.  and  I've  known  her  to 
jump  an  exorbitant  Taverybill  and  come 
homo  without  a  flutti  ir  of  the  nostril. 

l>ut  I  soon  discov  ared  that  s!:o  was 
afraid  of  th.o  bear,  of  ■  fc'hich  there  were  a 
great  many  on  my  e  state.  W^ell,  now, 
how  aro  you  going  to  take  a  spirited 
horse  and  lead  him  up  to  a  l)earand  then 
nib  his  nose  over  the  b  'ar? 

You  can't  do  it,  j-ou  know. 

Th(n  she  was  alwa^n;  afraid  of  a  dead 
colored  man  bringing  to  a  tree  so  I  had 
to  sell  her. 

She  was  also  afraid  ol '  the  limited  train 
v,'hich  goes  past  our  p.  ace.  but  does  not 
stop  there. 

Well,  you  can't  lead  t  scared  horso  up 
to  a  limited  train  that  is,Toingat  60  miles 
an  hour.  It  is  undignified  in  the  first 
place.  ai:d  then  again  the  passengers  re- 
sent It  People  don't  want  unknown 
horses  to  rub  their  noses  ag.tinst  their 
private  cars  that  way. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  thir.gs  in  the 
work  i-»  H  recipe  for  making  a  cow  come 
up  at  night  J^Iuch  sorrow  is  felt  in 
otherwise  happy  homes  by  tluit  sad.  sad 
•juestion  in  the  heart: 

'  •  W  hen;  i^;  my  v.-andnring  corv  tonight?"

This  Ktayuiu'  out  of  nights  with  gay  | 
conipanion.s.  on  tho  partof  the  cow,  lea(l3 
tiov.ri  to  the  <lark  an* I  cheerle.s-s  beof  bar- 
rel It  is  .sad,  and  it  has  to  be  stopped. 
You  can  stoj)  it  if  yoti  really  adjuire  and 
resjiect  her.  First  te  ich  her  to  love  you 
and  coiue  to  you  whenever  she  wants  a 
lampof  sugar  ora  nvw  pairof  undressed 
kid  gloves  to  eat  V 'in  tier  heart:  then 
you  can  tie  sure  she  wid  come  home  when 
th(!re  IS  no  «:ther  place  open. 

Now  g»'t  her  to  conn*  and  breathe  her 
sweet  torn.wlo  in  yoiir'i'ar  while  you  feed 
and  [let  her.  Have  pr  -'pared  two  straps 
three  inches  wide  and  just  long  enough 
to  buckle  around  the  Jcnee — the  cow's 
kneo.

Denman  Thompson's  Play  to  Be  Produced  at 
the  Lyceum. 

Denman  Thompson's  "The  Two  Sis- 
ters" will  be  produced  at  the  Lyceum 
next  Monday  and  Tuesday  evenings. 
"The  Two  Sisters,"  is  said  to  be  a  piece 
full  of  quiet  pathos  and  natural  and  not 
overdone  sentiment.  The  heroines  cf 
■  the  play  are  two  girls  %vith  the  biblical 
names  of  Martha  and  Mary.  Martha 
and  Mary  Howard  drift  to  New  York, 
young  girls  seeking  employment. 

The  one,  Martha,  finds  a  young  man 
who  fascinates,  cajoles  and  ruins  her. 
The  other  more  steady  in  the  purpose 
of  pure  womanhood  under  temptation 
endures  poverty  and  repulses  importun- 
ity and  at  last  is  crowned  in  a  happy 
love  and  a  perfect  home.

The  play  contrasts  the  out- 
come of  these  two  lives  in  such  a  way  as 
to  draw  a  very  strong  if  a  quite  obvious 
lesson. 

The  erring  woman's  sister  deserted  by 
her  paramour' at  last  seeks  a  home  with 
her  sister,  contented  if  she  can  find  a 
place  to  die  in  peace.  Forgiveness  and 
all  the  assistance  that  loving  hands  and 
hearts  can  extend  are  tendered  her  in- 
stead of  reproaches,  and  the  lesson  of 
ch  rity  is  quietly  but  effectively  taught. 

"The  Two  Sisters"  is  said  to  be  a  per- 
fect museum  of  city  characters,  cleverly 
and  clearly  drawn,  presented  naturally 
and  effectively  and  with  true  humor. 
The  acting  has  for  its  leading  and  most 
pleasing  character  a  quiet  naturalness,  a 
a  subservience  to  methods  of  comedy 
rather  than  to  that  of  farce.  The  piece 
is  effectively  staged,  especially  the  scene 
on  the  house  tops  of  New  York  at  night 
and  before  the  hotel,  where  the  men  sit 
in  their  shirt  sleeves  listening  to  a  street 
musician.

Mr.  Nobles 
i«lls  his  play  a  satirical  comedy.  It  issatir 
:c;;l,  i)ut  it  is  not  comedy.  It  is  instead  a 
*ort  of  hybrid  child  of  farce  Jind  burlesque. 
Ihe  plot  is  so  thin  that  it  would  split  a  bnl 
let.  Tom  Knowall,  a  reporter,  goes  to  in- 
terview JeHerson  Potter,  a  third  party  con 
gressional  canoidate.  who  takes  a  fancy  to 
iiiin  and  gets  liiin  to  m^uiaue  his  campaign. 
Knowall  falls  ia  love  with  Potter's  niece 
iiid  turns  out  to  be  the  old  gentleman's 

long  drowned  eon.    Center  of  stage — banc 
iu  hand — sugary  speech — curtain. 

Thi.t  is  ceiijunly  not  a  very  deep  plot,  bat 
it  is  really  tiie  wholo  0/  it,  for  all  else  is 
noth'ng  more  nor  Ici.s  than  what  is  in 
tjn<ied  to  1k>  accepted  as  character  sketch- 
ing. Aad  such  character  sketching!  Thert 
i.i  just  sincerity  enough  in  it  to  make  it  a 
Buries  of  plausible  misrepresentations.  Tht 
central  figure,  the  newspaper  reporter,  is 
about  iia  gross  a  libjl  on  the  craft  as  c.".e 
v.-ell  be.  conceived,  lie  is  apparently  will- 
ing to  <lo  ai>;»  thing  for  money,  and  while  he 
is  guilty  of  no  distiiictly  dishonest  act  the 
impression  left  upon  ilic  mind  of  the  audi- 
tor is  that  his  delinquency  in  that  respect  ia 
due  rolely  to  lack  of  onponiuiity. 

At  lloj-t's  .Madison  Square  theater,  pre- 
sented by  out  of  his  well  trained  farca  com- 
edy organisations,  "For  Hevcuue  Only," 
after  judieiou.i  and  exten.'?ive  pruning, 
might  be  bcurablc.  .Vs  it  i.s,  it  is  very,  very 
bad.  .Milton  Nobles'  "Phoiiiix"  is  in  my 
Dpinion  the  best  low  gnwle  -American  melo- 
drama ever  written,  and  as  the  Bohemian 
scribbler  the  author  was  superb.  The  char- 
acter w;ts  terribly  overdrawn,  of  course,  but 
that  is  permissible  iu  a  play  like  "The 
Phtt'iiix,"  but  it  cannot  Ikj  tolenited  in  a 
L-omedy  such  as  "For  Revenue  Only"  pvc- 
:end£  to  be.  even  if  if  is  not. 

"For  Revenue  Oidy"  miudit  possibly  be 
interest iii'j;  in  spite  of  its  frightful  distor- 
tion of  cha.nicter  ii'  it  were  not  that  it  lacks 
:'oncentr;'.ti.,:i  of  [uirpose,  without  which  it 
is  well  nigh  impo.ssible  for  even  the  lowest 
grade  of  plays,  of  course  not  includinu  so 
called  "farce  comedy."  to  succeed.  "For 
Revenue  Only"  contains  many  brigiit 
speeches,  and  there  is  an  agreeable  cris{> 
ness  to  mo.st  of  the  dialogue,  but  the  log- 
ical incidents  are  so  few,  and  even  tbo.se  so 
poorly  strung  together,  that  the.sc  oases  are 
scarcely  noticed  by  the  casual  theater  goer, 
and  the  result  is  "that  tired  feeling"  in  an 
exaggerated  form.

Al- 
thought  the  fact  was  clearly  established 
that  he  was  physically  unfit  to  fight 
skeptics  who  viewed  the  matter  from  a

distance  were  noti  onvinccd.  The  young 
man  has,  therefore,  more  to  win  than  the 
long  end  of  the  >io,ooo  purse  in  bis  en- 
counter with  Dawson,  and  desperation 
if  nothing  else  would  have  impelled  him 
to  make  the  fight  of  his  life.  It  there- 
fore seems  a  little  unjust  to  charge  that 
he  has  flunked.  Misfortune  seems  to  be 
punishing  him  with  relentless  grasp. 
Dawson  is  pronounced  one  of  the  clever- 
est and  shiftiest  men  that  ever  donned  a 
glove.  He  has  a  long  list  of  victories  to 
his  credit  in  Australia,  and  he  won  his 
first  battle  in  America  by  defeating 
Billy  Gallagher  of  the  California  Ath- 
letic club,  San  Francisco,  by  knocking 
him  out  in  forty-two  rounds. 

The  fight  between  Jim  Hall  and  Bob 
Fitzsimmons,  which  the  Crescent  City 
club  has  for  its  piece  de  resistance,  is 
scheduled  to  take  place  next  Wednes- 
day evening,  the  purse  being  $40,000. 
Charles  Noel,  president,  Joseph  L.  Spor!. 
and  Capt.  Frank  Williams  were  the  or- 
iginators of  the  Olympic  club,  before 
which  was  decided  that  memorable  con- 
test between  Sullivan  and  Corbett.  Ow- 
ing to  seme  disseniions  of  the  inner  cir- 
cle of  the  merjiberi  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, the  above  named  gentlemen  in- 
corporated the  Crescent  City  club  for 
the  sum  of  Sioo/xx).  which  was  sub- 
scribed for  in  less  xban  ten  d.ivs  after 
the  opening  of  the  books.  The  Crescent 
City  Athletic  club  fosters  all  sports  of  a 
legitimate  nature,  such  us  rowirg  races, 
bicvcle    races,  base   ball,   and,  in  fact, 


anything    that  pertains    to  sport  of  the 
first  class.

To  those  who  have  given  attention  to  ] 
masters  pugilistic  during  the  last  decade 
and  who  have  followed  with  interest  the 
vicissitudes  of  the  scores  of  men  promi- 
nent in  fistic  circles  it  is  doubtful  if  any 
mBtch,  with  probably  one  exception, 
since  the  days  of  Heenan  and  Sayres 
has  created  so  widespread  concern  as 
has  been  occasioned  by  the  right  which 
is  to  take  place  between  the  two  Austra- 
lians, Jim  Hall  and  Bob  Fitzsimmons. 
Aside  from  the  fact  that  the  men  are  as 
evenly  matched  as  ever  mortals  were  in 
skill  and  other  prerequisites  essential  to 
ristic  success  the  match  has  been  one 
which  has  been  looked  forward  to  with  a 
degree  of  unusual  interest  by  the  pat- 
rons of  thfj  manly  art. 

Another  item  which  adds  to  this  feel- 
ing is  the  amount  of  the  purse  for  which 
the  men  are  to  contest.  Forty  thousand 
dollars,  a  fortune  in  itself,  is  the  sum  of- 
fered by  the  club,  and  of  this  sum  $2500 
will  go  to  the  loser  of  the  battle,  leaving 
a  margin  sufficient  to  allow  the   winner 


gree  tended  to  give    him    that  eminent 
position  which  be  has  so  long  held. 

Jim  Hall,  the  equally  tall  and  strong 
opponent  of  the  champion,  is  a  foeman 
worthy  of  the  prowess  which  Fitzsim- 
mons has  proved  himself  to  be  possessed 
of.  As  a  boxer  he  is  Fitzsimmons'  equal, 
and  in  the  skillful  use  of  his  feet,  his 
readiness  to  get  away  at  the  proper 
moment,  and  quickness  to  take  advant- 
age of  the  slightest  opening,  Jim  Hall  is 
credited  with  being  able  to  excel  the 
present-  holder  of  the  title  of  champion 
of  the  world  at  the  middle-weight  limit. 
His  remarkable  victory  over  Ted 
Pritchard,  the  conqueror  of  Jem  Smith, 
who  was  for  years  the  idol  of  the  Kng- 
lish  pugiliitic  world,  won  for  him  re- 
nown which  Flt^simmons  gained  by  his 
victories  over  Dempsey  and  Maher. 

Hall  whipped  Fitzsimmons  on  one  oc- 
casion, but  it  is  a  matter  of  history  that 
the  right  was  prearranged  and  therefore 
cannot  be  justly  taken  as  a  criterion  of 
what  the  men  can  do  when  they  contest 
on  the  sciuare,  which  will  be  done  at 
their  approaching  meeting  if  they  hope 
for  any  of  the  purse  money.  The  men 
are  enemies,  not  deadly  enemies,  how- 
ever, as  some  people  might  have  the 
public  believe,  but  nevertheless  they  are 
enemies.  Fitzsimmons  has  been  stung 
to  the  quick  by  the  widespread  public- 
ation of  the  fact  that  he  gave  in  to  Hall 
in  years  gone  by.  He  is  justly  proud  of 
the  reputation  w  hich  he  has  won  in  this 
country,  and  lully  realizes  that  he  must 
whip  Hall  before  the  stain  which  rests 
upon  his  escutcheon  is  removed. 

Hall,  on  the  other  hand,  is  jealous  of 
the  honors  which  his  countrymen  have 
won.  Fitzsimmons  stands  in  his  way  to 
fame  and  the  possibility  of  possessing  a 
fortune  and  it  safe  to  say  he  will  exert 
himself  to  the  utmost  to  make  Fitzsim- 
mons stand  aside  from  his  path  and 
leave  clear  his  way  to   pugilistic    honor. 

However  much  be  said  by  carping 
pessimists  of  the  Lack  of  honor  in  the 
pugilists  of  the  day  some  attention 
should  be  given  the  fundamental  princi- 
ple that  in  every  man  there  lies  some 
good  and  that  nature  does  not  make  a 
man  wholly  bad.  The  men  have  real- 
ized that  any  jobbery  will  be  discovered 
as  it  was  in  the  last  case,  and  with  the 
aim  of  winning  the  big  purse,  which  car- 
ries with  it  a  reputation  not  to  be  disre- 
garded and  an  additional   possibility    oi 
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considerable  spending  money  and  car 
fare.  The  purse  is  the  largest  bona-ride 
purse  ever  put  up  by  any  club,  and  this 
fact  alone,  if  unsupjiorted  by  the  merit 
of  the  men,  would  make  the  match  one 
calculated  to  arouse  no  little  excite- 
ment. The  purse  money  and  the  side 
bets  will,  with  the  heavy  betting  which 
is  sure  to  be  indulged  in  by  those  with  a 
desire  to  back  their  respective  favorites, 
make  the  ft^hl  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant events  in  a  financial  way  that  has 
ever  been  contested,  and  the  sum  which 
will  change  hands  on  the  event  may  be 
put  down  in  advance  as  a  princely  for- 
tune. 

Since  the  day  when  Bob  Fitzsimmons 
landed  in  this  counirv  a  penniless  immi- 
grant, who,  for  want  of  funds,  worked 
his  way  to  San  Francisco  from  his  native 
soil,  the  land  of  the  kangaroo,  the  Amer- 
ican public  has  been  interested  in  his 
doings  in  the  ring.  His  easy  vicloryover 
Murphy  on  the  ?aciric  slope,  his  more 
easy  defeat  of  I'pham  in  New  Orleans, 
and  the  record  he  had  made  for  himself 
on  his  native  heath  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  the  sporting  world  and  the  famous 
match  with  Jack  Dempsey  followed  in 
no  long  time. 

The  history  of  the  defeat  of  the  "Non- 
pareil" is  too  fresh  in  the  public  mind  to 
require  a  repetition  of  the  phases  of  the 
contest.  Fitzsimmons'  victory  stamped 
him  as  a  wonderful  fighter.  Dempsey 
had  all  along  been  noted  for  his  quick- 
ness and  shiftiness,  but  the  cleverness  of 
Fitzsimmons  so  far  excelled  his  ability 
in  this  respect  that  the  con- 
trast was  strongly  marked.  Fitzsim- 
mons next  fought  Peter  Maher,  the 
heavyweight,  who  was  heralded  as  the 
champion  of  Ireland,  but  who  only  indif- 
lerently  well  represented  his  country. 
Heavyweight  as  he  was,  strong  and 
clever,  a;,  those  v/ho  saw  the  right  have 
admitted,  P'itzsimmons  put  him  to  sleep 
in  nine  short  and  hot  rounds.  The  tall 
.Australian  can  be  justly  credited  with 
remarkable  strength,  shiftiness,  clever- 
ness at  long  and  short  range,  and  that 
more  essential  requisite,  coolness  in  the 
ring.  He  Is  as  quick  as  a  cat  in  his  every 
movement,  and  his  pistonlike  jaLs  with 
both  right  and  left  have  in  no  small  de- 
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wealth,  they  will  make  the  ofiforts  of 
their  lives  and  fight  as  they  have  never 
before  done. 

These  facts  will  tend  to  explain  the 
reason  of  the  interest  which  the  coming 
middleweight  right  is  exciting,  and  there 
is  in  store  for  the  spectators  of  the  con- 
test a  pugilistic  treat  such  as  has  seldom 
if  ever  been  witnessed  within  the  con 
rincs  of  the  roped  ring.  Other  efforts  in 
the  past  were  made  to  get  the  men  to- 
gether. Once  they  were  on  the  verge  of 
a  battle  at  St.  Paul,  when  the  authorities 
stopped  the  fight,  and  the  second  time 
the  match,  which  had  "all  but  been  con- 
summated, fell  through  owing  to  the 
inability  of  the  men  to  agree  as  to  de- 
tails. 

They  will  tight  this  time,  however,  and 
Hall  will  be  given  a  chance  to  exhibitjto 
the  .'\merican  public  those  powers  of  the 
hurricane  fighter  which  he  is  credited 
with,  while  Fitzsimmons  will  be  afforded 
an  opportunity  to  show  himself  in  the 
light  as  a  boxer  and  receiver  and  ad- 
minister of  corporeal  punishment.  Prof. 
Duffy,  who  has  rjfereed  more  noted  con- 
tests than  any  man  in  the  country,  whose 
derisions  have  never  been  questioned, 
and  whose  honesty  and  integrity  are 
above  cavil,  will  referee  the  fight,  and 
he  is  of  th.at  caliber  ot  man  who  makes 
pugilists  give  to  the  spectators  a  quid 
pro  quo  in  the  way  of  an  exhibition. 

Aside  from  the  Fitzsimmons-Hall 
event  the  Crescent  City  club  has  another 
match  on  hand.  This  is  the  Gibbons- 
Daiy  match,  a  light  weight  contest  at 
the  regulation  weight  limit,  for  a  purse 
of  $6,000  and  a  side  bet,  in  which,  how- 
ever, the  club  has  no  interest.  Mike 
Daly,  ot  Bangor,  Me.,  is  a  pugilist  of  no 
mean  ability,  and  has  won  lame  for  him- 
self and  money  for  his  backers  on  too 
many  occasions  in  the  past  to  be  raied 
as  anything  other  than  first  class.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  he  put  up  one 
of  the  most  clever  exhibitions  of  boxing 
with  Jack  Mc.Auliffe  that  the  public  has 
ever  seen,  and  his  nineteen  round  draw 
with  Jimmy  Fleming  Carroll  added  con- 
siderable to  bis  fame. 
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.\u3tin  Gibbons,  who  will  face  hini  in 
the  ring  the  night  of  March  7,  the  night 
before  the  Fitzsimmons  contest,  has  fig- 
ured too  recently  in  ring  affairs  to  re- 
quire an  introduction.  He  holds  the 
title  of  champion  of  the  South  by  rea- 
son of  his  defeat  of  Andy  Bowen,  the 
previous  I  older  of  the  title,  and  is  both  a 
clever  and  game  man,  while  his  ring 
generalship  is  uncjuestiuncd. 

The  arena  of  the  Cre  cent  City  club  is 
located  on  '  anal  street  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Cleveland  avenue,  within  _  ten 
minutes'  ride  of  the  Clay  statue. '  the 
most  central  point  of  the  city.  Access 
to  the  arena  is  had  by  two  lines  of  steam 
railways,  the  West  End  and  the  Spanish 
Fort  roads,  and  by  a  line  of  street  cars. 
The  approaches  to  the  place  are  wide 
avenues  o^  gravel  Dut    recently  laid  and 


they  afford  a  splendid  drive  for  carriages 
and  vehicles  ot  every  description.  The 
arena  proper  is  a  handsome  structure,  of 
substantial  make,and  octagonal  in  shape. 
This  is  in  itselt  a  novelty  in  the  con 
struction  of  such  edifices. 

The  arrangement  of  the  seats  is  ren- 
dered in  consequence  much  more  to  the 
advantage  of  the  spectatDr  than  could  be 
effected  under  the  old-style  ring  of 
s(iuare  shape.  The  distance  from  the 
eight  corners  of  the  big  building  to  the 
center  of  ilu  fighting  nut;  are  under  the 
present  plan  reduced  one-cighlh,  a  fact 
which  can  be  appreciatcil  by  those  who, 
having  come  late,  have  secured  "corner 
seats"  and  have  been  at  .1  disadvantage 
in  watching  the  progress  of  the  fights 
because  of  the  great  distance  which  their 
tardiness  has  placed  them. 

The  amphitheater  is  roofed  substan- 
tially and  is  fitted  with  skylights  to 
afford  the  best  of  vi;ntilation.  The  ring 
IS  of  standard  dimensions,  restricted  by 
padded  posts  and  a  double  line  of  ropes 
and  is  fitted  with  a  tlooring  covered  with 


of  $10,000,  the  loser  to  take  barely 
enough  from  the  purse  to  defray  his 
training  expenses. 

The  handsome  Olympic  club  house 
was  ablaze  with  dazzling  lights;  crowded 
carriages  rilled  the  streets  surrounding 
the  grounds  and  the  reception  committee 
was  taxed  to  its  utmost  in  the  entertain- 
ment of  the  club's  guests,  hours  before 
the  lime  for  tlic  right.  The  light  was 
won  by  Smith  in  the  eighteenth  round. 
Time  was  called  at  9:30. 

In  the  sixth  round  Goddard  had  the 
Denver  chap  groggy.  He  then  recovered 
and  jabbed  Joe  wickedly.  Another  ter- 
rific short  range  battle  and  Smith  ham- 
mered (Goddard  to  the  ropes,  where  both 
fell.  Terrible  lighting  followed;  both 
men  were  unable  to  rise,  and  only  strug- 
gled to  their  feet  as  the  round  ended. 
Smith  had  the  best  of  it.  It  was  then 
hammer  and  tongs  for  several  rounds. 
After  more  cautious  work  ihey  fought 
furiously  in  the  thirteenth  and  next  two 
or  three  rounds. 

In  eighteenth.  Smith  was  the  aggres- 
sor. He  caught  Goddard  on  the  jaw  and 
then  followed  a  rattling  exchange  of 
blows  and  Goddard  pushed  Smith  to  the 
ropes,  landing  two  upper  cuts.  They 
mixed  niattf  rs  and  Smith  knocked  God- 
dard down.  .Smith  then  rushed  him. 
When  he  arose  he  landed  a  terrible 
swing  on  Goddard's  jaw,  knocking  him 
down.  Goddard  was  un.able  to  rise  and 
was  counted  out.  Prof.  Duffy  declared 
Smith  the  victor  amid  terriric  cheers.

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a  thick  layer  of  felting  and  canvas.  A 
four-foot  space  for  the  use  of  seconds 
and  the  handlers  of  the  righters  runs 
round  the  ring,  and  in  two  of  the  corners, 
diagonally  opposite  each  other,  are 
spaces  into  which  the  seconds  retreat 
while  the  men  arc  engaged  in  fighting, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  annoyance  of 
the  view  of  the  spectators  being  inter- 
fered with  by  the  presence  of  men  on  the 
outside  of  the  fighting  ring.  A  stout  net- 
ting of  barbed  wire  bars  the  approach 
to  the  ring,  rendering  the  fighters  free 
from  interruption  and  deterring  any  un- 
ruly spirit  from  attempting  to  get  into 
the  roped  arena. 

On  the  outside  of  the  wire  fence  are 
seats  for  the  members  of  the  press,  each 
seat  being  numbered  and  ample  space 
being  given  for  "elbow  room."  Behind 
these  are  the  boxes,  each  containing  six 
chairs,  and  back  of  the  boxes  is  a  broad 
passageway,  by  which  spectators  can 
get  to  their  seats.  From  the  limit  of 
this  passage  the  banked  seats  .for  the 
holders  of  general  admission  tickets  be- 
gin to  rise  and  riank  the  eight  sides  of 
the  big  structure.  Fach  seat  is  divided 
off  and  ample  space  given  for  broad- 
guage  people.  Above  these  -^eats  .ire 
the  galleries,  which  are  -o  arranged  that 
a  man  on  the  topmost  row  can  seeeverv 
point  of  the  ring,  while  those  on  the  tcp 
row  of  the  banked  seats  below  can  also 
view  all  points  of  the  ring. 

The  ring  will  on  the  nights  of  the  con- 
tests be  lighted  by  eighteen  arc  lights, 
and  as  a  precautionary  measure  gas  jets 
and  oil  lamps  have  been  provided  so 
that  no  interruption  can  take  place  for 
want  of  sufficient  light.  There  are  three 
broad  entrances  to  the  building — one 
for  holders  of  box  and  reserved  seats 
and  two  for  the  general  admission  ticket 
holders.  The  former  gives  on  to  Canal 
street,  while  the  other  two  open  on  the 
two  streets  running  at  right  angles  to 
that  thoroughfare. 

Such  is  a  brief  description  of  the  big 
structure  in  which  the  two  events  on  the 
program  will  take  place,  and  in  point  of 
general  excellence  it  will  not  be  saying 
too  much  to  aver  that  the  comfort  of  the 
spectators  and  the  arrangements  made 
to  have  the  tights  brought  to  a  success- 
ful issue  rival  if  they  do  not  excel  those 
offered  by  any  athletic  club 
in  the  world.  The  management  of  the 
club  have  learned  bv  experience  and 
the  experiments  of  their  predcssors  and 
have  benefitted  thereby,  The  seating 
capacity  of  the  arena  is  12.000  and  it  is 
the  expectation  ot  the  management  to 
have  a  full  house  on  the  night  when  Hall 
and  Fitzsimmons  do  battle.

SMITH  WAS  THE  WINNER. 


Joe  Goddard  Knocked  Out  in  the  Eighteenth 
Round. 
New  Orleans,  .March  4— Joe  God- 
dard, the  "Barrier  Giant,"  and  Ed  Smith, 
the  Denver  pugilist,  met  last  night  in 
the  arena  of  the  Olympic  club  for  a  purse 


When  Marshall  P.  Wilder  speaks  his 
face  is  a  study.  His  eyes  arc  as  keen 
and  sparkling  as  a  pair  of  black  dia- 
monds and  his  mouth  is  as  mobile  as  the 
tail  feathers  of  a  young  duck.  Isually 
his  lips  do  not  extend  any  farther  than 
those  of  anv  other  mortal,  but  when  he 
dances  a  jig  with  his  mouth  that  is 
what  he  calls  it— he  can  bring  them  from 
ear  to  ear  and  from  chin  to  forehead  and 
into  any  other  possible  direction  between 
these  two.

and  that  ended  the  seance.  The  oeople 
at  lirst  did  not  seem  to  know  what  had 
happened  to  them.  When  thev  tumbled 
they  laughed  as  much  as  I  did. '

ON  THE  GOOD  MHET 


Mrs.  Mendenhall  Describes  the  Famous  Bon 

Marche  of  Paris  as  An  Example  of 

Co-operation. 


Several  Morals  Are  Deducted  From  Its  Suc- 
cess to  Show  That  Co-operation  is 
Perfectly  Possible. 


An    Experiment    in    Co-operative    Cooking 

Which  Was  Tried  By  Two  Duluth 

Ladies  Very  Recently. 


The  "Bon  Marche,"  or  "good  market" 
•was  a  dry  goods  store  of  Paris,  which 
Mr.  Boucicant,  then  42  years  old,  took 
in  1852.  Its  yearly  sales  at  that  time 
amounted  to  450,000  francs;  its  employes 
numbered  about  20.  Under  the  first  stone 
of  the  present  buildings  of  the  "Bon 
Marche,"  laid  in  September  1869,  on  a 
parchment  in  a  leaden  box,  he  records 
that  he  "confidently  expects  the  sales 
of  i86q  to  reach  the  sum  of  21,000,000 
francs."  At  his  death,  in  1877,  they 
reached  66,649.584  francs.  Madame 
Boucicant  made  advances  in  what  had 
been  the  joint  management  of  husband 
and  wife,  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and 
at  her  death  in  1887,  the  business  ex- 
ceeded 100,000,000  francs  a  year. 

This  was  the  first  grand  and  paying 
co-operative  store,  persistently  guided  to 
honest  and  [generously  beneficent  suc- 
cess by  husband  and  wife,  and  when  the 
"auld  wife"  became  by  death  of  husband 
nnd  son,  the  sole  proprietress,  she  with 
the  firm  hand,  as  of  strong  maturity,  not 
advancing  age,  led,  guideci  and  guarded 
373  whom  she  made  co-associates,  selec- 
ted from  employes  or  former  clerks  of 
the  house,  who  after  her  death  at  71 
years  of  life,  remained  sole  proprietors 
of  the  capital  stock.  Besides  these  373 
shareholders  are  81  employes  who  have 
an  interest  in  the  total  business  of  the 
house,  and  158  who  have  an  interest  in 
the  profits  of  their  department;  these 
profits  more  than  double  the  salaries  of 
the  clerks,  so  each  is  remunerated,  ac- 
cording to  his  work  in  compliance  with 
justice.  Leakage  is  prevented  by  the 
constant  vigilance  of  all,  because  all  are 
personally  interested  in  the  profits, 

I  would  like  the  women,  whom  this 
national  work  of  household  economics  is 
trying  to  rouse  and  help,  and  for  whom 
I  am  hunting  to  "point  a  moral"  if  not 
"adorn  a  tale,"  I  would  like  the  women 
to  apply  the  "moral"  1  see  for  them. 
Woman  passes  through  all  grades 
in  life's  "economy."  We  find  her 
enslaved  and  enfranchised;  the  drudge 
and  the  queen  regnan^  To  the  capa- 
bilities and  possibilities  for  which  the 
Maker  of  the  "mother  of  all  living"  de- 
signed her,  she  has  not  yet  been  awak- 
ened or  been  educated.  The  first  point 
I  want  to  make  is  that  this  paper  in  de- 
scribing the  co-operative  store  ot  the 
"Bon  Marche,"  as  promised  last  week,  is 


consistently  continuing,  before  interest 
chills  by  interruption  of  the  topics — as 
was  compelled  by  circumstances  in  the 
case  of  "The  Kitchen  and  a  Cup  ot 
Coffee  Therein" — the  suggestions  cl  co- 
operation. 

The  morals  I  would  class,  as,  first, 
that  wisest  and  most  nearly  perfect 
union  of  husband  and  wife,  where  they 
help  each  other,  not  for  mere  social  or 
moneyed  aggrandizement,  but  "to 
achieve  success  by  honesty 
and  kindness;'  delighting  to 
remember  each  the  other,  and  then  the 
rest  of  the  world;  second,  that  Madame 
Boucicant  was  a  woman;  third,  that  she 
was  a  woman  and  wife  partner  in  the 
most  notable  store  of  the  most  bri.liant 
city  in  the  world;  fourth,  that  she  was 
not  young,  nor  had  grief  forgotten  to 
"mark  her  as  lier  own,"  when  at  61,  she 
took  up  the  burdens  alone  that  husband 
and  son  had  before  only  needed  from 
her  to  share;  and  though  years  .added 
their  budens  in  rapidly  increasing  ratio, 
as  they  do  where  one  has  passed  life's 
glowing  meridian,  she,  though  "only  a 
woman,"  rapidlv  increased  the  brilliance, 
beneficence,  scope  and  moneyed  value 
of  the  "Bon  Marche. " 

To  woman;  to  woman  as  life  saddens 
from  widowhood  and  deprived  mother- 
hood; to  woman,  as  life  grows  weighted 
by  the  subtractions  of  this  strange 
form  of  addition  found  in  added 
years,  as  in  a  few  other  additions, 
such  lives,  of  such  women,  bring  the 
needed  courage  to  stumble  on,  until  in 
some  unexpected  darkest,  or  it  maybe 
brightest,  if  the  goal  be  neared,  hour, 
the  last  stumble  is  over  the  threshhold, 
and  into  that  presence  whose  purity  is 
too  great  to  behold  evil,  and  the  bright- 
ness of  whose  glory  no  mortal  eye  can 
bear  to  look  upon,  where  the  "well  done, 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant,"  is  rap- 
turing reward. 

Another  phase  of  my  moral  is,  that 
this  woman's  success  came  from  this 
stupendous  system  of  co-operation  with- 
in co-operation,  beginning  with  the  tiny 
speck  at  the  center— co-operating  hus- 
band and  wife,  man  and  woman— and 
enlarging  until  its  oute/-  circle  touched 
"all  France  and  the  farthest  countries  of 
America,  China,  Japan." 

The  failure  of  past  co-operations  has 
been  a  theoretical  largeness.which  lacked 
that  smallness  of  beginning  and  steady 
growth,  which  make  the  best  guarantee 
of  success,  where  experience,  noble  pur- 
pose, wise  rock-firmness  and  thoiough 
business  exactness,  compass  and  control 
its  enlargement  and  accretion. 

This  city  of  Penn  has  begun  co-opera- 
tive housekeeping  where  1,  on  differing 
from  Mrs.  Peirce,  think  it  ought  to  begin 
— in  the  kitchen.  I  would  prove  it  step 
by  step,  and  when  wise  from  failures  and 
grown  as  all  life  does,  by  slow  scales, 
inches  or  years,  the  store  for  business 
profits  or  savings  might  emerge.  Here, 
a  few  distracted  housekeepers  have  com- 
bined in  one  neighborhood,  use  the 
kitchen  of  one,  thus  avoiding  any  ex- 
pense, and  giving  them  time  to  examine 
and  plan  their  betterment.  Lately,  in 
Duluth,  I.  with  a  close  neighbor,  tried 
one  form  ifor  a  couple  of  weeks.  It,  too, 
was  very  simple.  One  week,  one  house- 
keeper entertained  the  family  of  other. 
The  theory,  which  my  unexpected,  but 
necessary  visit  to  Chicago 

interrupted  in  my  week,  which 
was  the  first— the  theory  was 
that  the  housekeeper  should  supply  a 
free,  well-stocked  table,  keep    strict  ac- 


count of  such  expense,  for  food  only,  at 
retail  prices.  Plenty  of  everything  and 
everything  of  the  best  and  most  delight- 
some, to  even  capricious  appetites.  A 
little  addition,  then  this  scholar  rapidly 
skipped  to  division  by  the  number  of 
fablers,  who  were  not  "roomers." 

Even  this  form  was  considered  a  ben- 
efit in  these  ways.  Each  housekeeper 
had  her  "week  off,"  free  from  kitchen 
friction  and  responsibilities;  the  guests 
had  charge  of  diet,  and  much  merriment 
over  what  the  masculines  (who  precipi- 
tated ruin,  Mrs.  Peirce  says  in  her  Cam- 
bridge form)  chose  to  dub  "Co-op."  It 
was  demonstrated  to  the  feminine  mind,, 
that,  organized  for  a  month  or  a  more 
extended  time,  one  cook  of  one  family 
could  be  dismissed,  if  economy  were  de- 
si  ed;  or,  as  we  did  it  one  week's  atten- 
tion was  given  by  each  cook  to  more 
elaborate  cooking,  and  the  next  week 
she  had  a  full  day  off,  as  did  the  second 
girl,  and  attended  to  some  ironing  that 
had  been  laid  over  for  that  week,  and 
was  also  able  to  give  more  searching 
caie  to  cleanliness  of  hidden  places. 
She,  too,  felt  a  "lifted  burden.  The 
kitchen  occupants  could  go  out  to  enjoy 
their  meals  with  their  neighboring  kit- 
cheners or  supply  their  own  tables,  in 
their  own  domain,  as  thought  best. 

If  supplies  were  bought  wholesale— 
we  wanted  to  see  extreme  expense,  and 
so  used  retail  that  week  for  everything — 
it  would  show,  we  decided,  even  cheaper 
living  than  usual,  as  our  ex?pense  even 
when  divided  by  the  number  in  the  dou- 
ble family  did  not  exceed  the  customary 
price  of  the  comfortable  boarding  house 
table,  but  we  did  not  count  in  rent  or 
wages,  fuel  or  lurnishings,  but  we  adopt- 
ed the  "live  while  you  live,  the  epicure 
would  say."  We  kept  two  cooks,  which 
no  medium  priced  boarding  house  does, 
though  they  often  keep  two  waitresses. 
To  do  it  economically  would  be  easy, 
and  wc,  two  women  experimenters, 
were  satisfied  it  could  be  made  a  savings 
fund. 

The  Bon  Marcha  is  divided  into^forty- 
seven  departments  or  sections.  In 
some  are  clerks  holding  diplomas  of 
high  degree.  "Young  people  who  have 
neither  family  nor  friends  in  Paris,  are 
lodged  in  a  house  fixed  up  purposely  for 
them  by  the  concern.  Lodging,  service, 
food,  medical  attendance,  courses  of 
language,  vocal  and  instrumental  music, 
all  is  free.  Prizes  are  offered  regularly 
to  stimulate  ambition  and  those  who  dis- 
tinguish themselves  in  the  study  of  Eng- 
li;ih  language  spend  six  months  in  Lon- 
don at  the  expense  of  the  home,  to  per- 
fect themselves." 

The  creation  of  vast  establishments  is 
the  result  of  the  natural  tendency  of  our 
times.  So  is  the  creation  of  vast  estab- 
lishments for  co-operation,  as  is  shown 
in  apartment  house  blocks,  in  vast  office 
blocks,  and  in  a  near  future  in  co-opera- 
tive housekeeping  blocks,  which  will 
firovide  relief  from  wearing  cares  and 
riction,  variety  in  foods,  more  sociability 
and  the  needeci  rubbing  of  mind  against 
mind  for  fresher  magnetism  and  fresher, 
wider  thought.  It  must,  if  on  a  large 
scale,  be  divided  into  departments,  and 
presided  over  by  educated  minds,  also 
educated  to  that  attention  to  details  that 
is  necessary  to  any  full  success.  In- 
stead of  harrassed  boarding  house 
keepers,  those  who  now  enter  that  life 
where  all  feel  free  to  criticise,  perhaps 
condemn,  will  find  a  happier  estate  in 
some  of  the  departments  01  the  co-opera- 
tive store,  kitchen,  laundry,  etc. 


The  housekeeper  will  be  free  to  be 
mother,  evolving  all  its  broadest  mean- 
ings, or  go  into  a  partnership  with  her 
husband,  mort  delighting  and  profitable 
than  that  with  her  servant;  or  make  of 
her  one  talent  ten,  instead  of  "hiding  it 
under  the  napkin"  which  at  present 
covers  the  one  undeveloped  or  unused 
or  dwarfed  talent  called  woman's  work. 
There  will  be  happier  faces  and  keener 
wits  and  yet  nobler  aims. 

To  revert  to  Mrs.  Peirce's  book:  "To 
begin  co-operative  housekeeping.  Let 
a  preliminary  committee  of  not  fewer 
than  thirteen  intelligent  and  resolute 
women  first  pledge  themselves  to  stand 
by  each  other  and  their  cause,  through 
everything.  Then  issue  capital  stock  of 
not  less  than  250  shares  at  $5  a  share, 
each  member  to  own  not  less  than  one 
or  more  than  five  shares,  and  each  share 
to  command  one  vote.  Call  it  simply  a 
'Housekeeping  association,' 

"Draw  up  and  print  their  rules,  elect 
their  officers,  together  with  an  executive 
committee  of  not  less  than  twelve  di- 
rectors, the  officers,  of  course,  to  be  ex- 
officio  members  of  this  committee. 

'•Not  until  the  shares  are  completely 
paid  up  and  at  least  thirty  members 
pledge  their  family  custom  for  one  year 
should  the  directors  rent  a  room  in  a 
convenient  but  not  expensive  locality, 
putting  in  the  very  cheapest  possible 
fittings,  such  as  unpainted  shelves,  and 
a  long,  unpainted  pine  table  for  a  coun- 
ter. Reserving  one  quarter's  rent,  with 
the  balance  of  the  Si 250,  let  them  start  a 
co-operative  grocery,  beginning  with  a 
complete  stock  ol  goods  if  they  have 
money  enough,  if  not,  leaving  out  at 
first  the  four  articles  which  are  expens- 
ive to  buy,  inconvenient  to  handle,  and 
on  which,  though  the  consumption  is 
large,  the  profit  is  small,  viz:  flour, 
sugar,  molasses  and  kerosene. 

Poor  women  who  wish  to  become 
members,  but  who  cannot  afford  to  pur- 
chase a  share,  should  be  permitted  to  be 
customers  of  this  store  until  the  propor- 
tion of  their  profits  equals  the  price  of  a 
share,  after  which  they  must  be  enrolled 
precisely  on  the  basis  of  all  the  other 
members.

street.  From  early  morn  til  dewy  eve, 
the  members  of  the  force  mingle  u:th 
their  labor  of  getting-  cut  the  best  paper 
at  the  headot  the  lakes,  a  rmgirssong 
of  praise  to  the  effect  that  '•Halleiuiah, 
'Tis  Done.  "  Because  of  their  sins  tee 
rebellious  children  of  Israel  c;tmped  out 
and  depenried  on  Mo-es  and  the  Lord 
for  their  daily  bread  for  forty  years, 
a:ter  which  the  Promised  lat.d  was 
opened  up  for  settlement  under  the 
homestead  act.  But  The  Herald  has  had 
no  sins  to  expiate,  which  fact,  coupled 
with  the  telling  h^tbit  ct  hustling,  has  en- 
abled the  ir.stitulinn  of  an  excdus  and 
nude  possible   the  move  of  last  Saiur- 


looking  out  on  the  Duluth  harbor  and 
the  waters  of  Lake  Superior.

Communicatmg  with  one  another  and 
one  with  the  manager's  oftice,  the  other 
with  the  cashier's  department,  are  two 
snug  apartments  which  will  be  occupied 
respectively  by  the  city  circuUtor  and 
the  manager  of  the  advertising  depart- 
ment. Suit.able  furniture,  desks  and 
other  furnishings  arc  also  provided, 
fully  me;fting  the  comfort  and  conven- 
ience of  the  occupants. 

Leaving  that  part  of  the  building,  the 
stairs  re  taken  to  tlio  second  f.cor  which 
wul  be  occupied  by  cftices.  The  tir.ish- 
ings  of  the  halls  and  stair  cases  are  as 
beautiful  and  complete  as  on  the  first 
floor.  Pa«sir.g  up  short  flights  of  steps 
ending  at  the  roomy  landings,  the  third 
tloor  IS  reached.  To  the  right,  is  a  com- 
modious toilet  room.  Passing  by  that 
and  through  a  door,  entrarce  is  made  to 
a  commodious  composing  room  c^x6o 
feet  in  area.  The  nine  foot  ceiling,  a 
large  skvbght  and  numerous  windows, 
give  an-.ple  light  bv  day,  while  for  night 
service  an  incandescent  electric  light 
hangs  over  each  stand  of  cases.  Theie 
.ire  enoughJIstands  of  news  cases  at  the 
front  windows  to  employ  twelve  com- 
positors, with  abundant  room  for  more 
in  other  parts  of  the  room.  Six  stands 
of  cases  for  advertisement  ccmposi'.ors 
face  the  side  windows.  There  15  then 
the  usual  outfit  of  stone?,  rocks,  and  ail 
the  regulation  composing  room  furni- 
ture, tugether  with  commodious  coat 
stalls  and  cabinets  tor  storage  pur- 
poses. 

Returning  from  that  part  and  passing 
through  the  hail  past  the  bead  of  the 
stairs,  the  news  department  is  reached. 
This  apartment  is  12x40,  is  occupitd  by 
the  city  editor  and  reporters,  has  white 
wall-,  nine  foot  ceiling,  electric  light, 
.nrd  a  splendid  view  of  the  harbor  and 
lake,  Superior  and  West  Superior  and 
miles  of  hazy  blue  Wisconsin  shore.  Tne

The  new  Herald  building  is  a  brick 
structure  25x115  feet  in  area.  The  Mich-  I 
igan  street'front  is  five  stories  ia  height  | 
while  the  main  front  on  Superior  street  1 
extends  heavenward  four  stories.  Tbis<j 
front  is  of  Ohio  "Central  pressed  brick"  ! 
with  facings  of  Kettle  river  sandstone,  j 
The  stone  carving  is  very  neat  andlsives  j 
a  classic  touch.  Ascending  the  broad  ^ 
and  easy  iron  steps,  flanked  on  each  side  | 
by  copper  bronze  railings,  the  outside  '' 
vestibule  is  reached.  On  one  side  of  it  | 
the  wall  15  fiiced  with  a  rather  dark  por-  1 
celain  tiling.  On  the  other  is  the  large  | 
plate  glass  composing  the  front  of  an  j 
ctr.ce  room  designed  for  a  bank  or  some  I 
similar  institution.  I 

The  front  door  is  of  oak  and  massive  j 
with  its  copper  bronze  latch,  trimmings 
and  hinges.  It  enters  a  14-foot  hallway. 
On  one  side  of  this  is  the  cak  pannelled 
and  crystallme  glass  wall  of  the  bank 
oftice.  On  the  other  is  a  delicate  cream 
colored  porcelain  tile  wainscoting  with 
marble  cap  and  base.  The  floor  of  the 
hall  is  a  most  durable  tiling  of  pleasing 
figure  and  appropriate  co  or. 

Proceeding  down  the  hail,  the  base  of 
the  stair  case  is  passed  and  a  large  slid- 
ing door  reached.    That  open?  into  The 
Herald  business  office.     The  first  thing 
is  the  cashier's  de^k.    This  is  a  rich  and 
expensive  piece  of  otiice  furr.iture,  being 
furnishtd  bv   \.  H.  Andrews  Ci    Co.  of  ' 
Chicago.    On  its  top  is  a  steel   net  work  I 
extending  upward   several   feet.    There  ' 
are  pigeon  holes  for  each  day's   papers,  \ 
numerous  drawers,  and  on  the  back  side,  j 
against  the  wall,  is  generous  desk  room, 
for  the  bookkeeper.    Off  from  the  open  I 
space  wi'hin,  is  a   small  vault  for  books 
and    documents,    .Adjoining  the  "space 
occupied    by    the    cashiers    desk    and 
screens,  is  further  space  for  desk   room, 
cabinets  or  any  thing  else  that  may  prove 
desirable  to  place  there. 

Leaaing  off  from  all  this  is  the  sanc- 
tum sanctorum  of  the  business  depart- 
ment, 1,1x15,  generously  furnished  with 
desks  and  furnitu/e,  comfortable  rugs* on 
the  floor,  pictures  of  noted  journalists  on 
the  walls,    a  couple    of    large  windows 


plashing  of  the  waves,  the  fog  horn's 
soothing  bellow,  the  whistling  of  busv 
tugs,  the  lazy  glide  of  the  "whaleback" 
and  the  noisy  switch  engine  will  all  be 
available  to  soothe  the  nerves,  rest  the 
neary  eye,  help  turn  the  wheels  of 
thought  and  facilitate  the  flow  of  the 
journalistic  idea. 

Connected  with  and  parallel  to  the 
local  room  is  the  managing  editor's 
room,  12x30  feet  in  area,  with  its  book- 
cases, desks,  exchange  table  and  all  his 
aids  and  appurtenances.  Adjoining  it  is 
the  telegraph  editor  and  operators'  quar- 
ters, 8x12  feet  in  arej. 

Passing  back  to  the  street,  by  stairs  as 
t:road  as  those  said  to  iead  to  destruc- 
tion but  infinitely  safer,  a  descent  is 
made  to  the  basemciit  in  which  is  the 
press  room.  First  comes  a  storeroomi 
for  tons  of  the  white  rolls  of  paper. 
Then  comes  the  press  room,  occupied 
by  the  Cox  Duplex  Perfecting  press, 
which  spits  out  moic  than  5000  copies 
of  The  Herald  e.'ch  hour  without  balk 
ing  or  turning  a  hair.  Power  is  fur- 
nished by  a  ten-horse  power  C.  &  C. 
electric  motor.  The  ceiling  is  )  feet  6 
inches  in  height  and  the  floor  is  com- 
posed of  a  smooth,  hard  cement.  The 
walls  have  a"  white  pairit  finish,  and 
an  elevator  plies  back  and  forth  from 
the  cement  floor  to  the  composing  room 
on  the  third  floor,  bearing  the  forms  of 
type.  Off  from  the  press  room  are 
ample  quarters  and  facilities  for  the 
mailing  department  and  back  of  that  is 
the  waiting  room  for  the  newsboys,  who 
enter  from  Michigan  street. 

In  the  sub-basement  is  situated  the 
large  boiler  which  evolves  steam  heat 
for  the  large  force  of  busv  workers  in  all 
the  many  parts  ot  the  building. 

Thus  ends  a  hasty  architectural  de- 
scription cf  this  modern  home  for  a  mod- 
ern newspaper.  This  structure  was  com- 
menced last  June  and  the  finishing 
touches  have  just  been  gi^  en.  J.  A. 
Robert,  of  this  city,  secured  the  contract 
and  he  has  proven  himself  a  master  in 
his  line.  The  woodwork  is  all  quarter- 
sawed  oak  and  the  firm  that  furniahcd  it

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The  new  Cox  Duplex  printing  press, 
which  was  recently  placed  in  the  Her- 
ald's press  room,  marks  an  epoch  in  Du- 
luth journalism.  There  is  nothing  stero- 
typed  about  it.  Like  the  news  printed 
m  The  Herald,  it  is  the  latest  and  conse- 
quently the  best.  This  innovation  is 
simply  the  consummation  ot  the  aims  of 
the  present  m.anagement  of  the  paper, 
and  has  been  necessitated  by  the  con- 
stantly increasing  circulation  of  The 
Herald,  which  has  now  grown  to  such 
proportions  that  the  ordinary  presses  are 
unable  to  handle  it  within  the  required 
time.  Those  who  have  seen  the  new 
press  feed  itself  with  blank  paper  from 
a  large  roll  and  turn  out  thousands  of 
handsomely  printed,  pasted  and  folded 
papers  can  truthfully  say  that  the  pleas- 
ure ot  realization  is  much  greater  than 
ihe  pleasure  of  anticipation.  The  cut 
given  herewith  is  a  faithful  representation 
of  the  new  press,  which  was  made  ex- 
pressly for  The  Herald  by  the  Duplex 
Printing  Press  Co.,  of  Buttle  Creek, 
.Vlich.,  and  possesses  all  the  latest  im- 
provements used  on  this  style    of   press. 

The  evolution  of  the  printing  press  is 
among  the  marvelous  things  cf  this 
century,  or  rather  the  last  quarter  ot  thi> 
century,  for  it  has  all  taken  place  within 
twenty  five  ve::-rs  and  less.  Public  in- 
formation regarding  the  great  strides 
which  the  art  of  newspaper  printing  has 
taken  of  late  is.  of  course,  small,  because 
the  latest  improved  presses,  such  as  The 
Herald  is  now  employing,  are  as  yet 
comparatively  few,  although  the  makers 
have  orders  for  months  ahead  and  are 
working  night  and  day  to  supply  the 
demand.  But  they  are  truly  wcnderfu: 
machines. 

When  printing  from  m.ovab!e  type 
v.as  first  invented  the  matter  of  presses 
was  ore  of  minor  consideration.  Speed 
was  not  an  element  to  be  considered, 
and  anything  which  would  press  the 
paper  u;  on  the  types  so  as  to  leave  an 
impression  was  considered  good  enough. 
So  an  arrangement  of  a  platen  and 
levers  was  useJ,  worked  by  hand,  and  it 
answered  all  purposes  for  many  a  long 
year. 

r  inally  newsp4pers  came  in,.ind  from 
the  old  press  what  was  known  as  the 
W.is^:ington  hand  press  was  evolved. 
It  differed  but  little  from  it,  the  only 
improvement  being  an  arrangement  by 
which  the  form  of  typ^  would  travel  in 
and  out  from  under  the  platen  at  each 
pull  of  the  lever  so  th  it  the  type  could 
be  inked  and  a  new  sheet  of  piper  put 
on.  A  smart  and  muscular  boy.  work- 
ing hard,  could  probably  print  from  150 
to  2CO  impressions  an  hour  with  such  a 
press,  but  newspaper  circulations  were 
not  great  in  those  days  and  the  Wash- 
ington hand  press  answered  every  pur- 
pose of  publishers. 

But  soon  something  which  would  print 
faster  was  demanded,  and  then  the  idea 
of  an  up-and->down  moving  platen  was 
abandoned  and  a  cylinder  was  intro 
duced.  This  cylinder  at  first  ran  over 
the  form  from  one  end  to  the  other, 
traveling  m  tracks  at  the  side,  which 
kept  its  full  weight  off  the  type,  but  yet 
allowed  it  to  press  the  paper  upon  them. 
Then  the  cylinder  was  made  stationary, 
but  revolving,  the  paper  being  fed 
around  it,  and  the  bed  of  the  press  con- 
taining the  type  forms  traveling  back 
and  forth  underneath  it.  After  this,  on 
the  better  presses,  steam  power  took  the 
place  of  hand,  a  stalwart  laboring  man 
no  longer  hav  ng  to  toil  at  the  weari- 
some crank. 

A' I  this  was  an  advance,  but  it  was 
not  much  after  all.  Even  the  best  of 
these  presses  were  so  slow  that  they 
would  be  rejected  in  a  country  newspa- 
per office  today,  and  although  the  prin- 
ciple on  which  they  worked  was  the 
same  as  that  of  the  press  of  our  friend, 
the  rural  editor,  still  he  would  turn  up 
his  nose  at  them.  They  only  printed 
one  side  •  of  the  sheet,  so  that 
all  papers  had  to  go  through  them  twice 
and  were  generally  unsatisfactory.  But 
they  were  the  best  which  human  inge- 
nuity had  devised  to  that  time  and  they 
had  to  do. 

Then  came  the  war  of  the  rebellion  and 
it  revolutionized  newspaper  business  in 
this  country.  Before  it  newspaper  read- 
ing could  hardly  be  called  general. 
It  made  it  universal.  Before  it 
newspapers  were  largely  devoted  to 
long-winded  and  ofttiraes  tiresome  edi- 
t*riais  on  matters  of  public  pa*icy  or 
clippings  from  exchanges,  generally  of 
a  class  of  reading  now  found,  if  at  all, 
in  magazines  and  trade  weeklies.  After 
the  war  had  begun  the  people  eagerly 
inquired  for  information  on  what  was 
going  on  on  the  battlefield,  in  the  camp, 
in  the  hospital,  on  the  ocean,  or  at 
Washington,  and  the  demand  for  what 
is  nov.-  known  as  "news'    sprang  up. 

The  papers  brought  the  telegraph  into 
use,  they  sent  correspondents  to  the 
front,  they  began  to  publish  the  news  of 
the  day.  all  absorbing,  deeply  interest- 
ing news  it  was,  and  readers  flocked  to 
them  by  the  thousands.  People  would 
buy  the  papers  at  any  price;  there  was  a 
universal  hunger  for  news  ot  the  war 
and  journals  which  had  formerly  kniwn 
a  circulation  of  but  a  few  thousands  sud- 
denly found  the  number  of  their  readers 
increased  ten  and  sometimes  one  hun- 
dred fold. 

Then  it  was  that  the  necessity  for 
faster  presses  became  so  urgent  that  it 
could  not  be  denied  and  the  principle 
on  v.  hich  the  best  presses  of  today  arc 
manufactured  was  discovered.  It  w.as  a 
simple  thing  when  one  came  to  look  at 
it,  but  it  completely  changed  the  art  of 
printing. 

Before  the  type  had  been    put   in  flat 


chases,  upon  which  the  paper  was  print- 
ed m  sheets.  The  new  proposal  was  to 
place  the  type  on  revolving  cylinders 
and  pass  the  paper,  which  should  be 
made  in  endless  rolU.  between  them, 
printing  it  on  both  sides  as  it  went 
through  and  cutting  it  after  it 
had  been  printed.        It  was 

like  passing  '  the  paper  through  a 
big  wringing  machine,  tnc  type  being  in 
the  rollers. 

After  various  diflicuUics  in  the  way  of 
locking  up  type  on  these  huge  cylinders 
and  others  of  a  similar  character  had 
been  overcome  the  projjct  was  found  to 
be  feasible  and  the  new  method  proved 
a  success.  It  was.  of  course,  imperfect, 
but  It  was  much  faster  than  the  old  and 
zs  improvements,  such  as  folding  ma- 
chines, were  added  the  press  of  that  day, 
although  by  no  means  the  beautiful  ma- 
chine the  one  of  today  is,  tcok  on  con- 
siderable resemblance  to  it. 

Then  came  another  great  stride,  the 
process  of  quick  stereotyping  was  in- 
vented, and  it  was  made  possible  in  but 
a  few  nrnutcs  to  cast  frcm  the  flit  iorm 
of  type  a  perfect  metal  plate  from  which 
the  paper  could  be  prir.ted.  This  form 
was  cast  to  fit  the  cylinders  of  the  press 
•md  so  it  was  made  possible  to  reduce 
those  cylinders  in  size,  a  great  saving  of 
time  as  well  as  in  the  bulk  of  the  press. 
When  the  type  themselves  had  to  be 
locked  on  the  surface  of  the  cylinders 
the  cylinders  hid  to  i)e  very  large,  so  as 
rr,  present  as  near  a  flat  surface  as  pos- 
sible, but  these  stereotvpe  plates  could 
be  cast  in  any  segment  of  a  circle  de- 
sired, and  today  they  cover  exactly  half 
the  cylinders,  two  of  them  forming  a 
circle. 

From  this  time  on  the  improve- 
ment in  the  f.ist  printing  press 
has  been  steady.  Stereotyping',  however, 
was  found  to  be  very  expensive.  To 
most  papers  outside  the  large  cities 
where  the  circulation  was  from  15,000 
upwards,  the  cost  ot  stereotyping  was 
too  great,  and  inventive  genius  turned 
its  attention  to  producing  a  press  that 
would  combine  the  best  features  of  the 
web  perfecting  presses,  without  the  ex- 
oense  of  stereotyping.  The  delay  inci- 
dent to  the  latter  process  was  also  a  se- 
rious matter  to  evening  newspapers,  to 
•vhich  the  time  lost  in  stereotyping  was 
I  heavy  loss.  One  of  the  chief  features 
^  the  evening  paper  is  the  presentation 
of  the  i.ews  when  it  is  news.    The  result 


feet  papers  per  hour.  It  retains  simply 
the  vital  principles  of  the  old  machine. 
Its  form  is  changed  completely.  It  is 
simp  icity  perfected,  with  the  speed 
doubled.  It  is  practically  free  from  ad- 
justments, and  there  are  few  parts  likely 
to  get  out  of  order. 

The  power  is  applied  from  the  main 
driving  wheel  to  the  impression  without 
a  gear;  in  other  words,  with  less  inter- 
vening mechanism  than  in  any  other  flat- 
bed press,  not  excepting  even  the 
simplest  drum  cylinders.  The  cut  of  the 
new  machine  shows  that  the  mechanism 
;s  very  simple.  Two  impression  cylinders, 
located  one  directly  over  the  other,  and 
journalcd  into  cross-heads  or  carriers, 
are  reciprocated  over  stationary  beds, 
making  two  impressions  with  each 
al  ernate  movement,  or  printing  tv.o 
complete  papers  with  each  revolution  of 
the  large  driving  wheel.  The  cylinders 
are  the  only  reciprocating  parts  in  the 
press,  and  as  these  are  driven  by  a  crank 
motion  no  air  buffers  or  springs  of  any 
kind  are  required.  The  form  rollers  are 
carried  with  the  two  cylinders,  and  they 
pass  over  the  form  twice  for  each  im- 
pression. Only  two  fountains  are  re- 
quired, notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
rollers  take  ink  at  each  end  of  the  press. 
The  folder  is  between  the  main  wheels 
and  above  the  shaft  carrying  them.  The 
folded  papers  are  delivered  in  a  packing 
box  directly  over  the  roll  of  paper  at  the 
end  of  the  press.  The  upper  bed  is  less 
than  three  feet  from  the  floor,  while  the 
pressman,  standing  on  the  floor,  can 
look  down  upon  the  upper  surface  of  the 
folder. 

The  machine  has  a  rotary  movement 
throughout,  with  the  exception  that  the 
cylinders  are  reciprocated,  and  the  pa- 
per dwells  during  the  impression  in  that 
part  of  the  web  only  which  lies  hori- 
zontal, and  that  which  extends  over 
the  rear  end  of  the  press,  as  seen  in  the 
cut.  The  web  in  every  other  part  is 
constantly  moving  at  a  liniform  rate  of 
speed.  It  is  fed  from  the  roll  by 
calendars  having  a  constant  and  uniform 
motion,  and  is  fed,  printed,  through  a 
rotary  cutter  into  t.he  folder  in  the  same 
way.  The  whole  machine  occupies  a 
floor  space  of  only  about  9x15  feet. 

This  press  will  print,  fold  and  paste 
either  a  four-page,  a  six-page]oran  eight- 
page  paper,  and  either  size  may  have 
six  columns  or  seven  columns  to  the 
page.    No  adjustments  whatever  are  re- 


also  made  paper  from  the  leaves  of  the 
papyrus  palm  and  thence  our  word 
"piper  "  is  derived. 

But  while  the  use  of  wood  in  the  man- 
ufacture of  the  article  is  so  old,  later 
generations  discarded  it  and  made  tbeir 
paper  out  of  rags  — a  trick  learned  from 
the  Chinese  and  for  centuries  that  was 
the  only  material  used. 

A  (ierman  named  John  Spielman,  who 
was  knighted  for  his  services,  set  up  the 
first  recognized  paper  mill  in  England 
in  15.S8,  locating  near  Dartford,  although 
It  is  claimed  by  some  authorities  that  one 
John  Tate  made  paper  before  him  in 
Hartfordshire.  Spielinan's  miill  was  a 
small  one,  his  product  being  so  costly 
that  there  was  but  little  demand  for  it 
and  even  as  late  as  the  sixteenth  century 
paper  was  a  scarce  thing  in  Europe, 
parchment  made  cf  sheipskms  being 
used  for  all  legal  documents  and  court 
purposes. 

Fmaliy.  in  1S53,  300  years  after  Sir 
John  .Spielman  set  up  his  primitive  mill. 
Charles  Watts  evolved  the  idea  that 
paper  could  be  made  out  of  wood  pulp. 
He  secured  a  patent  for  his  invention, 
Lut  partly  through  imperfections  in  his 
process  ai-.d  partly  through  the  disin- 
clination of  the  English  to  accept  any- 
thing new,  he  was  unable  to  secure  any 
commercial  recOj^nition  of  his  discovery 
and  he  never  profited  from  it. 

But  in  1873  Professor  Mitcherlich.  of 
the  ?»Iundeu  academy,  Hanover,  Ger- 
many, took  np  Watts'  abandoned  idea 
and  invented  a  chemical  process  of  con- 
verting wood  into  paper  which  revolu- 
tionized the  newspaper  printing  bu£lnes^ 
of  the  world.  It  was  called  the  "sulphite 
process"  and  rot  only  succeeded  in  turn 
ing  out  a  satisfactory  product  from 
wood -the  paper  on  which  The  Heralo 
is  printed  is  an  example — but  reduced 
the  cost  over  300  per  cent  and  enabled 
the  newspaper  publisher  to  reduce  the 
price  of  his  journal  to  the  reader. 

At  once  wood  pulp  mills  sprung  up  all 
over  the  world  and  in  this  as  in  other 
countries  became  an  important  industry. 
Many  of  them  only  manufacture  paper 
for  fast  newspaper  presses,  which  comes 
in.hugc  rolls,  not  cut  into  sheets,  and 
the  principal  points  of  manufacture  are 
Niagara  Falls,  Holyoke,  Mass.,  places 
in  Wisconsin,  and  Little  Falls, 
Minn.  The         process         is         an 

interesting  one  when  seen  at  its  best  in 
mills   like  these  of  the  Hennepin  Paper

TIPPECANOE'S    INAUGURATION. 


The  Most  Elaborate  Pageant  That  Has  Ever 
Been  Seen  i.n  America. 
A'.LE(iHi:N\.  Pa.,  March  4.— While 
men  are  telling  with  great  pride  just  now 
how  they  voted  for  every  president  from 
the  days  of  Andrew  Jackson,  Col.  James 
D.  MinroU,  at  present  residing  on  his 
son-in-law's  farm  near  this  place,  but  a 
nativj  and  until  recently  a  resident  of 
our  national  capital,  who  lacks  but  two 
or  three  years  of  being  a  centenarian, 
has  witnessed  the  inauguration  of  every 
occupant  of  the  presidential  chair  from 
the  days  of  Thomas  Jefferson  until  the 
present  tim.y.  and  his  recollections  of 
even  the  earliest  of  these  events  are  as 
fresh  and  vivid  as  though  it  had  trans- 
pired yesterday.  In  telling  about  past 
inaugurations,  the  colonel  said: 

"  Ihe  inauguration  of  Willum  Henry 
Harrison  1  hursday,  .March  4.  1841,  was 
in  some  respects  the  most  remarkable 
evert  of  its  kind.  The  popular  enthusi- 
asm aroused  by  the  occasion  was  fully 
f;qual  in  point  of  intensity  to  that  which 
reeted  President  Jackson,  and  was  even 
lOre  public  and  widcsp.-ead,  though  it 
jund  expression  in  a  much  more  decor- 
'Us  manner.  Ttie  day  was  cloudy, 
houg'n  no  rain  fell,  and  a  piercing  east 
Aind  prevailed  1  he  stanch  old  farmer 
ind  soldier  declined  to  ride  in  the  el.- 
^ant  carriage  presented  to  him  by  Balti- 
iiiore  admirers,  and.  instead,  rode  to  the 
Capitol  upon  a  white  horse  in  the  center 
of  a  hollow  square  of  cavairv.  After  him 
came  the  most  elaborate  pigeani  tnat 
has  ever  oeen  seen  in  this  country  u;>  to 
that  time.  There  werecocns.  log  cabins, 
and  hard  cider  barrels  innumerable. 
There  were  many  companies  of  miliiia 
wearing  coon-skm  c^pi.  1  here  were 
power  looms,  or  spinning  jennies  as  we 
called  them  in  thote  aays,  m  full 
operriion.  One  log  cabin  was 
su  laige  that  thirteen  horses  were  re- 
quired to  draw  it.  All  the  church  bells 
in  the  city  rang  out  a  merry  peal  as  the 
procession  passed  along.  .Many  dwell- 
ings and    stores    along    the  route  were

of  this  great  need  is  the  Cox  Duplex 
press,  one  of  which  now  stands  m  The 
Herald's  commodious  pressroom.  The 
machine  is  the  growth  of  many  years  of 
study,  experiment,  failure,  disappoint- 
ment, with  final  success  and  triumph. 

Nearly  fifteen  years  ago  Joseph  L. 
Cox,  a  young  printer  who  was  possessed 
with  remarkable  inventive  genius,  be- 
came convinced  that  thgre  was  some- 
thing needed  in  presses  that  had  never 
been  considered  practical.  Seeing  the 
wide  gap  between  the  hand-fed  presses 
on  which  the  bulk  of  the  printing  of  the 
world  is  still  being  done  and  the  expen- 
sive stereotype  machines  on  which  the 
great  metropolitan  dailies  are  printed, 
he  determined  to  fill  it  with  a  machine 
that  should  meet  the  demands  of  speed 
and  economy,  combined  with  little  ex- 
pense of  operating,  of  that  large  class  of 
daily  newspapers  having  a  circulation  of 
from  four  to  ten  thousand,  and  of  weeklv, 
monthly  and  other  publications  of  large 
circulation. 

Like  many  other  real  inventors  he  de- 
parted from  the  beaten  paths  of  his  pre- 
decessors and  applied  his  mind  to  work- 
ing upon  new  lines.  He  seemed  con- 
vinced that  the  limit  of  speed  m  presses 
of  the  old  kind  had  been  practically 
reached,  and  that  the  advance  must  be 
something  entirely  new. 

The  tirst  machines  were  built  six 
years  ago  anc  were  put  into  use  bv  the 
proprietors  of  the  Burlington,  la..  Hawk- 
eve,  the  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  Democrat, 
the  Rockford,  III.,  Register  and  other 
dailies  of  that  class.  They  were  practi- 
cally successful  and  are  still  in  opera- 
t  on.  The  only  objection  to  them  was 
that  the  speed,  while  much  greater  than 
that  of  any  other  flat-bed  press,  did  not 
justify  the  cost  of  their  construction  or 
satisfy  the  expectations  of  the  inventor. 
Their  capacity  was  about  2000  perfected 
papers  per  hour. 

Since  that  time  the  energies  of  Mr. 
Cox  have  been  directed  toward  sim.plify- 
ing  the  machine  and  increasing  its  ca- 
pacity. The  expenditure  of  fivt  years 
ot  energetic  thought,  and  an  immense 
amount  of  labor  and  capital  has  accom- 
plished this. 

The  press  now  operating  ir.  The  Her- 
ald oliice  is  a  simple,  strong,  durable  and 
thoroughly  pr?.ctical  machine,  capable  of 
printing,  pasting  and  folding  from  a  roll 
either  tour,  six  or  eight  pages,  from  tTat- 
beds  with  ordinary  type  forms,  500c  per- 


cjuired  in  either  press  or  folder  in  chang- 
ing from  the  four  to  the  six  or  eight- 
page  paper.  All  that  s  necessary  is  to 
put  in  the  proper  width  of  roll. 

Asall  the  gearing  and  other  mechanism 
employed  to  move  the  beds  in  ordinary 
cylinder  presses  is  dispensed  with  in  this 
machine;  as  there  are  no  grippers  or 
small  and  delicate  mechanisms  of  any 
kind;  as  the  movements  are  mostly 
rotary  and  not  rapid,  and  as  the  press  is 
designed  and  constructed  in  the  most 
soliu  and  thorough  manner  the  dura- 
bility of  the  press  is,  beyond  question, 
far  greater  than  that  of  other    machines. 

Another  noticeable  feature  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  press  is  that  it  is  de- 
signed to  produce  the  least  possible 
wear  of  the  type.  The  greatest  liability 
to  wear  type  is  entirely  obviated  in  this 
press,  as  the  beds  do  not  move  at  all. 
The  forms  are  easily  and  quickly  ad- 
justed and  the  press  can  be  started  im- 
mediately after  the  forms  are  ready.  A 
thousand  papers  can  be  printed,  ready 
for  delivery,  while  a  stereotyper  would 
be  making  his  plates. 

HOW    PAPER  IS  MADE. 


What  the  Wood-Pulp  Process  Has  Done  for 
the  World. 

Many  inventions  have  combined  to 
make  the  modern  newspaper  possible, 
the  most  wonderful  being  perhaps  the 
fast  perfecting  presses  like  those  on 
which  The  Herald  is  printed,  but  none 
has  done  so  much  to  help  the  cause  of 
cheap  newspapers  as  the  discovery  of 
the  wood-pulp  process  of  manufacturing 
paper. 

It  was  not  so  very  long  ago  that  paper 
of  any  kind  was  the  luxury  of  the  rich, 
and  while  its  use  has  been  known  for 
centuries  it  was  only  comparatively  re- 
cent that  it  became  cheap  enough  to  be 
popular. 

The  old  Romans  wrote  first  on  tablets 
of  stone  somewhat  similar  to  our  school- 
boy slates,  and  then  used  wooden  tablets 
covered  with  wax  from  which  they  could 
erase  the  marks  and  use  them  oyer 
again.  Parchment  was  made  out  of  skins 
and  used  for  writing  purpose?,  but  the 
first  real  oaper  was  made  of  the  bark  of 
a  tree  calleti  biblo,  from  which  a  book 
came  tobw  called  bibiium,  and  the  Bible, 
which  is  but  another  name  for  "The 
Book,"  got    its  name.    The   Egyptians 


company  at    Little    Falls   in  this    state. 
To  these  mills   the    wood    is  brought  in 
I  five-ff'Ot  lengths    with  the  bork  off.    An 
I  all-consu.ming    cutter,     acting    like    an 
I  enormous  hash-chopper,  cuts  it  into  five- 
inch  slices  ?cross   the  grain   as  fast  as  it 
I  can  be  fed,  and  endless  elevators  carry 
\  the  slices  into    boilers    where   they    are 
j  dumped  and    caustic    soda  added.     For 
six  hours    the    wood    is  boiled    under  a 
:  pressure  of  68  poundsof  steam  and  then, 
I  reduced  to  a  pulp,    the  contents  of    the 
1  boiler  are  emptied. 

'      After  this  other  chemicals  are  added, 
I  each    manufacturer    having  his    prefer- 
i  ences  and  own  particular  secrets,  but  the 
main  ingredients  are  cotton  waste,  alum 
I  cake,  white  cbiea  clay  and  talc. 
i      Then  the  pulp  is  put    into  a  machine 
which  pours  it  out  into  molds  in  uniform 
thickness  and  of    an    even    consistency, 
;  draining  off  the  water  at  the  same  time, 
;  while  endless  belts  carry  it  off,    allowing 
'  it  to  dry  and  giving  it  a  finish  by  passing 
I  It    through    calendars.    After    this    the 
I  paper  is  ready  to  be  cut  up  if  sheets  are 
I  required  or  it  it  is  for  use  on    a    perfect- 
ing press  such  as  The    Herald   employs 
it  is  wound  in  one  continuous   sheet  into 
huge  rolls,  each  one  containing  from  500 
to    Soo    pounds    of   paper.    Then  it    is 
shipped    to    the    pressroom  of  the  daily 
paper  and  is  ready  to  be  used. 


What  It  Means.

His 
inaugural  address,  which  was  of  such 
length  that  it  occupied  an  hour  and  a 
half  in  its  delivery,  was  liberally  embel- 
lished in  that  way,  abounding  in  allusions 
to  the  heroes  01  antiquity  and  containing 
numerous  mythological  and  metaphori- 
cal references.  He  compared  himself,  m 
his -progress  to  the  capitol,  with  those 
victorious  Roman  generals  of  old  making 
a  triumphal  entry  into  Rome  along  the 
Appi  n  way. 

•During  all  the  time  he  was  speaking 
he  was  wholly  unprote'  ted  by  oveicoat, 
hat  or  gloves,  and  stood  facing  a  fierce 
east  wind,  which  toved  with  his  grav 
hair  and  penetrated  to  his  very  vitals.  I 
have  always  believed,  and  alwavs  shall 
beiieve,  that  that  cold  hour  and  a  half  of 
elaborate,  tlowery  oratory  wai  largely 
responsible  lor  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred April  4,  exactly  one  month  from 
the  day  of  his  inauguration. 

"There  was  no  ministerial  or  other 
pr-'test  against  the  inauguration  ball 
that  year,  as  there  was  when  his  grand- 
son, Benjamin  Harrison,  was  inaugur- 
ated in  laSg.  and  two  such  assemtilies 
were  held.  I  shall  never  case  to  remem- 
ber, with  keen  amusement.  the 
looks  of  horror,  the  blushes, 
giggles,  and  unsophi.iticated  re- 
marks elicited  at  'the  more  pluto- 
cratic of  these  gatherings  by  the  decol- 
lete dress  worn  by  the  wife  of  one  of  the 
foreign  dipiom.ats.  'Well,  I  swo»'  If 
that  ain't  dretfull"  'Oh,  myl  I  think 
she'd  oughter  be  ashamed  l"  were  some 
of  the  exclamations  of  the  beaux  and 
belles  of  the  period. 

"Fortunately  or  unfortunately  civiliza- 
tion has  pro^'resscd  since  then,  and  when 
Benjamin  Harrison,  the  grandson  of 
Wiljiam  Henry,  was  inaugurated  on  a 
very  rainy,  disagreeable  4th  of  March  in 
1S89.  'fie  sight  of  fair  ladies  whose  dress, 
or  rather  undress,  ^vas  supported  only 
by  a  narrow  strip  of  ribbon  across  the 
shoulders,  did  rot  excic  a  ripple  of  at- 
tention or  comment  at  the  inauguration 
ball  from  the  descendants  of  tho^e  who 
were  so  shocked  at  Grandfather  William 
Henry's  inaugural  'shindig.'"

Duluth's  great  pride  is  now  and  ever 
will  be  her  manufacturing  interests.  In 
this  line  the  Zenith  city  is  pushing  for- 
ward to  the  front  rank  and  is  fast  be- 
coming recognized  as  possessing  the 
greatest  of  possibilities  and  advantages, 
not  merely  because  of  the  close  prox- 
imity of  all  the  raw  materials  necessary, 
but  also  because  of  the  wonderful  facilit- 
ies foi  distribution.  In  every  direction 
the  manufactured  products  of  l>aluth's 
institutions  are  being  sent,  not  even  the 
Western  hemisphere  is  its  limit.  The 
machinery  made  hsre  goes  to  every  cor- 


erics  there  could  be  heard  on  every  hand 
tnc  wildest  of  predictions  for  Duluth's 
future  as  an  iron  manufacturinr  center. 
Many  of  these,  of  course,  came 
from  excited  brains,  but  con- 
servative men  admitted  that  if 
all  that  was  claimed  for  the  Mesaba 
mines  could  be  verified  by  the  actual 
work  of  development  then  it  was  but 
reasonable  to  believe  that  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes  would  be  established  one  of 
the  greatest,  if  not  the  greastest,  iron 
manufacturing  centers  on  the  continent. 
Today  the  truth  of  the  claims  m.ide  has 
been  demonstrated.  Mesaba  ore  has 
gone  down  the  lakes  to  Pittsburg;  it  has 
passed  through  the  furnaces  and  with 
what  result?  With  the  result  that  the 
iron  trade  papers  now  declare  that  the 
Mesaba  ores  control  the  market.  Right 
here  in  our  city  also  have  these  ores 
stood  the  test. 

The  West  Duluth  blast  furnace  is  to- 
day using  Mesaba  ores  and  turning  out 
a  No.  1  Hessemer  pig  iron. 
Formerly  one  -  third  Chandler 

(\  erinillion)  and  two-thirds  of 
Gogebic  ore  was  used.  The  opening 
of  the  Mesaba  mines  and  the  mtroduc- 
tion  of  these  ores  has  brought  a  saving 
of  about  §2  per  ton.  Not  only  this  but 
by  the  mixing  of.  a  number  of 
the  low  grade  Mesaba  ores  with  others 
first  class  foundry  iron  can  be  and  is  be- 
ing produced.  This  is  higher  in  phos- 
phorus and  not  so  hard,  Bessemer  pig 
iron  being  too  hard  for  foundry  use.  The 
blast  furtvace  is  now  turning  out  No.  i 
Bessemer  pig  three  weeks  ot  the  month 
and  foundry  iron  the  other  week.  For 
the  latter  a  tine  market  is  being  built  up 
and  it  will  be  but  a  few  months  before 
this  furnace  will    supply    nearly  all    the 


mill  machinery,  such  as  edgers,  trim- 
mers, etc.,  are  manufactured.  At  pres- 
ent the  conpany  is  working  on  a  contract 
for  the  I  ronton  Structural  Steel  com- 
pany aggregating  at  least  $i7i;,ooo. 
All  of  the  machinery  for 
this  plant  will  be  furnished  by  the  Mari- 
nette works.  The  great  engine  which  is 
being  turned  out  weighs  225  tons  and 
will  be  2.S00  horse  power.  This  particu- 
lar contract  and  many  others  now  on 
hand  assure  a  rushing  season. 

The  fronton  Structural  Steel  com- 
pany's p!ant  now  building  and  which 
will  be  in  operation,  it  is  expected,  dur- 
ing the  coming  summer,  will  enter  a 
fielil  heretofore  unoccupied  by  Duluth 
institutions,  the  manufacture  of  struc- 
tural iron  and  steel.  This  plant  will  at 
the  start  employ  over  300  men.  It  is 
built  on  an  extensive  scale  and  with  a 
contidence  that  surprises  and  yet  com- 
pels the  admiration  of  those  unaccus- 
tomed to  Western  push  and  energy. 
Nevertheless  as  large  as  the  plant  is  be- 
ing built  its  projectors  arc,  even  before 
its  completion,  planning  a  material  en- 
largement. 

Another  industry  is  about  to  be  estab- 
lished whicfi  is  of  much  promise.  This 
is  the  building  of  the  turtleback  vessels. 
One  is  soon  to  be  built  as  an  experiment, 
and  it  is  a  foregone  conclusion  that  it 
will  be  successful.  The  establishment 
of  a  great  shipbuilding  yard  will  surely 
follow. 

This  brief  outline  of  the  iron  industry 
cannot  begin  to  cover  everything,  and 
many  more  institutions  that  contribute 
their  share  to  the  general  advance  of 
iron  manufacture  might  be  enlarged 
upon.  There  is  the  Clyde  Iron  works 
employing    about   seventy-five  men,  the 


gest  firms  in  the  country  are  headed 
this  way.  Murphv  &  Dorr,  the  largest 
firm  in  the  Saginaw  valley,  will  build 
a  mill  here  the  coming  summer  and 
have  been  for  some  time  buying  up  tim- 
ijer.  C.  M.  Ilill,  nnother  Saginaw  lum- 
berman, has  been  figuring  on  a  big  mill 
here  for  some  time,  and  it  is  only  a  (|ues- 
tion  of  a  few  months  before  he  builds  it. 
The  Weyerhauser  syndicate  will  build  at 
the  head  of  the  lakes  and  today  control 
an  immense  section  of  pine  in  this  dis- 
trict and  which  must  be  handled 
here.  Their  mill  will  probably 
be  built  in  l&)^.  Several  other  big 
firms  are  figuring  on  sites  and  one  pine 
land  firm  doing  business  in  Duluth  has 
inquiries  from  100  firms  desiring  to  build 
saw  mills  here. 

The  Duluth  lumber  district  gives 
employment  to  fully  6.C00  men  all  the 
year  and  nt  least  4,000  horses  and  oxen. 
The  supplies  all  come  from  Duluth  and 
the  supplyiHi,' of  this  trade  has  become 
one  ol  tne  grciuesl  factors  in  the  build- 
ing up  of  itie  jobbing  interests  of  Duluth. 

The  111  irket  for  the  lumber  of  the 
Duhiih  district  is  unlimited.  It  is  dis- 
-tributtd  over  the  West  and  Southwest, 
it  gocj  I'.ast  via  the  lakes  and  even  to 
South  .\merica.  One  firm  iri 
Duhuh  shipped  last  year  to 
the  latter  country  10.000,000  feet 
The  local  local  market,  too,  is  enormous 
in  its  dcmanili  and  after  filling  theii 
Eastern  contracts  the  mills  are  taxed  to 
their  utmost  to  nil  them,  in  fact  theri 
must  be  more  mills.  During  this  sum 
iiiur  the  Iron  Range  dock  at  Two  Har 
bo!s  will  require  6,000.000  feet;  the  Du 
luth  &  Winnipeg  dock  on  Allouez  bay, 
4,000,000  feet;  the  Duluth,  Missabe  & 
Northern  dock  on  St,  Louis  bay,   13,000, 


which  the  firm  of  (^ill  &  Wright  have 
been  having  ever  since  it  st.artcd  it  is 
but  reasonable  to  expect  that  in  two  or 
three  years  the  full  capacity  will  be  put 
in. 

The  Imperial  Mill  company  has  for 
some  time  been  considering  the  erection 
of  another  mill,  and  it  is  possible  that 
the  coming  fall  will  see  the  commence- 
ment of  operations.  The  Duluth  mills 
have  an>  established  tr.ide  and  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  mill  by  them  is  vastly  dif- 
ferent from  the  building  of  one  by  an 
entirely  new  tirm- it  is  a  certainty,  not 
an  c\pcriment. 

Electrical  Manufacturing. 
The  manufacture  of  electrical  ma- 
chinery is  an  industry  which  is  entirely 
an  unknown  quantity  in  Duluth  at  pre- 
sent, but  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  it  will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  great- 
est and  most  renumerative  of  any  of  the 
lines  of  manufaturing  now  represented 
here. 

There  is  now  just  starting  in  this  city 
a  plant  which  has  every  prospect  of  be- 
coming one  of  the  greatest  in  the  coun- 
try in  Us  particular  line  and  will  furnish 
in  time  emplovment  to  2000  or  3000  peo- 
ple. This  is  the  (ireat  Western  Manu- 
facturing company  which  was  brought 
here  through  the  efforts  of  R.  S.  Mun- 
ger,  O.  H.  Simonds  and  others.  In 
another  column  will  be  found  an  article 
from  the  Western  Electrician 
published  at  Chicago  which  gives  a  de- 
ailed  account  of  the  organization  of  the 
company  and  a  full  description  of  the 
•  actories.  It  predicts  great  success  for 
the  Duluth  plant. 

The  location  of  a  company  of  th«  mae- 
nitude  of  this  one  in  Duluth  has  aroused 
m  interest  in  other  concerns  employed 
in  the  same  line  and  several  inquiries 
have  been  received  by  land  companies 
it  the  head  of  the  lakes  inquiring  as  to 
.he  advantages  which  this  section  pos- 
sesses for  the  manufacture  of  electrical 
;oods  and  machinery.  It  will  undoubt- 
edly be  found  in  time  that  the  location 
at  the  Great  Western  Manufacturing 
:ompany  in  Duluth  will  have  brought 
■thcr  electrical  manufacturing  firms  to 
.he  great  Zenith  city.

But  she  is  a  very 
attractive  wontiar.,  with  a  grace  aiid 
courtesy  which  v,'ill  give  her  popularity 
whether  she  wants  it  or  not.  .Mrs.  La- 
ment is  tall,  with  a  good  figure  and  well 
set  head.  Her  dark  hair  is  thickly 
sprinkled  with  gray;  she  has  pleasant, 
brown  eyes,  an  extremely  sensitive 
mouth,  and" a  charming  voice.  Her  face 
:s  not  beautiful.  It  is  much  less  a 
•pretty"  la':e.  But  it  is  mucli  more  than 
.4oou-!oc)kii  g,  and,  taken  with  her  man- 
ner and  voice,  it  has  a  real  attractive- 
ness. 

Her  voice  is  decidedly  un-.\merican. 
It  is  soft,  with  the  natural  softness  which 
does  not  forget  itself.  In  manner  Mrs. 
Lam.ont  is  unaffected,  but  at  the  same 
time  self  po.ise:.  cd.  Her  movements 
are  quiet  like  her  voice.  She  hasn't  any 
great  amount  of  magnetism,  perhaps, 
ijut  she  bas  repose.  She  p.eters  to  lis- 
ten to  others  ra; her  than  to  talk  herself, 
so  that,  while  it  may  bo  that  Mr,-;.  La- 
mont has  not  the  characteristics  neces- 
s.irv  for  conquering  society,  she  h.as  those 
traits  which  will  win  it. 

.Mrs.  Lamont  w..s  borci  near  Cortland, 
N.  Y  ,  and,  despite  the  evidence  of  her 
gray  hiirs,  ttiat  ev>  nt  occurred  only 
about  thirty-five  years  age.  She  was  .t, 
f.'.rmcr's  diiuijhtcr,  but  attended  Fchool 
in  an  a-Hiniiing  town  and  afterwards 
went  to  Eimtr.d  college.  When  she  was 
abouc  thirteen  years  old  her  parents 
n.ov'd  to  rdcCr.iw\  illc,  a  small  town 
near  Cortland,  and  it  was  here  that  she 
mit  I5an  Lamon^t,  th^r.  a  young  co;le;,'e 
fehov  vvl.o  came  home  to  McGrawvilie 
to  ^pend  his  vacat;::::s. 

■Most  of  the  courtship  of  the  young 
co-..[<!e  was  carried  on  during  their  col- 
lege days.  'I  hey  were  married  soon  after 
this  in  June,  :8"6,  and  went  to  Albany  to 
i'vf.  'there  their  two  eldest  children, 
Bessie,  eleven  years  old,  and  Julia,  nine 
ye.irsol;!,  v.'ere  born;  aid  there  they 
lived  until  Mr.  Lamont  was  made  Mr. 
Cleveland's  private  secretary  in  1884. 
I'he  next  four  > tars  were  spent  in  Wash- 
ingt-on,  where  their  third  child  was  born 
nd  named  by  Mrs.  Cleveland  herself, 
Frances  Cievelaa't  Lamont. 

The  1 1st  tc'jr  years  Mrs.  Lamont  has 
spent  principally  in  New  York,  her  long- 
est absence  being  last  year,  w*  en  the 
entire  family  went  abroad  in  March  and 
traveled  until  October.  Their  house  is, 
above  all,  a  home.  There  is  no  stiff  and 
formal  drawing  room  reserved  for  pur- 
poses of  society  only.  The  long  parlor 
on  the  firs;  floor  is  furnished  in  a  prc- 
vaiiing  tone  of  dull  pink,  with  heavy 
rugs,  that  join  with  a  blazing  grate  in 
giving  warmlli  to  the  room.  On  an 
open  pian'^  there  are  nlvavs  some  stray 
sht-etsof  music,  .and  there  is  also  a  large 
photograph  of  Mr.  Cleveland,  with  his 
autograph  wriKcn  boldly  in  one  corner.

There  are  plenty  of  soft  pillows 
on  the  window  seat;  the  children's  chairs 
are  by  no  me;-:ns  b  inished  from  the 
apartment;  Mrs.  l^amont's  French  escri- 
toire stands  open  beside  the  onyx  fire- 
place, ana  the  whole  aspect  is  one  of 
liomelikc  comfort  and  luxury.

But  .Mrs.  Cleveland 
declines  to  j^ive  even  the  slightest  hint, 
and  to  all  iiinis  and  direct  t|uestions 
turns  the  mobi  unmiiulttil  style  of  an  ear. 
Tlic  beauty  has  been  hanging  for  a 
month  in  a  wardrobe  in  the  Little  White 
Hou.^e,  but  the  faintest  detail  has  not 
been  divulged.

She 
herself  cares  nothing  .about  wh.ii  she 
wears,  and  goes  for  months  without  try- 
ing on  a  simple  go^vn  that  is  made  for 
her.  She  has  such  an  imposing  fiuure 
that  modistes  delight  to  dress  her.  Her 
opinions  are  very  pronounced  as  to  wh  it 
she  will  and  what  she  will  not  wear,  and 
the  inauguration  gown,  while  designed 
especially  for  her,  retl."Cts  her  own  taste. 
The  material  is  a  heavy,  handsome  silk, 
rich  in  coloring,  but  delicate  in  design. 
She  has  allowed  her  fondness  for  colors 
to  outweigh  tlie  j^encral  popularity  of 
white  for  a  hall  gown  for  the  first  lady 
on  such  an  occ  -.sion,  and  has  selected  a 
combination  of  colors  in  which  hydran- 
gea shades  are  predominant. 

The  goods  v/gre  not  purchased  ex- 
pressly tor  the  occasion,  but  were  se- 
lected early  last  fa.ll  for  an  evening 
dress,  .\lter  clecticn  Mrs.  Cleveland 
decid  d  that  they  were  suitable  for  her 
inauguration  Ixill  dress,  particularly  as 
the  goods  grat'fied  her  taste  both  in 
color  and  damiiness  of  design.  The 
skirt  is  very  simple,  gored  and  quite  full 
at  the  bottom,  v.ith  a  round  train.

Eleventh  Anniversary,  Havinj^  Been 

Started  in  1833. 


It  Has  Had  Numerous  Dps  and  Downs  in  the 

Course  of  Its  Very  Eventful 

Existence. 


Many  Were  the  Changes  in  Ownership, While 

the  Editorial  Management  Has  Also 

Clianged   Frequently. 


The  Herald  will  complete  the  tenth 
year  of  its  existence  as  a  newspaper  with 
the  publication  of  Saturday's  paper, 
April  8,  1893.  The  first  number  was  is- 
sued from  the  Bunnell  block  on  Lake 
avenue  on  Monday,  April  q,  1883.  Milie 
Bunnell  was  editor  and  publisher,  and 
in  his  opening  editorial  the  reader  may 
find  a  paragraph  which  is  fully  in  line 
with  the  views  held  by  the  present  man- 
agement. The  paragraph  in  question 
asserts,  regarding  the  policy  of  the 
paper:  "It  will  not  be  wedded  to  any 
polit1c.1l  party  or  Incal  ring,  but  will 
have  an  opinion  of  itsov/n  on  all  live  is- 
sues, and  will  not  be  slow  in  expressing 
such  opinion  withoujt  fear  or  favor." 

The  paper  when  first  started  was  a  six- 
column  fcl'.o  "issued  every  afternoon  ex- 
cept Sunday  at  4  o'clock,"  and  sold  for 
2  cents  a  copy.  There  were  six  trains 
in  and  out  of  the  city  daily  at  the  lime 
of  its  birth  and  Col.  C.  H.  Graves  was 
mayor.  The  police  force  consisted  of 
a  chief  and  four  men,  and  The  Herald, 
asking  pardon  for  its  temerity,  indulged 
in  an  editorial  suggesting  a  large  in- 
crease in  the  police  force  of  "at  least 
two  men."  A  few  days  after  its  birth, 
when  local  and  editorial  matter  had  run 
a  little  bit  lov,-,  the  following  remarkable 
statement  appeared,  presumably  as  a 
filler:  "The  hill  on  which  Duluth  is 
built  is  </3o  feet  high: "  The  wearing 
hand  of  Father  Time  appears  to  have 
been  used  to  good  advantage  for  in  the 
ten  years  the  hill  hasmatcrially  lessened 
and  is  now  at  its  highest  point,  scarcely 
500  feet  altitude.  It  this  rate  of  annihil- 
ation of  our  rocky  and  picturesque 
background  continues  less  than  two  de- 
cades will  suffice  to  mnke  a  dead  level 
of  the  tovvnsitc.  The  Dramatic  Temple, 
now  a  part  of  the  Beckman  block,  was 
the  only  respectable  theater  then.  The 
Journal,  an  evening  paper  started  by 
Col.  Lounsberry,  was  consolidated  with 
The  Herald  in  1887. 

With  some  minor  staff  chcnges  The 
Herald  management  and  control  was 
vested  in  Mr.  Bunnell  until  the  last  day 
of  February,  1889,  f"''  ^V  reference  to 
the  files  we  find  that  Eliot  Lord,  a  Bos- 
ton importation,  took  charge  of  the  pub- 
lishing on  .March  i,  1809,  associating 
with  him  George  French,  also  from  the 
East,  as  managing  editor.  Mr.  Lord 
was  somewhat  of  a  tender  blossom  and 
unused  to  the  "hustle"  incumbent  upon 
the  publication  of  a  successful  paper  m 
the  West.  His  coadjutor,  Mr.  French,  Avas 


a  thorough  newspiper  man  and 
infused  considerable  life  into  ihevaiious 
il.  partments  of  the  paper.  The  politi- 
cal complexion  of  The  Heraid  showed  a 
freckle  on  its  independent  countenance, 
for  the  new  management  announced  in 
itb  salutatory,  as  indicating  its  political 
leaning,  "it  will  be  steadfastly  Kepubli- 
can;  as  nearly  as  possible  of  the  Lincoln 
stamp."  Mr.  French  held  editorial  man- 
rt-ement  until  Dec.  i,  1889,  when  becom- 
ing weary  with  the  noii-f.iirillment  of 
many  of  Mr.  Lord's  promises,  he  folded 
his  tent  and  went  back  to  the  East.  The 
paper  was  increased  to  a  seven-column 
folio  under  his  rule  and  very  frequently 
issued  a  blanket  edition  of  eight  pages. 
The  Duluth  Weekly  Herald  was  started 
on  May  15,  18S9,  and  has  grown  in  popu- 
larity ever  since,  being  frequently  re- 
ferred to  as  the  handsomest  weekly  m 
the  Lake  Superior  district. 

After  the  retirement  of  Mr.  French, 
D.  E.  Woodbridge  acted  as  managing 
editor  until  May  r,  1890,  when  the  Du- 
luth Evening  Herald  company  was  or- 
ganized and  he  was  formally  appointed 
to  the  position  he  had  been  filling.  The 
officers  of  the  new  organization  v.rcre: 
W.  K.  Rogers,  president;  Eliot  Lord, 
vice  president  and  treasurer,  and  R.  L. 
Brown,    of    Richmord,    \'a.,    secretary. 

The  paper  had  then  attained  a  daily 
eight-column  size,  cr.casionall)»  aug- 
mented by  extra  ediiions  and  extra 
pages.  The  new  hands  at  the  helm 
worked  harmoniously  for  a  time,  but 
after  a  little  there  be£;an  to  be  apparent 
"rifts  within  the  lute"  as  it  were,  and  the 
unity  of  the  otlice  existed  only  in  name. 
R.  L.  Brown  was  appointed  business 
manager  and,  to  quote  the  Bostonian 
singer  Barnabee,  he  was  a  "la-la."  He 
tried  to  infuse  Southern  warmth  and  so- 
ciability into  his  work,  but  after  a  brief

About  July  1,  1S90,  W.  TL  Burke  and 
others  started  the  Duluth  Evening  Times 
which  flourished  only  a  short  time  and 
was  absorbed  bv  The  Herald  company, 
the  outfit,  excepting  the  press,  (which 
reverted  to  the  builders)  being  stored  in 
the  basement  of  tbe  Bunnell  block. 

About  this  time  a  certain  mortgage  to 
Miron  Bunnell  began  to  press  The  Her- 
ald company  very  hard.  It  was  finally 
foreclosed  and  thi  property  bid  in  by 
M.  B.  Harrison  who  turned  it  over 
to  Phillips  &  Buell.  This  was 
on  Friday,  March  Ig,  1891,  and  the 
announcem'  nt  of  the  change  of  owners 
appeared  in  the  issue  of  th.nt  day.  But 
there  were  some  irregularities  in  the 
foreclosure  and  the  frozen  out  creditors 
began  to  examine  into  the  condition  of 
affairs.  They  found  out  that  day  that 
rcither  the  ,  press  franchise,  nor  the 
name  and  good  will  of  the  paoer,  nor 
the  Times  outfit,  which  had  been  stored 
away,  had  been  included  in  tbe  sale  or 
m.ortgaire,  so  they  hastily  petitioned 
Judge  Stearns  to  appoint  a  receiver  for 
the  affiirs  of  the  Herald  company  and 
received  an  injunction  denying  to 
Phillips  &  Buell  the  right  to  use  the 
name  or  franchise  of  the  paper.  The 
receiver,  Enil  Schmied  was  appointed 
at  2  o'clock  March  20,  and  on  that  after- 
noon succeeded  in  issuing  The  Herald, 
by  the  aid  of  some  of  the  material  of  the 
Daily  News,  the  Phiilips  &  Buell  party 
starting  a  new  paper  calkd  the  Evening 
Post,  which  tbcy  printed  with  the  old 
Herald  material.  Receiver  Schmied 
then  brought  to  light  the  Times  outfit 
and    The  Herald  afterwards    appeared 


regularly  printed  from  the  newer  plant, 
On^Aprii  i,  1891,  the  Duluth  Printing 
and  Fublisl-.ing  company  was  org.anizcd 
and  assumed  control  of  The  Herald 
plant  and  publication,  the  property  pass- 
ing out  of  the  receiver's  hands  by  due 
process  of  law.  The  business  manage- 
ment was  vested  in  Enul  Schmied,' J. 
Adam  Bodn  was  engaged  as  editorial 
writer,  D.  i:.  Woodbridge  retained  as 
man.iging  editor  and  W.  1).  Evans  city 
editor.  The  business  office  and  edi- 
torial rooms  were  in  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  building  and  the  press  room 
was  in  the  basement  of  the  Far- 
gusson  block.  Matters  ^rogresed 
then  on  a  business-like  basis  and 
the  prtsent  business  manager,  A.  C 
Weiss,  took  charge  Dec.  15,  1891.  Mr. 
Woodbridge  resigned  early  in  1892  and 
Mr.  Bede  became  managing  editor,  and 
he  in  turn  was  succeeded  by  VV.  T. 
Thompson  on  May  i,  1892.  The  office 
had  just  before  this  been  moved  to  the 
Henderson  block,  uhcre  it  remained 
until  the  removal  to  The  Herald  build- 
ing last  Saturday.  A  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  new  home  appears  else- 
where. 

Under  the  present  business  and  edi- 
torial management.  The  Herald  has 
reached  its  greatest  period  of  prosperity. 
ICavIy  last  year  it  was  found  necessary 
to  increase  the  size  to  eight  pages  of 
six  columns  each  and  recently  the  six- 
column  form  was  abandoned  and  the 
metropolitan  seven-column  style  adopted.

When  hard  times  check  her  for- 
ward career  for  a  while  there  is  sure  to 
be  some  new  development  that  gives  her 
a  fresh  impetus.  The  building  of  the

WashinQton  Filled  With  Them   and  Detectives 
on  the  Lookout. 

Washington,  March  4.— Professional 
pickpockets  have  come  in  great  num- 
bers to  the  inauguration  and  will  secure 
about  a  bushel  of  watches.  These  gentiy 
fatten  on  this  quadrennial  celebration. 
A  large  percentage  of  them  are  from 
New  York,  but  many  arrive  from  the 
West.  They  not  only  ply  their  craft  in 
the  crowds,  but  work  the  trains  going 
to  and  fro. 

Thanks  to  their  industry,  many  a  holi- 
day maker  will  find  his  "wad"  gone  and 
himself  penniless  in  Washington.  Con- 
gress pays  for  400  special  policemen  and 
detectives  from  other  cities  will  be  em- 
ployed to  look  out  for  thieves.  Fifty  of 
the  latter  were  shipped  out  of  town  on 
one  train  at  the  last  inauguration. 

It  will  be  a  harvest  for  the  fakirs,  who 
have  arrived  in  flocks  with  stocks  of  in- 
auguration souvenirs,  including  thous- 
?nds  of  left-over  Harrison  badges  made 
over  into  Clevelagd  badges.  Busts  of 
Mr.  Cleveland  in  macerated  money  are 
being  turned  out  in  quantities  from  the 
raw  material  obtained  at  the  bureau  of 
engraving  and  printing. 

It  is  said  that  Mr.  Cleveland  was 
guarded  by  detectives  on  his  way  to 
Washington,  as  he  was  eight  years  ago 
when  he  came  on  to  his  first  inaugura- 
tion. Highly  exaggerated  storiss  were 
told  of  the  arransjements  made  at  that 
time  with  Police  Inspector  Byrnes. 
Such  precautions,  it  was  alleged,  were 
never  before  taken  for  the  protection  of 
any  citizen  in  this  country.  For  weeks 
before  the  president-elect  started  he 
was  surrounded  by  detectives  in  all 
sorts  ot  disguise?.  At  not  a  single  mo- 
ment was  it  possible  for  any  person  to 
approach  him  without  being  closely 
watched.  On  the  journcv  hawkshaws 
were  with  him  at  every  turn.  His  car- 
riage was  driven  by  a  detective.  Every 
servant  who  waited  on  him  was  a  de- 
tective. 

At  the  capitol,  as  he  delivered  his  in- 
augural address,  he  was  environed  by  a 
cordon  of  detectives  scattered  through 
the  crowd.  It  is  hardly  loo  much  to  say 
that  every  man  within  pistol  shot  of  him 
was  watched.  Such,  at  all  events,  was 
the  report — presumably  imaginary  to  a 
great  extent.  The  huge  bills  for  de- 
tective service  stated  to  have  been  paid 
by  the  inauguaration  committee  have 
never  been  exhibited.

WASHiNCiTOX,  March  4.— It  is  expect- 
ed th. at  12,000  people  will  attend  the  in- 
augural bail  tonight.  P'or  the  building 
of  the  temporary  kitchen  annexed  to  the 
pension  office  $1700  has  been  spent. 
The  supper  will  be  furnished  by  a  Wash- 
ington   caterer,    John   Crohan,  who  was 

recommended  by  Mr.  Wanamaker.  He 
is  to  get  Si  for  each  supper  ticket  sold. 
He  is  guanlnteed  S3500,  but  he  must 
provide  for  7000  suppers — the  remainder 
at  his  own  risk.  Four  years  ago  the 
supper  was  prepared  by  a  Philadelphia 
hotel  keeper.  He  was  guaranteed  S6000 
and  took  in  S6400. 

The  people  who  cat  at  this  national 
festival  are  usually  hungry.  It  is  esti 
mated  that  they  will  devour  65,000  oys- 
ters—20,000  of  them  raw — 500  gallons  of 
soup,  8coo  chicken  croquettes,  7000  sand- 
wiches, 300  gallons  of  chicken  salad,  150 
gallons  of  lobster  salnd,  300  goilons  of 
terrapin,  150  boned  turkeys,  300  quarts 
of  Ronina  punch,  800  pounds  of  pate  de 
fois  gras,  1300  quarts  of  ice  cream  and 
water  ices,  and  7000  quarts  of  cream  and 
milk.  The  guests  will,  it  is  expected, 
consume  400  pounds  of  coffee,  which  will 
be  drawn  from  100  copper  tanks. 

To  serve  all  these  viands  200  waiters 
will  be  required,  Thev  w  11  all  be  col- 
ored men  hired  in  Washington.  Four 
years  ago  a  part  of  the  help  was  im- 
ported ^from  Philadelphia.  One  man 
will  do  nothing  but  look  out  for  acci- 
dents and  breakages.  If  a  clumsy  menial* 
should  chance  to  spill  a  p'nt  of  ice 
cream  over  some  unfortunate  person's 
dress  coat  this  attendant  will  mop  up  as 
much  of  the  muss  as  possible.  If  a  lady 
upsets  in  her  lap  her  quota  of  lobster 
salad  he  will  be  on  hand  to  help  and 
console.  On  these  occasions  the  rush  of 
the  hungry  at  the  buffet  is  always  so 
great  as  to  make  the  serving  of  food 
difficult.  This,  however,  will  be  mitigat- 
ed by  waiters  who  will  stand  at  intervals 
along  the  outside  of  the  gobbling  line, 
receiving  filled  plates  from  other  serv- 
ants at  the  buffet,  and  passing  them  on. 
To  hold  and  carry  the  edibles  and  drink- 
ables provided  20,000  pieces  of  china 
will  be  required.  After  the  bail  is  over 
it  will  take  twenty-five  women  three 
days  to  wash  all  the  things. 

Some  things  ar»to  be  done  at  this  in- 
auguration which  have  never  been  at- 
tempted on  a  similar  occasion  hitherto. 
Pennsylvania  avenue  is  to  be  brilliantly 
illuminated  for  one  hour  all  the  way 
from  the  capitol  to  Washington  circle. 
At  the  same  time  the  capitol  and  the 
treasury  will  be  ablaze  with  revolving 
suns.  There  will  be  twenty  such  suns 
lor  the  capitol  and  ten  tor  tne  treasury. 

The  decorations  of  the  ball  room  will 
be  the  most  superb  ever  known  in  this 
country.  Nothing  will  be  spared  that 
dowers,  electricity  and  bunting  can  do 
to  beautify  the  interior  of  the  pension 
office  the  night  of  March  4.  The  cost  of 
this  alone  wiil  be  S13  000.  The  display 
of  fireworks  at  the  Washington  monu- 
ment will  be  of  unprecedented  magnifi- 
cence. It  will  cost  nearly  $5000,  but  in 
reality  $10,000  worth  of  fireworks  will  be 
set  off,  because  a  St.  Louis  company  is 
supplying  them  and  desires  an  adver- 
tisemert.

In  1864  he  was  nominated  for  presiden- 
tial elector  on  the  Democratic  ticket, 
but  declined  the  honor.  He  was  elected 
to  the  state  senate  in  February,  iS66, 
and  re-elected  in  August,  iSOy.  When 
the  Democratic  national  convention  was 
held  at  New  York  in  July,  i86S.  Mr. 
Carlisle  was  a  delegate-at-large  from 
Kentucky  to  it.  In  May,  1871,  he  was 
nominated  for  lieutenant  governor  of 
Kentucky.  In  June  of  the  same  year  he 
roigned  his  seat  in  the  senate,  and  two 
months  later  was  elected.  He  scrveil 
until  1875.  J^c  was  alternate  presiden- 
tial elector  for  the  state  at  large  in   1870. 

Mr.  Carlisle  was  elected  to  the  Forty- 
hfth,  Fortv-si.\th,  Fortv-seventh,  Forty- 
eighth,  Forty-ninth  and  Fiftieth  con- 
gresses. He  was  elected  speaker  of  the 
Forty-eighth,  I'orly-ninth  and  Fiftieth 
congresses,  and  was  re-elected  to  llie 
Fifty-first  congress  as  a  Democrat,  re- 
ceiving 18.1)07  votes  .against  12,887  votes 
for  Robert  Hamilton,  Republican,  1^3 
votes  for  Scott  Shoemaker,  Prohibition- 
ist, and  lyi  votes  for  W.  R.  Fox,  Labor 
candidate.  Mr,  Carlisle  was  a  senator 
in  the  Fifty-second  congress,  having 
been  chosen  to  succeed  the  late  Mr. 
Beck. 


Jl'DOE  GRKSHAM. 

Hon.  Walter  O.  Gresham,  the  new  sec- 
retary of  state,  was  born  in  Lanesville, 
Harrison  county,  Ind.,  on  the  17th  of 
March,  1S32.  He  was  the  fourth  child 
of  Col.  William  Gresham,  the  high  sheriff 
cf  Harrison  county,  who  was  killed  by  a 
desperado  he  went  to  arrest,  when  the 
young  Walter  was  only  2  years  old. 

His  grandfather  was  the  noted  George 
Gresham,  one  of  the  original  pioneers  of 
Indiana,  and  one  of  the  most  active  and 
successful  in  planting  Methodism  in  the 
West.  The  family,  in  all  its  branches, 
were  remarkable  lor  courage,  sagacity, 
integrity  and  high  religious  principles. 
Young  Walter  O.  Gresham  was  no  ex- 
ception to  the  rule.  He  received  such 
tuition  as  the  county  schools  then  af- 
forded till  he  was  16,  when  he  ean.ed 
the  money  to  give  him  three  years  of 
academic  and  collegiate  training.  He 
then  studied  law  and  commenced  a  very 
successful  practice  in  1854. 

He  also  engaged  in  politics,  and  soon 
made  himself  felt  as  a  power  in  his  state. 
He  served  in  the  legislature  of  Indiana, 
was  an  ardent  stump  speaker  for  Fre- 
mont and  Lincoln,  and,  on  the  breaking 
out  of  the  war,  entered  the  service  as 
colonel  of  the  Fifty-third  Indiana.  He 
very  soon  distinguished  himself,  and  in 
1864,  with  the  rank  of  major  general  and 
division  commander,  was  transfered  to 
the  army  of  the  Tennessee.  He  was 
wounded  at  Leggett's  Hill,  July  20,  1S64, 
and  was  invalided  for  over  a  year. 

After  the  war  he  resumed  the  practice 
of  his  profession,  was  twice  a  candidate 
for  congress  against  M.  C.  Kerr,  whom 
he  nearly  succeeded  in  beating,  and  fin- 
ally in  December,  iS6q,  was  made  United 
.States  district  judge  for  Indiana.  He 
was  appointed  postmaster  general  in 
1883.  and  promoted  next  year  to  be  sec- 
retary of  the  treasury.  In  October,  1884, 
he  was  appointed  and  confirmed  United 
States  circuit  judge  in  place  of  Judge 
Drummond,  retired,  which  position  be 
still  fills. 

Judge  Gresham  is  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  men  of  the  age.  He  has 
been  lawyer,  statesman,  politician,  sol- 
dier, cabinet  member  and  judge,  and 
was  eminently  successful  whenever  duty 
railed  him.  He  is  a  man  of  the  highest 
attributes  of  heart  and  mind,  pure,  hon- 
est an(i  incorruptible,  religious  and 
moral,  a  type  of  the  great  Methodist 
church,  in  which  he  was  raised  and  to 
which  he  adheres. 


JOHN  G.  CAULI.SLB, 


John  Griffin  Carlisle,  the  new  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury,  was  born  in  Camp- 
bell (now  Kenton)  county,  Ky.,  Sept.  5, 
1835.  After  he  had  received  a  common 
school  education,  he  taught  school  in  the 
county  and  afterwards  at  Covington. 
He  then  studied  law  with  J.  W.  Steven- 
son and  W.  C.  Kincead,  and  was    ad- 


haps  less  remunerative  practice.  Mr. 
Bissell  IS  a  member  of  bolli  the  City  ami 
Buffalo  clubs,  it  is  generally  under- 
stood that  he  is  President-elect  Cleve- 
land's most  intimate  friend. 
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D.VNIEI.  S.  LAMONT. 

Daniel  S.  Lamont,  secretary  of  war, 
was  born  in  Cortland  county,  N.  Y.,  Feb. 
Q,  185 1.  He  was  the  only  child  of  a 
country  merchant  in  good  circumstances, 
who  gave  him  an  academic  education. 
Upon  leaving  college,  he  entered  his 
father's  store  as  clerk,  an  occupation 
which  proved  uncongenial  and  was  soon 
relinciuished  for  the  pursuit  of  politics. 
-Mr.  Lamont  was  made  a  delegate  to 
Democratic  state  conventions  before  he 
attained  his  majority.  His  tirst  office 
was  as  deputy  clerk  in  New  York. 

He  was  a  luember  of  the  New  York 
assembly  in  1870,  1S71  and  1875.  In 
1876-77  he  acted  as  chief  clerk  in  the 
New  York  state  department  under  John 
Bigelow.  Mr.  Lamont  was  a  confiden- 
tial man  .about  Samuel  J.  Tildcn  dur- 
ing the  time  he  was  governor  of  the 
Empire  state,  and  after  his  nomination 
for  the  presidency  in  the  period  of  his 
candTdature.  It  is  stated  that  Mr.  Til- 
den  had  employed  him  oftener  in  ccnli- 
dential  matters  than  lie  had  any  other 
man. 

From  18}  5  until  1883  Mr.  Lamont  was 
secretary  of  the  Democratic  state  com- 
mittee of  New  York.  He  evidenced  as 
such  a  marvellous  ac(|uaintance  with  the 
details  of  state  politics,  and  a  knowl- 
edge of  public  men  and  politicians  rare- 
Ih  equalled.  His  facility  of  remember- 
ing persons  and  calling  them  by  name  is 
very  remarkable.  He  was  appointed  to 
the  position  of  private  secretary  to  Pres- 
ident Cleveland  Jan.  i,  18S3,  and  also 
military  secretary  with  the  rank  of 
colonel. 

RICHARD   OLNEV. 

Richard  Olney,  attorney  general,  was 
born  in  Oxford,  Mass.,  Sept.  15,  1835, 
and  was  graduated  at  Brown  university 
in  the  class  of  1856.  He  studied  at  the 
Harvard  law  school  and  entered  the  law 
office  of  Judge  Benjamin  F.  Thomas  in 
1859.  In  his  chosen  profession  he 
ranked  among  the  forem.ost  lawyers  of 
the  Suffolk  bar.  He  was  for  many  years 
counsel  for  the  Eastern  Railroad  com- 
pany, and  upon  the  consolidation,  be- 
came counsel  for  the  Boston  &  Maine, 
which  position  he  still  holds.  Mr.  Olney 
is  an  "old-line"  Democrat,  but  has  never 
been  in  any  sense  a  politician,  althougn 
he  served  with  distinction  in  the  lower 
branch  of  the  legislature  in  1874. 


WILSON   SHANNON   BISSELL. 

Wilson  Shannon  Bissell,  postmaster 
general,  was  born  in  Rome,  Oneida 
county,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  31,  1847.  fn  '853  the 
family  removed  to  Buffalo,  where  they 
have  since  resided.  Wilson,  who  was  a 
bright  and  promising  lad,  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Buffalo,  for  two  years 
in  one  where  German  was  the  language 
spoken. 

Having  made  rapid  progress  and  evi- 
dencing superior  aptitude  for  study,  he 
was  afterwards  sent  to  Hopkins'j  gram- 
mar school  at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  where 
he  took  a  two  years'  course.  He  subse- 
([uently  entered  Yale  college,  where  he 
remained  four  years,  and  from  which  in- 
stitution he  graduated  with  honors  in 
i86g.  Mr.  Bissell  began  the  study  of 
law  in  the  same  year  of  his  graduation, 
reading  in  the  office  of  a  firm  of  lawyers 
doing  business  in  Bugalo. 

In  September,  1872, 
a  partnership  with 
Bass,  and  on  Jan.  i, 
Cleveland  became  a 
the  firm,  which  was  then  known  as  Bass, 
Cleveland  &  Bissell.  Mr.  Bass  withdrew, 
but  the  other  parties  retained  their  asso- 
ciation until  Mr.  Cleveland  went  to  Al- 
bany to  assume  the  office  of  governor  of 
New  York  sta  e.  Upon  the  retirement 
of  Mr.  Cleveland,  the  firm  was  again  le- 
organized.  Mr.  Bissell  acted  as  counsel 
exclusively.  The  firm  is  one  of  the  best 
known  in  Buffalo,  and  does  a  large  busi- 
ness for  corporations  as    well  as  in  per-

Hoke  Smith,  secretary  of  the  interior, 
is  a  lawyer,  and  was  botn  in  Newton,  N. 
C,  Sept.  2,  iS;5.  He  s  descended 
from  the  best  puritan  and  cavalier 
strains  in  this  country,  and^  has  shown 
the  highest  characteristics  of  both.  His 
father,  I'rofesssr  11.  H.  Smith,  of  revo  u- 
lionary  stock,  was  a  distinguished  edu- 
cator in  Newliampshire,  anil  his  mother, 
Mary  Brent  Hoke,  comes  from  a  famous 
family  of  juiists  and  public  men  of  \'ir- 
ginia  and  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Smith  went  to  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in 
1872,  to  read  law;  taught  school  a  while 
in  Waynesboro,  Ga.,  concurrently  study- 
ing law,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
Atlanta  in  1S73,  beginning  practice  there 
at  17  years  of  age.  He  was  president  of 
the  Young  Men's  library  in  1S81,  '82-83, 
and  inaugurator  of  the  unique  and  suc- 
cessful art  loan  of  1S82.  In  June,  1887, 
he  organized  and  became  president  of 
the  Atlanta  Evening  Jcurna),  v/hich  un- 
der his  sagacious  management  has  de- 
veloped into  the  leading  afternoon  paper 
of  the  South. 

Mr.  Smith  is  a  bold,  energetic  man, 
versatile,  studious  and  practical,  whose 
strong  methods  win  success  in  everything 
he  attempts.  At  35  years  of  age,  start- 
ing with  nothing  and  among  strangers, 
he  is  one  of  the  foremost  lawyers  of  his 
state,  with  a  practice  cf  ^25,000  a  year, 
one  of  the  largest  real  estate  owners  in 
Georgia,  the  head  of  a  great  newspaper, 
and  president  of  the  board  cf  educaiion 
of  Atlanta,  and  all  this  success  of  his 
own  making. 

As  a  lawyer,  he  has  been  original, 
learned  and  inaefaiii'-able,  grasping  the 
principles  and  mastering  the  methods  of 
the  profession,  and  succeeding  immedi- 
atelv  as  a  s'<i'lful  pleader  and  a  strong 
speaker.  He  leads  in  Georgia  in  that 
largest  field  of  jurisprudence — corpora- 
tion ana  commercial  law.  He  is  a  pio- 
neer in  great  public  <|ucslions,  has  liti- 
gateel  great  suits  and  won  large  verdicts, 
having  been  espLcially  succcistul  against 
railroaels. 

Mr.  Smith  marii^d  the  youngest 
daughter  cf  Gen.  i".  li.  R.  Cobb,  and  he 
is  devoted  to  his  family,  with  which  he 
spends  all  his  Ici^^ure  time.  Although 
he  is  chief  owner  of  the  Atl.inta  Journal, 
his  ncwsp.Tper  experience  has  covered  a 
period  of  less  than  six  years.  He  went 
into  the  newspaper  business  solely  as  a 
matter  of  principle.  He  was  for  alow 
tariff.  The  Atlanta  Constitution,  under 
the  management  of  Henry  \v.  Grady, 
was  for  protection.  Mr.  Smith  led  the 
low  tariff  fight  in  Georgia  in  1S88,  and 
although  Mr.  Cleveland  was  defeated 
and  the  cause  of  tariff  reform  seamed  to 
be  dead  to  a  great  many  people,  he  un- 
hesitatingly declared  that  it  would  yet 
triumph,  and  continued  to  predict  its 
final  success  in  the  columns  of  his  paper. 

In  i8bS  he  championed  the  candidacy 
of  Senator  Colquitt  for  re-election  and 
won,  despite  the  opposition  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  the  protecting  wing  of  the 
party  in  Georgia.  Two  years  later  he 
took  up  the  cudgels  in  favor  of  the  elec- 
tion ot  Gen.  Gordon  as  United  States 
senator.  Here  he  scored  another  tri- 
umph against  his  former  antagonists. 
From  the  vtry  first  he  has  been  recog- 
nized as  the  leading  exponent  of  tariff 
reform  in  Georgia,  and  he  has  been  a 
pronounced  Cleveland  man  for  years. 
Owing  to  his  manv  victories  and  t!ic 
policy  which  the  Atlanta  Journal  has 
pursued  since  he  became  its  director,  the 
paper  has  become  a  magnificent  pro[)- 
erty,  and  Mi.  Smith  is  recognized  as  a 
chief  moulder  of  public  opinion  in 
Georgia. 

The  secret  cf  Mr.  Cleveland's  regard 
for  Smith  and  his  selection  of  him  for  a 
cabinet  place  is  thi;:  When  Senator 
Hill  was  last  spring  making  his  forlorn 
fight  for  the  Democratic  nomi.nation,  the 
Atlanta  Constitution,  edited  by  Clarke 
Howell,  of  the  Democratic  national  com- 
mitter, became  his  strongest  Southern 
alley  and  champion.  Snath's  paper,  the 
Journal,  oa  the  other  hand,  bitterly  at- 
tacked Hill  and  supported  Cleveland. 
In  fact  his  paper  has  been  all  along  one 
of  the  strongest  anti  Hill  and  pro-Cleve- 
land papers  in  the  South.  He  is  nuw  to 
have  bis  reward.

J.  Sterling   Morton,  ot    Nebraska,  sec- 

;  rctary  of  agriculture. was  tiorn  in  Adams 

Jefferson  county,  N,  Y.,in  1832,  and  whon 

I  ii  mere  boy  he  went  to  Michigan  to  li".  c. 
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Best  Chewing  Tobacco  in  the  M^orld. 
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He  returned  I-'ast  to  finish  his  education, 
and  was  graduated  from  Union  college 
with  honors.  When  22  years  old  i\ir, 
Morton  married  aiid  v.cnt  to  Nebraska 
to  take  charge  of  the  Nebraska  City 
News. 

That  v.as  in  1S54,  and  Nebraska  was 
then  a  prairie  ocean,  possessed  almost 
entirely  by  Indians,  buffalo  and  coyotes. 
But  the  Mortons  took  a  lot  of  wild  land 
and  settled  down  to  help  build  a  state, 
Mr,  Morton  has  been  a  Democrat  from 
the  start.  He  was  twice  a  delegate  to 
the  territorial  legislature,  and  in  1858  he 
was  acting  governor  for  a  while.  When 
Nebraska  was  .admitted  as  a  state  in 
1866  he  ran  for  governor  on  the  Demo- 
cratic ticket.  He  v,as  defeated,  of 
course,  for  in  those  days  the  Republi- 
cans had  full  swing  in  the  prairie  states. 

Until  i88r,  when  his  v.ite  died,  Mr. 
Morton  refrained  from  again  being  a 
candidate  for  office.  In  1882  he  ran 
for  governor  agnin   r>n    the    Democratic 


J.STERLING  MORTON, 
ticket  with  a  tariff  reform  platform.  Two 
years  later,  in  1884,  he  ran  arid  was 
beaten  the  third  time.  Last  fall  he 
again  ran  for  governor  as  a  straight 
Democrat  because  he  was  strongly  op- 
posed to  any  fusion  \vith  the  Populists. 
In  this  last  campaign  he  preached  sound 
money  principles  and  declared  that  he 
even  preferred  a  Republican  protection- 
ist who  was  right  in  financial  matters 
to  a  free  trader  with  loose  ideas  re- 
garding money. 

When  the  old  greenback  craze  swept 
over  the  West  he  stood  firm  for  the  re- 
sumption of  specie  payments.  In  about 
every  political  campaign  in  Nebraska 
since  the  war  he  has  been  conspicuous 
on  the  stump  as  an  advocate  of  sub- 
stantially the  political  doctrines  em- 
bodied in  the  personality  of  Mr,  Cleve- 
land, For  some  time  Mr,  Morton,  while 
continuing  to  live  in  Nebraska,  wrote 
editorials  on  financial  matters  for  the 
Chicago  Times  while  it  was  under  the 
direction  of  its  famous  editor,  W.  F, 
Storey, 

Mr.  Morton  was  the  founder  of  Arbor 
Day  in  Nebraska  and  is  an  authority  on 
forestry  cultivation.  His  wide  practical 
experience  as  a  farmer  will  make  him,  it 
is  confidently  believed,  an  admirable 
secretary  cf  the  department  of  agricul- 
ture, Mr,  Morton  has  a  strong,  tugged 
personality  and  is  not  likely  to  be  a  col- 
orless member  of  the  Cleveland  cabinet.

It  would  require  a  good-si.^ed  book  to 
tell  about  the  newspaper  men  who  have 
labored  in  Duluth  during  the  past  'en 
years  or  more,  and  it  would  likewise  re- 
quire considerable  research  to  get  a  com- 
plete list,  because  they  were  numerous 
and  many  of  them  lingered  here  but  a 
few  weeks  or  months.  Along  back  in 
1SS2.  there  was  a  Daily  Bee  published  in 
Duluth,  which  was  started  with  money 
furnished  by  C.  F.  Kindred  to  aid  his 
congressional  campaign.  Tom  Hanna 
was  one  of  the  editors,  and  he  had  as  an 
assistant  "Red  Headed"  Millan,  Both 
were  addicted  to  the  flowing  bowl 
to  too  great  an  extent,  but  were 
smart  and  clever  writers,  Millan 
having  an  imagination  that  even  ex- 
celled that  of  C.  C.  Brown,  He  went  on 
The  Htrald  when  it  was  started,  and 
later  traveled  to  Kansas  City,  subse- 
quently turning  up  at  St.  [oe  where  he 
was  run  over  by  cars  and  killed. 

Another  old  timer  who  is  still  well  re- 
membered by  the  older  business  men 
was  B.  F.  Stinchfield  who  was  city  editor 
of  the  Tribune  for  three  years  from  1881. 
In  the  same  year  S.  G.  Sherburne  ar- 
rived here  to  succeed  one  McGuire  as 
managing  editor  of  the  Tribune.  He 
had  formerly  been  on  the  Kansas  City 
Journal  and  the  Omaha  papers  and  was 
accounted  a  good  man.  He  came 
to  Duluth  from  St.  \'incent 
and  remained  for  one  year  on 
the  Tribune,  when  he  broke  a  leg  and 
went  to  the  hospital.  George  N.  Loomis 
was  his  successor  on  the  Tribune,  com- 
ing from  the  Minneapolis  Journal,  and 
remained  with  the  Tribune,  except  at 
frequent  intervals  when  it  suspended 
pubiiration,  until  1S88,  when  he  entered 
the  theatrical  busin^jss,  going  out  on  the 
road  as  business  manager  for  George  C. 
Miln,  the  preacher-actor.  His  experi- 
ancc  with  Nliln  was  not  encouraging  but 
he  persevered  and  soon  was  found  ahead 
of  liie  Emma  Abbott  opera  company. 
When  last  heard  from,  be  was  with 
David  Blakelev's  syndicate  that  runs 
Sou^a's  Marine  band. 

Abf.ut  the  time  of  Loomis'  arrival 
here  in  July,  1882,  .M.  A.  Hays  also  put 
in  an  appearance  and  became  telegraph 
editor  of  the  Tribune.  He  has  remained 
here  ever  since.  It  was  in  the  same 
year  that  Dwight  Woodbridge  started 
in  the  newspaper  business,  succeeding 
Tom  Hanna  oa  the  News.  "Kit"  (J. 
B  )  Adams,  the  proitssioaal  humorist, 
wlio  was  formerly  *Mlh  Bill  Nye  on  the 
Laramie  Boomer.-ing  and  also  worked 
on  the  Detroit  Free  Press.  Burlington 
Hawkeyc  and  Bloomington  P.'vntagraph, 
went  on  the  Tribune  as  "funny  man"  in 
the  fall  of  1S82.  He  was  here  only  three 
months  and  was  nc.\t  heard  of  in  Bis- 
marck. He  had  figured  in  several  di- 
vorce cases,  and  while  here  correspond- 
ed with  h'.s  first  wife  and  he  married  her 
again.  It  was  said  be  committed  sui- 
cide down  in  Tennessee. 

It  was  in  1883  that  .\Iiiie  Binnell  ar- 
rived from  Albuquerque  under  arrange- 
ments to  buy  an  interest  in  the  Daily 
Bee,  but  he  backed  ouc  and  soon  after- 
wards launched  The  Herald  on  the  sea 
of  journalism.  Meanwhile  the  Journal 
of  Commerce  was  running  having  been 
started  m  1881  or  1882  by  C.  F.  Johnson 
and  Harry  Evans.  Roberts,  who  after- 
wards became  managing  editor  of  the 
Milwaukee  Sentinel,  came  here  from 
Moorhiai  and  worked  on  the  Bee  with 
Goldie  West  and  McGuire,  but  stayed 
only  a  few  days.  Then  J.  T.  Evans  took 
stock  in  the  I'ee  in  the  fall  of  1882,  and 
A.  C.  .Vrvesoii,  who  had  bicn  editor  of 
the  Journal  of  Commt:rce.  became  busi- 
ness manager  of  the  Bee,  which  changed 
Its  name  to  the  Times.  Arveson  was  at 
this  time  secretary  of  the  Duluth  board 
of  trade,  and,  by  the  wav.  he  was  its 
first  secretary.  The  Time?,  shortly  after 
Bunnell  stir  ted  The  Herald,  changed 
to  the  Sunday  Times  and  was  run  by 
McGiiire  v.\:  Hanna,  but  it  did  not  last 
Ion?. 

The  next  newspaper  man  to  come  here 
was  C.  M.  Schultz,  now  publisher  of  the 
St.  Joe  News.  He  also  came  from  Albu- 
querque and  went  into  partnership  with 
Milie  i3unnell  on  The  Herald,  the  firm 
being  known  as  Bunnell  &  Schultz.  He 
did  not  find  things  to  his  liking  and  re- 
mained only  three  or  four  months,  going 
to  the  Tvvin  Ci'ies.  Later  he  became 
commercial  editor  of  the  Pioneer  Press 
and  afterwards  city  editor.  He  resigned 
to  become  managing  editor  of  the  Min- 
neapolis Tribune,  when  it  was  owned  by 
Haskell  &  Palmer.  When  they  sold  the 
paper  back  to  A.  J.  Blethen  he  went  to 
St.Joe. 

Joel  P.  Heatwole,  the  well-known 
editor  of  the  Northiield  News,  and  re- 
cently the  Republican  candidate  for  con- 
gress against  O.  M.  Hall,  was  also  a 
newspaper  worker  in  Duluth.  He  came 
here  from  Indiana  in  1883,  and  was  a 
partner  with  W.  S.  Woodbridge  in  the 
publication  of  the  Lake  Superior  News. 
After  a  stay  of  about  six  month?,  he  quit 
Duluth  and  went  to  Northtleld.  Walter 
O'Dwyer  will  also  be  remembered  as  a 
Herald  reporter  for  a  long  time.  He 
was  an  old  man  and  a  good  journalist  of 
thirty  years  experience,  having  quite  an 
eventful  career.  He  was  formerly  pri- 
vate secretary  to  Horace  Greeley  and 
was  also  an  editorial  writer  on  the  New 
York  Tribune.  He  went  from  here  to 
Minneapolis  and  ran  a  small  weekly  and 
when  last  heard  from  was  on  a  Montana 
paper. 

Another  elderly  man  who  was  en- 
gaged in  newspaper  work  in  Duluth  for 
some  time,  and  had  "seen  better  days," 
wa'-'  John  Stephen.  He  worked  on  The 
Herald  for  nearly  a  year  and  about  the 
same  length  of  time  on  the  Tribune.  He 
was  a  near  relative  of  Sir  Geor^^e 
Stephen,  one  of  the  projectors  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  railway  and  also  at  one 
time  neavily  interested  in  the  Manitoba 
road,  and  who  has  within  a  few  years 
been  made  a  British  peer  with  the 
title  of  Lord  Mount  Stephen. 
John  Stephen  was  rather  a 
curious  character  in  many  ways  but  was 


a  perfect  gentleman,  well  read  a:  d 
iiiiely  educated  and  a  graceful,  rapid 
writer.  He  was  wealthy  at  one  time  but 
lost  ah  his  money  in  starting  news- 
papers in  Montreal,  being  the  publiiher 
of  Canada  First,  a  weekly  paper  that 
created  quite  a  sensation  in  the  Dom- 
inion by  declaring  for  Canadian  inde- 
pendence. His  ideas  were  too  far  .ad- 
vanced for  that  day  and  the  paper 
failed  to  be  a  financial  success.  He 
went  from  Duluth  to  Chicago,  where  he 
was  employed  on  a  trade  paper.  His 
mind  finally  became  iinbalanceil  and  he 
was  sent  to  an  insane  asylum  where  he 
died  about  a  year  ago. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  refer  to  the  many 
newspaper  men  who  have  been  here  in 
recent  years,  but  among  them  may  be 
mentioned  Arthur  Bennington,  who 
began  his  newspaper  work  on  the  Tri- 
bune and  is  now  a  valued  member  of 
the  staff  of  the  New  York  Morning 
Journal,  and  F.  R.  E.  Woodward,  who 
created  a  sensation  by  enlisting  in  the 
regular  army  and  exposing  the  inhuman 
treatment  of  the  men  by  the  otticers  at 
Jefiferson  barracks,  his  story  being  pub- 
lished in  the  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch  for 
which  he  was  acting,  and  resulting  in 
an  investigation  by  the  war  department 
that  remedied  the  men's  grievances  to  a 
great  extent.  But  why  go  on  with  the 
list.''  The  memory  is  crowded  with  names 
of  those  who  have  tilled  the  journalistic 
fields  in  Duluth  in  the  past  and  found 
them  barren— such  men  as  W.  H.  Burke, 
now  employed  on  the  Chicago  Times,  or 
Col.  Lounsberry,  at  present  drawing  a 
fat  salary  as  special  land  agent  and  con- 
templating embarking  in  another  news- 
paper venture  in  North  Dakota. 

Let  us  ring  down  the  curtain  on  the 
past,  and  turn  our  gaze  upon  the  present, 
with  its  handsome  newspaper  offices, 
fast  presses,  large  circulations  and  hus- 
tling stafifs.  Like  the  old  army  presses, 
the  dissipated,  seedy  looking  individuals 
who  posed  as  newspaper  men  ten  years 
ago  have  been  relegated  into  the  mistv 
past,  and  in  their  place  has  arisen  a  new 
generation  of  bright,  energetic  workers, 
sober,  industrious  and  educated,  with 
new  methods  and  new  ideas.

It  has  outlasted  the 
patriarchal  altars.  \vitnes.sed  the  decay 
of  sacred  moiiuiiu'nts,  survived  thc^  tab- 
enijicle,  tcmploij  and  gorgeous  sacrifices, 
and  after  almost  1!)  Chri;;ti.an  centuries 
it  i.s  still  hoiK.red  and  revered  of  men. 
Its  futi:re  history  is  as  certain  is,  its 
past  histor)',  because  it  is  divine.  Nor 
will  it  end  with  the  ( nd  of  time,  for  the 
Scripture  tells  ii;;  i;f  a  rest  or  Sabbath 
that  romain.s  to  the  [K-oplo  of  God  be- 
yond this  life.  All  lionor.  then,  to  that 
which  always  has  been,  which  is  and 
always  will  be — namely,  the  Christian 
Sabbath! 

2.  Why  should  the  Sabbath  be  kept? 
There  arc  many  ivasms.  God  ob.serv(»  1 
it  and  commanded  it  to  be  observed. 
Christ  observed  it  and  illustrated  the 
true  spirit  in  which  all  diould  observe 
it.  It  is  necessary  to  the  best  physical, 
mental  and  moral  <!  velopment  of  man. 
God  did  not  institute  tho  Sabbath  for 
divine  benotit.  '"The  Sabbath  v.-a.s  made 
for  man."  Man  nef  ds  it.  The  individ- 
ual needs  it.  The  nation  needs  it.  The 
world  needs  it.  The  toilers  in  tho  field, 
the  factory  and  worlcshop  need  it.  Nor 
is  it  less  necessary  to  the  one  who  labors 
with  his  mind.  A  Sabbath  given  to  tho 
soul  is  tho  bcot  of  .ill  means  for  refresh- 
ing the  iateilect  of  man.  The  soul  needs 
the  Sabbath— botli  the  soul  of  tho  saint 
and  the  sinner. 

y.  How  -shoitld  tho  Sabbath  bo  kept? 
This  is  a  much  diwussed  question  today. 
Some  perhiips  i.ve  too  conGcrvative  and 
others  too  libcnd.  It  Khould  not  be  ob- 
served in  su(rh  i.  v.-ay  as  to  make  its  only 
virtue  that  it  coaies  but  one  day  in  seven.

As  il.s  name  ^ignifies,  it  is  a 
rest  day,  and  as  such  wc  should  keep  it 
holy,  (in  that  day  v.-o  shotild  rest  from 
the  labors  and  pleasures  of  the  ot:'cr 
six  dayi^:  rL-r.t  Lccar.se  wo  n.cd 
rest  and  this  ccventh  portioTi  of 
time  to  dev(n(!  to  God.  Thai  the 
body  and  mind  luay  have  Into  rcsl-.  and 
that  tho  soul  may  receive  tho  hi:':h<''^t 
benefit  from  tho  Lord's  day,  v.'o  i.hould 
si)end  the  time  i;i  public  w(>r.=liipcf  God, 
fellowship  and  communion  v.  ith .  th.e 
members  of  oi;r  ov,-n  families,  (juiet  read- 
ing and  meuita'.ion  of  God'tt  holy  word. 
Thus  only  can  we  "sanctify  the  Sabbath 
day.''

Bv  iho  courtesy  of  the  Ensinecnncf 
News  of  New  York,  the  lo:ulin>i  ensi- 
neering  journal  in  ib.c  country,  The  Her- 
ald is  enabled  today  to  present  tsvo  illus- 
trations showing:  the  proposed  tunnel 
under  the  Duiuth  ship  canal,  according,' 
to  the  design  of  C.  C.  Conklin.  of  Scran- 
ton,  ra..which  received  the pii/e of  $1000 
offered  by  the  board  of  public  works  for 
the  bCbt  plan.    This  award  was  ni.ide  on 


railway  tracks  and  the  roadway,  as  indi- 
t.ued  by  the  broken  lines  in  Fig.  1.,  a 
very  obvious  iniprovement. 

The  plans,  as  shown  in  the  accom- 
panying profile  and  cross  section,  pro- 
vide for  three  separate  passages  under 
the  canal  w  ah  varying  lengths  of  ap- 
proaches.

engaged  by  the  board  as  consulting  en- 
gineer. Mr.  Artingstall's  reasons  were 
summuriztd: 

1.  The  design  is  eminently  adapted 
to  the  location  and  character  of  the 
ground. 

2.  The  method  of  construction  pre- 
sents no  unusual  dihculties. 

3.  The  cost,  S750.0CO,  is  reasonable, 
and  when  completed  will  leave  a  safe. 
St  cure,  durable  and  dry  tunnel. 

4.  Being  essentially  a  concrete  tunnel, 
advantage  being  taken  of  the  gravel  and 
sand  on  the  ground. 

Mr.  Artingstali  commented  as  follows 
on  Mr.  Conklins  plans: 

"The  design  for  tunnel  submitted  by 
C.  C.  Conklin,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  best 
offered.  It  complies  with  all  your  re- 
ciuirementsand  is  eminently  adapted  to 
the  location  and  character  of  the  ground. 
The  method  of  construction  presents  no 
unusual  difnculties,  the  cost  is  reason- 
able, and  when  completed  will  leave  a 
safe,  secure, durable  and  dry  tunnel.  As 
will  be  seen  by  the  drawings  presented, 
this  is  essentially  a  concrete  structure, 
advantage  being  taken  of  the  large 
•  amount  of  gravel  and  sand  on  the 
ground  which  will  be  used,  and  thus 
avoid  the  use  of  expensive  material  to 
any  great  extent,  the  tunnels  being  after- 
ward lined  with  brick  masonry.  Tiiis 
structure  will  be  built  in  an  open  excava- 
tion, properly  sheeted  and  braced  on 
the  .-^ides,  and  under  the  canal  in  a  cof- 
ferdam. These  temporary  structures 
are  readily  kept  and  maintained  water- 
tight at  the  sides,  and  the  amount  of 
water  percolating  the  tine  sand  in  the 
bottom  will  never  be  so  great  but  it  can 
be  taken  care  of  by  proper  appliances. 

"The  author's  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
this  work  is  too  low,  but  I  have  made  a 
careful  estimate,  following  the  drawiiigs 
cloiely  as  presented,  and  in  my  opinion 
it  will  cost  §796,400,  the  detail  of  which  is 
attached.

City  Engineer  D.  A.  Reed  states  that 
Mr.  Conklin's  plan  utilizes  tbe  sand  and 
beach  gravel  which  constitutes  the  bot- 
tom of  L:ike  Superior,  and  which  forms 
the  dry  ground  of  Minnesota  Point.

Next  to  the  incandescent  lamp  litiga- 
tion the  most  important  piece  of  news

Supply  companv,  combined  with  several 
other  manufacturing  and  supply  com- 
panies, has  removed  its  factory  to  Du- 
iuth, and  engaged  in  the  general  electri- 
cal manufacturing  business,  a  new  com- 
pany having  been  formed  under  the  cor- 
porate name  of  the  Great  Western  Man- 
ufacturing company.  Inasmuch  as  the 
new  company  proposes  to  cover  the 
entire  field,  manufacturing  and  supply- 
ing everything  from  push-buttons  to 
poAcr  generators  and  boldly  meeting  all 
competitors,  the  scope  and  extent  of  the 
new  enterprise  is  deemed  worthy  of  the 
somewhat  extended  notice  given  in  this 
article. 

The  Great  Western  Manufacturing 
company  is  the  result  of  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  Great  Western  Electric  Sup- 
ply company,  the  Chicago  Insulated 
Wire  company  and  the  Baine  Electric 
Manufacturing  company  of  Chicago,  the 
Phunix  Manufacturing  company  of  Du- 
iuth and  the  Western  Electrical  Supply 
company  of  St.  Louis.  It  was  organized 
Jan.  13.  1S93,  with  a  paid-in  capital  of 
$1,500,000,  of  which  $1,300,000  is  in  com- 
mon stock  and  J20o,coo  preferred.  All 
the  assets  of  these  companies,  casn,  stock 
on  hand,  raw  material,  machinery,  good 
will,  bills,  accounts  receivable,  office 
fixtures,  patents— in  shorts,  assets  of 
whatever  description— have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Great  Western  Manufactur- 
ing companv.  The  value  of  these  as- 
sets has  been  passed  upon  by  a  commit- 
tee appointed  by  those  constituting  the 
new  company,  and  it  was,  at  a  conserva- 
tive estimate,  taken  at  §1,300,000.  The 
S?oo,ooo  preferred  stock  has  been  sub- 
scribed for  at  par,  §100,000  in  cash  hav- 
been  raised  by  Dulutfi  capitalists  and 
the  remaining  §100.000  by  Eastern  men.

solidated  company  is  .interesting.  In 
the  spring  of  1889,  the  Great  Western 
Electric  Supply  company  was  organ- 
ized. At  first  it  did  a  jobbing  bussiness 
only,  with  headquarters  at  190  and  192 
Fifth  avenue,  Chicago.  It  was  not  long, 
however,  before  the  directors  of  the 
company  realized  that  for  their  own  pro- 
tection thev  must  enter  the  manufactur- 
ers' field,  and  with  this  end  in  view  space 
was  obtained  at  195  South  Canal  street, 
and  a  shop  opened  there.  It  soon  be- 
came necessary  to  largely  increase  the 
manufacturing  facilities  of  the  company, 
and  the  result  was  that  the  entire  estab- 
lishment was  moved  to  its  present  site, 
195-207  South  Canal  street.  In  less  than 
two  years  the  company  has  increased  its 
space  three  times,  and  its  manufacturing 
branch  has  become  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant features  of  its  business. 

Less  than  a  year  ago  the  corporation 
became  interested  in  the  Chicago  Insu- 
lated Wire  company,  and  lately  has 
purchased  all  the  stock  of  that  concern.

laiidling  electric  stocks,  bonds  and 
securities  Mr.  oilman  is  well  qualified 
lor  his  new  position.  The  president  ot 
the  company,  Mr.  Casey,  is  widely 
known  throughout  the  Northwest  as  a 
conservative  business  man  and  banker. 
He  is  a  man  of  large  me.:as  and  was 
formerly  vice  president  of  the  North- 
western National  bank    of   Minneapolis. 

Mr.  Munger,  first  vice  president,  is  the 
president  ot  the  Imperial  Mill  company 
of  Duiuth,  which  is  said  tobe  the  largest 
tlouring  mill  in  the  world.  Mr.  Munger 
is  also  interested  in  many  of  the  leading 
enterprises  in  Duiuth  and  vicinity.  Hon. 
Stephen  J.  Young,  second  vice  president, 
is  president  of  the  Union  National  bank 
of  Brunswick,  Me.,  and  is  as  well  known 
in  the  East  as  Mr.  Munger  is  in  the 
West.  He  is  a  man  of  wealth,  conserv- 
ative, and  with  exceptional  business 
ability.  Mr.  Simonds,  third  vice  presi- 
dent is  general  manager  of  the  West 
Duli>th  Land  company  and  manager  of 
the  Duiuth  Transfer  Railway.  He  is 
possessed  of  indefatigable  energy  and 
excellent  business  ability.  Mr.  Odeli, 
the  treasurer,  is  a  gentleman  v/bo  has  a 
thorough  business  training,  although  a 
lawyer  by  profession,  and  is  well  fitted 
to  his  new  position. 

The  Duiuth  factory  is  thoroughly  well 
equipped  for  a  large  manufacturing 
business.  Originally  built  for  the  Iron 
Bay  company,  the  establishment  was 
fitted  with  every  appliance  necessary 
for  the  manufacture  of  machinery  of  all 
kinds.  The  location  is  regarded  as  pe- 
culiarly advantageous  for  the  production 
and  distribution  of  electrical  goods. 
Situated  on  Bay  St.  Louis,  at  the  head 
of  navigafion  on  Lake  Superior,  the 
factory  is  within  a  short  distance  of  the 
great  iron  and  copper  mines  of  the 
Northwest,  the  products  of  which  enter 
so  largely  in  the  manufacture  of  elec- 
trical machinery.  Fuel  is  obtained  at  an 
unusually  cheap  rate,  and  the  .shipping 
facilities,  both  by  rail  and  water,  are  ex- 
cellent, as  the  tracks  on  the  Duiuth 
Transfer  railway  run  directly  into  the 
factory.  E.  A.  Maginnis  is  superintend- 
ent of  the  factory,  and  he  has  succeeded 
in  putting  the  establishment  in  running 
order  in  a  very  short  space  of  time,  con- 
sidering the  difficulties  to  be  contended 
with,  not  the  least  of  which  was  the  ex- 
tremely cold  weather  which  has  pre- 
vailed in  Duiuth,  and,  indeed,  through- 
out the  entire  Northwest,  this  winter. 
The  factory  is  not  yet  running  with  a  full 
force  of  men,  but  it  is  confidently  pre- 
dicted that,  with  all  the  departments  in 
operation,  500  hands  will  be  employed 
before  the  year  is  out. 

The  plant  is  located  in  West  Duiuth, 
on  the  corner  of  Fourth  avenue  east  and 
Fourth  street  north.  The  principal 
building  is  of  brick,  L-shaped,  with  street 
frontages  of  457  and  200  feet.  The  cor- 
ner portion  is  four  stories  high  with  an 
attic.  The  wings  are  respectively  one 
and  two  stories  high  .and  60  and  75  feet 
deep.  In  addition  there  are  two  other 
buildings  not  shown  ii^the  picture.  One 
of  these  200  by  75  feet,  will  probably 
be  used  as  a  wire  factory,  and  the  other, 
which  has  dimensions  of  175  by  60  feet, 
will  serve  as  a  warehouse. 

In  the  big  factory  power  is  supplied  by 
three  engines,  one  Corliss  with  14  by  30 
inch  cylinder,  and  two  automatic,  with 
cvlinders  respectively  6  by  10  and  10  by 
26.    Steam  is  furnished  by  two  tubular

The  Great  Western  Electric  Supply 
com.piny  has  been  rnanufactiirii^g  elec- 
tric, gas  and  combination  fixtures,  arc 
lamps,  and  a  large  variety  of  electrical 
supplies.  This  company's  machinery 
has  been  moved  to  the  Duiuth  plant, 
and  the  manufacture  of  these  atiicies  is 
now  going  on.  The  machinery,  tools 
and  supplies  of  the  Bain  Electric  Manu- 
facturing company  are  now  being  re- 
moved to  the  Duiuth  factory,  and  this 
department  of  the  business  will  manu- 
facture dynamos,  motors,  electric  min- 
ing locomotives,  electric  mining  drills 
and  welding  machines,  beside  electrical 
testing  and  station  instruments  of  various 
kinds.  An  addition  to  the  factory  will 
probably  be  built  for  this  portion  of  the 
business.  It  has  not  yet  been  deter- 
mined whether  the  insulated  wire  fac- 
tory will  remain  in  its  present  quarters 
at  Sycamore,  or  if  it,  too,  shall  be  con- 
solidated with  the  other  branches  at  Du- 
iuth. It  is  expected,  however,  that  it 
will  be  moved  there  at  no  distant  day. 
It  is  the  intention  to  put  in  complete 
rolling  mills  early  in  the  summer  for 
the  rolling  of  copper  rods  and  wire 
drawing. 

Foree  Bain,  one  of  the  best  equipped 
electrical  engineers  in  Chicago,  will 
have  charge  of  the  electrical  work  at  the 
factory,  and  the  Bain  dynamo  will  be  the 
t>pe  produced  by  the  company.  Mr. 
Bain  has  paid  much  attention  to  electri- 
cal mining  machinery,  being  a  pioneer 
in  this  field,  and  the  company  will  de- 
vote especial  attention  to  this  class  of 
apparatus.  Coal  mining  machinery  will 
be  particularly  exploited,  as  Mr.  Bain 
has  devised  a  complete  set  of  machines 
for'this  use.  The  mining  generator  is 
especially  designed  to  run  for  a  long 
period  on  full  or  varying  load.

1  boasts    of  nearly    300.     In   the  state  of 
Ohio  there    are    over    700  and  in  far-off 
Texas  over  300.  St.  Louis  alone  has  over 
300    and    there    are  as  many  more  £<:at- 
tered  throughout  the  towns  of    Missouri, 
while  west  ot   the  Mississippi  river  cnu 
scarcely    be    found    a    horse  car  at  the 
present  time. 

To  sum  up  this  wonderful  progress, 
v^hcn  the  first  issue  of  The  Herald  was 
made  there  were  of  every  description 
and  character  about  700  street  railroads 
in  the  United  States,  all  of  which  were 
operated  by  horses,  with  the  exception 
of  some  ten  or  twelve  cable  roads.  With- 
in ten  years,  less  than  twenty-five  addi- 
tional cabie  roads  have  been  built,  but 
during  the  last  half  of  the  decade  over 
400  electric  railways  have  been  built  and 
completed,  and  about  100  more  are  nov. 
in  process  of  construction  and  equip- 
ment. The  developments  already  re- 
I  cited,  marvelous  as  they  are,  must  be 
;  even  more  rapid  within  the  next  ten 
j  years  than  in  the  past. 
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the  past  year.  It  is  said  that  when  this 
machine  is  offered  for  sale  it  will  be 
durable  and  practical  in  eveiy  feature. 
Within  the  next  year  the  company  will 
introduce  the  Bain  system  of  alternating 
electric  light  machinery.  Contracts  will 
be  taken  for  complete  central  station 
plants  for  lighting  and  power,  with  every 
item  of  the  comp.anv  s  own  manufacture. 

The  insulated  wire  factory  at  Syca- 
more, 111.,  IS  a  two-storied  brick  building 
ing  216  feet  long  and  48  feet  wide.  There 
are  also  two  frame  warehouses.  Nearly 
all  the  operations  of  insulating  wire  are 
performed  by  machinery,  and  in  the  fac- 
tory there  are  lOo  braiders  and  142  other 
machines.  "These  machines  are  tended 
by  girls  and  young  men,  and  about  fifty 
hands  are  "  employed  under^  the 
direction  of  Superintendent  F.  H. 
Sydney,  who  is  an  expe"t  wire  in- 
sulator. Most  of  the  manufacturing  is 
done  on  the  first  floor,  but  the  magnet 
wire  winders  and  spoolers,  with  the  stock 
of  cotton,  are  in  the  upper  story.  All 
the  compounds,  paints  and  waxes  used 
are  prepared  on  the  premises.  The  ca- 
pacity of  the  factory  is  from  25,000  to 
30,000  pounds  of  wire  a  week.  Braid  in- 
sulation is  used  exlusively  except  on  an- 
nunciator wire.  Power  is  furnished  by 
an  Allis  40-horse  power  engine,  which 
also  operates  a  200-light  Edison  dynamo. 
The  factory  has  only  been  in  cper.ation 
about  a  year,  but  is  doing  a  good  busi- 
ness. 

Included  among  the  300  stockholders 
are  manv  of  the  representative  business 
men  of  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
.ind  Duiuth.  With  this  strong  backing 
and  two  well-cguipptd  factories,  the 
new  company  embarks  in  the  general 
electrical  business  with  bright  prospects 
of  success. 

TEN  YEARS  IN  ELECTRICS. 

When  This  Paper  Was  First  Issued  Electric 
Cars  Were  Unknown. 
When  the  first  edition  of  The  Herald 


modern  electrtd  motor,  the  principle  be- 
ing that  the  first  dynamo  was  converting 
the  energy  of  the  engine  wl-.ich  was  driv- 
ing it  into  electricity,  and  the  second  dy- 
namo or  motor,  as  we  no>v  call  it,  was 
reconverting  electricity  back  into  energy 
which  can  be  applied  to  driving  machin- 
ery or  other  practical  purposes,  at  great 
distances  if  need  be  trom  where  the 
power  v.as originally  created. 

This  princijiie,  discovere  1  less  than 
twenty  years  ?go,  at  \'ienna,  was  in  the 
initial  steps  of  its  developm.nt  in  con- 
nection with  railway  operations,  w  hen 
The  Herald  came  into  existence,  but 
has  since  developed  toward  perfection 
and  efficiency  something  like  ten  times 
as  fast  as  has  the  steam  engine  from  the 
time  of  its  hrst  discovery.  While  the 
principle  of  electric  power  was  know?n 
ten  years  ago  not  a  single  detail  of  its 
application  had  been  continued.  Even 
the  appliances  which  were  used  in  con- 
nection with  it  only  four  years  ago  wrre

prised to  observe  the  existence  of  exten- 
sive areas  of  the  finest  agricultural  lands 
in  St.  Louis,  Lake,  Cartton,  Pice,  Kana- 
bec and  adjacent  counties  in  cur  own 
state  and  Wisconsin.  On  the  north,  the 
valley  of  the  Red  Lake  river  contains 
some  of  the  best  fanning  lands  wi:hin 
the  stale.    On  the  Canadian  sice  o.*^  that 


stream  these  lands  are  settled,  and  we 
find  there  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
agricultural  communities  beyond  the 
border. 

"The  time  is  not  far  distant  v, hen  agri- 
culture will  assume  that  prominence  in 
the  Lake  Superior  region  which  its 
latent  resources  and  the  demand  of  the 
community  amply  justify.  This  v.  ill  be 
neccssaiy  to  supply  the  .wants  of  the 
rapidly  increasing  population  now  con- 
centrating around  the  great  inland  sea

So  far  the  onlv  ptaclicable  method 
discovered  of  getting  the  electricity  from 
the  dynamo  which  creates  it  to  the  elec- 
tric motor  on  the  car  has  been  by  the 
trolley  wire,  so-called.
